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PBEFACE. 



I DESiBE to say a few words as to the reasons which have 
induoed me to publish this book. 

Its primary object no doubt is to form a record of fiunily 
documents. The want of such a record has been a source 
of trouble and expense to me. 

Last year I had occasion, at the instance of my friend 
Dr. Beeves, the Dean of Armagh^ who was making some 
researches into the topography of Fermanagh, to make a 
more systematic examination of my Fermanagh deeds thaii 
I had before done ; and it occurred to me that^ in the 
absence of a County History, I might be able to compile 
from them a narrative which would not be devoid of 
interest, at least to a limited section of the public, especi* 
ally at this time, when attention is so much directed to the 
Irish Land Question. 

I have included a short account also of my Tyrone pro** 
perty, which is in strictness my ancestral estate. In this 
caae the materials in my possession were much more limited 
than in that of the Fermanagh property. By a curious 
coincidence, just about the same time, my friend, the Bev. 
Dr. Dixon, applied to me for some topographical information 
connected with a townland called Cuir, but formeily 
Achorrow and Corballintackeu. Dr. Dixon had himself, 
some twenty years ago, written some papers, which weiD 
printed in a periodical (published at Derby)i called the 
Parith Magcumie, on the histoiy of his own and tlie 
adjoining parish ; in which my I^^ione estate is mainly 
situate. 

These papers have been placed atmydisposal^andlhave 
also to thank Dr. Dixon not only for affording me genend 
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•asistanee, bat also for allowing me to print what waa 
rdevuit to. my porpoae in his notes, and from amongst the 
eztnMsts which he had made from yarions public records. 
This will be found in the appendix. With the exception of 
» short extract from Pynnar's Surrey, and the Plantation 
Map of 1609, 1 am, I think, indebted to him for all my in- 
formation prior to 1672, excepting some matter in the 
appendix relating to Sir William Ussher, which I obtained 
from Sir Bernard Burke. Dr. Dixon has also compiled for 
me the list of denominations in the Great Proportion of 
Finagh, etc. ; (App. K.), with their equivalents. 

The Dean of Armagh has rendered me invaluable assuh 
tanoe, not only by his advice and in other ways which will 
be obvious to the reader, but also by undertaking the for- 
midable task of deciphering, copying, and translating, or 
making abstracts of, several ancient documents engrossed in 
** ooort hand," which I could not even read ; and by com- 
piling the list of denominations in the manor of Coole with 
their equivalents (App. B.) 

I am in a lesser degree indebted for assistance to the Lord 
Primate ciAH Ireland^ (for a correct version of the Beres- 
ford Ohost story) ; to Sir Bernard Burke, Ulster King at 
Arms; to Thomas French, esq.. Assistant Librarian of 
Trini^ (College, Dublin ; to the Rev. A. E. Aubhinlech, of 
Gar Oc^ston, Notts; and to the Yen. Charles Stack, D.D., 
Archdeacon of CSogher. 

The main authorities which I have had occasion to refer 
to (beyond my own documents), are the Plantation maps of 
1609.; Harris's Hibemica^ which includes Pynnar's Survey ; 
Sir John Davies' Tracts ; Harris's Life of King William IIL ; 
Bishop Mant*s History of the Church of beland; Mr. 
Witherow's (Professor of Church History in Magee College, 
Londonderry) Work on the Defence of Deny and Eimis* 
killen, the Lrish Lords and Commons' Journals, the lasts

of Members of tiie House of Commons, lately presented to 
Parliament, the " Constitution ** newspaper, and Hansard's 
Debates. 

If some things which I have set down may appear triyial, 
I hope that it may be remembered how limited were my 
materials, for throwing light upon the characters or drcum* 
stances of many of those individuals about whom I have 
had to write. 

As regards the legal documents .which I have quoted, 
some, particularly of the earlier ones, have been given in 
full. Of the others, abstracts have been made, so, as far as 
lay in my power, to preserve the substance of them, 
whilst omitting unnecessaiy verbiage. In one case only, I 
think, (the WiU of Mr. Oalbraith Lowry) did I find an 
>abstract ready to my hand, in the margin of the attested 
copy. 

The older documents were engrossed in a hand, rather 
puzzling to a layman ; and although they are on the whole 
in very good preservation, some words have proved beyond 
my powers of deciphering. 

For the sake of the reader, I have exercised a large dis-. 
cretion in pointing such documents. I have to some 
extent preserved the ancient spelling, but not very strictly. 
Some abreviations of words, too, I have thought it better 
to write out in full, to avoid puzzling the reader, as they 
have puzzled me ; the more so as they are sometimes 
abbreviations of an obsolete form of spelling, ajjf., pte and 
ptes, mean part and parts. 

Some authorities, including Dr. O'Donovan, have I under* 
stand fallen into the error of confounding the old half 
barony of Coole, county Fermanagh, with the modem 
barony of Coole, in the same county, in which is situate the 
Quarter Sessions town of Newtownbutler. The distinction 
between them, I have pointed out in Chapter VL, page 48« 
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Since this work was published, additional information has 
reached me, bearing on the origin of the family of howry^ which 
enables me to correct and amplify some of the statements con- 
tained in Chapter II. and elsewhere. R. ft. Stoddart, Esq., Lron 
Depute, has supplied me with some information respecting StMmea 
Lawrie and his family. Stephen was a merchant buigess of Dam* 
fines and bailie of that burgh in 1616, and acquirMl Redcastle 
and Maxwellton. He married Marion, daughter of John Cor* 
sane, ProYOst of Dumfries ; and his eldest. chOd, Janet, was bap- 
tized 1606; — ^his eldest son, John, of MaxweUton, in 1609. 
[John's son, Bobert, obtained a Baronetcy of NoTa Scotia in 1685, 
which expired (or became dormant), in 1848.] It appears finom 
a funeral escutcheon of one of Stephen's descendants, that his 
(Stephen's) mother must haye been a Fergusson. He was iii 
1634 "tutor as next of kin" to William, son of William 
Lawrie, merchant burgess of Dumfries, and he died in 1637 
or 1638. Mr. Stoddart thinks it possible that James lAwrie^ 
of Ballynagorry, letters of administration for whose effects were 
granted in 1668, was his brother. It appears from the Rer, 
George Hill's << History of the Plantation of Ulster 1879,'' who 
quotm, at page 291, from the " Inquisitions of Ulster, Tyrone^ 
(10) Gar. I.," that Sir George Hamilton, Knt, brother of the fint 
Earl of Aberoom, had a grant of the middle proportion of Laigio 
alias Gloghogenall, and the small proportion of Derriewoone. 
Also that '' one faire may be most conyeniently houlden yerely^ 
at the said Glogher alias Ballydogher, upon the 25 Aprill ; and 
one faire at Ballynagorry in the proportion of Gloghognall, the 
2l8t Oct. yerely, without damage to any of the neighbooring 
faires." 

Quoting from Oarew's Report, 1611, Mr. Hill shows that Sir 
George Hamilton had a proportion of land in the " IVeoinct of 
Stra^tne allotted to Scotch undertakers," and that he was resident 
with his wife and family. He had built a good house oi timbor 
for the present, 62 feet long and thirty feet wide. He had brought 
over some families of Scote " who have built them a bawn and 
good timber houses, 80 cows and 16 gardens among them." 

In Pynnar^s Survey (1619) we find that Sir George Hamilton 
had 1,500 acres called Largie and CloghogenalL '^ upon this is 
no more done upon the Bawne and House, than was dona when 
Sir Josias Moddy [Bodleyj did last survey it ; but he (Hamilton) 
hath made a village in which he hath built of Irish coupled houses 
30 ; and this standeth in a roadway and in a oonrenient place. I 
find planted and estated upon tlus land, of British birth and » 
descent: —

Upon search in the Record Office, Dublin, I find the following 
entry relating to James Lowry, being a memorandum of a grant 
d letters of acquittance to his son and administrator John.

U^ as 8ir Bernard Burke thinks, James died in 1665, the letters 
were not granted immediately. It is possible that he was one of 
Sr George Hamilton's Scots in 1611, but in any case he might 
easOy have been at Ballynagorry (which is still a village of small 
bouses near Strabane), in 1619, when Fjmnar^s survey was made. 
The houses were one-storied, and ** Upstairs in Ballynagorry" is, 
or was a local proverb for anything that could not be found. . 

I have also extracted a copy oi the nuncupative will of John 
Lowry, the son of James. 

MsaiOBANDUX. — ^That on or about the 24th day of June, 1689| 
John Lowry, late of Aghenis, in the county of l^jrrone, gent., being 
then in the si^ of Lmidonderry, sick of body, but of perfect sense 
and of good memory, and having a mind to make his last will and 
testament nuncupative, did then, in the presence of several 
credible witnesses, make publick and declare his last will and 
testamoit nuncupative, in the words following or the like in effect 
(viif.) : — Speaking to his then wife^ Jane Lowry, I do order that 
my eldest son Bobert Lowry do retume, or rather restore backs to 
you, all that I had with you* I give to my son John, £200 ; to 
my dauf^ter Katherine, £200; to my daughter Rebecca, £150 ; 
to my dauf^ter Anne, £150 ; «ad all the rest of my estate, which 
I believe will amount to about £700, I leave to my said sonne 
Bobert Lowry, — and shortly after departed this li£9, without alter- 
ing or making void tiie same.

nom thia.tt would appear that it waa hislile^ andnot his wife^ 
tkait ha kwt duiing the n^ o£ Deny. 
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The date also sbows that he oould not have purchased the town- 
land of Drummin in the oounty of Armagh in 1C94, as I have 
stated, (somewhat dubiously), on page 17. It must have been hin 
son, detptain John Lowry, who died in 1698, who purchased it 
for £S2 10«. I and who bequeathed it to his brother Robert, as 
shown by his will, of which I have also extracted a copy from the 
Record Office. Drummin waa sold in 1814 for X2,137 lOt. lid: 

The will is as follows : — In the name of God, Amen. Thm 
fifteenth day of January, in the year of our Lord God oob 
thousand six hundred ninety and seven. I, Captain John Lowiy, 
of Atherdee, in the County of Louth, being sick of body, bat 
of sound and perfect memory, praise be given ther^ore to God, 
and knowing the uncertainty of this life, doe make this, mj 
last will and testament, in manner and form following : — ^That 
is to say first and principally, I commend my soule unto the 
hands of Almighty God, hopeing through the merits of mj 
Saviour Jesus Christ, to have full and free pardon and remie- 
sion of all my sins, and my body to the eaith to be decently 
buried, as to the discretion of my executors hereafter named. 
And as touching such worldly and temporal estate, as it hath 
pleased Almighty God to bestow on mee, I give and dispose of 
as followeth : — ^Lnprimis, I leave and bequeath unto my beloved 
wife, Maiy Lowry, one hundi'ed pounds sterling, yearly, during her 
natiural life, to be paid her by my Executors half-yearly, at May 
and All Saints ; the first payment to be made on the first of those 
days which shall happen after my death. I likewise leave and 
bequeath unto her, my coach and a paire of the best of my horses, 
with six of the best of my cowee, and all my plate and household 
furniture. The above legacies to be in full satisfaction of all' 
jointures, thirds, dowers, or any other claime, challenge, or demand 
which shoe can or may have to any of my personal or reale 
estate. 

Item. — ^I leave and bequeath unto my brother-in-law, Hamilton 
Townley, the grey gelding, now in my stable. 

Item. — I leave and bequeath unto my daughter>in-law [id, 
.stepdaughter!, Mary fibulkee, two good cows. 

Item. — ^I leave and bequeath unto my brother-in-law, BUumj 
Townley, my best casse of pistolls. 

Item. — ^I leave and bequeath unto my servant, James fiord, one 
■suite of weareing doathee, and two pounds ster. over his wages. 

Item. — ^I leave and bequeath unto the poor of this parish, two 
pounds sterling. 

Item — I leave and bequeath unto my brother, Robot Lowryi 
of Aghems, all other the remainder of my Estate, both reaU and 
personaU, goods and chatUes, debts and credits after the satis&o* 
tion of the above legacies, one third part whereof I order my said 
brother to pay to the poorest oi relations. I hereby frustrate and 
make.void all former wills by me made^ and declare this to be my 
last will and testament AndlasUyi 1 doe hereby nominate^ eon- 
stitate, and appoint my said brother, Robert Lowiy, and brothei^ 
in-law, Hamiitnn Townley, my executors of this, my last will and 



testameni. In witness whereof I have hereunto Mtt my hand and 
maJlf the day and year aforesaid. Jotur Lowet.

Speer, James fford. Hamilton Townley renounced in fkror of 
BoAiert Lowry, 16th July, 1698, in presence of Mary Lowry and 
James fford. Probate granted 29ih July, 1698. 

I have stated erroneously on page 29, that Qalbraith Lowry 
must have been under age when his father Robert died in 1729. 
I have made a list of my ancient deeds, and I find that ho pur* 
diased large tracts of country from Mr. Jlervyn and the Edwards 
trustees, for comparatively small sums ; but owing to the absenoo 
of one or two of the releases, I cannot quite ascertain the price. 
I suspect in one or two cases he must have foreclosed a mortgage. 
Hr. Lowxy and 3Ir. Gledstanea jointly purchased a laige mountain 
estate in Monterioney, barony of Strabane, in 1750 irom Mr. 
Hamilton for £7,560. Vide page 35. 

Mr. Lowry and his wife succeeded to her elder sister's estates 
m Longford and Fermanagh in 1759, and not, as stated on page 31,, 
in 1764. They did not however assume the name of Ocnj till 
after Captain Leslie Corry's death in 1764. 

Mr. Montgomery, of Blessingboume, has two copies of a oerti* 
ficate dated 10th Dea, 1 Edward YL, by Gilbert Dethick, Norroj 
King at Arms, confinning to Francis Armar, of Beldforde, in the 
county of Northumberland, a quartered coat of arms ; with a crest, 
a hand holding a bunch of acorns. These copies appear to have 
been the property of Colonel Armar (vide Chapter XV). Mr. 
Montgomeiy has sent me a copy of the coat of arms, and of one- 
(copy) certificate.

CHAPTER I. 

THE MANOR OF VIKAQH, OOUIHT TTBOKB. 

Its early historjr.— The Earl and Conntesa of CasUeliaTeii.— Sir Pieroe 
CrosbTO. — Sir William Ussher and John Ua8her...-Hagh, Loid Qlen* 
awlj, and his f amil/. 

Thb first notice of the name of Finagh occurs in the Planta- 
tion map of 1600 (III. 17), where it appears as the name of 
one of the ancient districts^ which in the reign of Qaeen 
Elizabeth (1391), when Tyrone was divided into baronieSi * 
were comprised in the barony of Omagh. 

For the purposes of the Plantation this barony, exclusive 
of the Churdi lands of Termonmaguirk, and a few townlands 
attached to the Fort of Omagh, was divided into three l^rffe 
proportions, Finagh, Brade, and Fintonagh, and five small 
proportions, Barone, Edeigoole Qarveli^h, Claraghmore, 
and Oomabracken. (App. A). 

At the Plantation, Finaeh and Barone were granted to 
Lord Audley* and EUzabeui, his (second) wife, at a rent of 
£16 a year, and constituted the manor of Hely. Brade was 
granted to Sir Mervyn Tuckett, Lord Audley's .eldest son. 
Fintonagh to his second son, Sir Ferdinando Tuckett 
Oarvelagh and CSaraghmore to his son-in-law. Sir John

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married to his daughter Eleanor ; and Edergoole and 
Coroabracken to another son-in-law, Edward Blount esq., 
married to his daughter Anna^ (App. B). 

111086 grants were all made in 1611-12. In Septemher, 
1616, Lord Audley was raised to the Earldom of Gastie- 
haven^ in consideration of his military services in the 
Netherlands, France, and Ireland, and more particularly 
at the aeiffe of Einsale, where he was severely wounded. 
He enjoyed his new dignity however only for a few months, 
as he died early in Uie following year, near Drumquin 
ooantj Tyrone. (App. C), 

His widow, who was joint patentee of Fina^h and Rarone, 
married in 1610 Sir rierce Croebie,* (cupbearer). The 
eonditions of the Plantation having been found not to have 
been complied with on this property j>robably on the report of 
Kidiolas rynnar and his brother Commissioners (App. D), 
the Countess and Sir Pierce made a surrender and received 
a re-grant of the same in 1619. (App. E). 

At an Inquisition held in Dungannon in 1631 (App. 
F) these lands were a^^ain found to he forfeited for the same 
reason, and were acain surrendered and re-granted, this 
time to Sir P. Oosbye alone, though the Countess his wife 
was stall living. The rent was raised on the occasion of 
this grant to £i2 (App. O). 

Lastly, a grant oi the same lands was made to Sir P. 
Crosbye in 1687, upon the Commission of Defective Titles 
(App. H). It was, probably, on this occasion that the quit- 
rent of the mancnr ot Finagh was raised to £43 lbs,, and 15s. 
for "four fain and a market in the town of Ballynalla.*' 
. These rents were added together and paid as for the manor, 
unto they were extinguished last year (1880) bv the Com- 
missionen of Woods, for twenty-eight yeara purchase. 
" BaUynalla " was, no doubt, a cleric^ error ip the Quit- 
Bent Book in the Custom House in Dublin, for "Bally- 
Gidla^'* now probably Cooley, between Sixmilecross and 
Bongh. The faira which are at present held at Sizmile- 
eross take place on the 19th day ot each mon^. 

In this year (1637) Sir Pierce conveyed Finagh and 
Barone to Sir William XJssher, and in the Civil Survey

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Beport, connected wiiJi the Down Survey (1657) these 
lands, with several townlaads in the smaU proportion of Eder- 
goole (including Beagh, Letfem, Legacorrj, and Moylagh,* 
now part of my property), were reported to have been in the 
possession of Sir Willuun Ussher, knt, Protestant^ in the 
year 1641 (A.pp. I). 

In 1662, the Countess of Castlehaven wasstillliving^havinff 
survived her second husband Sir Pierce Crosbye, deoeasea 
in 1646, and she and her nephew and heir apparent (Baptist 
third Viscount Camden) were declared innocent Protestants 
(ije, not concerned in the Bebellion of 1641), and as sudi 
entitled to the lands originally granted to her ladyship, and 
asserted by her to have been in her possession i^ the date 
of the Bebellion, totally ignoring the conveyance to Sir W. 
XJssher in 1637 (Decrees of Irmooents, Boll vi, 61). Sir 
William, however, retained possession of the property (Deed 
of Conveya/nce penee me). 

In the Appendices (J and E), will be found an inquisition 
held at Korwh, in 1639, and a list of denominations. Also 
lists of the inhabitants of TermonM'Qoork(Termonma0uirk), 
for the second Pole Money (Pole tax), and the Hearth Money 
Boll for A.D. 1666 ; an extract from the Subsidy BoU of 
1663, showing who in the parish were liable for rent and 
stock; and a list of five persons in the baronies of Omagh 
and Strabane liable for titnes, and of tenants and rents of 
certain Church lands (App. L). Also a short history of the 
parish (App. M). 

In 1672, John XJssher, who had succeeded his father Sir 
WilUam, sold the property to Hugh Lord Olenawl^. 

Lord Olenawley was the son of Dr. Archibald Tfwnilton, 
consecrated Bishop of EiUala in 1623, and Archbishop of 
Cashel in 1630. ii the Bebellion of 1641, this prelate was 
obliged to fly for safety to Sweden, where ne died at 
Stockholm in 1 650. His second son, Hugh, who accompanied 
his father in his exile, obtained the title of Baron Lunge in, 
Sweden, and on his return to this countiy was orMted 
Baron of Olenawley in Fermanagh, in 1660. 

At an Inquisition held in Sallygawle^ 26th January 
1628, the smaU proportion of Moyenner, originally granted 
to William Turvm esq., was found to be in the possession 
of Dr. Archibald Hamilton, who had forfeited his rkthi by 
non-compliance with the Articles of the Plantation ; but on 
surrender received a re-grant in 1620. At a later Inquisition 
held in Dungannon I7th June, 1661, Huffh Lord Hamilton 
was found to be in peaceable posMssion ot the same, havinff 
saooeeded his elder nrother, ijrchibald who died unmarrie£ 
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liord CBenawley beinff thus possessed of the Manors of 
Fynagh and Moyenner, died between 1676 and 1678, leaving 
a son and two danghteis, who after their brother's deaUi 
became his coheiresses. The elder, Arabella Susannah, mar- 
ried Sir John Magill, of the Comity Down ; and the younger, 
Kicola Sophia, manied in 1687 Sir Tristram Beresford of 
Coleraine. In 1695 these ladies divided their property. 
Fvnagh, with some exceptions became the separate property 
m the elder, and Moyenner of the younger. The advowson 
of Temum was still held jointly. Havinff survived their 
Imsbands, these ladies were married secondly — ^Lady Magill 
to the Lord Viscount Dungannon, and Lady Beresford to 
lieui-G^ieral Richard Qoiges, of Kilbrew, county Meath. 

Li 1705 Lord Dungannon and his wife sold Fynagh and 
their share of the advowson of Termon-Maguirk to my an- 
cestor Robert Lowry, eso., of Aghenia 

The following is an Abstract of the CSonveyance firom Mr. 
John Ussher : — 

On the Srd day of February, 24th Charles IL, 1678, John 
Ussher of the City of Dublin esq., assigned to the Rt. 
Honble. Hugh, Lord Baron of Glanawly, for the sum of 
£3,400, all that the Manner of Fynagh, and Court Leete 
mnd view of Franlroledge thereof, with all that belongs to 
view of Frankpledge, and a court in nature of a Court 
Baron usually kept within the said Manner, &a, with all 
the tonnes and proportions of lands bv the generall survey

deed of feofiinent, dated 3rd February, 1672-JI. By &r tbe 
greater number are obsolete, and I think forgotten. Soma 
few are those in the map No. III., 17, of the escheated lands 
in Ulster, of 1609. 

Evidently the copyist wrote them phonetically, and is 
not always consistent in his spelling. Sixmilecross, the 
modem name of a village on the estate, I can only trace 
back to 1695. It was anciently called Koragh, or as civen 
in the list Carraghp the alias of Tullyneale, which still sur- 
vives as the name of a hill above the village. 

Shortly before selling the manor, Mr. Jolm Ussher appears 
to have given a fee-farm grant of a large townland now called 
Boscavey, to Mr. James Galbraith gentleman, at a rent of 
£10 a year late Irish currency. Mr. Qalbraith a descendant 
of the lessee still holds it A few years ago it was put into 
the Landed Estates CSourt but withdrawn. From the sale 
rental it appears that the then rent was £7S2 lb. 2d, or 
deducting nead rent £9 4s. 8d, and tithe-rentcharge £36 
7«. 6d., £687 net; whilst the tenement valuation was £561, 
and the acreage 1,128a. 2r. 26p. The owner heldpart of it, 
and tiiere were besides fifly-six principal holders, llie follow* 
ing is the description of the tenure taken from the sale rental 

Tenure. 

By indenture, dated 9th July, 1672, made between John Usher, 
of the city of Dublin esquire of the one part^ and James Galbraith 
of Roscavey in the comity of Tyrone gentleman, of the other 
part, the said John Usher granted unto &e said James Galbraith, 
all that one balliboe or townland, commonly called or known by 
the name of Roscavey, situate lying and being within the pro- 
portion of land called the Ballybotagh of BallylarUn [Ballintaokin], 
together with all the arable land meadows pasture oonmioDS 
feedings bogs mountains woods underwoods loughs lakes 
riyers rivulets buildings edifices commodities and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, except free liberty to the said John Usher, 
hia heirs or assigns, of fishing, fowling, hmiting^ hawking, as also 
eyries of hawks and falcons.

toilgeci to tlie yearly rent of XIO payable at the chief mannon- 
liOQiBe of the manor aforesaid, in tlie liall of the aaid hooae, at the 
ftaets of Saint Michael the Archangel and Easter hy eren and 
equal portiona. Said indenture contains a corenant hj the said 
James Oalbraith his heirs and assigns, to do suit and service at 
the coarte-leet and couits^haxon of the said John Usher, to be 
holden for the manor of Ballylarkin [Ballintackin], and that he 
should not oommence aetiona and suits against any of the tenants 
"vitlim the said manor oat of the said coarta, nnless it appeared 
that the Talue of that which they purposed to sae tor amounted 
to 40e» or more. 

I am not aware where the "ohief mansion house of the 
manar" vna ntuated. There is no trace of it

It then recites that it had been agreed to 

divide the landaftc ; and that Sir John Ma^ and his wife 

were to have the manor of Finagh, with all its royalties and 

appurtenanceB, excepting out of it Upper and Lower Gloghfin 

Kulykeele Aghnagar and Eskermore, and that Sir Tristram 

and Lady Berafora were to take for their ahare the excepted 

lands of the manor <^i1nagh, together with the manor of 

Moynde aUa$ Ballygawley, and the lands in the barony of 

Dongannoft The ^ro first parties were to present to the 

advowBoa oiP TenaoDmaguirk alternately t dravring lots for 

tha finttsn. 
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This deed bears the autographs — Jo. Magill; Arabella 
Susanna Magill ; T. Beresford ; Nicola Sophia Beresford ; and 
Robert Kine : it has an additional interest in the drcom- 
stanoe of Lady Beresford being the heroine of the celebrated 
Beresford ghost story, the scene of whidi is laid at OillhaU, 
county Down * She was the ancestress of the Marquis of 
Waterford, who at the time of the disestablishment of the 
Church of Ireland, was still natron of a moiety of the adyow« 
son of Termonmaguirk ; although as be has informed me, she 
left the rest of the property away from the Beresford bmily, 
overlooking the alivowson, to (as I believe) her second 
husband Lieut-Oeneral Qorsea 

An indenture dated 30th June, 1697 between Sir Tristram 
Beresford of the one part^ and James Conj of OasUe- 
coole, esq., of the other part^ recites that Incola Sophia 
Hamilton oZios Beresford, wife of Sir Tristram had at 
his special request conveyed to Audley Mervyn esg., her 
right and title and interest in a mortgage of i^2,440 
which she had upon the estate of Hugh Mervyn of Mawle 
esq., which was part of her own estate and fortune. 
And that whereaB by a former settlement he (Sir Tristram) 
had settled £100 a year upon her, to be paid to her 
during her coverture as pinmoney ; to secure this he rives 
to James Corry esq. an annuity of £160 payable out of the 
Ballygawley estate, the hinds in Finagh excepted from the 
manor, and the Dun^|annon lands, out of which to pay £160 
to Lady Beresford if she should insist upon having it~ 
James Corry has a power of distraint After the rent- 
charge has been satisned, the lands to be held to the trusts 
of a settlement between Sir Tristram and Lady Beresford 
and others, concerning these lands. 

Sir John Magill having died, his widow appears to have 
remarried after a very short interval with the Lord Viscount 
Dungannon. Her marriage settlement (which is in my 
possession), is dated 80th April, 1700. It is between the 
Honorable ArabeUa Susannah widow of Sir John Magill 
Knight and Baronet of the first part and the B%htmn. 
Thomas Lord Baron of Howth, Blaney Townley, Esq., of 
Acclare in the county of Louth, and Robert King of the dty 
of Dublin, of the other part It recites that the said 
ArabeUa Susannah was seued in fee, and during the term 
of her natural life in possession, of one lentcharve or 
annuity of £700 to be yearly issuing out of owtain 
Oinentioned) lands in the county of Down; and thai Sir 
John Magill, by his will dated ISth June, 1698^ and by a 
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codicil dated 17ih January* 1699 (1700), had devised to 
the said Arabella Susannah, all his furniture, household 
stufi^ his mansion house of Oillhall, and demesne thereto 
belongmg for her life; and likewise unto her absolute use, 
an his jeweb, rinffs, apparel, and table plate ; and that 
sometime after he had aied, whereby she became possessed 
of the same; and that she was seised iu fee of the Manor 
of Fynagh otherwise Sixmilecross, and of a moiety of the 
advowBon of Termonmaguirk, except Upp^i^ Cloghfin, 
Lower Qoghfin, Ballykeele, Aghne^, and Eskermore ; and 
also of a moiety of the presentation to the advowson of 
DrommuDy in the county of Fermanagh; and of a moiety of 
the towns or tates called Bamehilf and Eillvpay alias 
LflUypadin and the isUnd of Inchgraffiui county Fermanagh : 
finther, that a marriage was about to be solemnijsed between 
the said Arabella Susannah and Marcus Lord Viscount 
Dnngannon, and that it was agreed with the consent of 
Lovd Dnngannon testified by his subscribing the deed as 
a witness, that Lady Magill should convey the premises to 
the above-named persons, in trust to permit her to enjoy 
the rents, but reserving to her power to make leases or fee- 
fiunns, or to sell or mortgage the same, or dispose of them 
bj will ; and that she Uierefore c<mveyB them to trustees 
leaerving to herself these powers.

Sir John Magill was the predecessor of the present Earl of 
duiwiUiam, into whose family the Qillhidl property came 
by a marriaj(e. 

On the 22nd March tbllowinff 1700-1 Lady Dangannon 
and her trustees mortgaged the lands to Mr. Joseph Darner, 
of Dublin for seven years for £4,000 at 8 per cent per 
annum ; but £2,000 might be repaid on the 24th March, 
1702. 

On the 27th January following Mr. Damer made a re- 
demise by way of lease to Lord Dungannon of the said 
premises for the yearly rent of £320, together with certain 
premises in the county Down given as collateral security, 
viz., the low-water corn-mill of Loughbrickland, the lands 
of ]^commurry, Ballindrummin, Sharrade and the Mill, 
and Ballynemuny. 

On the SOth Januiuy, 1705-6, Lord and Lady Dungannon 
Lord Howth JBlaney Townley and Robert King; granted a 
lease for a year of the manor of Fynagh, and of a moiety 
of the presentation of Termonmagnirk, to Robert Lowiy, 
of Affhenis county Tyrone, the grandfather of the first Earl 
of Bdmore, my own great ffrand&ther. This manor (ex- 
cepting the before-mentioned exceptions), or, more strictiy 
speaking the greater part of it^ for I believe two or three 
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townlanda haye been sold, h>ui ooluiequenUy been in the 
possession of my family for a century and three-quarters : 
one of Robert Lowry's sons,* his grana8on,t great grandson^ 
great great grandson^f and great great great grandaonJI 
naye at some of their liyes represents the county of 
Tyrone in the House of Commons; one of them, the late Rij^ht 
Hon. Henry Corry for more than forty-six years unm- 
tenuptedly. He was I believe at the time of his death 
in 1873p the father of the House. 

The lease for a year was in accordance with the statute 
fw eonyerting uses into possession, followed b^ a re-lease 
dated the next day (31st January, 1705-6). This document 
redtes Lady Dungannon's marriage settlement and the 
mortgage to Damer ; also a further loan of £500, for security 
for which the sidd lands had been conyey ed to him, ss also 
the lands of Enockbarrow in the county Down, and that 
Lord and Lady Dungannon had further Sorrowed a sum of 
£850 secured by judgments; and being minded to pay off 
the same had agreed to sell Fynagh and their moiety of the 

Eresentation to tiie adyowson to Bobert Lowry for £115, 
e payinff off the charges and saying Lord and Lady Dun* 
sannon harmless ; all tiie remaining lands are to oe held 
by Lord and Lady Dungannon freed from the iocumbiances, 
and the bonds or deeds are to be cancelled. £5,500 was the 
sum to be paid to Mr. Damer, £115 to Lord and Lady Dun«-

Between the date of the deed and of the endorsement, i.s. 
on 2nd February, 1705, Lord and Lady Dungannon and 
Mr. Darner assigned all arrears of rent since 1703 to Robert 
Lowry. On the 4th February 1705, a deed was made 
between Joseph Darner of the first part; Thomas Bell of the 
city of Dublin, esq., and James Bell of the same merchant, 
executors of the will of Andrew Smith of the same mer- 
chant of the second part ; and OUver M'Oausland of Rush, 
county Tyrone es^., and Robert Lowry of Aghenis of the 
third part. It recites Lord and Lady Dungannon's mortoaffe 
for £4,000, and says that one sum of £2,000 (part of the 
£4,000) belonged to Damer, and that the other sum of 
£2,000 beloi^ed to the executors of Smith. It also recites 
the loans of £oOO and £350; the latter secured by two judg- 
ments against Lord Dungannon and the RightHon.tiie Ladyf 
Beresfora ; and that £437 is due to Damer as interest on 
several loans ; and to the executors £300. It recites the par- 
ticulars of the agreement with Robert Lowry for paying off 
the loans, and paying the further sum of xlU ; and that 
M^Oaushmd and Lowry have paid off £600 and £360, and 

K'ven a bond to pay ^£437 10s. Gd on the 1st August next^ 
iinst interest and cash due to Damer, and have given a 
bond to BeU and Martin to secure their £300 with mterssi 
It is declared that the morknge for £4,000 shall still afl^ 
the manor, &c., but that M'OausLuid and Lowry may pay 
to Damer either £600 or £1,000 on acooout thereof in one 
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and eadi (several) payment^ and to the exeeaton £1,000 in 
one and eadi (aepaiate) payment, on giving three months 



On the 25th June 1700, Darner Bell and Martin made 
an aari^^nment d the mortgage to one Mr. Eeaa junior of 
Agbenia^ Hera the reoord of these transaetions ends. I 
cannot aacertain whether Mr. Keas was or was not a trostee 
tor Ifr. Lowxy. A half-sister of his married a Mr. " Keys/ 
wliicli was possiUy only a Tariation of the spelling of the same 
name, and Mr. Keas jimior may quite possibly have been 
Mr. Lawiy^s nephew. 



CHAPTER II. 

JAMXa, JOHN, AND BOBKBT LOWBT, 8BN.» 1665 tO 1729. 

Tlieir fiumliei.— PorchaMi of land — Robert LowiT't aoqairitioD of the 

Manor of Fina|^. — Hb wilL 

HAYtNG traced the history of Fynagh from the Plantation 
of XJIater to the jeta 1705-6, when it came into possession of 
my fSeunily, this will be a convenient point for stating the pre* 
viona history of the family. The first member of it concerning 
whom I hare any authentic record, or indeed anything 
beyond mere tradition, was James Lowiy who died intes- 
tate. In the year 1665 letters of administration were granted 
to his eldest son and heir John Lowry. James is described 
as of BAllynafi|orry co. Tyrone. I have heard that there is 
a townland of that name in the neighbourhood of Strabane. 
This is all that I positively know about him. The tradition is 
thai he wasa youngwson of the family of Laurie of Maxwel- 
ton, Dumfries, in So^tland His son John had two wives; the 
first was Mary Buchanan, by whom he had two sons, viz.— 
Robert the purchaser of Fvnagh; and John who appears at 
one time to have lived in me countv Louth, to have married 
Muy danehter of Heniy Townley, esq., of Adare, co. 
Louth, widow of a Mr. Foulkes, and to nave died about 
1688 without issue. His widow married thirdly James 
Somervilk^ esq. 

John Lowry senior had also four daughters by his first 
marriage, vis. :—

John Lowiy married secondly Jane, daughter of Sir Hugh 
Sbmilion, of Ballyfatton co. Tyrone, by whom he had 
William, who died unmarried in India, and three daughters, 
viz.: 

1. m. Fras. Perry, of Tattyreagh esq. 

2. nk Keys of Cavancor co. Donegal esq. 

3. m. Archibald Woods of Trinsallagh, co. Donegal esq. 

He is said to have been present at the siese of Deny, 
with his second wife, who died there. Ptobab^ he was an 
elderly man then ; one of the civilians driven to take refuge 
in the town, as his name does not appear in any of the lists 
of officers. His name, however, does appear amongst those 
of persons attainted by King James' Parliament in 1689.* 

The only document in my possession relating to him 
is a lease for a year or conveyauce dated 26th Tebraary 
1694, by a Mr. Peirson of St. James Middlesex, to John 
Lowry of Atherdeet (now Ardee) county Louth, of the 
lands of Drummin county Armagh containing 45 acres, 
then in the occupation of Mr. Patrick Savage. On the 
following day 27th February 1694, a release of Drummin 
containing 45 acres, which had belonged to the late Arthur, 
Earl of Anglesey (a predecessor of Viscount Yalentia), 
whose debts exceeded his personal estate by £5,000, was 
executed for the consideration of £32 10«. It had been sold 
by the Countess to Peirson, on the 23rd October, 1691. 
lliis townland apjpears to have remained in the fitmily just 
over 100 years. On the occasion of a fine and recovery of' 
the estate being suffered in Michaelmas term 1795, after my 

gandfather came of age, the parties being Armar Viscount 
^Imore, and the Hon. Somerset Lowry Corrv, his eldest son 
and heir, and Mr. David Babington (a solicitor in Dublin). 
Lord Belmore and Mr. Gorry aclmowledged the premises " to 
be the right of David fiabington,as those which tne said David 
Babington had the gift of them.'' In resettUnff the estate, 
Drummin was left at the absolute disposal of Lord Bel- 
more, most likely with a view to its sale. 

}Sx. John Lowry probably did not long survive this 
purchase. His eldest son, Robert, married Anne Sinclair 
of Holyhill county Tyrone, whose mother had been a Miss

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Qalbraith. This marriage, I think, took place in or about 
1698, for in the year 1699 begins a series of entries by Mr. 
Lowry in an old Bible * of his wife's (published during the 
Commonwealth), of the days and hours and birthplaces of 
his children, together with entries of the deaths oi such of 
them as died young. This series was continued by his 
third son Galbraith, whose own marriage is entered, as is 
also that, by himself, of my great grandfather with Lady 
Margaret Butler, in 1771. 

In 1692 Robert Lowry, John Lowry 's eldest son, who 
iras one of the Commissioners of escheated lands in 
Tyrone and Armagh, and who appears to have resided at 
Qiledon in the county Tyrone, took a lease for thirty-one 
yean (if the lessor's title should so long continue) from 
GeoTge and John Warbnrton of the city of Dublin, of the 
lands of Elillygivin and Tullynecalgan, in the barony of 
Dungannon, to commence from 1st loAy, 1693. He was to 
pay £6 a year rent for the first ten years, £8 for the second 
ten years, and £12 for the remainder of the term. 

In 1697, however, he was enabled to purchase this pro- 
perty. 

A lease for a year, dated, 24th June, 1697, was followed 
the next dav bv a release, which recites an indenture, 
dated 16th April, 1685, between Bobert Parkhurst one of 
the executors of Sir Robert Parkhurst knight deceased, 
surviving executor of Sir Robert Parkhurst knight deceased, 
who was surviving executor of Alderman Robert Parkhurst 
deceased of the one part ; and George and John Warburton 
of the other; and further amongst other thin^ that Sir 
Kobert Parkhurst was indebted to the said Qeorge and 
John in the sum of £570; and, likewise, was indebted to 
some others in divers sums of money, to whom the said 
George and John are bound together with the said Robert 
ParUiurst as his security; and it likewise recites that 
Bryan M'Heniy, Om O'Neill, and Phelim O'Neile after- 
"wards Sir Pheum (jNeile, and Robert Hovenden, did on 
26th April 1633 acknowledge before the mayor and con- 
stables of the town of Droffheda^ a statute staple for pay- 
ment of £2,000 to the said Alderman ParUiurst &a, and 
was actually^ put in possession of the lands of Eillygivin 
alioB Killygivilly, and Tullynecolpin dUaa Tully, and was 
then in possession of them at certain value, at which they 
were extended to the said Robert Parkhurst for the speedier 
payment of the £570; and for other consideTations men- 
tioned in the said deed, sold to the said Qeorge and John 
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Warburton amongst other things, the towns of KillygiTin 
and Tullynecolgfui with their appurtenances, which were 
so delivered to him in execution &c; to hold the same 
during all such interest as he had in them, hj virtue of 
which George and John entered into possession of the 
premises ; and further that Henry Hovenden son and heir 
of Robert Hovenden one of the cognizors of the said estate, 
to whom the fee and inheritance of the said land belonged, 
by deed of lease dated 28th February, and of release dated 
Ist March 1693 between himself and Stephen Ludlow, for 
the consideration therein mentioned, granted I[illygivin and 
TuUynecolpin to Stephen Ludlow and his heirs ; and that 
whereas Ludlow's name was onlv mentioned in trust for 
the Warburtons, the indenture witnesseth that (}eorge and 
John Warburton and Stephen Ludlow for the consideration 
of £100 did grant the lands to Robert Lowry, to hold the 
same for ever. 

On the 29th March, 1700, Robert Lowry obtained a lease 
for a year, and on the 80th March a release from John 
Hamilton of Caledon esq., for the consideration of £460, of 
the townland of Aghenis near Caledon, together with about 
eight acres in Loughmacnab. To this was attached liberty 
for Robert Lowry and his undertenants to cut turf on the 
turf bog of Ballyboy being a sessia^h of Aghenis, to be 
spent on the land, and also of grazmg on flie said bojg;, 
and on the turf bo^ joining to the towmand of Dromess in 
the parish of Aghaloo barony of Dungannon, exceptinff out 
of tne finrant the royalties and the two bogs themselves, 
except the right of cutting turf on the one, and grazing on 
both; but granting all houses woods underwoods &c. 
Mr. Lowry and his tenants were to do suit and service at 
the manor court of Caledon, and to crind their com at and 
pay mulcture to the mill there, provided there was sufficient 
water &a; and he was also to pay £3 18s. 6|d either 
directly to the Crown, or at his option through Mr. Hamil* 
ton, Thb is signed by John Hamilton, in presence of 
David M*Clenahan John QamUe Robert Maxwell Hugh 
Brown. 

Upon this townland Mr. Lowry and his son Qalbraith, 
and his grandson Armar had their seat» until the latter 
succeeded his mother at Castlecoole in 1779. It was 
intended that my grandfather, the son of Armar, diould 
have lived there after his marriage, but his father^s death 
rendered this arrangement unneooessary. The house fell 
into decay, and became Uie abode of a oolonv of beman^ 
until Aghenis was sold in 1862 to Lord Gsledon's tnuitees.

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Melboiy, where Ifr. Robert Lowry the younger resided^ 
was in LonghmACDab, in which townland it would appear^ 
by hiB will, ihat he had a laiger interest than his mther 
bad possessed. 

The Oaledon estate remained in the Hamilton family 
until it came into possession of Miss Hamilton who married 
the Earl of Cork and Orrery. It was sold towards the end 
of the century to the ancestor of the present Earl of 
Caledon, having been it is said, previously offered to Sir 
James Stronge's ancestor for £70,000, and to Lord Belmore 
lor £90,000. It must now be an estote producing a large 
rental 

From the small beginning with EiUysivini Robert Lowry 
the elder accumulated a great landed estate. Land was 
cheap in those days, but rapidlv rising in value as things 
settled down after the Revolution ; and it was well worui 
while to buy with borrowed money. His purchase of the 
manor of Finagh I have already noticed. This alone con* 
tained a good many thousand statute acres. At some time 
or other the head rent of the townland of Moyhu^ was 
acquired, either by himself or his son Galbraith. This is 
now paid to me by Major Perry U'Clintock, of Seskacore. 

This townland had on 17th December, 1684, under 
the name of Mullagh, been assigued by Mr. Gfeorge Mervyn 
of Maynooth county Kildare, to a Mr. James Delap, ot 
MuUagh for £83, and a head rent of £8 sterling, royalties 
being reserved. Mr. Mervjm was, I believe, a successor in 
title of Sir William Ussher. Moylagh is of considerable 
acreage, and is not in Finaffh. 

In 1710 Mr. Lowry purchased out the tenant of Doogaiy, 
which paid head-rent to I^rnagh. This townland, situate 
near Ghnagh and in the diocese of Derrr, (all the manor 
except DcMgary, Camowan and Lisboy being in Armagh 
diocese,) was, on the 1st of November 1698 the subject of a 
deed between William Robertson of Duggery and Patrick 
Hamilton of Termontomunffan. It recites that Sir William 
Ussher had by deed of feofmmt dated 14th October 1662, 
sold to Robertson the lands of Duggery estimated at sixty 
acres, for £20, reserving a rent of £S 13s. 4d (payable as to 
the manor of Fjmagh). 

On Uie 25th Jufy, 1710 a lease for a year registered by 
memorial, (which must have been followed by a release,) 
conveys Hamilton's interest to Robert Lowry, in whom the 
head-rent was now vested ; the purchase money was £100-* 
just five times what Hamilton had given for it less than 
twelve yean before. 
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On the Srd of July, 1724 Homy Mervyn, esq. of Trillick 
assigned to Robert Lowxy for £1,560 and a rent of £2 yearly, 
Uie townlands of Lecaoorry, Bea^h, and Lettem. These are 
in the manor of Tu^ett. The head-rent is no longer paid. 
But under the name of mulcture there is a sum of £7 paid 
for something outside Finagh, to A. Stuart esq., although I 
do not quite know for whai 

As much as Mr. Lowry possessed of Fynagh, (with the 
exception of Achorrow ana Gorballintackin, which are 
supposed to be represented by the modem townland of Cnrr 
of the Ordnance map, and to have been sold by a mistake to 
be her^^r alluded to ; and Killadroy, which had been 
omitted from the entail,) tosether with Doogaty, Legaoorry, 
Beaffh, and Letfem, are still in my possession. Mr. Lowiy 
seti^ Fynagh on his eldest surviving (but originally his 
second) son ]^bert, on the occasion of his first marriage with 
Miss ElatherineDoppingydaughterof theDeanof Clonmacnois. 
But he had also aoquir^ an even larger estate than Fjmagh. 
On Srd November 1713 Mr. Lowry purchased Tattemoney 
fromaMr. Beid for £556> andafurther sum of £165 to Oharity 
Drynely. (This appears to have been Mervyn proper^.^ 
On the 7th June 1722, Margaret, Richard, and Maiy Hill 
conveved Recarson to him for £190. On the 26th June, 
1728 he purchased from Mr. Bowley, Camdenry and other 
lands for £1,025 6s. He had also other townlands of whidi 
I cannot give the particulars. Amongst others his son 
Robert conveyed to him a townland c^led Comebrackent 
but this may nave been purchased in trust. 

His will was dated 1729, and he must have died shortly 
afterwards (as his son Qalbraith says), at home (Aghenis) of a 
the dropsie. He disposed of his property in the following 
manner: —

The manor of Bixmilecross having been settled at the manrisge 
of his eldest son Robert with Katherine Dopping, he leaves him 
only a legacy of £20.

hein male^ imd Ruling James to RobOTt^ fiuling male issue of the 
three sods to the eldest daughter of Galbraith and her heirs male, 
fidling her to her sisters in succession, and their heiis male. Their 
hnsbttids to talre the surname and arms of Lowrj. Failing Gal- 
hnith's daughteis to James's daughters under like conditioD. To 
James Lowiy his third son for life, and his heirs male, the manor 
townlands and balljboes in Altadesart otherwise Chichester, lying 
and being in the barony of Dungannon. Failing James to Qalbrail£ 
and his heirs male ; fiuling him to Bobert and his heirs male. 
To Galbraith, when seiaed <S the aforesaid lands, he gave power to 
chaigs them with a jointure not exceeding £200 per annum ; 
and a further power to Galbraith to charge them witn a sum not 
eioeeding X2,000 for daughters and younger sons, or daughters if 



James also was te have power te charse his lands with £1,000 
To his daughter IsabeUaiie bequeathed £100, te be paid at the 
age of eighteen or day of marriage, and if she married with consent 
of his ezecutots £1,600. In case of her demise before eighteen 
and unmarried, or if she married without consent^ Galbraith was 
to take the £1,600. Isabella was to oet £60 per annum from 
testator^s death until marriaoe in lieu of interest To M'Clintock 
he left £100, and further te Galbraith the sum of £2,000 due by D. 



To his sisters Jane and Anne M'Olintock, and brothers-in-law 
Pteiy and Moore^ the sum of £80 to be divided equally. 

If any part of the personalty was remaining after legacies were 
paid, Jsmes was to liATe £100, and Galbraith to be sole executor 
and residuary legatee. 

In a oodidl he revoked the bequest of £1,600 to Isabella, and 
nve her £1,000 ; to his sister, Jane M'Clintock, £40 ; his sister, 
Gstherine Peiry, of Mullaghmore, £40 ; to his sister Anne M'Olin- 
tock, £40; to the children of his sister Rebekah Moore, £40; to 
his daughter Mary Ecdes, £40. 

The sum of £600 taken from Isabella was to dischaige these 
latter I wwMfifi ii 

Mr. Lowr/s widow died ""of a decay^ at Fintona^ the 
teeidence of her son-in-law, Mr. Eodes. 

EQs ddesi son John, who entered Trinity College May 
2Srd 1715, but dropped off Feb. Ist 1716, predeceased him in 
1724^ and was boned at Saint Maiy^ s^ I>ublin, having been 
born in 1699. 

There is a pietore at Oastleeoole, which, from the fiunily 
likffliess whidi it bean to his descendanti^ I bave no doubt 
k that el Boberi Lowiy senior. 
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CHAPTER III. 

BOBKBT LOWBT THE TOUVQEB, 1729 TO 1764. 

His marriafle aetUement— He diTides the adfowion of Tennoonitguik 
with Yuconnt T^rrone.— Hia aeoond maniage.— Elected ii.r. for 
Strabane.— Uia will— and death. 

Robert Lowrt having divided his eetates aaoaongst his 
survivinff sons, the eldest by virtue of a settlement at the 
time of liis marriage took Fynagh. He had a wwerot 
jointuring a wife to the extent of £200 a year, and settling 
portions for younger children to the extent of £2,000. 

Failing his issue male, the property was to pass, and 
eventucJijr did pass, to Galbraith his next brother. The 
following is an abstract of the 

Marriagi Skttlbmeiit of Robt. Lowrt thi Touvobr. 

'< This Indenture quadripartite made this lOth day of Septem- 
bor, in the year of our Lord 1724, between Robert Lowiy the 
elder of Aghenis, in the oo. Tyrone, esq., and Robert Lowiy the 
younger, esq., ddest son and heir apparent of the said Robert 
Lowry tiie eider, of the first part ; Hugh Howard, of the dtty of 
London, esq., and Alex. M'Clintock, of the citty of Dublin, gent., 
of tiie second part ; Arthur Weldon, of Raghin, in the Queen's 
county, esq., and David Eodes, of Fintonagh, in the county of 
Tyrone, esq., of the third part; the Rev. Anthony Dopping, 
Dean of Clonmacnois, and Katherine Dopping, eldest daughter of 
the said Anthony Dopping, of the fourth part. . . • ." 

Vests in Hugh Howard and Alex. M'Clintock, in trust for

In 1731 l£r. Bobert Lowr^ and Lord Tyrone, who had 
Bucoeeded to the moiety of hia mother, Micola Sophia Lady 
Beresfoid (who, after Sir Triatiam'a death, remarried Colonel 
Oeorgee, and died on a oertiun birthday as foretold by Lord 
TkhipeoT^a j^oet), agreed to divide the advowaon of Termon- 
magnirk into two equal parishes. This was of course effected 
by an Order in OonnciL The agreement is a curious one, 
and I subjoin it

And further that the party to whose lott 
the new erected parish shall fsdl within which the church now 
being in the said parish of Termomaguirk stands, he, his heirs, 
executors, administrators, or assigns shall and will, within one 
year finom and after the division made and lotts cbrawn, pay or 
cause to be paid to the other party, his heirs, executors, adminis- 
trators, or assigns, the sum of Twenty Pounds sterling towards 
erecting and Irailding a church in scmie part of the new erected 
parish wherein no church shall then be. Provided, nevertheless, 
and it is hereby further declared, covenanted, condnded, and agreed, 
before such division is completed, that in case the title of the said 
Marcus, Lord Viscount l^yrone to the moiety of the said advowson 
diall be evicted hy Richard Gorges, esq., or any other person, then 
and in such case the said presentation of the said Oharles Este diall 
ndt be deemed, taken, or mentioned to be the turn of the said 
Bobert Lowry, or that Ids turn to presentation to the said rectory 
or vicamge was or is thereby satimed, but that (notwithstanding 
the same) the said Bobert Lowrr, and Ids issue, and all and 
avety other penon and persons denving under the odd settlement 
shall have amd eqjoy his and their torn of presenting to the said 
l ee U a y and rkmngd, m if the said presentation <tf the said dharies 
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Este had nerer been made or joiiied in by the aaid Robert Lowiy, 
anytbuig hereinbefore mentioned to the oontraiy in anrwiae not- 
withstanding. In witness whereof the partya aforesaid hayo here- 
unto put their hands and seals, this second daj of April, in the 
year of Our Lord one thousand seven hundred and thirty one. 

Signed, Ttbonb. Robibt Lowbt. 

And sealed with their respeotiyo arms. 

The portion of the parish now known as Cloffhemy, 
from the name of the townland on which the churdi — one 
of the oldest in that part of the country, — ^where no churches 
are really old in the English sense is situate, — ^fell to iSr, 
Lowry^B share. 

In 1732 he presented his brother James to the advowson ; 
who held it until 1745, when he exchanged wiUi Dr. Dobbe 
for Desertcreight, situate near his own property. 

From tiie Rev. James Lowrv are descended Itobert Lowiy 
esq., of Fomeroy House, and his brother, John Lowiy esq., 
of Eccles-street Dublin; Maior-Qeneral Lowiy G.B., and 
lieutenant-Colonel Lowiy of Rochdale, Commanding the 
Donegal Militia Ajrtillery, and late Captain RA.; and many 
others. 

In 1775 James' son John was presented to Qoghemy by 
Armar Lowry Corry, and held it till 1794, when he resiffned 
and was succeeded by his son James, who was presentea by 
the same person, then become Lord Belmore This Rev. James 
Lowiy, greatly enlara^ the glebe house which he called 
" Somerset," and which had been commenced by his fi^er. 

Li 1828 the advowson of Cloghemy was sold by my 
jrandf atiier to Trinity College for Il4,000, more than double 
Uie purchase-money of the manor and moiety of the advow- 
son. Mr. Lowiy, however, lived till 1852, and in 1863 the 
College made their sole presentation to it, in the person of 
the Kev. R Y. Dixon, D.D., Ex-Fellow T.CJ) , the present 
Rector, to whose valuable assistance I am so much indebted 
in collecting information for this part of my work. 

The College received £11,701 2s. 8cL from the Church 
Temporalities Commissioners, for the loss of their advowson 
owing to the passing of the Irish Church Act 

Lord Tyrone's sluure was the parish still called Termon- 
maguirk. In 1870 the income was not so laxge as that of 
Q^hemy, and the compensation was consequently less. 

Tne late Lord Primate, Lord John Beresford, was for a 
time Rector of Teimonmaguirk, and during nart of the time 
also Dean of CAogher. He used occasionaJly in IhOi to 
ride over from dogher to Six*mile-eross diureh to pevfiona 
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ike service. I>r. Dixon's oommuied annuity £1,663 lis. 7(1 
WBS tiie largest awarded to any clerayman in Ireland. 

Mr. Robert Lowry married seoonmy a daoffhter of Arch- 
deacon Hamilton. He represented the borou^ of Strabane 
in the Irish Parliament for some time (from 1761 to 1764), 
and died without issue Aug. 81st 1764 aged sixty-one, 
having been bom 3id Feb., 1702. On the 16th April 1764 
it was ordered by the House of Commons, that Robert 
Lowry esq., a member of this House, have leave to go into 
the country for a month for the recovery of his health. The 
session was prorogued in May, 1764. A new writ was issued 
for the borough of Strabane in his room, the 22nd Oct, 
1765. He was succeeded by George Montgomery, esq. 
By his will dated 24th Februaxy 1764, he deured that his 
body might be buried privately in any churchyard most 
contiguous to the place where he shoula happen to die, and 
that not more than £20 should be expended on his funeral. 
He left £300 to his sister Isabella Cnwford, free from the 
disposal of her husband, with power to leave it by will to 
Bucn of her children as she should then tiiink proper. He 
left to his brother the Bev. James Lowry, the town and 
lands of Agha^more, purchased from Francis Crawford, also 
Aughnamoy, Tattakeel, Botairy, Tamlaffht, and Coma- 
brackent purchased from the late Henry Mervyn, and also 
one mcnety and three-fifth parts of the other moiety of 
* Braclnr witii the corn-mill and the grist toll, mulcture or 
snceon thereof, purchased from the Eyles by John M'Clintook 
and John Perry in trust for him, also his mterest in Louffh- 
macnab otherwise t Melbury, Derrycantone, and Eno<£a- 

0\ with aU their rights &c for ever. He made his 
er James his sole executor and residuary legatee of all 
his goods, chattels^ plate, jewels, and all other his real and 
peraonal estate whatsoever. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

QALBRAITH LOWBT, SOMETIME LOWBT-OOBBT, 1729-69. 

His marriage and ohildren. — Spedmem of leases.— Hia purchaeei of 
land. — Cases and opinions of Mr. Anthony Malone and Mr. 
Grattan. — Election memoranda, Ac — His will. 



Qalbrafth Lowbt was the third, but second sarvivmg son 
of Mr. Robert Lowry senior. He was bom on the 11th July 
1706, and consequently at the time of his father's death must 
have been under age. He graduated aA«, in Trinitjr College, 
vem : 1728. By nis wUl as before mentioned, his father 
beoueathed to him a considerable estate in T3rrone, including 
Aghenis and (probably), the townland of Drummin in co 
Armagh. He was also in remainder to the Manor of Finagh 
which he inherited in 1764, on his brother Robert's death 
without issue. In 1733 he married Miss Sarah Cony, the 
second daughter of Colonel John Corry of Castlecoole, and 
sister of Leslie Corry the then owner of that property. He 
exercised the power reserved to him under his father^s wiU, by 
settling, or agreeing to settle upon his wife £200 a year (which 
appears to have been a common jointure at that time for a 
country gentleman's wife,) and £2,000 upon dauffhters or 
younger sons. By Sarah Corry he had seven children, vis. 
(1.) IU»bert who was born the 19th Aug. 1784, died in Dublin, 
and was buried at St Mary's; (2.) John bom 13th Sept, 1735, 
died at Castlecoole 1752, and was buried at Derryvullen ; 
(3.) Sarah born 17th May 1738, and died young; (4.) Armar 
bom 7th April, 1740, and was created a peer as Baron 
Belmore in 1781. From this son are descended, besides 
myself, two other peers, viz. the Earl of Sandwich and Lord 
Rowton. (5.) Anna^ bom 24th June, 1742, and married 
3rd Nov , 1763 to the Hon. William WiUoughby Cole, after- 
wards second Lord Mount Florence and first Elarl of £nnis- 
killen. From her are descended besides the Eurl of Ennis- 
killen, Earl Cowper, K.G., the present Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, Earl de Qrey the heir apparent to the Marquisate of 
Ripon, and the eldest son of Viscount Crichton, heir to the 
Earldom of Eme. (6.) Sarah Corry bom October, 1745 died 
1746, (7.) Mary bom 2nd July 1748, and died 1774. In 
1747-8 Mr. Lowiy took his seat as Member of Parliament for 
Tjrrone, and contmued to serve in the two following Parlia- 
ments until shortly before his death, when be was succeeded 
by his son Armar. There is a picture of him at Castleoooley 
in a snuff coloured coat and a wig. He appears to have 
been a preoise man of business. 
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I have an old rent book, or rather ooUection of scraps of 

Cper stiohed up with a roU of parchment The rents had 
en collected hy his father, who apparently followed the not 
^eiy safe practice of takiDg money from tenants on account. 
CUbraith liowry has endorsed the roll as worthy of his son's 
attention, as showing what the lands fetched in his father's 
time. There is also a somewhat similar roll of his own: only 
Seae^h Letfem and L^gacorry however, (with the head-rent 
of Moylagh), appear in it of lands which still belong to me ; 
my e^te consisting mainly of the Manor of Finagh. {Vide 
App. P). 

it may be interesting to show the nature of the leases 
granted on these estates at this period. I have the counter- 
part of one dated 8rd December 1740, by Robert Lowiy 
(the elder brother), of Lower Laragh, part of a townland 
on his Fjrnagh estate, to the Rev. Joseph Hemphill,* for 
three lives, viz. — ^the lessee, his wife, ana his eldest son, or 
the longest liver of them. The rent was £10 Ha. Royalties 
were reserved ; com was to be ground in the manor miU. 
The tenant was not to alienate without the consent in 
writing of the landlord. If he did so without such consent 
bis rent was to be increased by £7 a year ; but he might 
nnderiet to cottiers weavers or day labourers without such 
oonsent This shows that weaving was a staple industry 
in that part of the country. It has now quite aisappeared. 
I have also the counterpart of a lease purporting to be 
granted on the Lecacorry portion of the estate, on the 10th 
January 1767, by Qalbraitn and Armar Low^ Corry, (but 
only signed by the former), to David Reed, Kobert Clerk, 
James Iteed, and Samuel Dunlop, for two lives, via— James 
Reed the lessee, and John Barr aged 28. The rent was £22 
10a, and six days' duty work, nine pecks of shillen or thirteen 
shillings, twelve hens or six shillingB,twenty perches of ditch- 
ing or £1, to plant sixty trees or pay £l, to ditch the fiurm 
into &ur five or six-acre parks, to plant an oak ash, English 
elm or a sycamore tree on the ditches, one at every twelve 
fbei a;IMfft ; to grind at the Beagh mill ; not to alienate except 
towifi orehild;and to attend the courts-leet and courts-baron 
of tha manor of Tuckett. The tenants agreed each to hold 
what thqr formeriy held, and never to daim survivorship. 
On aseparate paper Mr. Lowry Cony made a memorandum 
thai he had on the 21st February 1767, set to Teague, 
(yDonellv, and Hugh Magernr, from the 25th llarch hist» 
oiia-foortti of Lecaoorry for thirteen years at £7 10a ayear. 
TeagM O'Doneuy held one-third, and Hugh Magmry

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two-thirds, of the above. This memorandtim is in his son 
Armar Lowry Conry's handwriting. 

It will be seen that this lease and memorandum are vexr 
loosely drawn ; the quantities appear to be vaguely expressed, 
and were are no conditions for good husbandrTy whiohv 
indeed, was no doubt an unknown sdence, then and for long 
afterwards. 

As will be seen from the second part of this work, Mr. 
Galbraith Lowiy in 1741, inherited under Leslie Cony's 
will his lands in the county of Monaghan, and in or about 
1764 his wife, on the death of her brother-in-law Mr. 
Edmond Leslie Corry, inherited under her father^s will her 
elder sister^s estate in the counties of Longford and Fer- 
managh. 

Mr. Lowry was elected H.P. for Tyrone in the winter of 
1747-8, succeeding Henry Mervyn, esq. He represented 
the coun^ for about twenty years. His first colleague was 
William Stewart^ esq. 

Mr. Qalbraith Lowrv made considerable purchases of land 
durinff his tenancy of the estates ; but in the absence of a 
good Bst of deeds for the Tyrone estate, it cannot now be 
ascertained with precision what amount he invested in this 
way. These lanos have since been sold, and although I 
have a considerable number of deeds relating to them, I 
cannot obtain from them anything but fingmentary infor- 
mation. On the 7th November, 1735, he appears to have 
bought from Messrs. Stewart and M'Clintock for £604 
14«. 7ci, the townlands of Gampsey Grevenagh and 
Oalbally ; also five shillings a year out of Tattyk^L On 
October 6th, 1736, he bought certain lands in the parish of 
Dromore, at I know not what price, from Mr. Mervyn ; and 
on the 30th September 1741, Driminey and other lands 
from Mr. Mei^vyn and others, for which he paid in all 
£899. 

The following case, and opinion of the Prime Sergeant^ 
Mr. Anthony Malone,* throws some light on the matter of 
Mr. Lowry's aoqui8ition&

Audlv named as a party, 
Imt did not exeoate this settlement Henry died in 1699, bat no 
veooreiy was suffered to bair the remainders in the settlement of 
1675. 

171 1, December 6. Aadly had issae by Olivia several sons and 
danghters, and on the marriage of Heniy, his eldest son, with 
Maiy Tichbom, executes a settlement of all the aforesaid mannors 
and limits them to Henry, his son, for life, remainder to the first 
and eveiy other son of Heniy by the aforesaid Mary in tail, re- 
mainder to his the said Aadly's own right heirs for ever. There 
is a covenant in this deed that Aadly and Henry shoold levy a fine 
and suffer a recovery, which was accordingly done. 

Hugh Mervjm, the second son of Sir Audly, sold a great part 
of the lands limited to him by the settlement of 1675 to the afore- 
said Audly, his nephew. 

1717, Jane 15. Aadly being seised in fee of the lands so pur- 
chased by him from Hugh, made his will, and thereby devised the 
said lands so by him purchased, and all other lands, tenements, 
and hereditaments whereof he was seised in fee-simple to his wife 
Olivia in trust for payment of his debts, and as to such part as 
should remain unsold, to the use of his second son Audly tor life, 
renaainder to his first and every other son in tail, remainder to 
James, his third son, for life, remainder to his first and every other 
son in tail, remainder to Theophilus, his fourth son, and his sons 
in tail, remainder to Henry, his eldest son, and his sons in taU, 
remainder to his four daughters in taU, as tenants in common, re- 
mainder to his nephews, Mervyn Archdall and Henxy Gary in fee. 
Audly died jsoon afterwards, and Olivia became possessed of the 
lands devised. 

Olivia died in 1720 without selling. On her death, Audly, the 
second son, became possessed of the lands devised by his father, 
and in order to pay his lather's debts, in 1727 and 1729 sold part 
of those lands to Eobert and Galbraith Lowry. On this sale Mr. 
Lowry desired to have several deeds relating to the title delivered 
up to him, and amongst the rest the settlement of 1675. Mr. 
Mervyn objected to this, as he had a considerable estate under the 
same title, which remained unsold. Bat it was then agreed that 
the settlement should remain in the hands of Alexander 
MOitttodk, who was then agents and common friend to both 



Henry Mervyn, after the death of his fiUher and mother,having 
and being advised that the reversion in fee^ which was in 
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the father by the ■ettlementinlTll deeoendedto hinii sold fereral 
parts of the estate comprised in that settlemeatw The aforesaid 
Robert Lowry, Oalbraith Lowry, Alexander M'Olinto^, and 
several other persons became pnrohaaeni of part of the lands from 
Henry, from 1724 to 1735. 

All the sons of Audlv the elder died withont issue before the 
year 1748. Then the danghters became possessed of those lands 
which remained unsold, and were devised and limited to them by 
their frither^s wilL 

The daughters, after the death of their brotherSi set up a title 
to the whole estate settled on Heniy by the deed of 1711, and 
pretended that the reversion in fee being in their father by that 
settlement was devised and limited over to them by the will in 
1717. 

In order to try their title, they brought an ejectment for part of 
the lands, to which Dr. Hudson, a purchaser under Henry, took 
defence, and the cause came on to m tried at Bar in the Oommon 
Pleas, in Michaelmas Term, 1750. At that time M'Olintodk had 
in his hands both the settlement of 1676 and 1684, and produced 
the latter for the defendant, by which it appeared that Audly, the 
testator, was only tenant for lifa The plaintiff knowing that he 
(M^Olintock) had also the settlement of 1675 in his hands, oalled 
upon him to be examined, and upon his saying that that settle^ 
ment was left in his hands in trust for Mr. Lowry, ooundll in 
behalf of Mr. Lowiy objected against lus being any forther 
examined touching that doed, or be obliged to produce it, which 
objection was allowed by the Court, and thereupon the plaintiffii 
suffered themselves to be non-suited. 

The use the plaintifiB intended to make of that settlement^ was 
to show that Henxy was only tenant in tail at the time of the 
settlement in 1684, and as no recovery was sufflsred by him, the 
whole estate on suffering the reooveiy in 1711 vested in Audly. 

In order to get these settlements out of M<01iutook's hands a 
bill is filed, in which the daughters, and also Arthur Mervyn, son 
and heir of Hugh, are plainti£b against M'Olintodc, Lowry, and 
several of the purchasers under Hemy. Bv this biU the plaintiffii 
offer to confirm the purchases made by Galbraith Lowry and his 
father firom Audly of Hugh*s estate. The bill ohaiges that 
M^Clintock, at the time the settlement was left in his hands, was 
trustee for Audly the vendor, and his fiunily, as well as for Mr. 
Lowiy, and it is rnterrogated whether he dotii not on«>^d^r him« 
self as such There is no answer as yet put in by the defendants 
to this bOl, but defendant M'Olintook must admit that he, at the 
time the settlement of 1675 was left with him, did omsider him- 
self as trustee for both parties, for at several times afterwards be 
permitted Audlv to have the use of the settlementi and gave 
eoppy s of it to him or his order. 

As this settlement may be of use to Lowry and MK}IUnto€k in 
defending their title to the lands purchased ftem Heniy, the 
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qneBtum ii^ whether M^dintock hath a right to retain it in his 
hftndiy not only to aerve himaelfy bat abo to serre Mr. Lowry, and 
if he haa such rights whether he maj not retain it for the nse of 
other pnrohaaen under Henry. 

It ia said that the danghters will oonfirm MHDlintook's title to 
the lands pnrdiaaed by lum from Henry, but if thia should be the 
caae^ and that the plamtifiB offered it by their bill, may he not still 
insist on retaining it for Mr. Lowry and the other purchasers I 

What power haa O. Lowxy over the deed of 1675, whioh^ by 
Mr. M'dintock's answer, was lodged in trust with him for Audly 
Mervyn as weU aa for B. Lowxy t Oan the said Q. Lowiy retain 
it in Mr. MKiSintock'a hands untill hia purchaae under Heniy as 
well as that under Audly is secured t Or oan he make any use of 
aaid deed to serre the purchasers under said Henry Menrynl 
"Win the Gourt allow the defendants the use or benefit of said 
deed! Mr. Lowxy knows nothing of the lodging of said deed but 
aa lelaied by Mr. MHJlintock. 

OPINION. 

I have considered thia case, and am of opinion, as Mr. 
M'Glintocknow declarea and muat confess in his answer, ^at the 
settlement of 1675 was lodged in his hands aa well in trust for Mr. 
Merryn, the Tender, aa for Mr. Lowxy, the purchaser, and as the 
eo-hdrs by their bills offer to confirm the purchases then made, in 
consequence of which the said deed was so lodged, that Mr. 
MHIIintock will be obliged to lodge the said settlement in Oourt^ 
or to produce it for the benefit of the representatives of Mr. 
Mervyn, the aforesaid vendor, and that it will not be in the power 
of Mr. Loikxy by any act of hia to prevent it, or to oblige Mr. 
MOlintock to detain it for the purpose of defending or establishing 
the subsequent pnrbhases made from Heniy Mervyn.

I hare also in my possession a case, with aa autograph 
opinion of Mr. Grattan's, dated 14ih June, 1768.

The case asks whether Archdeacon Storey is compellable 
to, or can safely pay off a sum of £1,800, chaiffod on certain 
lands which he had bought in 1754 fh>m Mr. Humphrey 
Qalbraith, duiinff that gentleman's lifetime and the mino- 
rity of some of nis younger children who had an interest 
therein under the marriage settlement of the said Humphrey 
and Oatherine Galfaraith. The opinion is in the negative. 
As the laadsare not specified, I can only conclude that it re- 
lates to some lands saneqnently poxonaaed hy Mr. Lowxy^ 
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Mr. Lowiy was also interested jointly with Thomas Qled- 
stanes esq., m an estate in Donaghadee and Monterlonev of 
which a survey exists made by a Mr. Starel in 1750. This 
appears to have been what would be called a mountain estate^ 
with some better land intermixed. It consisted of the lands 
of Attichicane, Belox IVrhell, Benbury TyrheU, Clo^nn T^r- 
hell, Carichagean, Mynciamph, Legeloffhfin, Aughboy^oagb- 
terdourish, M'Noorane, 01onga» Bradhiel, Baicheden, Eden, 
and Leaghtenadoochussy; and contained in all 10,997i. 
IR. 8p., Irish plantation measura 

But few incidents of Mr. Lowry's life are on record. I. 
have a curious old pocket book of his, containing an almanac 
for 1764, with a high-tide table of Irish, British, and some 
European ports, a r^^ table, and a table of post towns in 
Ireland. To the majority of these the poet was twice a 
week, to others three times a week. Smgle letters from 
certain marked towns were 2d,, from other towns 4A, Then 
is also a table of carriage rates in and round Dublin for set- 
downs at various places. 

It concludes as follows . — 

The rate of said chaises by the day to be Sa 3d And by 
the hour Sd. for the first hour, and 4d every hoar alter. For 
more than seven miles to be hired by agreement All persoos

From the date, this letter was probably written when 
Mr. Q. Lowry Conry was about to retire from the represen- 
tation of the county in his son's favour. In fiict tne last 
session in which he sat in the House of Gommons had 
ended the preceding month. 

Li 1764 he succeed under the settlement of 1724, his 
elder brother Robert in the Fynagh estate. 

In or about 1765, and theiefore soon after his wife had 
socoeeded to the Longford estate by Edmond Leslie Gorry's 
deaih in 1764, Mr. and Mrs. Lowry, with their son Annar, 
and unmarried daughter Mary, assumed the name of Cony 
in addition to that of Lowry, and quartered the arms. 
Wm elder dauriiter Anna, or as she was alw^^s called Anne, 
had preyioua^ married in 176S the Hon. W. Cole. For a^ 
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time they resided in her uncle Robert's house» at MelbttrVy 
for whioh Lord Cork granted a thirty-one years' lease, whidi 
I firatve some time ago to Lord Enniakillen. 

Mr. O. L Corry died on the 28th December 1769. He 
is buried in Caledon churchyard in a vattlt, ^not as he 
directed in his will in the church) but in the cnurehvaixL 
Over it, his widow erected a pyramidical monument buili 
apparently by a country mason, and for which I have an 
account. The cost for mason work was if 1 remember 
rightly, about £100. On it is an inscription, that it is erected 
in memory of Galbraith Lowxy Corry, esq., who left this 
world for a better,* December 28th 1769, by Sarah Lowiy 
Corry. 

The following is an abstract of Oalbraith Lowry's will, 
taken from a stamped copy. It was probably made for Mr. 
Cole, as I only obwned possession of it from Lord Ennia- 
killen about the time that I gave him the lease of Melbury. 

The will is dated May 5th 1768. Mr. Lowry bequeathes 
his soul to Qod, and gives directions for a private funeral in 
the church of Calledon. He recites that bv the will of his 
father he had power to charge lands thereby devised, with 
£2,000 for daughters or younger sons, and that hj the 
settlement on his marriage with his wife dated 16th Jul^ 
1733, he had agreed to execute the power given him bv his 
father; in confirmation thereof he chaiges the lands so 
devised to him, with the sum of £2,000 to the use of his 
daughters Anne and Mary, to be paid them with interest^ 
viz., £1,000 to his daughter Anne on her coming of age or 
day of marriage, with uterest in the meantime at the rate 
of 5 per cent 

The remaining £1,000 he gives to Mary under like condi- 
tions, and if either should die before they are entitled to re- 
ceive these sums, the survivor is to have the share of her so 
dying. He devises to his wife, in addition to her Jointure 
(£200 a year) an annuity of £300 payable out of the lands 
of Campson, Upper and Lower Crevenagh, Oal bally, Tate* 
keel, Bryn, Tattecor, Min^^ar, Glengeen, Rahavny-Foster, 
Drumhirk, Maltenatuinog, C^rryhirky , Lisduff, and Rahavny 
Martin, in the county Tyrone. 

In order to make a fiurther provision for his daughter 
Anne, he gives her an annuity <« £150 untU her marriage 
or death, whidi shall first happen, payable out of Drum- 
arett East and West» Corlajghaexgen, tiavanamore, BoaBrer, 
Fartaghmore, Corbally, ahas Crawelly, Onmaleai Knooc* 






nalioiiiy^hilly MiniBri^han, AffhadamK Ooitnagullin, Aghy, 
Grenan, <%iTOffbaiiiiilkin, and Dresso^, in the same county. 
And if his wife Saiah should die before his daughter Anne 
is married, he leaves Anne a further annuiiy of £100 until 
ber marriage, charged on the same lands as her mother^s 
annuity, fie leaves a like annuity of £150 to Mary till 
marriage, charged on Dmmshell, Drumlish, Legfireshy , Deny- 
nasere, Drumsera^ Downares, Callow, and Dnminey, 

He devises to James Moutray esq. of Favor Royal, and 
Thomas Gledstanes of flardriss, and to the survivor of 
ihem, all the atoreeaid townlands (subject to the several 
annuities for a tenn of 000 years), and subject to such term 
and annuities he devises uie said lands to John Moutray 
and Alexander M'dintock, of Drumcor county Louth, to 
hold them for ever in trust to the use of his son Armar 
Lowiy Cony and his assigns for life, without impeachment 
of waste, (and to preserve oontinffent remainders]), with 
remainder to Annar's first and other sons, and their heirs 
male according to seniority, and in de&ult of such issue to 
the use of Armaria daughters, as tenants in common and 
not as joint tenants ; failing such to the use of Anne Lowry 
for life with like remainders. Failing such issue, to Mary 
Lowiy for life with like remainders. Failing such issue, 
to the use of his wife Sarah for life, with remainder to 
John Moutray and Alex. M'Clintodc to preserve con- 
tingencies. After the death of his wife, he devises the 
remainder to his brother Robert and his heirs male for 
life ; failing such to his brother James Lowry clerk, for 
life, with a like remainder; filling aU these, to his own 
light heirs. 

Ah to the term of 999 years to James Moutray and Thomas 
Gledstanes, he leaves it in trust, that if his daughter Anne 
shall after his decease marry, with the consent ofhis wife — 
Margetson Armar — and James Lowxy— or any two of them, 
the trustees shall raise the sum (by sale or mortgage, &c), 
of £7*000 and pay her the same within twenty-one days 
after she shall marry. And in case his daughter Mary shall 
many with like consent, the trustees are to raise £3,000 
fiir her, and pay her within twenty-one days after her 
marriage. He directs that if his daughter Anne shall marry 
without such consent^ or if his son Armar shall die &c, 
before the £7,000 shaJl be payable to Anne, in that case 
£2,000, part of the £7,000 shall be raised and paid to Mary 
at the time the £8,000 is payable; and that £1,000 more, 
part of the £7,000, shall be raised and paid to his brother 
James Lowiy if afive^ or if dead to hia CKecutora and ad* 
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minisiratore, for the use of his (James's) younger children; 
and iJiat the remaining £4,000, part of ihe £7,000, shall 
merge in ihe inheritance. If his daughter Mary marries 
without consent or dies unmarried, then £2,000, part of the 
£3,000 provided for her, shall be raised and paid to his 
daughter Anne at the time she shall be entitled to the 
£7,000; and tiie remaining £1,000 to his brother James if 
alive, or to his executors or administrators if dead, for the 
use of his younger children. If his son Armar shall die 
before attaining the age of twenty-one, so that the estate 
settied hy his father's will shall vest and devolve on his. 
brother James or any of his children, then the said chuges 
of £2,000 to his brother and his children shall cease. If 
his daughters or either of them, shall after his death marrv 
without consent, the^ or either of them that do so, shaU 
not take any estate m the lands limited to them, but the 
same shall vest in the person next in remainder. When the 
purposes for which the term of 900 years are answered, the 
same shall vest in the inheritance. 

A power is given to Armar &c.y to make leases for a period 
not exceeding twenty-one years or three lives in possession 
and not in reversion. The reserved rent to be payaUc 
half-yearly, at the best rent that may be had from a solvent 
tenant without fine, and leases to be dispimishable of waste. 

He bequeaths to his wife Saitih, and her heirs and assigns 
forever, the lands of Lan^h and Comecarrow with the 
mill thereon, A^naseragh, the house and garden in the town 
of Mona^han, Kilnadoy, and all his real estate in the 
county Monaghan whidi were bequeathed to him by her 
brother Leslie Cony. He bequeaths £100 to be paid to 
her immediatelv after his death, and all his coaches, chariots, 
chaises, with all his coach horses, coach mares, and dairy 
cows, and the use of all his plate, linen, and household 
furniture for her life; and he leaves the said plate and 
furniture to his son Armar after her death if living; but 
if he dies and leaves issue male, then to his eldest son. He 
leaves his wife all her jewels rings watch and the ornaments 
of her body, and declares the said legacies and jointure 
settled on her at her marriage to be in full of all jointure 
dower or thirda He leaves the daughters of his sister Wb^Ha 
Crawford £500, to be distributed amon|[ them^ as his said 
sister should by writing appoint, and his said sister is to 
receive the interest of the £500 at 5 per cent,* without her 
husband intermeddling. He leaves to Maigetson Annar, 
the husband of Mrs. Ix^wxy's sister Mary, as a token ci his

legacies and funeral expences, and after that the same shall 
be paid, that the reridue shall be appropriated towards the 
excmeration of the estate hereby settled on his son Armar, 
from the several charges with which he has incumbered 
ihem for his daughters and his brother James. And for 
that purpose he empowers the trustees, &C., to sell and 
dispose of all of the said lands, and to lay out the money 
arising out of such sale, or out of the produce of his personal 
estate at interest^ without risk to themselves, and to apply 
saetk interest in exoneration of said settled estate, ana the 
overplus if any to be to the use of his son Armar his heirs, 
&C., or in case of his death to the use of his daughter Anne 
her executors, &c In case his trustees do not choose to sell 
his leasehold interests, he empowers them to renew, and 
pay the fines out of the issues and profits. He constitutes 
and appoints his wife Sarah, Margetson Armar, and James 
Lowry executors of his will, and guardians of the persons 
and fertunes of his son and daughters, and empowers them 
to allow his children respectively, such sums for their 
maintenance and education as they or any of them may 
become entitled to during their minorities.

A oodidl dated 31st Match 1766, recites that by his will 
he had devised to his daughter Anne now the wife of the 
Hon. William Cole, two several sums of £1,000 and £7,000, 
with several aanuitieB for her support until her maxriage^N 
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or her being entitled to receive the same, and is now so 
happy as to have seen her married with his consent^ and haa 

g*ven her a ]K>rtion of £10,000, whioh he dedares to be in 
11 of the said several soms so devised to her, and of aU 
such as she should be entitled to on her sister^s death as 
specified in his will, or under the will of his &ther 
Robert Lowry deceased, as one of his younger children or 
otherwise ; and instead of the sums of £1,000 and £7|000 
he gives her aa a small token of his affection for her, the 
sum of £100, to her husband £50, and tp. their eldest 
daughter Sarah Elizabeth Cole £100. He revokes and 
annuls the several legacies of £1,000, and £1,000 bequeathed 
to his brother James bv his will, and all other legacies which 
he or his children might claim under the said will, and in 
lieu thereof leaves him his best saddle horse or mare, as he 
wishes him welL And he revokes his devise in fee to his 
wife, of his county Monaghan estate, and in lieu thereof 
devises and bequeathes her his house in Saokville-atreet^ 
Dublin, which he purchased from Major Whitdockc^ and all 
the furniture which shall be therein at the time of his death. 
He releases her from the payment of any interest during 
her life on the sum of £2,000, a charge on her estate in the 
county of Longtord. He recites that b^ virtue of two deeds 
between him and his son, he was entitled to the reversion 
in fee expectant upon the death of his son without issue, of

He leaves £10 to the poor of each 
of the five parishes of I>romore, Fentona, Ooffhemy, Termon, 
and Aghaba He nominates and appoints liis son Armar 
hofwij Cony his residuary legatee, and he revokes and 
annab die appointment of nis wife, Haivetson Armar and 
James Lowry, of beinff executors of his wm ; having since he 
made the said will hadexperience of the ability and mtegrity, 
of his said son ; and he appoints him his sole executor. 
He inrders him to pay yearly to his sister Mary £200 more 
tban is in the will during ner life, but not to commence 
until after his wife's death, as Mary will have enough till 
then, and as Annar can then spare it He confirms ms will 
in every respect not hereby revoked, and signs it— Qalbraith 
Lowry Corry, in presence of Richard Dawson, John 
Thompson, William Robinson. 

This will was proved in the Court of Prerogative, 28th 
June, 1770, bv Armar Lowrv Cony.

Abmasl Lowbt was, as has been before stated, theyoungest 
but only surviving son of Qalbraith Lowry and Sarah his 
wife. MewasbomatAhenisonthe7thApnl, 174A. From 
a huge folio book at Castlecoole, called tiie Oentleman*s 
BecrwiHonB, which bears the name of the donor, his tutor, it 
appears that that gentieman's name was Roger Dod. This 
is tiy*the*bye a curious book.

A coj^y of this book was lent to me last autumn. The 
translation of the Anii*Lucreiius oooapied the greater pari 
of it The poems are as fisr as I can judge of no greaA 
merit and only oooupy about ninety (by no meami tiUmtfy 
printed) pages. 
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Mr. A. Lowry Cony's &ther last sat in the Parliament 
whidi last sat for the despatch of business on the 27th 
May, 1768. The new Parliuneut met on the 17th October, 
1769. The following entiy appears on the journals under 
the next day's (18th) proceedings :— 

" Amuur Iiownr Cony, esq., being chosen a Knight of the Shire 
for the coontj of l^rrone, and also a buigess for the borough of 
Rnnlskillen in the count/ of Fermanagh, makes his election to 
serve for the said count j Tyrone. 

'* Ordered that Mr. SpeiJcer do issue his warrant to the Cleric of 
the Crown to make out a new writ for electing a burgess to serve 
in this jpresent Parliament for said borough of EnniskiUen in the 
room of the said Mr. Corrj." 

He was returned as the senior Member for both oonstitu* 
encies. In Tyrone his colleague was James Stewart esq. ; 
in EnniskiUen, Richard Qoiges the younger esq. He was 
saooeeded in EnniskiUen by Bernard Smiw Ward, esq. 

The onhr incident in ms Parliamentary career in the 
House of 0>mmons that I know of, was that he voted in the 
minority in a division, T beUeve on the 9 th October, 1771. 

A division list (now destroyed) which he sent to his 
vnde Mr. Armar, had in addition to the offices held by 
various members of the majority, such remarks as ''a 
placeman,'* &a, &c., appended to names of other members 
unpopular with the minority, whilst the list of the minority 
was headed ''The men who were honest even in Townsend^ 
daya" Party spirit appears to have run high, and the 
Government evidently carried on business very much by 
the help of their patronaga* 

On tnis 9th October the entry in the Journals relative to 
pensions was read. Then a motion was made, that it be 
resolved that it appears finom the Journals that the dvil and 
military pennons for the two yean ending Lady Day, 1769, 
amounted to £174,666 lU 10. 

A motion was made that the* consideration of the said 
qnestton be postponed until the Committee of Accounts 
shall sit 

An amendment was proposed to the last motion by adding 
theroto the following woros:^ 

" Although the &ot contained in the said motion appeals on the 
Joumala"

On the 8th October 1771, Mr. Lowry Cony married 
Lady Maxmret Butler, eldest daughter of Somerset 
Hamilton "Em of Carridc This appears to have been a 
very happy marriage, and her early death, caused it is said 
by cold aiter recovering firom m^isles, caught by taking 
off one of her own garments to cive to a poor woman, was 
an irreparable loss. Besides her personal qualifications, 
Lady MLai^aret, although she had only a fortune of £5,000, 
had the advantage of being able to trace a Royal descent^ 
both from an English, Irish, and Scotch source. Sbe was, 
throu^ her mother. Lady Juliana Boyle, tentii in descent 
from ^ing Henry the VII., through the Princess Mary 
Flantacenet (widow of Louis XII., f ing of France), who re- 
married Charles Brandon, K.Q., Duke of SuffoUL Her 
ffmndfatber, Henxy Boyle, first Earl of Shannon, waslineaUy 
descended from Robert Bruce, Kin^; of Scotland, and her 
ffreat-fiprandmother, Lady Mary O'Brien, was descended from 
^ing Biyan Boroihme, who was killed in baUle with tiie 
Danes at Glontarf. Her pedigree is identical with that <tf 
Lord Famham, in Sir Bemm Burke's Book of Boyal 
Descents. 

There are two portraits of Lady Maraaret at Oastleooda. 
One is of a very young and slender girf dressed as a shqp* 

t XrWi GonmoM JMradt, ToL VUL, ISlh Oolote, ITMl 
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herdesB ; in the other she is attired as a huntress, with a 
spear and a sort of greyhound. It is a pendant to that of her 
husband in a green riding-ooat with a hunting-cap. 

It is presumed that Mr. Lowry Cony made a settlement 
of bis e^tes on his marria^ ; but the documents are miss- 
iiiig: It would no doubt have been made in accordance 
mritii the terms of his father's will. Lady Margaret's 
oiprn settlement is recited in a deed of assignment dated 
15th MarcK 1790 (long after her death), between her hus- 
band then become Viscount Belmore, her brother the 
Earl of Carrick, and John La Touche, esq. This deed 
recites a settlement between Somerset Hamilton Lord Vis- 
ooant Ikerrin of the first part, Henry Boyle one of the 
Ix>rd Justices of the second part, Richard Earl of Cork and 
Burlington, and Charles Ean of Arran, of the third part, 
the Hon. Hayes St Leger of Doneraile and the Hon. M. 
Ward, Justice of the King^s Bench, of the fourth part, 
Abndiam Creighton (afterwards Earl of Erne) and John 
Bourke of Palmerstown of the fifth part, in consideration 
of a marriafi^e between Lord Ikerrin and Juliana Boyle 
eldest daughter of Henry Bovle, and which made pro- 
Tision for younger children. It also recites a settlement 
dated 1st October, 1678, on the marriage of Lady Harriet 
BuUer, daughter of the foregoing, with Edmund Butler 
afterwards viscount Moimtgarret, when Lord Carrick 
fformerly Ikerrin) appointed £5,000 for her fortune. It 
nurther recites the marriage settlement dated 7th October, 
1771 of Armar Lowry Corry with Lady Margaret Butler, 
when £6,000 was appointed as her fortune, to Bear interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent The fortune was still, in 1790, 
unpaid, and the arrears of interest amounted to £1,124 
18a 5d Mr. La Touche was to advance £8,869 is. upon 
the credit of the said chax|;a Lord Belmore assigned the 
said portion and intcnrest^ (with Lord Carrick's confirmation,) 
to Alexander Gordon* in trusty with the consent and at the 
decdre of John La Touche. Lord Carrick was to pay and 
satisi^ Gordon by the sale or mortoage of the lands within 
named, excepting certain lands in Tipperary . 

lady^Maigaret had three children, vi&— ^1) Oalbraith, 
bom li79, who died in infancy, (2) Somerset^ second Earl of 
Belmore, bom 11th July, 1774, and (8) Juliana, who died an 
inibni. Old peerages put Lady Mamret's death in 1777, but 
it would appear mm the dates oTsome of her shop bills, 
setUed after her deiath by ^her mother-in-law) Mrs. Lowiy 
OoRj, thai she was dead betore the 9th April, 1776. On the

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other hand she appears to have been alive on the 24th 
Febraaiy, as that date appears in one of the aocoonts. 
She may have therefore died in March. A box oontain- 
in£ (as is supposed^ her heart is in the Caledon vanlt Pro- 
bably she was buned in Dublin. During her lifetime she 
and her husband seem, firom the entries in an old account 
book, to have spent the winter at a place called Newtown, 
in the county Meath. 

Mr. Lowry Corry kept some hounds. I once found a 
memorandum in an old pocket-book, of a match made in 
his younger days, to run a horse of his against one belong- 
ing to another person on the Mase coune; but there is 
nothing to show that he was regularly on the turf 

Maiy Lowry Corry, his youngest sister, died in 1774, and 
her fortune, £4,000, appears to have been divided — her 
mother getting one-thira. Sarah Lowry Corry succeeded 
her sister Mary Armar at Castlecoole later in the same year, 
and after enjoying it until 1779 died in that year, when 
her son succeeded her. He thus united all the estates of 
his father and of his mother^s family in Tjrrone, Fermanagh, 
Monag;han, Longford and Armagh, and his mother's Dublin 
house in Sackvflle-street, and must have been one of the 
largest landed proprietors in Ireland. He appointed two 
agents for his Tyrone estate prior to his mother^ death, vis. — 
Messrs. James and Samuel Galbraith. The former mana^|ed 
the property which had been his unde Robert's, and which 
at the date of the oldest rental (1777), which is still in exist- 
ence, was worth about £1,700 a year, (App. Q.) The latter 
managed the remainder of the property, worth about £2,800 
a year. In a few years, however, the latter was more than 
doubled, probably by the dropping of leases. The former 
also rose in value considerably. After some yean S. Qal- 
braith managed both estates. The moiety of the p roper ty 
jointly held bv his father and Mr. Gledstanes had most 
likely been sold in accordance with the terms of his fitthoc^s

CHAPTER VL 

XAKOR 0OOU» OTHKRWISK MANOR ATKINSON, IN THE OOUNTT 

FIBMANAOH. 

lDtrodiiotoi7» A.D. 1600-13. 

The earliest maps of the escheated counties in Ulster are 
dated lfi09. They were therefore published in the fourth 
year of King James L Copies of these maps have been 
made by Her Majesty's command, by Major-General Sir H. 
James, &E., by the process ofphotoadncography, at the office 
of the Ordnance Survey at Southamptoa The map num- 
bered IL, 8, contains the present manor of Coole, and is 
entitled the Map of Ma^herastephena (the field of Stephen), 
and the two hau baronies of Coole (anglice, a ridge), and 
'Hrcanada (now called Tirkennedy). Of all the maps, this 
number is perhaps the one in which it is most difficult to 
identify the sites with their modem names. 

The county Fermanagh has still a baronv of Coole, but 
this, in the map of 1G09, Ib described as Coofemer — ^half the 
bfurony of Knockninny (No. IL, 4). The barony of Enock- 
ninny is now confined to the other half barony of the map 
of 1609 ni. 5), which contains the mountain of that name, 
thought by some geologists to have once been an island in a 
deeper and more extended Lough Erne, and it lies on the 
south side of the Louch, whilst OdoIc is situated on the north 
ahore. The old half barony of Coole of the map IL, 8, is 
now meiged in the barony of Tirkennedy. It extended in a 
north-wwtorly direction to the present barony of Lurg. 

There was a third Coole in Fermanagh, shown in map IL, 
10, called Coolmackeman, and which now forms part of the 
buony of Lufg, ac(ioining what was the old half barony of 
Ooole. 

The only trace of the ancient Coole to be found at this 
day is in the manor of Coole, or Castlecoole, which is formed 
out of that part of the old half barony which lay along the 
north boundary of the old half barony of Tirkennedy, com- 
mendng with the townland of Aghanuny, about a mile 
firom Lough Erne and Enniskillen on the Tempo road, and 
continuing with one interruption, to the bcnrder of the 
comity and of Tyrone at Lough Mulshane, whidi lake ii(, 
partly situate in the townland of Ballyreagfa. 
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In the year 1610, the Lord Lieutenant (Sir Arthur Ohi* 
Chester), accompanied by the Lord Chancellor, the Lord 
Chief Justice, and Sir John Davies, the English Attorney- 
General for Ireland, made an expedition to Uie counties of 
Monaghan, Fermanagh, and Cavan, which had been Utely 
escheated to the Crown. An account of this expedition 
is dven by Sir John Davies in a letter to Robert, Earl 
of Salisbury then Secretary of State, which forms one of 
''Davies' Tracts." As tliis work is probably not easily 
accessible, I give a lengthened extract from it, as it contains 
an interesting account of the ancient Irish ecclesiastical 
arrangements of that part of the oountir, as well as a des- 
cription of the ancient divisions of land, which will make 
what follows more intelligible. 

The following account of the journey commences at page 
253 of " Davies^ Tracts " :— 

From Monaghan we went the first night to the rains of the 
Abbey of Clnnys, where we camped ; and passing from thence 
through ways almost impassable for our carriages, by reason of the 
woods and bogs, we came the second night after to the south side 
of Loughemei and pitched our tents over against the island of 
Dovonish, a place being prepared for the holding of our sessions 
for Fermanagh in the ruins of an abbey there. There my Lord 
Deputy distinguished the business as he had formerly done in the 
county of Monaghan, reserving unto himself the disposition and 
settling of the lands of inheritance, and leaving unto us the ordi- 
nary matters, both criminal and civil. For &e lands of inheri- 
tanoe in Fermannagh, they stood not in the same terms as the 
lands of Monaghan : for the seignory, or ohiefiy, and the demesne 
lands that were the inheritance of M'Guyre himself, were reduced, 
and vested in the Orowu by two several inquisitions, found after 
the death of Hugh M'Guyi^ the arch rebel, of whom I have 
spoken before, the one found in Munster (where shortly after he 
was slain in actual rebellion), by special commission, and the other 
in Fermannagh, by the late Lord Chief Baron, by virtue of his 
office as Chief Baron, two years since, when he was Justice of 
Assise in that county, both which offices are returned and remain 
of record ; the one in the Chancery and the other in the Exchequer. 
Bat forasmuch as the greatest part of the inhabitants of that 
country did claim to be freeholders of their several pos se s si ons, 
who, surviving the late rebellion, had never been attainted ; but 
having reoeivMi his Migesty's pardon, stood upright in law, so as 
we could not clearly intitle the Crown to their lands, exoept it 
were in point of conquest, a title which the State here hath not at 
any time taken hold of for the King against the Irish, which upon 
the conquest were not dispossessed en their lands but were per^ 
mitted to die, seised thereof in the King's allegiance, albeit they 
hold the same, not according to the course of the comDUMi law,

Imi hj the oiutom of Tannistry^ whereby the eldest of erexy iept 
daimed a chie&y over the fest» and the inferior sort divided their 
poMoagjona after the maimer of Qavelkind. Therefore it waa 
thought meet to impaanel a jury of the moat soffioient izihabitanta, 
to inquire and present how many freeholds there were, and what 
lands they held in this country, and what certain rents and services 
they yielded to the M^Quyres, or other chieftains and tannista in 
ancient tima lliouf^ this was a business of some labour, because 
the custom €i Gavilkind had made such petty fractions and divi- 
aioiis of the possessions of this county, as the number of freeholders 
was exceedingly great, yet within two days they brought in their 
inquisition, in Irish ; which, being translateid into Engliui, appeared 
to be confbsed in general, and without method ; wherewith my 
Lord Deputy not being satisfied, his Lordship having taken a 
resolution to visit the fort and castle of Ballyshannon inl^m>nnel,* 
being situate on the north-west end of Lough Eame, and not dis- 
tant from our camp above twenty English miles, commanded me, 
in the meantime of his Lordship's absence, to call the grand jury, 
who had made the former presentment, and with them the chief 
inhabitants of every barony, and by conference with them to 
digest the bnsiness against his return, which was done in this order. 
Flnt, we thought meet to distinguish the possessions ; next, to 
enquire particular possessors thereol Touching the possessions ; 
wo found Fermannagh to be divided into seven baronies, viz. : 
Magherry Boy, Clanauley, dankeUey, Maghcrry Btephanagh, 
Tirecannada, Knockninny, and Turath. Every of these baronies 
oontaineth seven ballibetaghs and a half of land, chargeable with 
M'Guyre's rent, and otlier contributiona of the country ; every 
ballibetagh is divided into four quarters of lands, and every 
quarter into four taths, so as a ballibetagh containeth sixteen taths, 
as it doth in Monaglum ; but the measure of this country is £ur 
larger, besides the free land, whereof there is good quantity in 
every barony, is no parcel of the seven ballibetsghs and a half 
whereof the barony is said to consist For these reasons, 
Fennanagh, containing but fifty-one ballibetaghs and a half of 
chargeable lands, is well nigh of as huge an eirtent as Monaghan, 
whi£ hath in it an hundr^ ballibetaghs. 

Touching the free land, we found it to be of three kinds; 
Clmreh land, or Termonland, as the Lrish call it Secondly, the 
mensall land of MK}uir& Thirdly, lands given to certain septs, 
privileged among the Irish, via : the lands of the Oronides, 
Aimera, and OalloglasseSi 

For the Monastery land, we found no other than that which 
belonged to the Abbey of Lesgole, wUch doUi not exceed the 
quantity of two ballibetaghs^ and lieth for the most part in the 
Barony of CUanawl^. 

T1^ Ohurdi land was either Monasteiy land, or Herinachs lands : 
ftir it did not appear unto us, the bishop had any land in demesne^ 
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but certain menaall duties of the Oorbes and Herinaohs; neither 
did we find the parsons and Tican had any Olebe lands at dl in 
this country. 

But the lands belonging to the Oorbes and Herinaohs are of a 
greater quantity, and are found in every barony. I had heard of 
^e name of a Oorbe and of an Herinach divers times sinoe I came 
into this kingdom, and would gladly have learned of our dmgy-' 
men in Dublm, what kind of religioos persons they were ; bat I 
could never be satisfied by any ; and therefore at this time, I was 
the more curious and inquisitive to inform myself of these 
eoclesiastical persons, the like thereof are not to be found in any 
other part of Ohristendom, nor in Ireland either, but only in the 
countnes that are meer Irish ; when therefore we came to enquire 
of the quantity of Termon lands, I called unto me cme of the best 
learned Vicars in all the country and one that had been a brehon, 
and had some skill in the civil and common laws, and with much 
ado I got from him thus much light for the understanding of this 
matter. He told me that the word Termon doth signify in the 
Irish tongue, a liberty of freedom, and that all Ohurohlands what- 
soever are called Termon lands by the Irish, because they were 
ever free from all impositions and cuttings of the temporal lords, 
and had the privilege of sanctuary ; so as no tempoial seijeant^ 
or officer, might enter to arrest any person upon these lands^ but 
the bishop^s officers only ; * howbeit, in common understanding 
among us that are English, we call such only Termon lands as 
were in the possession of Oorbes, or Herinaohs. For the name of 
Oorbe, I could not learn that it had any signification in the Jxiah 
tongue ; some called him in Latin Oonverbius, but such as are of 
best understandings call him Plebanus, and they yield the reason 
of that name, Quia pleba ecdesiasticiB priest f i collect by that 
which they tell me, that he was a prior, or a rerident of a Oollegiate 
chureh ; for, he did not only possess a good quantity of glebe 
lands, the tenants and occupiers whereof were called Tennon 
men, and had priviledge of clergy, but he had also some rectories 
appropriate, whereof he had that portion of tyths, which belonged 
to the parsons, and had with all the presentation of the Yioimges. 
He had always his place or seat in a mother church, where he had 
a certain number of priests serving with him ; in the catiiedral 
church he had a staU in the quire, and a voice in the ohapter :

t The profound Usher gives a somewhat different aoconnt of the Henaaeba and 
Corbes. The Herenaehs had two characters ; partly ecclesiastical, and eomewhal 
lay. They were admitted into deacons orders; bat tlMj never were advMeed 
higher : and thej resided on the Termon lands, the profits el wlddi tb^ dia- 
tribnted to the Bishop and inferior clergy \ to ^ repair el diuthes i and the 
maintenaoce of hospitality. These ssrrlose th^ perf omad inder the direetloa 
and care of the Oorbes, who waro eoclesiasties of a mneh hlgfasr acdar, appivaahfay 
neaiiy to the diaraoter of the Bishon, who presided orsr ttia inteior aleny. It 
was also the opinion of the vsry sUlfnl antiqnanr before nMBtioBad, that & Meat 
andent chirch polity of Ireland was eztrinely aaalofona ta that whUi attaa 
ealated sU orer ChrlstaDdon. Sea Ulaad, 4te edit, vol IL, p. 484. 
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•nd tbis oocbahip is named a dignity in the register at Borne | 
and the Pope at this daj doth collate unto them ; and nntil this 
daj the parsons presented have enjoyed the benefices, in this meer 
Irish oonntryy bj colour of the Pope's collation ; lastly, this corb- 
ahip was in a manner hereditary; for though the Oorbe were 
•▼er in orders, yet was he in this Irish country usually 



Alter his death, if any of his sons were qualified with learning, 
he was chosen by the i>ean and Chapter to be Oorbe ; and if none 
of his sons were capable another of that sept or surname was 
diosen. Without doubt these corbeshipe, being in the nature of 
collegiate churohs, are Tested in the Grown by tlie statute of dis- ' 

solntion of monasteries ; and accordingly some of them have been 
reduced into charge ; but there are many whereof no inquisition 
hath been found, but concealed as detained by the Irish unto this 
day; and, that your Lordship may perceiTe 1 weave not this web 
cmt of my own brain, but that I have authority for that which I 
ddiver, I will here insert a certificate in Latin, made unto me by 
an Irish scholar, whose opinion I required in this matter, whi<m 
by chance I have now among my papers ; for the most part of these 
things I have set down out of my own memory, b^ng now at 
'Waterford, and having left the notes of our former journey at ^ 
Dublin. ^ 

Hie scholar^s opinion was this : — 

'' Oorbanatus, sive plebanatus, dignitas est ; et modo ad r^em 
pertinet, sed antea ad papam ; in matrici eoclesia debet neoessario 
esse, initiatus sacris ordinibus, omnesque decimas pertinentes ad 
hnnc debet habere et beneficia ac^uncta huic ipsius simtcorumque 
conferentiam habet et presentationem. Dictum hoc nomen, quia 
populo et plebi ecdesiasticas matrids ecclesisB prsefuit, certum 
numerum sacerdotum quasi colligiatium debet havere secum, pri- ' 
mum stallum in sua ecclesi habet Habet etiam stallum vacuum 
in ecdesia cathedrali, et vocem in omni capitulo, tarn publico, 
quam privato, inscribitur Romano registro, indeoque dignitas est." f 

Of ihete Oorbeships the best in these padrts is at Clony's, in the 
county of Monsffhan, which M'Mahoune himself prociued to be 
conferred upon his eldest son, being but a boy in tne time of the 
late rebellion. It was long before granted unto Sir Heniy Duke for 
years, and is now in the possession of Sir Francis Bushe, wlbo | 

married one of Sir Henry Duke's daughters. There is another at 
Deron^ in Fermanagh, which is likewise brought into chaige. 
There are others in O'Bourke's country ; others in Upper Ossory 
and in Ormound ; and in many other plases, whidi are not yet dis- 

oovered. Thus much touching the name and nature of a Oorbe and 
ofaHerinach. 



For the Herinabh, there are few parishes of any oompaas in 
extent where there is not an HerinacL which beinff an officer of 



the diurbb, took beginning in this manner; 

tsatleman had a directicn to build a churoh, he did first '^dedici^ 
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8ome good portion of land to some saint or other whom he ehoae 
to he his patron ; then he founded the church, and called it hy the 
name of that saint| and then gave the land to some clerk not 
being in orders, and to his heirs for ereri with this intent : that 
he should keep.the church clean and well repdred, keep hopitalitjr, 
and give alms to the poor for the soul's health of the founder. 
This man and his heirs had the name of Errenagh. The Errenarii 
was also to make a weekly commemoration of the founder in the 
church. 

He had always Primam Tonsuram, but took no other orders ; 
he had a voice in the Chapter when they consulted about their. 
revenues, and paid a certain yearly rent to the bishop, besides a 
fine upon the marriage of every one of his daughters, which they 
call a Soughimpy ; he gave a subsidy to the bishop at his fint 
entrance into his bishoprick. 

The certainty of all which duties appear in the Inshop's register, 
and these duties grew imto the bishop : first, because the Herinach 
could not be created, nor the church dedicated without the consent 
of the bishop. We are yet doubtful whether these lands poesessed 
by the Herinaghs be yet reduced to the Grown, because the statute 
of Ohaunteries is not yet enacted in this kingdom ; but certain it 
is that these men possessed all the glebe lands which belonfleth 
yearly to such as have care of souls, and therefore when they uall 
be resumed, it were meet they should be added to the parsonages 
and vicarages, whereby they may be found competent livings for 
able ministers which may be pinfeed hereafter in these parts ; for 
now, albeit there be in every parish both a parson and a vicar, yet 
both their livings, being put together, are not sufficient to feed an 
honest man. For the tythes of every parish within the diocese of 
Ologher, which compi^hendeth Monaghan, and almost all Fer- 
managh, are divided into four parts, whereof the parson being 
commonly no priest, hath two parts ; the vicar, who is ever a priest 
and serveth the cure, hath one-fourth part ; and the bishop another 
fourth part, which God knoweth in these poor waste oountiys 
doth arise to very small portions ; and thus we found the state of 
the church land in this country. 

Touching M'Guyre's Mensall lands, which were free from all 
common charges and contributions of the country, because they 
yielded a large proportion of butter and meal, and other pro- 
visions for M*Guyre's table. Albeit the jury. and other inhabit- 
ants did set forth these Mensall lands in certainty, which, lying 
in several baronies, did not in quantity exceed four Ballibetaghsi 
the greatest thereof being in the possession of one M^Manua and 
his sept ; yet touching the certainty of the duties or provisions 
yielded unto MK^uyre out of these Mensall lands they refiunred 
themselves unto an old parchment role^ which they called an 
indenture, remaining in the hands of one G'Bristan, a ehronider 
and principal brehon of that oountiy, whereupon OTrislaa was 
sent for, who lived not fiyr from the camp, bat was so aglod and 
deorspid, as he was soaroe able to repair unto us ; when^he was 
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demaaded of him the right of that aaoient xoUi wherem 

as we were infonned, not only the certainty of H^Gajre's 

menflall duties did appear, but also the partacolar rents and other 

■ervioesy ^iddeh were answered to M'Gujre out of every part of 

the oofontry. The old man, seeming to be mnch troubled with 

this demand, made answer, that he had such a roll in his keeping 

before the war, but that in the late rebellion it was burned, among 

other of his pi^ieis and books, by certain English soldiers. We 

were told by some that were present that tUs was not true, for 

ihej affirmed that they had seen the roll in his hands since the 

war : thereupon my Lord Chancellor (being then present with us), 

for he did not accompany my Lord Deputy to BiEdlishannon, but 

staid behind in the camp) did minister an oath imto him, and 

gave him a yery serious chaige to inform us truly what was be> 

oome of the rolL The poor old man, fetching a deep sigh, 

confessed that he knew where the roll was, but that it was dearer 

to him than his life ; and therefore he would never deliver it out 

of his hands, unless my Lord Chancellor would take the like oath, 

that the roll should be restored unto him again: my Lord 

Ghanoellor, smiling, gave him his word and lus hand that he 

ahoiild have the roU redelivered unto him, if he would suffer us 

to take a view and a copy thereof: and thereupon the old Brehon 

drew the roll out of his bosom, where he did continually bear it 

about him : it was not very laige, but it was written on both 

■ides in a fidr Irish character ; howbeit, some part of the writing 

was worn and defaced with time and ill keepmg : we caused it 

forthwith to be translated into English, and then we perceived 

how many vessels of butter, and how many measures of meal, and 

how many porks, and other such gross duties, did arrive unto 

MKSiuyre out of his mensall lands, the particulars whereof I could 

have expressed, if I had not lost the translated copy of the roll at 

Dublin ; but these trifles are not worthy to be presented to your 

Lordship^s knowledge. It is sufficient to show of what qualis 

these mensall duties are, and for the quantity thereof, though it 

were great, in respect of the land out of which these provisions 

were taken, whidi being laid altogether doth not exceed four 

ballibetaghs (as I ssid before), yet such commodities in those 

parts are of little or no value, and therefore he never made any 

civil use of them, but spent them wastfully in a sordid and 

barbarous manner, among his loose and idle followers: beside 

these mfowalls, H'Guyre had 240 beeves, or thereabouts, yearly 

paid unto him out of all the seven baronies, and about his 

CBStle of Enniskillen he had almost a ballibetagh of land, which 

he manured with his own ohurles, and this was M'Ouyre's whole 

estate in certainty, for in right he had no more, and in time of 

peaoa he did exact no more, many in time of war he made 

himself owner of all, cutting what he listed, and imposing as 

mai^ bonaghtes^ or hired sol&rs, upon them, as he had occasion 

touse: for albeit Hugh MKjkiyxe that was slain inMunster was 

indeed a vaUent rebel, and the stoutest that ever was of his namet 

• 
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notwithstanding generally the natiyes of thia county are reputed 
the worst swordsmen of the Norths being rather inclined to be 
scholars, or husbandmen, than to be kerne, or men of action, aa 
thejr term rebels in this kingdom ; and for this cause M'Gujrre 
in the late wars did hire and wage the greatest part of his 
soldiers out of Connaught, and out of the Brenie O'Belie^ and 
made his own oountxymen find them, and pay them ; and there- 
fore the jury enquiring of Escheates, found only two freeholders 
in this country, besides Hugh M'Guyre himself, to hare been slain 
in the late rebellion, thereby your Lordship may perceive what 
manner of Lord, M'Guyre should have been, and what means and 
power he should have had to do hurt, if the State here had in 
former times but looked into the state of this country, and had 
established the EngUsh laws and jiutice among them, whereby 
every man might have enjoyed his own : and your lordship may 
likewise conjecture of what greatness the best of this surname 
will be, when the chiefry of tUs country shall be divided between 
two M*Guyres^ and the freeholders shall be established in their 
jjoesessions without any de|)endan<7 upon the Lords, paying only 
their certain rents and duties. Assuredly these Insh Lonu 
appear to us like glow worms, which afar off seem to be all fire ; 
but, being taken up in a man's hands, are but silly worms : and 
yet this young Goconaught M'Guyre (whose brother Hugh was 
the Alpha, and himself the Omega of the last rebellion ; for Hugh 
was the first that went out, and himself the last that came in), 
will in nowise be satisfied with the greatest part of the chiefiy 
of his country ; such ia the pride of his own hearty and such is 
the encouragement he receives from some of place and power in 
this kingdom : and to the end he might be thought a person fit to 
be pleased with extraordinary good terms, he gave out a false 
alarm, some days liefore our coming into Fermanagh, that him- 
self with the Earl of Tirconnell were going into Spam, a common 
and poor Irish policy practised in this realm, ever since the con- 
quest, to amuse the state with rumours, that are utterly fidra, 
which notwithstanding, in former times, hath jirevailed to do 
hurt in this kingdom, according to the observation and saying of 
the old Cardinal of Lorain, that a lie, believed but for an hour, 
doth many times produce efiects of seven years continuance, I 
have digressed a little too much in this place, for which I humUy 
crave pardon, if your Lordship shall not think it pertinent to 
this discourse, wherein I meant to set forth the quality and 
quantity of M'Guyer's mensall duties. 

Oonceming the free lands of the third kind, vic-nroch lands as 
are possessed by the Irish officers of this countiy, viz. — ohronidersi 
gallowglasses, and rimers, the entire quantity of it, laid together 
as it is scattered in snndxy baronies, doth well nigh make two 
ballibetaghs, and no more ; which land in respect of the persona 
that merit no respect^ bat rather discountenance from the Stete^ 
for they are enemies to the English Government^ may perlums be 
thou^t meet to be added to the demesne lands of the chief loida. 
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In this mMUiflr we distiiigaiBhed tlie potsesaons of Fermuiagh, 
whidi being diawn into me&od, we prnented to my Lord Deputy 
upon hifl retura. 

For the aeveral pooenions of all theee lands, we took this 
course to find them oat» and set them down for his Lordship's 
infunnation ; we called, unto us the ii^afaitants of every barony 
aerersUy, beginning with the barony of Magherie Boy» wherein 
we oampedy snd so calling one barony sfter another, we had pr^ 
■ent certain of the clerks or scholan of the country, who know all 
the septs and families, and all their brsnohes, and the dignity of 
one sept shore another, and what fsniilies or persons were chief of 
ereiy sept, and who were next, and who were of a third rank, and 
so forth, till they descended to the most inferior man in all the 
baronies ; moreoTer, they took upon them to tell what quantity of 
land every man ought to have by the custom of their countiy, 
whidi is of the nature of gavel land, whereby, as their septs or 
fiimilies did multiply, their possessions have been from time to 
time divided and snl>divided, and broken into so many small 
parcels as almost every acre of land hath a several owner, which 
termeth himself a Lord, and his portion of land his country : not- 
withstanding as M*Gnyre himself had a chiefry over all the 
coimtry, and some demesnes, that did ever pass to him only who 
canied that title ; so was there a chief of every sept, who had 
certain services, duties^ or demesnes, that ever passed to the 
taanist of that sept, and never was subject to division. When 
this was understood, we first inquired whether one or more septs 
did possess that barony, which we had in hand ; that being set 
down, we took the names of the chief parties of the sept or septs 
that did possess the baronies, and also the names of such as were 
second in them, and so of others that were inferior unto them 
sgain, in rank, and in possessions. Then, whereas every barony 
containeth seven ballibetaghs and a half, we caused the name of 
every ballibetagh to be written down, and thereupon we made 
inquiry what portion of land and services every man held, in every 
baUibetsf^ ; beginning with such firsts as had lands and services ; 
and after naming such as had the greatest quantity of land, and 
so descending unto such as possess only two taths, there we staid, 
for lower we could not go ; because we knew the purpose of the 
State was only to estabush such freeholders as were fit to serve on 
juries^ at kast we had found by experience in the county of 
Monsirfisn, that such as had less than two taghs allotted unto 
them had not 40c fi»ehold per ann. ultra reprisatem ; and there- 
fore were not of competent ability for that service : and yet the 
number of freeholders named in this country was above 200. 

And in this order and method we digested the businessy 
touching the possessors and possessions of this county of Fer- 
managh, whidi we presented unto my Lord Ikipaij upon his 
wtom from Ballishannon ; his kndship having received it, and 
tsken some consideration of it, called the prinoipal inhabitants 
Meve him in the eampi told them that he came on purpose to 
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understand the state of every particular man in that ooontiyi to 
the end he might establish and settle the same, aooording U> hia 
Mi^est/'s directions out of England, and that he had reoeiTed 
some information thereof, which gave him good satisfiMstion, how- 
beit that he would not suddenly take any final order touehing the 
same, but would resolve what was fit to be done, and finish his 
service the next term at Dublin : his lordship's speech and good 
demonstration to the people gave them great contentments 

It remains I should inform your Lordship^ somewhat of the 
service performed by the Justices of Assixe in this county : albeit 
they had little to do here, no matter being prepared lor them to work 
upon : for the gaol delivery must needs be quickly desiwtched, whero 
there were no justices of the peace, that had either the wOl or the 
skill to commit malefactors, and where there was no gax^ of any 
fastness to keep them, being committed ; howbeit we had a full 
appearance of aU the country, and there came in upon recogniamoes 
taken unskilfully enough by the sheriff and other Irish justices of 
peace, twenty persons in number <^ thereabouts; the greatest 
part whereof were loose and idle people bound over to find masten 
or sureties for their behaviour, others were committed for felonies, 
whereof some few were indited, but in the end all were acquitted 
for want of evidence, which happened by the n^ligenoe of the 
justices of peace, who had not bound their accusers to prosecute 
against them ; we rebuked the justices of peace for this omission, 
and imposed fines upon them ; and so ended our g»ol deliveiy. 
Then we made the like inquisition here, touching ecclesiastical 
livings, and published the like orders for the civil government of 
their country, as we had done in Monaghan, and so dissolved our 
sessiona The erecting of a free school in this country was do- 
feired till the coming of the Bishop of Clcgher. The building of 
a gaol and sessions house was likewise respited until my Lord 
Deputy had resolved of a fit place for a market and a corfjorato 
town ; for the habitations of this people are so wild and transitoi^i 
as there is not one fixt village in all this country. His Lordship 
took a view of two or three places for that purpose, of which he 
conceiveth the Abbey of Lesgole to be the fittest; and I conjecture, 
that the next term, when the principal gentlemen of this country 
shall repair to Dublin to settle their estates, his Lordship will 
make choice of that place for the shire town of this county, and then 
take order for the erecting of a gaol, and house of sessions thops. 

Having spent six or seven days in this waste country, we raised 
our camp and returned the same way, which we had paved hdon, 
into the county of Monaghan. 

Enniskillen (Innis Eethlen, the Island of Kethlon, wife of 
Baler, the Fomorian King of Tory biand),^ which was 
eventually seleoted for the site of the county town, is an 
isUnd in the narrow part of Lough Bme, aometimea calkd 
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tlie Erne Biver, which joins the upper and lower lakes. 
T7pon this idand at the west side, wnere the caBUe baixack 
now stands, was situated the old castle of the Maguires, 
-which was beseiged in 1599 by Captain Qeoige Bingham, 
aasiBted by Governor DowdalL A very carious sketch of 
the seige was made by a soldier called John Thomas, a copy 
of whidi is appended to the volume of maps of 1609 before 
referred to. Sir John Davies appears to nave obtained a 
grant of Usffode, which is in the neighbourhood of Ennis- 
killen, for lumself He represented Fermanagh in tJie Irifdi 
ParUajnent of 1613, of which he was Speaker of the House 
of Commons. He eventually returned to Enjrland, and 
died in 1626, when on the eve of being made Chief Justice 
of England. 

Ei^ James I. granted a charter, of which I possess a 
-very ancient copy, marked " oopia vera^** with a translation, 
dated from Hampton Court, 27th Februaiy, 1612, O. S, 
which o(»istitated Enniskillen, therein designj^ted the town 
or village and whole island of ** TniBkillin," fte. (except only 
our fori or castle of Eniskilling), into a parliamentary and 
municipal borough, and appointed as the first Provost and 
firarieen free Burgesses the following persons : —

Of these fifteen persons the^ only ones whose descendants 
in the male line at leasts remain connected with Enniskillen 
are Mr. Cole^ the ancestor of the Eaii of Enniskillen, and 
peiliape Messre. Oathcart^ Wm. Hall, and Thomas Barton. 
Mr. Oole and Mr. Boger Atkinson were elected in 1618, 
ihd first members to serve in Ptoliament for the borough. 
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CHAPTER VII. 

CAPTAIN BOGEB ATKINSON, 1602-41. 

His hiBtory—and patent of CutleCoole— Description of the estate— Fee- 
farm lease of Aghaiprnagh to Zachary Bampayne— New patent on 
d^ectiTe title— and license to aliena t e Sale of Castle Coole and Shan- 
nath to Arthur Champion. 

The Dean of Armagh has yeiy kindly collected and fur- 
nished me wiih the infonnation which follows about Rocer 
Atkinson. He has also undertaken the laborious task of de- 
ciphering (not rendered easier by abbreviations), cop3ang;and 
translating tiie original patent of GasUe Coole, dated 1611, 
and makinff copies or abstracts of a few other ancient docu- 
ments which will be inserted in their proper places. An in- 
teresting table of names, showing the quaiier-iands and their 
sub-denominations as they appear in later deeds, with 
observations and modem names, which he has compiled for 
me, will be found in App. B. To this I have ventured to 
append a couple of notes based on my own topographical 
knowledge of the localities; In forwarding tiie last ^ of 
these papers to me, the Dean says, on the 18th February, 
1881 :— 

' '* Mt Dbab Lord. — I have at last completed mj task, and if 
mj labour be of any service to you, I shall he heartily glad. There 
is a fearful amount of verfaiBge and repetition in such law doca« 
ments as Boger Atkinson's patent, and a marvellous amoimt of 
words is tucked into one skin. I like fines better, for though 
their oourt hand is formidable, yet the language is terse and reoitel 
dear. 

'* I do not find that the name Castle Atkinson, given by. 
Atkinson's second patent, was ever formally withdrawn ; it sluJl 
be called henoefoi^ for ever Castle Atkinson. Strange that 
Atkinson, when in the act of parting with his estate should stamp 
the manor with his name ; ' and yet they think that their houses 
shall continue for ever, and that their dwelling>plaoes shall endurs 
from one generation to another ; and call the lands afUrtbeir own 
names.' 

'' In the sheet which I endose on the names of the oomponents 
of the manor I have ventured on a few et vmologioal specnlatiioiia 
Some of them are probaUe, some are doubtful ; but in process of 
time, after much consideration, we may arrive at an appraziinaftion 
to the truth.^

Notwith- 
standing iJl naming or ill reciting, not naming or not reciting, any 
tofwn, wlage, pariiui, hamlet^ place, or connty, in any of which or 
in which the premiws above by these presents afor^granted, or 
any portion thereof, do or does exist And notwithstanding the 
not naming, the ill naming, or not redting, the aforesaid castles, 
messaages, towns, lands, tenements, inheritances, and other the 
premises above, by these presents afor^granted, or any portion 
thereoC And notwithstanding the not finding the office or 
inqnisition of the premises, or H any portion thereof, by which . 
the title of ns, or of one or more of our progenitors or predecessors, 
of in or to the premises or any portion thcoreof ou g^t to be found, 
before the completum of these ovtr letters patent.

standing the not reciting or the ill reciting, of any demise or grant 
for a term of a life, lives, or years, or in fee-tail, or otherwise, of 
tlie premises, or of any part thereof, previously made, which is on 
recoid, or not on record.

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Pyniiar'8 survey of Ulster was made shortlj after the 
grant of this Patmt It commenoee thus : — 

'^ A Brief Yiew and Survey made at several timesi and in 
neveral Places, in the several counties within named, between the 
Ist day of December, 1618, and the 28th day of March, 1619, 
by me Nicholas Pynnar, esq. ; and others by virtue of hk 
Majesty's OommlBsion, under the great Seal of Iraland, to me and 
others diroeted, dated the 28th day of November, 1618." 

In the county Fermanagh, under the head of ^ The Pre- 
cinct of Coole and lircansida allotted to Servitors and 
Natives/' we find the following notice. 

LXV., 1000 acres :— 

** Gaptain Roger Atkinson hath one thousand acres called Ooole. 
(Jpon this Proportion there is a strong bawne of lime and stone 
sixty feet square, witli three flankers. Ho hath a strong stone 
house, in which his wife with his &mily dwelleth. He hath two 
freeholders all resident on the land. Here are two watermills, 
one for com, and another a tucking milL" 

This "proportion," like some pastoral runs in New 
South Wales, was a very liberal 1,000 acres. The Manor, 
according to the Ordnance Survey, contains 4,575 acres S 
roods 22 perches statute, equal to 2,762 Irish plantation acres. 

It used to be a tradition in my fiunilv that the original 
bouse at Oostlecoole stood on the hill called Killenure, 
between Lough Coole and the town of Ennbkillen. This 
however could not have been the case. Part of the townland 
of Killenure is no doubt shown on the Ordnance map as being 
part of Castlecoole townland. This is a modem mistake 
made by the Ordnance surveyors. There was prior to 1834 
no townland of Castlecoole ; but they made one out of several 
townlands or partsof townlands. Besides, Killenure, although 
it comprises a considerable poiiion of Lough Coole, which is 
a natural lake of some forty acres, now wholely situate in the. 
demesne, was not in the Manor at all, but was one of the 
Church lands of the see of Qo^her. The matter however is left 
beyond a doubt by the plan, <utted 1709, of the "Old House of 
Castlecoole," the predecessorofthepi^esent house. On this plan 
is marked a passage, leading to ** the new house." This still 
older house was burnt in 1641 and in 1688, but was probably 
capable of repair,andwas I believe converted into the kitdien 
wing of the new house of 1709, which was destroyed by fire 
in 1797. The well only remains, and supplies tne present 
house by means of a forcing pump, worked by a horse. 

No trace of any other oQ ouildings exists, exoept of the 
mills, which were I have no doubt situated in toe town* 
land of Bossvallan oi MiUtown, dose to the p tesent 
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ThoBUMtown-bridge. They adjoined the old hilly road 
fiom Emuakillen to I1ntona» which passes over the shoulder 
<»f Toppid Moontain, along which the judges used to so 
ciicail The mill was removed early in this centaiv to the 
townlaad of Ballyluoas acljoining Glpghtate, and only some 
traces of foondations and walls remain. The road approach- 
ing the Thomastown bridge, has evidently, long affo, been 
diverted at the western side, (independently of thebillhaving 
been cut in 1877); which leads me to condade, that originally 
there was a ford across the stream, immediately below the 
mill l^e bridge must have been built in the last century. 

In Atkinson's patent nine denominations only are given. 
Three of these nave become obsolete whilst six remain, 
tliough two of them are subdivided.

The name of Ballybbuhbrogas has been quite foigotten 
in the neighbourhood. Dean Beeves, who has been look- 
ing into the matter of the topography of Fermanagh, 
having applied to me for information on the subject^ I lent 
bim my deeds, and suggested that a ridge in CasUecoole 
dmnesne, now known as Ajzharainy and CSamphill, but 
formerly as Agharainv aiid Drumrenagh, might probably 
be the missing site. iTo one in the lociuity, not even John 
ItKervy, my oldest labourer, who had worked either in 
Gastlecoole demesne, or garden, since 1804, had ever heard 
of it. It is, however, not an uncommon name in Fer- 
managh. After having examined the deeds Dean Beeves 
wrote to me on 20th December, 1880, as follows : — 

** I have held on to DrombrogM like a bulldog, and have at 
last satisfied mjwfUf that it is now represented by Kilsallagh, 
Glasmulhii^ and Thomastown. The name disappeared at a 
veiy eatly stege ; and never returned to record. For the Drum- 
fani^^ias, whidi Leonard assigned on the oocasion of Miss 
Auchiiileoh'B,ir marriage, was an entirely different denomination, 
sitaate in the pariah of Aghavea, and barony of li&^era Ste- 



phana. I have gone through all vour documents witib more or 
less eaie^ and I have read Oaptam Bpger Atkinson's original 
patent with mobh interest It's the only origKoal Plantation

Loid Erne's ancestor was not a Plantation patentee ; the earliest 

appearance of Orom is in Lord Monntwhanny's patent, which was a j^ y 

assigned to Sir Stephen/Bevtw, nnder whom Bishop Spottiswode / fJu^^C^ 

pnrohased one eighty^ year lease of Orom, which I suppose ' 

descended to a Criditon, who was married to the Bianop^s 

daughter Mary, and was subsequently converted into a p erpe t ni^.** 

« The most important topographical document relatiTe to the 
manor of Ooole, is the recital, not only of the quarter-lands set out 
in the first patent, but also of the tates comprehended in eaeh.

''Now, in the documents all the names run on without the 
slightest distinction, and you will observe, in what I have marked 
II., both Kedagh and last Kedath. They are both the same word, 
only that when first it occurs, it (is) as tiie name M) a quarter, 
contained in which was a tate of the same name. Of the denomi- 
nations many of the names are lost, but several have become town- 
lands." • . • • 

Whilst I accept the general principle of daasification thus 
laid down by the Dean of Armagh, I am atill ooufironted 
with one topographical difBculty in the case of Drumbfocas 
or Drumbrughaa. Whilst the present townlands of Glass- 
mnllagh (Greenhill) and Thomastown [saooeasively called 
Moyette-thomaa, Mwllaghmaothomae, Mullagh Th< 
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ThomaahiU, and Thomastown] together form a tidm, on 
wbichy owing toth«old leading roads (o Dublin and ^Qrrone 
panning throoffh ihem» there might well have been an im- 

Crtant fium-houee then, as there is now, and as I know there 
B long been in Thomastown ; yet Eilsallagh is quite un« 
eoonected with them. It is a good mile nearer to Dublin, 
on the old road, and is separated firom GlasmuUagh by no less 
than three townlands. 

The first of these going south is Tullyhamey, whioh 
oxiffinally gave its name to another quarter-land. Then comes 
Kifiysrania ; and then part of a townland called Ballintarsin. 
This uitter is not in the manor. In the map of 1609 it gives 
the name to a considerable tract of countnr, although now 
it 18 (mlv a townland of some 221 acres. Moreover, it was 
one of the see of Qogher townlands. 

Eilsallagh is now a small townland of 41 acres to the south 
of BallinUtfsin,on the old Enniskillen, Lisbellaw, and Dublin 
road. It is, as it were, an island among the Church lands. 
It consists of a ridge with one fieurm-house on it The two 
remaining sub-denominations of Ballydrumbrocas, viz. 
Lessadrombroske and Knocknevemegg are now lost, and 
probably were only the names of fieliuT 

KKAJ>AGH,the second quarter-land,contained as beforemen- 
tioned four sub-denominations, viz., 1, Rosmoland ; 2, Lecill ; 
SyOortmullocke; 4, Kedath. Rosmoland is obviously Bossy- 
vullen or Milltown. The ''v" is, I believe, the phonetic form of 
^ m.* Milltown Hill now occupies nearly au the townland 
which, literally translated, means the point or wood of tiie 
MilL Except a small portion attached to the Thomastown 
farm, where the pound formerlv stood, it is all in CSasUecoole 
demesne since 1783. Before that there was an earthen fort^ 
traces of which still exist near the top of the hill, and to it 
ran the demesne fences. The north side, which was in view 
of the old house of Oastlecoole, was then included in tiie 
demesne. The south side adjoining the mill was held by 
Mrs. CoUum, a widow. 

Of Lecill (Grey Wood) and Gortmullocke there is now no 
trace. They may have been fields, and probably coincided 
with Coneyborrow and the Rookery Him 

Kedath or Kedagh was the hill at the foot of which, near 
Loogh Coole, the successive old Castlecoole mansion- 
hooMS stood, and half way up the north side of which the 
present hoose stands. The staUes and fiurm-yards are at 
the eaatem foot The gardens are on the southern slope. 

The third qoarter-Iimd was Killynan. This name has 
become^ as fiur as the Ordnance maps are concerned, obsolete. 
It however, as a sab-denonunataon, appeared in ^ *^~ 
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deeds down to a comparatively recent period But in all 
the maps in my possession, going back to 1718, Eillynan 
is called Bounybrooke, a name probably given to it by the 
Cornr family, who had, in the last century, a second house 
in the townland facing the brook which divides it from 
Thomastown. 

The other sub-denominations of Eillynan were Eilna- 
maddy, indifferently called Foxwood, which is now shown 
on the Ordnance map as a townland, and Eillyree now called 
Killyreagh (Qrey Wood). This is now included in Mr. 
Dane's demesne of that name, which is held on a ninety*nine 
years' lease under me. 

The two sub-denominations of Carrickdromrelagh (Bock 
or Bidge of Oak) and Killmateaden, have become obsolete. - 

Tullyhame (Hill of Sloes) still survives in TuUvharnej 
one of its original sub-denominationa. On the latter is 
situated Derr^vullen South Parsonage. A considerable 
portion of this townland is leased for ever to CSaptain 
bollum of Bellevue, as the representative of his fiither, who 
was bom on the &rnL The remainder is included in Mr. 
Dane's demesne of Killyreagh. Sollybarr of the earlier 
deeds was a sub-denomination of Tullyhama It is not 
shown on the Ordnance map, but is I suppose included in 
the part of the modem towidand of Tullynamey adjoining 
Killyreagh. At one time the names used to appeurtogetiier 
m leases. 

The two remaining sub-denominations, Killygrania and 
Drumcrow still exist as separate townlanda 

Qabvabt is now a single townland of considerable sise, 
on the road between Enniskillen and Tempa It gives the 
name to the newChurch of Ireland parish formed out of parts 
of Enniskillen, Derryvullen, Denybrask, and Magheracross 
parishes. The church, which was opened and consecrated in 
1868, stands at the eastern end of the townland. From a 

S>int on a cross road dividing Messrs. Whitley's and 
urgess's farms, about 300 yards to the right of the top of 
Qarvary-hiU, on the Tempo road looking west, is to be seen 
one of the finest panoramic views in the north of Ireland^ 
including Upper and Lower Lough Erne, with Behnore, 
Slieve BusseU, Knockninny, and C^caffh mountains, in tiie 
background, and the town of Enniskillen and ORsdeoooIe 
demesne in the foreground. It is a pity that it is not mord 
known. 

CABROWiCAConEA still survives as a townland. It is eat 
across by the O.NX Bailway. The part to the west is in

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CSauBileoode demesna Of its six ancient denominations all 

names are obsolete. CloaghroUeye may, however, 

been identical with Cloghtate, which was sold, in 1851 , 

in the Landed Estates Courts hj mistake, under the imnres- 

Bion that it was a see of Clogher townland, it having been 

mapped in error in the Ordnance map as a separate townland. 

MaUaghmore (the Great Flat Hill) was probably the hill on 

tlie eastern side of the railway on which Mr. Beacom's farm 

is situate ; or it miffht have been the present "White Hilli" 

in the demesne, which has a flattish top. Canony, Shanno- 

lagh, Dolagh, and LyslaughWU may have represented the 

fonr hills oJled M'Mulkin's tarm, Gover-hill, Curragh-hill, 

and either White-hill or Beacom's &rm, but I cannot pretend 

to identify them with any of those hilb in particular. 

KiDvvilly is a townland immediately below Garvary, on 
the 'J!empo road. Garvaiy glebe is in this townland. 
The greater part of it was at one time ocouided by the 
(and mappedYDeeripark. Of its twenty-one suD-denomina* 
trans all out KUlyvilly are obsolete. 

Dean Reeves has furnished me with the toUowinff scrap 
about Onowmaemea >- ^ 

There is a proverbial ezpreeston current in the parish that 
OuTowmacmea (ceotfutifi fhic fDeit— MacMea's quarter) is the 
finest quarter in Coole. 

Ceatfiotn rnic fDeit, cea6tuiin fioe^a ua Cvile. 
Carro-mao-mea, choice quarter of the Ouil. 

From this we conclude tbat the ancient tenitofj of Ouil oom- 
prehended a portion of the present barony of Tirkennedy. — Ord. 
Sunr. Letters (ILLA«), Fennann^, p. 16. 

BALLTBEiLGH is a veiy large townland of some 1,858 
statute acres, separated mm we rest of the manor to the 
north-east^ and adjoining the countv l^nnone. l^ere are 
a good many large fiums on it, nearly all held under old 
leases, at low rents. Here is also a National school, in 
which divine service in connexion with Qarvary parish is 
held on alternate Sunday aftemoona Part of the townland 
is of a mountainous character, and there iepart of a large 
flow turf bog in it, which extends into Tyrone. Lough 
Mubhane is situat^ in the bog. There are also some 
** ^pants' graves^ on Mrs. Watson's farm. All of its eighteen 
Irish sulnlenominations are, as fiur as I know, obsolete. In 
the last century it was divided into Far Bidlyreagh and 
Near Ballyreagh. Sometimes it was called Cli:^s Ball v- 
reagh and Crawf<ttd*s Ballyreagh, from the names of the 
two tenants who were I imagine practically middlemen. 
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LA8SAN (or Idflsan— a litde fort) waa the remainiiur 
qtiarter-Iand of the numor. It lies oetween Garvmy and 
Lord Enniskillen's estate. It now oonstitates a single 
townland of some 559 acres. Of its twenty sub-denomina- 
tions all are obsolete. 

Augharynngh, though not in the patent of 1611, appeal* 
in the rental attadied to a conveyance from Atkinson to 
Champion in 1640, as a quarter-land with a tate of the same 
name still known as Agharainy (Ferny-field), and four 
others now obsolete. It must not he confounded with a 
nearly similar but obsolete sub-denomination of Libsak. 

In the schedule attached to the conveyance, it is entered 
as leased in fee-farm to Zachary Rampayne, for £10 a year. 
I have the original lease or its counterpart, dated 21st 
November, 1639, signed by Roger Atkinson, and witnessed 
by William (name unintelli^ble), Edward Davys, and 
Humphry Halloway. 

It conveys to 2!aohaiy Bampavne of Agharynagh, for his 
natural life, and after his death to his son John and his 
heirs, or failing his heirs to the heirs of Zaehary for ever, 
the quarter>land of Agharynagh and Drumrvnagh (Ferny 
Hill\ or by whatever other names they may be wled, con- 
taimng by estimation two great tates of land, witii all 
houses, &C., bogss, &a, ''watercourses, the water-mills not 
being any [illegiole word] hindered, prejudiced, or hurted, 
wayes, easements, &a, &&," in the barony of Coole and Tir- 
kenedy, parish of Derryvoyland, and county of Fermanagh ; 
at the yearly rent of £10, to be paid in England by two 
half-yearly instalments, at the Feast of St Phillip and St 
James the Apostles, -commonly called May Day, and All 
Saints, commonly caJled All-hallowtyd. 

The mills referred to must have been the manor mills at 
Rosmoland, lower down the stream, which divides CiamphiU 
(which I identify with Drumrynwh) and Eillyvilly. Tnese 
two tates form a saddle-backea ridffe in Castlecoole demesne^ 
crossed at the northern foot by Uie Great North^ Bail- 
ww. ! 

There are traces of an old Irish earthen fort on Agha- 
rainy.^ On the top of Drumrenadi, or Ciamphill, is a very 
conspicuous sycamore tree. At its southern foot tiiere are 
some fine oaks, and in spring a beautiful bank of bluebdls 
or wild hyacinths, beside the Deerpark-road. On the top of 
Agharalnv-hill, within a few yards of the old fort but in the 
next field, stood within living memory a two-storied stone 
house, of which the foundations can still be traced. It was 
last occupied by a sort of foreman of labourers called

Ifacnamee. This was probably the renuuns of Rampayne'B 
hocue. It was approached finam the Deerpark-road hj a 
▼ety steep path ^oled Woodcock -lane, at the foot of which 
are still two very fine old specimens of beech trees. 

In 1639 Boger Atkinson obtained a fresh patent of his 
manor, remitting all consequences bv reason of violation or 
omission of the conditions of the Plantation, of which the 
following is an abstract: — 

Ghules, etc., etc., eta — By the adyioe, assent^ and consent of 
Thomas Wentworth, our Deputy General aad President of our 
oouncil in the northern parts of England, and other our CommiB- 
sionen, agreeably to the effect and intent of our Oommiasion 
wider our great seal, dated, at Gamburie, the first day of Septem- 
ber in the fourteenth year of our reign ; for and in consideration 
of tbe fine or sum of £35 5f . 5d, sterling, paid by our beloved 
subject^ Boger Atkinson, of Goole, esquire, into our Exchequer of 
Ireland, for our use, according to the intent of a composition or 
agreement made at our Castle at Dublin, between our said 
Depatj General and the other Commissioners of the one part, and 
the said Boger Atkinson of the other part We have given, 
granted, baigained, sold, dbc., to him, his heirs and assigns, the 
whole manor of Coole, and castle or capital house of Coole, with 
the appurtenances, and all and singular the quarters, towns, town- 
lands, dEC, of Balljdrombrochus, Eissallagh, Glassmullagh, 
Moyettethomas, Leesdrombroske, Knochnevemogg, Keadagh, 
Bonmdand, Ledll, GormuUoche, Kedagh, Tulloharve, Eilligrane, 
Dromcrowe^ Killybarr, Tullyhanie, Killynan, Killree^ Eillynan,

It may be observed that in the fee^farm grant of Affher- 
ainy Captain Atkinson bargained that the rent shouM be 
paid in England. He had probably retired to that country, 
and now made up his mind to sell nis Fermanagh property, 
and probabW all his Irish estates *' in the nick of time," as 
the Dean of Armach observes, " to escape the troubles of 
'41, in which his Manor Coole successor lost his Ufa" He 
however, was not entirely sucoessful in so doing, as we ehall 
presently see. 

Accordingly Gaptain Atkinson obtained for the consider- 
ation of £5 sterling from Kins Charles L a patent, dated 
2nd March, 1639-40, licencing him to alienate the manor 
of Coole to Arthur Champion, his heirs and assigns. The 
Latin orkpinal or duplicate is in my possesdoln, and is enr 
dorsed "* Ye coppy of ye allenassion of ye Oaptaine his

Following upon this. Captain Atkinson on the 22nd April 
1640, executed a conveyance of Manor Coole and some tene- 
ments in Enniskillen and its neighbourhood, or practically of 
the reversion of them, to Arthur Champion of ohaimoth oa 
Fermanagh, near Qones oo. Monaghan. In this, a rather 
peculiar arrangement was made ; (^tain Atkinson was to 
receive £1,650 down, to be paid in iWland, which was all 
but eight years' purchase on the rental But he conveyed 
the fee, and Champion immediately executed a lease of the 
whole to him and Edith his wife for sixty years, in caee 
either of th^m should live so long, at £40 a year for their 
joint lives, and £100 a year for the life of the survivor. 

The yearlv rental was £210 iO«. for the manor, and 
£5 109. for the Enniskillen holdings. 

I subjoin a copy of the convevance and rental, and also 
of the mie passea in fisLVour of the purchaser, with a trans* 
lation. From the rental it will be seen that the whole of 
the tenants held by lease, and some by leases for ever <»r 
fee-farm grants, as seems to have been contemplated by the 
original patent These latter however have in eveiy 
instance been acquired by the subsequent owner or owners 
of the fee, and put an end to, and 1 do not noornxm the 
name of a single tenant as being the same aa of one now 
connected with the estate. 

I may here mention that Griffith's valuation of the 
manor (excluding buildings and the Enniskillen tenements) 
is now £2,362 10s. per annum British currencv, equal to

Of the above lands all can now be identified, except 
Dromrelagh, which seems to have been a subdenomination 
of Killynan. Eedagh ¥ra8 evidently then as now .occupied 
as demesne land. The messuages in EnniskiUen |io doubt 
are Uiose for which I pay a small head rent to Lord Ennia* 
kiUen, receivinff in turn a rather lai^r head rent from other 
persons. Of tne two burgess acres, one was probably the 
field in Tonystick lately purchased to enlarge the Boman 
CaUiolic cemetery: the original cemetery may have also 
formed part of it In any case it was more than '^an acre.** 
The other '' acre ** was probably also a field in Tonystiok 
near the Tempo road* Part of it wbb taken some yean 
ago for the Irish North Western Bailway. 

The transaction was completed by a Bond of Performance 
of the above recited deed, also dated in April, 1640, and by a 
*' Fine " passed by Captain Atkinson for the ''said Mannor.'' 



This latter document is indorsed '* Ye fine of ye Oaptayne 
his lands '* in a non-legal looking hand, possibly that of 
Champion himself -

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goods or diAttela unclaimed, aiid estreste aforetaid with the 
iqppaiieiianoeB^tobethe riglifiilpoaBeflrion of aald Arthur, as those 
wbu^ the same Arthur had of the gift of the aforesaid Roger and 
Edith, and thej sorrendered and quit olaim for themselTes and 
their heirs for erer. And farther the same Roger and Edith 
granted for themselres and the heirs of said Roger, that they will 
giuwantee the manor, castle, tenements, free warren, yiew of frank 
I^edge, conrt-hai0D, and goods and chattek and estreats aforesaid 
with the appurtenances, to the aforesaid Arthur and his heirs as 
•gainst themselves Roger and Edith, and the heirs of Roger him- 
self for erer : and for this acknowledgment^ surrender, and quit 
claim, warranty fine and agreement the same Arthur gave to the 
afensaid Roger and Edith a hawk. 

The Rebellion of 1641 broke out soon after this. How 
Gastlecoole fared will be seen firom the following informa- 
tion, extracted from the Fermanagh volume of the Deposi- 
tions of 1641, preserred in MS. in Trinity College Library, 
pp. 621-2 >— 

Oaptain Roger Atkinson, of Castle Atkinson, in the barony of 
Ooole^ and l&kennedj, in the countie of Fermanagh, being 
swome and examined (then follow these words scored throuffh 
** before His Majestie's Oommissioners appointed for taking we 
examinations of Uie losses of the distressed Protestants in Ireumd, 
upon the Holy Evangelists**) deposeth and saith, that the three and 
twentieth day of October, 1641, he was possessed off; and was 
coBstxained to forsake and depart from GasUe Atkinson aforesaid, 
lor safeguard of his lif e^ so as thereb j he left the possession, as 
weD of all his lands of inheritance as lease lands, and by means of 
this recent rebellion is deprived of the sereral goods and 
IHurtieolazs hereunder mentioned, by the Irish Rebels within the 
aaid oountie, as followeth (yia) that is to say —

And he further saith, that Oaptain Roiy Maewier, Donogh 
Magwier, Oochomight Magwier, Hugh Magwier, Neise CHosey, 
and O^My OTEEoser, Donogh Macoaffiuy, Fhelim O^ObMsidy, 
and the sepi of tiie OTlanwagans as this examinate Jiath 
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heard, were all out in aotoal rebeUion, together with Fleangh 
MaoHugh, Bxyan MoHugh, and divene othen at the tinie 
aforesaid. And farther eafth, as he hath oredibly heard, that the 
Irish rebells did set fire on the Oastle of Lisgoole^ eo that man j 
Protestantes seeking to essaye oat of the said castle were bomt^ 
and oraelly marthmd ; and likewise sayth, that he heard that 
divers Protestants who had awhile defended the Oastle of TaUy, 
belonging to Sir Gkoxge Hume, after yeilded it npon quarter; 
whereapon the rebells oontraxy to their tiroinise to tlMOiy did 
presently marther and kill them all (sare only Ae Lady Hwda^) 
And also sayth that he hath heard tlmt the said rebeUs kiled wad 
morthered divers jjersons at Lowtherstown ; as namely Mr. Haoke^ 
OUrke, and his wife, Qerrard Redmond, and his win^ with maaj 
others whose names he remembreth not

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CHAPTER VIIL 

ABTHUR AUD JOHN CHAMPION, AND HENBT QILBKRT, 

A.D. 1640-66. 

Murder of Arllrar Champion— DepocitioD of hit widow— She remMTiei 
Bmrj Gilbert— Who co&Tejt the estates to Emeij HiU in tmst— Sale 
of the Casdeooole Eitete to John Corj, in 1660. 

A&THUB Champion did not long eiyoy his new estate. The 
following is from the evidence of J ohn Cormiok at Lord 
Itagoires Trial : — 

''Preaentlj after, open the 29th of October, one Oaptain Boii 
MacGoire took upon lum the managing of all boaineeses in his 
ahsence ; he fortified first the Castle fftuen, the hodse wherein he 
dwdt himself ; he took in the castle of one Edward AldrUh, Esq.; 
he pat ont all the iPa^lM there ; he went to the town^bomt thaV 
bat killed n<me of the men ; went thence to another place, and 
hanged one JSleaaar M., one that was Cleik of the Peace of the 
ooonty ; and from thence he went to Newtown, four miles off from 
iti took in the town, stript and disarmed all the Protestants that 
wers in the ohoroh ; the next day after marched away, and killed 
and destroyed most of the English in those parts; marthered 
Arthur Champion, Esq. ; and many more.*** 

The Boiy Magaire who slew Arthur Champion was Lord 
Miagaire's raother.t 

TbB following information respecting Arthur Champion's 
death is extracted from the Fermanagh Volume of the 
Depositions of 1641, in Trinity College Library, page 25, 
Na 31. 

AUce Champin the late wife of Arthur Champin late of 
GHiaaoge in the county of Fermanagh, esq., being duly sworn de- 
noseth and sajth^ that the 20th day of October, 1641, her said late 
husband was assaulted and cruelly murthered before his owns gate 
at fflianoge aforesaid, by the Maguiresand others theire adherents, 
whereof she well remembreth tlut there were present at the same 
murthering of him, Don Carrage Magoire of (blank) in the countie 
of Fermanai^, genl, Edmond Carragh Maguire of Annaghhard 
in the said ooonty, gen., Redmond Maoowen Magoire of ^lank) 
in Uie said ooontie, geni, and Patrick Oge Maorase Magoire of 
Bodfiidda in the said counties geni, sod others to the number of 
100 penmns or thereabouts, «id that they murthered and killed

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alao with liim the said Arthur Champin six other penoiui at Shan- 
oge aforesaid, as, namely, Thomas Champin, Thomas Tremonger, 
Humphrey littleboxy, and Ghristopher Linis, gent, John Morrioey 
and Hugh Williams, yeomen. And that afterwards th^ killed 
and murthered thereabouts about the number of xzir. EngUshmen 
more. 

And she hath heard the said Bebells say, that they were 
soTerally oommanded and directed by the Lord Maguire (now in 
the Castle of Dublin), that they should not spare the said Arthur 
Champin her husband, but murther and kill him, and the two 
* that were his followers and tenantry : and sayth that after 
they had kild him the said Arthur Champyn they murthered and 
killed Heniy Croase, and did hang^ yiz., Joseph Crosse, as they 
were demanded by the said Lord Maguire. And that afterwards 
they fordbly entered the said Castle of Shanoge, and upon all 
t the goods and chattels, jeweles, money, plate, household 
stuff, stock c^ cattle, come, manor and lande aforesaid within the 
county of Fermanagh aforesaid. And immediately after they had 
so entered the said Castle, they burned it downe to the ground. 
Also they burned the Castle of Coole alias Castle Atkinson, which 
said Castle and buildings are valued at one thousand six hundred 
pounds. 

And also sayth that by the generall Insurection and Rebellion 
of the Irish in this Kingdom, she hath been and still is in hasird 
of losing all her rents, houses, and landes, near the dttie of Dublin 
aforesaid. 

And further sayth that she hath heard it spoken by the Rebel- 
lious Irish, within the said countie, that they had done nothing in 
this their rebellion, but what they had the King's broad seale to 
show for, and that the now Bishop of Londondeny was to take 
the dttie of Londonderry on their behalf, and that they had 
done nothing but what herf majesty well knew of and was nrirf 
unta ^ ' . 

And further they said that Sir Phelim O'Neill should be king 
of Ireland, and that he the said Sir Fhelim had receiTed diven 



letters from Her Mijesty to this purpose, that they went not about 
their work wisely. 

Likewise the said rebells said that the Erie of Straffoid was the 
plotter of this their rebellious riseing. And if the said Erie had 
been liring, they should not have had so much trouble in Tin- 
quishing of Ireland, as they have had. And that the said Erie of 
Strafford's sonn was gone on into England to raise forces to come 
on againe into this kmgdom, to releeve and help them the rebeUs. 
And she heard the said rebells ako say, that they would send fifteen 
thousand Irishmen on into England before midsummer daia imxt, 
to releeve the papists, and that they would give a great som of 
money on condition that they had our graoiooi if^wg Ohaifaa his 
head.

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And further sayth that the said rebells would not permit or 
suiier the oorpaes of the dead, who were soe murthered at the 
Chutle of Shaaoge aforesaid, to be Yraxied until suoh time as a 
quarter of one of the persons so murthered was devo u red and eaten 
bj doggs. The said rebells did bume ^as she heard them boast them- 
aelTes), in the Gastle of Lugoole, within the oonntj of Fermanagh, 
of Scotch and Englishmen, women and children, the number of 
nyntie persons or uiereabouts. And that after one of the said 
women, who leaped out of a window to save herself firom being so 
bnmed, was cruelly murthered and killed by them, and the next 
morning thev findmg a young chyld of his (sie) lying sucking the 
dead n^thers breast, they killed the said diild. And when the 
■aid house was soe burning, the said rebells said among themselTes 
nioydnglT, Oh, how swe^y doe they fry ; she heard them alsoe 
■ay that ttiey had killed soe many Englishmen, that the grease or 
tM that tlMreby remained upon their swords or speares might 
bave made an Irish candle. 

And she likewise heard that at the towne of fielturbett^ in the 
ooon^ of Oayan, the said rebells had drowned of English women 
ttod mildien, the number of 30 persons or thereabouts. And fur- 
ther sayth that ahee was at the very fint'restrained and kept as a 
prisoner with and by the said rebells, with whom she soe remained 
for the space of 19 weeks, and untill she ffave unto (me Langhlin 
Boe MacMaghan, one of the said rebells, uie ralue cf £20 for his 
paines and rewaid to convey her from them, and carry her safe to 
one Mr. Edward Dowdall's, of Monkstowne, in the county of 
Meath, nere unto the hill of Tarrah, which he did and there left 
her, when the said Mr. Dowdall did furnish* men and horses 
to have brought her saffe to Oastloknock, but upon her way about 
Dunshaghlin certaine other rebeUs there mett her, tooke from her 
the said horses, and forced her to return to Monkstoune aforesaid, 
where she remained until the late expedition, and ' goeing out of 
the Ti^g^^*«>» army into the countie of Meath. When one Sir Itiohaid 
Green^e, and Sir Thomas Newcomen, comeing into the said Mr. 
Dowdsll's house at Monkstoune aliareiBakl, where this deponent 
then was. The said Sir Thomas Newcomen knowing this deponent, 
and she was by them deluded and conveyed by a rafeguard to the 
cittj of Dublin ; and within that time of her soe b«ang amongst 
them heard and sawe what she deposes. And furtiier salth 
that diren rebells coming from TMarth,t divulged and com* 
monlr gave out^ that the Erie of Ormonde, the Lord Dillon, 
and Ae Lord of Howth, had suxxnisedand taken Dublin, and had 
parted it amongst them. Soe as thev in the north needed not to 
trouble themselves to come there. And that the consultation at 
^Ikedarth was that the Lord of Ormond should for that exploit 
be made King of Ireland. But afterwards when tiie rebells hcMd 
that the Brie of Oimonde had not taken Dublin, but contrary 
wiae did pursue the rebellsy then they grievously ezdaimed against 
him and oaned hin^ calling him the fiyw and tveadMroos l4»^ 
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Onnonde and traitor^ and using many oUier fowk and opprobriooa 
words against himu

Jobs Watsoh, and 
WiLTO Aldriob.* 

I have a document entitled '' A Catalogue of the Deeds 
and Papers relating to the several Estates, and to the 
Family of Castle Coole, penised by me in September, 
1727, in the handwriting of Mr. Armar, who was at that 
time (1727) acting as trustee for the estate for the (hen 
minor owner. After the entry of Captain Atkinson's fine 
for the manor, I find the following note : — 

'* Arthur Champion was killed in ye war of '41, and left no 
issue by his wife, Alice, who survived him, nor any other heir but 
his brother, John Champion, who, with Alice, lus sisterin-Jaw 
withdrew to England^ and there said John disposed of his title to 
Smery Hill in manner following—- 

** 7. John Champion's lease for a year to Emery HilL 

** 8. John Champion's release to Emery Hill cf ye mannots of 
Castle Coole and Shannook, dated in ye year 1646. 

** 9. Exemplification out the Courts of said deeds from Champion 
to Hill. 

" 10. Champion's receipt of ye consideration money for said 
sale." 

This last deed recited that John Champion of the Liberty 
of the Tower of London, gent., acknowledged to have re- 
ceived of Mr. Emery EEill, of Westminster, brewer, at several 
times eighty-seven pounds sterling, which, together with 
thirteen pounds costs and chai^ges laid out for his use 
(whereof he had produced a bill of the particulars), is one 
hundred pounds sterling, which, with one deed of annuity 
of forty pounds a year to be perfected bv Henry Gilbert, 
esq., to the said John Champion, and Sazijh, his wife, and 
the longer lyver of them, is m full payment and satisfaction 
of the manners and Lands of Castle Coole and Shannoth, 
in the kingdom of Irehmd, which the said John Champion 
by his deed bearing date the eight-and-twentieth day of 
April, 1646, had conveyed to the said Emeiy Hill ; with in- 
tent that the said Hill should, on perfection of the said deed 
of annuity and reimbersement of the said hundred pounds by 
the said Henry Qilbert^ reconvey the said lands to the said 
Henry Qilbert» and his heirs (he being then in pomoerion of 
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thorn in right of hit wife Alice, the laie wife and relict of 
Aiibnr ChSmpion, eldest brother of the eaid John Chainpion)i 

This deed was witnessed by Ja Tyson and Bobert 
hia 
Sayn-i-ton, and was produced and nuurked in subsequent 

mark, 
litigation to be hereafter alluded to. One of these exhibits 
is £ited Srd November, 1681. 
If r. Armar's catalogue has here the following note :— 

** Hill purchased in trust fcr Heoiy Gilbert, esq., who hsd 
BMurried Alice, the widow of Arthur Champion, uid Hill oonveys 
Mid maiuuMS to said QUbertin manner following : — 

** 11. Emery Hill's lease for two months to said Gilbert and 
his wife Alice, of Gastleooole and Shannoth. 

** 12. Emeiy Hill's release of ye same to saidGilbert and his 
wife^ dated in je year 1646. 

** Alice, ye wife of Gflbert and widow of Arthur Champion die^ 
and Gilbert marries Galthrid Si Leger, aod in ye year 1666 
Gilbert and Galthrid do, by deeds of lease and release, sell and 
ooDvey ye said manner of Castle Coole to John Gorry, of 
Bel&st" 

Then follows a list of deeds, vi&, a lease by Gilbert and 
his wife of Castle Coole for two months to Corry ; a release 
of the same, and a fine passed by them for said manor; a 
receipt for £860, the purchase-money ; a statute staple 
acknowledged by said Gilbert to Corry for security of his 
title and for £1,500 ; the uses of fine pissed by Gilbert and 
his wife declared to be in favour of Corry ; and a confirmsr 
tion of Gilbert's sale to Corry made by William, son to 
Gilbert These were the methods by which property was 
conyeyed in those daya I am not aware how tne manor 
of Sbannook or Shiomoih panned out of the Champion 
fionily. It is sitaate near Clones, and I am informed that 
the townlandof the name nowbdongs to Uigor Auchinlech. 
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CHAPTER IX. 

JOHN CX>BRT, 1656-81. 

Hii token — His receipt for the pnnliate money of CaiUeoool*— Defect 
in the title— Compromiaef. 

John Ck)BBT, aooording to Sir Bernard Burke, had emigrated 
from Scotland to Irdand. His wife was Elizabeth Johnstone^ 
said to have been of the family of the Marquis of Annandale. 
At the time that he purchased Gastleooole, during the Com- 
monwealth, he was settled at Belfast as a merchant In the 
4th volume of the Proceedings of the Royal Irish Academy,* 
appendix iv., is a catalogue of Tradesmen's Tokens, issued in 
Ireland between the years 1637 and 1639, by Aquilla 
Smith, ILD., M JLLA., at page 30 of which, among the Belfi»t 
tokens (29 in) is No. 68— 

lOHN. COBRT, OF BBLLFAST, MABCHAXT, 1666. 

In the same Belfast list are George Macartney, ancestor 
of Earl Macartney; James Bigger, 1666; John Qivan; 
Michael Bigger, 1657. A Qivan now represents the oountv 
of Monaffhan. The other authority where this token is 
mentioned, is Benn's History of the Town of Belfast^ 8va 
London, 1877. At page 461, there is a drawing of the two 
sides, and the following observation, ''John Coprry, of 
Bellfast, Marchant." This token is perforated in thcTcentre, 
and is indistinct. The * for its circulating value is large, 
and unmistakable. In Dr. Smith's catalogue, from a better 
specimen, the date is made 1656. If any oate has ever been 
on this one it is not now to be distinguished. 

The following is the text of the acknowledgment of, or 
receipt for the purchase-money of Oastlecoole :— 

** Be it knowne unto all men by these presente, Thai 1 Heniy 
Gilbert^ of Killmincher in Queene's uountie, Esquire, doe 
acknowledge and confess that I haye received and am fully 
satisfied by John Ourrie, of Belfast^ in ye Gountie of AntiTm, 
merchant^ the full sum of eight hundred and sixtie pounds steriingy 
oornmt and lawf all mon^ ; which was satisfyed unto me hv ye

said John in full satisflMtion of the fine or purchase money wl 
he was to pay unto mefor the Gtstle, Towne, and Lands <» Otftle

Tho deed declaring the uses of a fine, by Gilbert^ in &vor 
of Cony, eeto forth uiat there was one cantle, one capitall 
mestfoage, 200 meflsnaffee, 200 cottages, two water-millBy 
one ** Done** (f Dower) nonee, 200 earaena, three orchards, 
*600 acres of land, SOO acres of meadow, 800 acres of pasture, 
£00 acres of wood, 600 acres of furze and heath, 600 acres 
of moQr» 600 acres of turbary, and 600 acres of mariss, witii 
the appurtenances. It then sets out the several denomina- 
tions, and adds — 

** And also of the view of firanopledge and a Goart Barron, 
and of all, Aa, to tho view of ffiranepledge and to a Court Barron 
belonging, and of wayred goods and Chattels, and Estrayes in 
the County of ffermanagh, ke/* 

The acreage given in this document amounts to 6,400, 
equal to 8,099 statute acres. It has been before stated 
that the manor reaUy contains some 4,676 statute acres. 
It will be observed that the purchase-monev was little more 
thui half of what Arthur Champion had paid to Roger 
Atkinson in 1660. This mav be accounted for in two ways. 
Firsts the unsettled state of the country, and secondly, to 
a defect in the title. 

Mr. Armar in his catalogue says : — 

^It appears by some deeds now" (1727) *in bemg, that John 
Champion did, prerioos to his sale to Hill, convey in ye year 




Lease for a year to Pembiidge and Baynton of said manor and 
lands. 21, Jo: Champ&on'a Keleaseto Pembridgo and Baynton 
of the same.'* 

I have before menlicmed that the Bobert Baynton (a 
maiksman), wa&one of the witnesses to the receipt given 
by John Ohampion in 1646. He and llr. Pembridge are 
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described as John Pembridge, of Clement's Inn, in the coontv 
of Middlesex, geni, and Robert Raynton, of St. Botolph s 
without Aldgate, London, tailor. Tt subsequently appeared 
that Raraton had for himself, in 1643, executed a release to 
John Champion : Pembridge, however, appears to have re- 
tained this document until 1665, when it was given up to 
James Cony, on behalf of his father and of Gilbert Eoolea. 
Mr. Armar has another note. 

'' The title which these gentlemen derived from Gbampion, as 
above, oocasioned a dispute between Jo : Oony, who parobased 
from Gilbert before mentbued, and which dispute was oompnmused 
between James Ck>rry, son to y* g' John, and Harper ana Farisy* 
Attorneys for Pembridge, and they oblige themsuves by artidfls^ 
for a consideration there-in mentioned, y* Pembridge shall convey 
and give up all Champion's papers to Oony." 

The list continues — 

*< 22. Articles of Agreement between Harper, Farley, and James 
Cony. 

''23. Pembridge's conveyance by lease and release of ye manner 
of Oastle C!oole to Ja : Oorry in puisuance of il* articles. 

''Papers delivered up to Ja: Oorry in ponnance of said 
agreement. 

"24. A conveyance from Jo: Champion to Pembridge and 
Raynton of all his estate in En^^d which he inherited from his 
brother Arthur. 

** 25. A conveyance from S* Champion to Pembridge and Bayn- 
ton, of all the estate he was entitled to in ri|^t of his brother 
Arthur, in Ireland. 

" 26. Raynton's release to il* John Champion.** 

The nominal oonsideration of ten shillings is mentioned 
in the lease for a year, dated 27 Jan., 1641.2 (No. 80), of 
the castle of Shannoth, commonly called Shannoth Castle, 
be., in the county ffermanagh, in the province of Ulster and 
realme or kingdom of Ireland, and of all the castles, mannors, 
lands, &C., ^'lyeing and beeing neare the towne of Enniskilkoi, 
&c.,lately purchased from R^r Atkinson,Esqre.,^,^,and 
all his other castles, &c., beeing within the cittv or county 
of Dublin, or elsewhere within the realme or kingdom of 
Irehmd.'* 

In the deed of conveyance (No. 24), dated 14 January, 
1641-2, it is stated to be made " in consideration of a oer* 
tain competent sum of money.'* The property conveye d is 
stated to be at lUford, in the county of Essex ; in Sparrow 
Ally in the parish of St. Buttolph's without Allgate ; in or 
near the town or dty of Dublin, in the kingdom of Ireland, 
or elsewhere within the same kingdom ; or situate or being 

'^^ ' tlie kingdom of England, U^ in the tenors or ooen* 
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pation of Arthur Champion and Thomaa Champion, deoeased, 
and which had desoended and come to the said John Cham- 
pion; and that he would at all times thereafter, durinf^ the 
apace of seven yean next ensoinff the date thereof, So all 
tnings necessary to secure their title, at their reasonable re- 
quest and at their cost 

There is nothing that I can see in the document to show 
that it was a sale of an ordinary kind and not a mortgage, 
except it be the mysterious way in which the consideration 
was stated. Still, from the fact of Baynton having in 1643 
reconveyed his interest to Champion, it looks as if there 
was something behind what appears on the face of the deed. 
The deed from Baynton brieny recites the former deed, 
notices that the property had descended to John from his 
late 1nt>ther Arthur Champion, esq., and Thomas Champion, 
cent, deceased, and then, in the amplest manner, releases 
John Champion from all debts, sums of money, &c, affecting 
real or personal property. 

The release nrom ''John Pembridge of Brilly, in the 
county of Hereford, gent, to John Cony, of Castle Coole, 
in the county of Fermanagh, Esq.," and dated 10th October, 
1665, recites that Pembridge had, on the previous day, 
granted Corry a lease for two months of Castle Atkinson, -- | 
alias Castle Coole, and now for the sum of two hundred / 

pounds sells and releases the same to him. ' 

Previously to this, Bichard Farlev of Dublin gentleman, 
and Thomas Harper of Morton in the county of Hereford 
gentleman, had 1x>und themselves on behalf of Pembridge, 
m £2,000 to James Corry, on behalf of John Corrv and 
Gilbert Ecdes, to carry out the agreement which had been 
entered into between them. This bond was dated 1 2th 
November 1664, and was witnessed by H. Ingoldesby, Bob 
Shapute, Lan. Carleton, and Eban Price. 

Tnus ended this attack upon John Corry's title to his 
propertv by a compromise, the pecuniary amount of which 
equaOed not quite one yearns rental of the estate. He seems 
to have been left in peace, as far as the representatives of 
former owners were concerned, until 1676, when a new 
claimant appeared in the person of another son of John 
Champion's, his son William having, as before mentioned, 
confinned the sale to Cony at the time it was made. 

Mr. Armar haa another note in his catalogue upon this 
matter.

Then follows a notice of a lease for a year, a release, the 
consideration being £150, and a fine passed by Arthur, who, 
says Dt, Beeves, "is described as of the city of Cork, gent^ 
but he seems to have sunk in the world, for the deed la sub- 
scribed ** Arthur Campion, his A. C. mark.** The writing of 
the fine is careless ana very diflScult in some places.** 

The text of the Fine is as follows—

(1681) Arthur Champion's Deed of Release le dated Srd 
May, 1681. But Charles the Second's Patent to John Oonyis 
dated 21st July, 1669, twelve years previously, when John 
Cony had sued out a new patent for the manor of Castleooole. 
The explanation of theee repeated patents le tiiis, as Deair 
Reeves informs me : " Unaer the terms of the Plantation 
no owner was able to make an unexceptionable conveyance to 
another unless he had licence fix>m the Crown. I find in 
the Calendar of the Patents of Jao. I., and in the inquisitioiis 
pardons of alienations made lacenUa Reria non prius obtenta. 
And it was necessary to obtain a paraon in l^;al form to 
supply this defect in title." This patent does not appear to 
have been conclusive against Arthur Champion's daim. 

The following is an abstract of the Patent retemd to, from 
Charles XL to John Cuny,21st Julpr, 1669. This was no doubt 
sued out by him in orderto make him more secure in ^!fmtvn5^r 
of Castleooole, than he would have been as an assignim

intesest in the same came into the quiet possession of John Ooiry 
who has prayed of ns to grant him, his heirs and assigns^ Letters 
Patent of the same, know that we, iec, by the adrioe and consent 
of Thomas Earl of Ossoiy, our Deputy €toeral of Ireland, and 
according to the tenor of our letters, dated at Whitehall, 17 May, 
1667, have granted* te, to said John Curry, dca, the entire manor 
of Goole, ^, and the towns, townlands, hamlets, lands, parts, 
paroeDs, or half-quarter lands, dec., of Ballydrombochas, Kissallagh, 
Glasamullagh, Moyettethomas, Lessedrombrosk, Knocknevernogg, 
Keadagh, Bossmoland, Lecill, Qortmullocke, Kedagh, Tulloharde, 
KiUigrane, Dromcrowe, Killybarr, TuUyharne, Killinan, Killree, 
Killinon, EiDmadday, Garrickdromrelagh, Eillmaoeaden, Oarrow- 
macmew. Cunony, Cleaghwolly, Dolagh, MuUaghmore, Shanolagh, 
Ufilaui^iill, Killywilly, Knocknenowle, Killinehaugh, Aghom- 
yarte^ Derrene, Oolash, Mullenygorhye, Aughonyclogh, Tonangue, 
Yataugh, Garroirre, Gartgrease, Boltibreane, Barragh, Carmodi-

It renews all the grants of courts, te, in the preceding patent^ 
and repeats the indramity clause. 

Dean Beeves, who made ihe above abstract for me, 
adds: 

This Patent of Oharies IL contains the most correct redtal of 
the denominalaona and sub-denominations of the lands of the

Tlie Plantation Patent recited only the larger denominations, 
beoane in 1611 the Goremmeni had not accurately sacertained 
Hm minule snbdiviBiona, and the gnmts were aU constructed on' a

large and partly guen work scale. But when the Undertaken 
settled down on tiie lands, they acquired from the natiTee a loll 
knowledge of all the local names, which they from time to time 
noted down and inserted in their own old Plantation list, plaaing 
the snbdenominations nnder their proper heads respeotiTely. 

And thus it happens that some names occur twice over, and 
somewhat difierentiy spelled as in the case of Keady, Liasaa and 
Agharainy, Tullyhanre and Tullyharne. 

All the rentals observe the same order, under the Plantation . 
heads, and in their order. 

The following information has been supplied to me also 
by the Dean: — 

This Patent of Oar. II, was granted under the provinons of 
the Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and in the third Tolume 
of the Irish Record Commissioners Reports of 1824, page 196, B, 
there is an abstract of the contents of the patent^ 21 July An. 21. 
Enrolled 10 August, 1669. 

It commences thus, '* John Ouny of Oastleooole. The manor 
of Oode, and ye castle or capital house of Ooole, and the quarters 
and half-quarters of Ballydrombrochus, Killsallagh or KilJsalogh, 
Glasmullagh or Glassimollagh, &c" 

These aliases which abound in it, are, I am persuaded, the result 
of uncertainty on the part of the transcriber. It ends thus : — 

*' Note. These premises had been granted by King Oharles L 
to Roger Atkinson of Ooole, esq., by Patent, dated 28th June, 
1 5th of his reign, and became ye estate of Mr. Ourry, by divers 
conveyances from the said Atkinson, and was confirmed to him 
and his heirs by this patent at his request This Patent the 
premises were erected into a manor, by the name of Osstle 
Atkinson, with courts-leet and baron and other privileges.'* 

This is not a very exBCt note. But prior to this I find in the 
same Report that there was a Patent under the same Acts, bearing 
date 28th 19th Oar. (1667) IL, John Ouny, esq., RoynaUy, Ooma- 
muckelly, Arvegaraoe, and Oavelly, Lurgan, Olaboy, Moydmoghty 
Dromconbeagh, aud Brookagh, 420 acres plantation measure. 
(680a. 1b. 13p.) statute measure. Rent £6 ISi. 6d. Barony 
Teerekennedy, 

Also in county Monaghan. Lerragh, Tullenewabrowne, Oome- 
careey, in barony of Oreeremome (Oremome), 230 acres plantation 
measure (373a. 2b. IOp.) statute measure. Rent X3 2$. Id. 

Also in same enrolment to Henty West, gent, in Toppid 
Mountain 111 siores, in Dxymeny and Oamgart^ 30 acres, in 
Moysnaught 32 acres, in Toppid Mountain 8 acres, hid. p, 
172 a. . 

The ones granted to John Oonr are Ramaley, Lniganblabby, 
Moysnaght^ j>umoor, Beagh, Brookagh, and thne others I oaa^ 
venfy.* 

Of the above lands for which a patent was flpranted in 
1667, the first were what was known as the GlaDby Brtato : 

• TlMt it with th« dsMBlaatiMi « th» pNMal OrdnaiiM Utp, 
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liow obtained I do not know. The second patent waa for 
the Monagfaan property : I am equally in ignorance con- 
oeming it Mr. West's patent was for lands which, as will 
be shown presently, he sold in the next year to James the 
son of John COTry, toother with a tate called Knockaberrett, 
(as well as 36 acres m the barony of Cremome, county of 
Ifonaghan). The Fermanagh portion seems to have been 
an addition to the Olabby £tate. 

In Mr. Armar^s catalogae under the head of leases, it ap« 
pears that Mr. Cornr received : — 

(1). A deed of fee-farm of Wingate's tenement (I pre- 
same in Monaghan^ firom Lord Blarney. 

(5). A deed of ree-£Eurm from William Balfour of Innis- 
league ; rent £6 per annum This is an island in Lough 
Erne near Bellisle, the seat of the late Rev. J. 0. Porter, 
who purchased it in the Encumbered Estates Court in 
1851. 

(2). Also there was a lease from Henry Lord Blaney to 
his (John's) son James Cony, of several lands and tenements 
in and about Monaghan dated 1680 for 61 years at £60 per 
aDnum, besides the King's rent, £12. 

0). A confirmation of several leases firom Lord Blaney by 
Adam Loftus and William Ussher. 

(4). A release from Wyat to Sturgeon of lands in the 
county of Monaghan. 

(6). A lease of Innisturke firom Christopher Balfour to 
Ja: Corrv for 61 years, from May, 1680. Rent £21 68. bcL 

(7). A lease of Tattyvoye firom Balfour to Cony for fifty- 
seven years firom May, 1684. Bent £4 per annum. 

Any further transactions in which John Cony was con- 
cerned will be noticed in the next chapter. His son James 
appears to me to have been a more prominent actor 
in the history of the estate than his father, and the account 
whidi I now proceed to give of him will commence long

before his fiither^s death. 1 cannot find the exact date o 
John Corry's death. His signature appears for the last 
time to a deed in 1681. I have an old suver tankard with 
the Zkiglidi hall mark 1681, which I believe to be the one 
bequeaSied bv his grbai-granddaughter, Sarah Lowiy Corrv, 
in 1779, to her grandson, Somerset, who was my grand- 
fiklher, and which she says had belonged to her great grand- 
fiikther. I think it probable that ^hn Cony died in or 
ahoat 1681» and from aremark in his son James's will, that 
he was buned in Denyvulkn chuiehyard, in which pariah 
OmUooooIo is sitoata 
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CHAPTER SL 

JAMES OOBRT, 1681-1688. 

JuDM Conry'i nuurriage with Sanh AnketOl— His f ■mily.-.ffii wift*t 
eiurlj defttlw^Hii purchases of land— Deed of settlenent of 1679 
between Ids father and himself— His pnrohase of John Rampayne's 
interest in the fee-farm of Affharenagn--Further purchases of land— - 
Proposed second marriage wiUi Miss LMcia MenTn. 

There ib no record of ihe date of the birth of James Cony. 
A book called " The Lords Entries/* now in the eostodjr of 
Sir Bernard Burke, and to which each newly created Ijrish 
peer was required bv the Irish House of Lords to famish 
his pedigree, states that he came to Ireland fix>m Scotland in 
1649, and that he was a barrister-at-kw ; also that his wife 

was Elizabeth, daughter and co-heiress of Johnstone, 

esq. This is evidently a mere confusion, by my great mnd- 
&tner the first Lord Belmore, between James 6ony^ wife 
and mother. Nor does there appear to have been any 
barrister of the name at that time. 

I do not know whether he had any brothers or sisters; 
but it is mentioned in a document hereafter refefred to^ 
that some of his relations were killed at the time of the 
Revolutioa There appear to have been several persons of 
the name of Corry settled in or near EnniskiUen, all of 
whose families have now died out The lasi— the only one 
that I knew — ^was " Captain ** William Cony, J.P., formerly 
Adjutant of the Fermanagh MiUtia^ and Looal Inspector of 
the Fermanagh Qaol, who died in 1862 ; and who had, I 
believe, served during the Peninsular War in the 27th 
Inniskillings. 

James C^rry married in 1663 Sarah, daughter of Oliver 
Anketill, of Anketill Grove, countv Monaghan. One of 
that family informed me, not very long ago, that she had 
certain townlands for her portion, and asked me if I still 
possessed them. They were situate in the bexonv of Tht^ 
Kennedy, between Castleooole and the barony of Muhera- 
stephena, in the nei|;hbourhood of the road between Tempo 
and Lisbellaw; and had been sold in the Encumbered Ertates 
Court in 1861. 

Of this marriace there were three children; vi&y a son 
John, bom in 1666 ; and two daughters ; vii, Bebeooa» 
married in 1698 to James Moutray, esq.^ the ancestor of 
the present Mr. Moutray, of Favor Boyal» county Tyrane; 
and filinbeth, married m 1704 to James Auchinleck> esq., 
who subsequently lived at Thomastown dose to Castleooole. 

I 
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Mn. James Cony appears to have died in the lifetime of 
her f aiher-in-law. 

In the year 1662 (26th August), the year before James 
Cony's marriage, his father nuule him a lease, for a rent 
reserved and certain other considerations, of two tates of 
Garrownuicmea, being part of the manor of Castlecoole, and 
then in his possession, with all houses, &a, thereon, for 99 
years from 1st May last, at a yearlv rent of £4, to be jMud 
in two half-yearly instalments at the feast of All Saints 
and the feast of *'St Phili]^ and Jacob." He was to keep 
the buildings in proper repair, and not to assign his interest 
without first offering it to John Cony or his heirs, and that 
they diould refuse to give as much as anv indifierent per^ 
son would (^ re vera*^. James Cony and his heirs were to 
do suit and service at the courts leet and courts baron to 
be held in and for the manor of Coole ; to grind their com 
at the manor mills ; and to give attendance and be ready to 
serve at every assijees and sessions to be holden for the 
county of Fermanagh, ''in the same form and manner 
as a freeholder." This looks rather as if James had only 
lately come of age, and that one of the objects in view was 
give hun a vote for the county. 

From an estate map made in 1723 I know that this house, - 
(whether built or to oe built at the date of the lease,) stood 
on a part of Castlecoole demesne called the " White hilL** 
There are still some traces of foundations,and what looks like 
the site of an orchard, &c, at a snot on that hill, dose ^ the 
present shepherd's cottage and the "Bullock yard.** Ihere 
are also some old ash trees which appear to have been planted 
on the banks running from the end and back of the house. 
The stump of one of these, which was blown down not long 
ago, was more like touchwood than timber, although a smele 
small branch had been in leaf the previous summer. This 
house was marked on the map of 1723 as " Mr. Cony's 
house.** It was, I think, approached by an old road fit>m 
the public road in BaUylucas leading to I^rone, part of 
whi<^ can be traced in a field now callM the ** Horse-parks," 
and part of which ran, I beUeve, behind the Whitddll, where 
is now the thorn fence separating it from a field called "llie 
Bedmeadow." I believe this house was in the begmning 
of the nert century in the occupation of Mr. Crawford, a 
nmdiant^ uf Knniskillen. / 

In 1666 James Cony received a commission signed by 
the Duke of Ormonde, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, appoint- 
ing him Captain of a company of foot raised or to be raised 
in the eounfy of Fermanaj^ In this document^ dated 11th 
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of July, his name is spelt with a u "Ciirry." In one of the 
deeds before referred to the name Cony was spelt ^'Oorrie." 
In the same year Captain James Corry purchased from 
William Crawford, of tJie county and city of DuUin. for 
£21* all his interest in a debenture or debentures due to his 
fiither, Quarter-Master William Crawford, deceased, for his 
services in Ireland done to his U^jostv before the year 1649. 
In 1667 he received fit>m Einff Uharles 11. a patent of 
certain lands in Fermanagh and Monaghan. I take this 
information from Mr. Armar's list I think it can only have 
been a patent in confirmation of previous ones, in case any 
non-alienation condition had been broken. Probably the 
one relating to Fermanagh is referred to in an abstract of a 
patent of 1669, which wul be found a little further on. 

James Corry seems, whatever may have been the source 
from which he derived it, to have had money to invest We 
have before seen that in 1665 he expended £200, and in 
1681 again, £160, in oompromisinff with claimants to his 
father's estate. He appears when land came into the mar- 
ket to have purchased it freely. 

In 1668 he purchased for £100, from Henry West^ of 
Ogher (Augher), county IVrone, gentleman, four tates of 
MuUaghknock, two tateB of Camgart and Drimney, and one 
tate ^ed Enockaberett, situate in the Barony of Tir- 
kennedy, and proportion of Clabby. I think Elnockaberett 
could only have been a sub-denomination, as it does not 
appear in the oldest rental He also bought thirtynnx acres 
in the barony of Cremome, county Monaghan. Jane, the 
wife of Hennr West confirmed this by an indoTBement 
signed with " his " meaning " her *' mark. 

MuUaghknock (the hill on the hill) now caUed Toppid 
Mountain, which was sold in the Incumbered Estates Court 
in 1851, is a prominent mountain, 909 feet above the sea 
level, with a cairn on the top of it which has I believe 
never been explored, but prooably marks the grave of a 
chieftain. It includes the townland of Glasdrummond. An 
extensive view can be obtained in every direction from the 
top of this mountain. The easiest way to ascend it^ is from 
the very old hilly road which formerly led fit>m the DuUin 
road to Tempo, to the east of Castlecoole. The present and 
the intetmemate roads toTempo both passed on the other nde 
of tike mountain. There is a certain amount of reclaimed 
land on its sidea I have heard that partof itwas formerly 
held under my grandfather by a tenant who used to locate 
cottier sub-tenants on it for a time, and when they had re- 
cUdmed some pieces, move them on, promising that ihvy 
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should get blankets from my mndmother. I do not think 
however that the redamationlias oome to much. 

dabby is a village on an estate which my grand&ther 
sold about forty-two years affo, together with otherproperty 
in Fermanagh and Iibngfora, to uie late Rev. J. (i. Porter. 
But it seems to have given tiie name to a considerable dis- 
trict or ^ proportion " of country. 

Chu the 4tli June in the same year James Oorry purchased 
from John Prestot of Deribora, county Fermanagh, two 
BmaU tates called Drumdeig in the proportion of dabby and 
barony of Tirkennedy, and also any interest he might have 
had m proper^ in the barony of Cremome, county 
Monaghan. The purchase-money was £40. 

In 1668, accoroinff to Mr. Armaria catalogue, Edward 
Brampton and his wife conveyed to James Corrv, and in 1672 
he also bought from Robert Armstrong and Mary his wife 
their interest in fifty-five acres in Drumcramp and in Droles, 
in the barony of Magherastephana, and county of Fermanagh, 
and sixty-ei^ht acres in Aghnasera, and ten acres in lame- 
geagh, both m the county of Monaghan. Droles is part of 
what was called the Loughside Estate, or Horsemen's Lands. 
They were said to have been granted to Cromwellian 
soldiers in satisfiiction of arrears of pay. The possession of-* 
this estate, of which this purchase was only a part, but 
which is shown at large on my Manor Map of 1723, no 
doubt cave rise to the tradition that either James Corry or 
his fii&er had been an officer under drom well, a tradition 
which is certainlv unproved. 

On the 3rd May, 1670, Robert Armstrong assigned to 
James Corry his interest in a lease (dated the 1st May), 
for twenty years, of Lislerant and Listein, in the burony of 
Magherastephana, at a yearly rent of £15. This lease had 
been granted to Robert Armstrong, who is described as of 
Brumcrainy, in the haro^ of Magherastephana. The lease 
had been granted by Thomas Wyatt^ of the town of 
Monaghan, to Armstrong. 

On the 5th August, 1670, Francis Johnston of Qanban, 
Alexander Johnston of Mullaghsilli^;agh, and Hugh, eldest 
son of Frauds, conveyed Drumbrean, in the barony of 
lirkennedy, to James Corry, for £25. Drumbrean was in 
Gabby, and was sold free of quit rent. 

On the 19th July, 1673, on the other hand, James Oorry 
granted Walter and Alex. Johnston, a lease of Mullagh* 
allligai^, fta, for fifty-five years, at £6 IO9. a year. 

Cm the 7th July, 1684, John Smith, of Port Lenenagh, 
county Oavan, and Eleanor his wife, granted to James 
Gony, a lease for a y ear of Brumaok, and of sixteen acres 
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in Finrah. I do not seem to have the release, 
would have concluded the transaction, and would have 
shown the amount of the purchase money. 

On 28th February, 1673, Captain Cony took a lease for 
a year from Edward Currie, of the city of Dublin, tailor, 
son and heir of Robert Currie, gentleman, deceased, of " all 
those parcels of land hereafter mentioned, being granted 
unto the said Edward Currie for his said other's services, 
and others by him purchased, that is to say, 2 acres 8 roods 
and 4 perches in Knowla als Qowla^ 70 acres in Denr^* 
hamey, 14 acres and 8 roods in MuUaghkippin, 61 acres m 
Aghamore, and 17 acres and 10 perches in Denyke l la gh a n, 
all profitable land, plantation measure .... in the 
barony of ihgherastephana^ &a" 

This was alterwards confirmed by a release, and further 
confirmed by Jane, the mother of Edward Currie. 

Qowla, now called Qola, is a townland in Derrybmsk 
parish, where once stood an abbey, which will be noticed 
mter.* 

Derryhamey is a townland on the road to Mr. Portet^s 
demesne of Belleisle, on which now stands the parish church 
of Derrvbrusk. 

On the 8th August, 1674, his brother-in-law, Matthew 
AncketiU, of Ancketill Grove, county Monaghan, granted to 
James Corry a lease for a year of the 4 small tates or quarter- 
land cflJled Tiralton, 2 small tates called Drumdeige and 
Modena, 2 small tates called TuUinenan and Corresjeh and 
Corkelly, and that part of tlie tate or ouarter-land of Falls, 
in the possession of Patrick Kelly. This was afterwards 
confirmed by a release, and a bill of sale from Patrick Kelly 
for his 26 acres accompanied it.t 

In 1688 Bryan O'Brin had conveyed to James Corrv his 
interest in 4 small tates in Tyralton. All of these lands are 
situate in the baronv of Tirkennedy. Tyralton was pur- 
chased in the Incumbered Estates Court in 1851 by the late 
Bev. J. G. Porter. It is a sort of half mountain townland 
lying between Toppid Mountain and the road from it to Ids- 
bellaw. Drumdeig is a townland lying off the public road 
leading from Lisbellaw to Tempo. It was purchased in 
1851 b^ Mr. Hurst Modena^ which adjoins it^ was pur- 
chased m 1851 by Maurice Maude, esq. I am not acquainted 
with the other denominations. Most of these purchases must 
have been made in the lifetime of James' fi^er, for on the 
19th April, 1679, John Cony made a deed of settlement^ of

This deed u dated 19th April, 1679, and is between John 
Cony and Jas. Somerwell, of Tnllyhelter, and John Leslie, 
of Talljdea, county Fermanagh, d.d. (Dr. Leslie was Rector 
and Vicar of Derryvnllen, having been appointed in 1662, 
upon the presentation of IVinity College. He appears to 
have hold the living until 1701). The settlement recites 
that by an agreement between Oliver Anketill, of Anketill 
Grove, county Honaghan, deceased, and John Coinr, dated 
23rd Februaiy, 166^4, upon the intermarriage of James, 
son and heir apparent to John Cony, to and with Sarah, 
late wife of James Ccmy, and daughter of Oliver Anketill, 
there were several provisidhs and settlements to be made 
which were not executed in the lifetime of Oliver and Sarah 
as was intended, and that whereas there was a certain pro- 
vision made and intended for James, during such time as he 
should dwdl in John's house, and after he should leave the 
house and dwell by himself it was a^preed that John should 
settle on James one moiety of all his lands, except of the 

Jroportion or manor of CasUecoole, of which James was to 
ave only sixteen tates, viz., 4 tates of Carrowmacmea, 4 
tates of Oarvary, 4 tates of Killyvilly, and 4 tates of' 
Agherenagh ; and that John should have the other part of 
the said manor, and the moiety of all his other lands during 
his natural life, and that after his death all the estatcw 
should descend to and be -entailed on James and his heirs, 
as also his personal effects. And particularlv there was in- 
tended to be assigned to James one half of a lease of the 
ballybetagh of Ballydanara, in county Monaghan, together 
with several houses and gardens in the town of Monaghan, 
in the lease contained ; and whereas such conveyances were 
never executed pursuant to such articles of agreement, and 
that James had issue of the said Sarah, John Cony, now his 
heir apparent^ therefore to avoid all trouble, and for better 
settling and establishing James Corry and John Cony ike 
younger, in the said estates, &a, and also in consideration 
of the love and affection which John had and bore to James, 
and to John, son to James, and in confirmation of the said 
articles of intermarriage, and further declaration of his in- 
tent, he (John) grant^ to the trustees all the said manor of 
Oafitlecoole, otoerwise Castle Atkinson, situate in the 1)arony 
of 'Hrkennedy and county of Fermanagh, and ** that and 
those the several quarters and tates hereafter named, vis., 
the quarter of A^ffharenagh and Drumrenagh, containinff 
four small tates^" the quarters of Killyvilly, of Oarvary, ^ 
Oanowmaemea^ of Taswan, <tf Ballyreaj^ and of vCastle* 
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coole, each oontaining four small tates, the four amall 
tates or quarters of Mullagbmacthomas, Eilnamaddj^ 
and Killyreagh, the three small tates of Tullyhame, 
the two small tates of Killvnan, the small tate of 
Rossyvoland, the small tate of OlasmuUagh, the small 
tate of Kilsallagh, and the small tate of Killygrania^' 
together yritii alfrents payable thereout, and all " honnours, 

!>riyiledges, jurisdictions, courts leete, courts baron, view of 
rankpledge, and all that to view of frankpledge belongeth, 
and all fines, markets, services, customs, tolls, mills, waten 
watercourses, fishings, warrens, weares, and all (Ht^ards, ' 
^nudens, lands, meadows, pastures,feedings,oommons, heaths, 
nrze, moors, marshes, mountains, woods, underwoods, mines, 
minerals, quarries, and other royalties, priviledges, and im- 
munities and advantages whatsoever," belonging to the lands, 
andalsoidlthe several houses hereafter named, viz.,onedweU- 
ing house with a backside garden and appurtenances, in the 
town of Enniskillen, then in the tenancy of Lawrence ^?) 
Dupborygeixl, and also one other dwelling house in the saia 
town, with the garden backside, and appurtenances thereto 
belonging, then in the tenancy and possession of Edward 
Dickson, sadler, and also two burgess acres adjoining the 
town, tiben in the tenancy of R^>ert Makeme ; and also 
the tates and parcels of land hereafter named, vis., the four 
small tates of Bamally and Comamuck, the three small 
tates of Moysnaght, the two small tates of Clabby, and the 
two small tates of Drumcorr, the two small tates of Brackagh, • 
and the small tate of Bet^, part of the proportion of 
Clabby, " in the barony of Uoole and Tirkenneclv, county 
Fermanagh/' and also 400 acres of land in the three tates 
of Laragh, Cornecarge, and Tullenemalbrow, in the baxony 
of Cremome, county Monaghan. All the foregoing are 
granted to the trustees, or tibe survivor of them for ever, . 
to the several uses thereafter limited and to no other, 
subject nevertheless to the provisions thereafter expressed, 
that is to say, to have and to hold the quarter-land of 
Agherenagh, &c, being parcel of the said manor, which b^ 
the said articles were set out to the said James upon his 
marria£;e, and had been by him enjoyed since, to tne only 
use and behoofe of the saia James Uorry during bis natuxml 
life, without impeachment of waste, and to hold all the 
residue of the said manors, &c., to the use .of John Oony 
during his natural life, and after his death to the use it 
James (similarly), and after both their deaths to the use of 
John the youncpur, son and heir of James by Sarah his late 
wife, and after his death, of his heirs male, and for want of 
such heirs, to the heirs male of James, and forwant of aachi 
to the right heirs of John of even 



This settlement was not nevertlieleas to wealcen or make 
void a deed dated November, 1674, made by John to James, 
whereby was granted by John to James the qaarter-land of 
CSastiocoole, containing four small tates, namely, the Coney- 
berrys and Eedagh; he yielding or paying thereout the 
kinfi^s rent of the whole manor or proportion of Castleooole. 
To nave and to hold also the proportion of Clabby, the 
bouses in Enniskillen, the burgess acres of land, and the 
400 acres of land, in the county Monaghan tates, in the 
manner before mentioned And whereas John Corry was 
entitled to the ballybetagh of land called Ballyclanara, in 
county Monaghan, and to several houses, tenements and 
gardens in tlie county Uonaghan, by virtue of a lease of 
sixty-one years or thereabouts, made to him by Richard 
Blaney, esq., since Lord Baron of Monaghan, deceased, at 
the yearly rent of about £72 ; and it was intended that the 
same, kc, should be to the same uses as the lands of in- 
heritance tiiereinbefore granted were to be limited, or as 
near as could be secured l>y Coundll, to go and be limited ; 
therefore he ^ohn) granted tiie said ballybetagh to 
Somervell and Leslie, to permit him to enjoy one moiety, 
and James the other, for their joint lives, and after John's 
death it was to go as the other lands until the expiration " 
of the lease. Nevertheless, diould John Corry desire to 
manv again, he should be at liberty to settle on a wife for 
her me, in lieu of Jointure, dower, or thirds, the two 
small tates of Mullaghmacthomas, the like of KiUinan and 
the like of Brackagh, such settlement being dulv executed 
before his intermarriage; and if James should desire to 
many again, he might settle as jointure an^ part of the 
premises, not ezceedmg one-third, but this third was not to 
mdude the lands liable to be settled upon any wife of 
John, nor John's moiety of the manor during his me. 

It was provided that after the deaths of John and James, 
and as soon as the premises should have come to John the 
younger, or to any son of John the elder, or of James, to 
whom the premises may have been limited or intended to 
be limited; then it should be lawftd for such son, on marriage 
with a woman being his '' equivalent or equal in birth or 
fortune'* to settle a partof the premises, not exceeding one- 
third, on her as jointure ; and power was given to James 
and to John the younger, and to every other son who 
might inherit, to chaige the estate for their younger 
sons or daoghters^ with a patrimony not exceeding £1,(^0, 
provided it be done with any colour, collusion or otherwise. 

James and John the younger might grant leases for forty- 
one yean or three lives^ for a full rent, and without taking 
any fine. 
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John the elder and James might jointly make void xxr 
Tanr the settlement 

John covenanted with the trustees, that he would not 
either give or will away his personal estate, leases, goods, or 
diattels, to a greater extent than £50 sterling, nor in an^ 
way hinder James or his heirs from eiyoying the same, it 
being his intent to give all his goods (except as aforesaid) 
to James. 

This document was signed in a firm bold hand JJohn 
Corey, and was witnessed by Bobert King, David Johnston, 
James Somervill, and Alexander Johnston. 

This deed is interesting both as regards the fianily histoty 
and in a philolo^cal point of view. 

At the time of its execution, John Corry*s wife was not only 
evidently dead, but probably was so in 1663, at the time of 
James* marriage with Miss AncketiU. For not only was it 
in contemplation that James should for a time continue to 
reside at Oastlecoole, perhaps until a house could be built or 
completed for him in Garrowmacuiea ; but there is no allu- 
sion in the recital of the articles of agreement^ to any pro- 
vision having been made for her by wa^ of dower. It is 
rather singuGu* that in allowing a provision to be made 
thereafter for yoimger children, no allusion is made to 
James* two daughters, who must have been the children of 
his first wife.* It does not appear why the execution of this 
settlement was delayed for so man^ years. Possibly the 
dispute with Pembridge in 1665 might have been the ori- 
ginal cause. The litigation with Artiiur Champion, jun., 
was pending when the settlement was at last executed. The 
whole tone of the document diows Uie leadingpart which 
James always seems to have liked to take in dnirs during 
his long life, and in the condition that his minor son was to 
marry a wife of " equivalent birth and fortune,** we have 
the first trace of the anxiety which he and that son after- 
wards seem to have displayed for the worldly well-being of 
their childrea 
^ I cannot trace the source from which John acquired the 

/ lands near dabby, or (except the lease of Ballydanarai) his 
/ ' property in county Moni^han. His patents from Kinff 
Ciharles, IL, in confirmation of them nave been already 
noticed. Both of these estates were sold privately, and the 
title deeds probably handed over to the purchasers. GabbVy 
as I have l^fbre mentioned, was sold in 1839 to the Bev. J. O. 
Porter ; but the Monaffhan propertv, except one small head 
rent arising out of the town of Monaj^iaD, whieh I still 
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possess, was sold previously. I took the trouble a good 
mftiiy yean ago to have a search made in the Record Office 
in Dublin against Comecarje or Comecarrow, and found 
that it had been sold by the first Lord Belmore in 1795. 

As nBJfds the names of places, a modification now ap« 
peara. The barony in which the manor of Coole is situate 
IS in the earlier recital described as **TirkenDedy" only, 
* Tnrcanada '^ was the original spelling. Later in the docu- 
ment the barony is again mentioned as '' Coole and Tirken- 
nedy,** but proliably even then the word ** Coole ** as applied 
to this barony was becoming obsolete. But in the local 
names a considerable change appears. Agherinagh and 
Drumrenagh appear as a qimrter land, and as they did in 
Zaekaiy &mpayne's lease— Drumrenaffh did not appear in 
the patents — ; Gastlecoole takes the pkce of Kedagn as a 
quarter-land. It is said to contain four small tates, but "the 
Uoneybenys " are substituted for "Lecill and Gortmullocke.** 
There is now only one hill called Coneyburrow. The other 
is known as the Bookery Hill, or the ''Filbert" HilL The 
small tate of Rossyvullan is given sAerwards as a separate 
tatCL In the patents it was Kwmoland, one of the tates of 

One of its two subdenoroinations Mollyettethomas ^now 
Thomastown), has grown into Hullaghmacthomas (Hill of 
the son of Thomas), called in the next centuiy MuUagh 
Thomas and Thomashill. It» with Kilnamaddy and Killy- 
reagh, are incorrectly described as "the four small tates or 
quarters.** 

Glasmulliu^b, one of the original tates of Balljdrombrocas, 
is now described by itsdf, as is, with topographical accuracy, 
Kilsallagh. The three small tates of Tullyhame are men- 
tioned in globo. 

As reguds the two small tates of Killinan, the draftsman 
has given Kilnamaddy or Foxwood to his new quarter. The 
other comprises the townlands now called Bonnybrooke and 
Killyieaffh, and it is probable that he had these two in view 
only. Ae subdenominations in Carrowmacmea^ Lissan, 
BaUyreagh, Garvary, and Kill^rvilly diBappear. Oarrow- 
macmea has now several English subdenominations, and 
one has become a separate townland as Cloghtate. I am 
not aware of any suD-denominations now existincr in the 
other four townlands, except the " Beerpark *' in Emyvilly; 
a name of the next century. 

I have a document which is not entered in Mr. Aimar's 
list^ but which is endorsed, ''Counterpte of Deed to my 
Cifthsr declaring ye use of ChampjonB Ckmveyanoe to me.** 
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This deed ia dated 26th Angost, 1681, and is between 
James and John Cony. The counterpart is signed by John. 

It recites the setuement of 1679, and that an action 
of trespass and ejectment had been brought in the CSonri 
of King^s Bench by Arthur Champion, of Corke, gentle- 
man (for the manor as already mentioned); and that there 
had been suits depending thereon in the Irish Court of 
Chanceiy, which had been amicably settled and appeased 
by an agreement made between Arthur Champion and 
James Corry, whereby Arthur . . . had released, for the 
consideration of £150, the same to James, and did also in 
Easter term last levy and acknowledge a fine in the Court 
of Common Pleas, to the use of James and his heirs ; and it 
further recites that it was not intended by this to alter the 
settlement of 1679, but it was only to be taken as an addU 
tional title to what James and John had before ; the inden- 
ture now witnesses that John having paid to James £100, 
being part of the £150 paid or to ^ paid to Champion^ 
James declares that he holds the manor to the use of John 
as in the settlement i>rovided, and that John may jpeacably 
ei^joy the same. This is the latest document to .which I 
find John Corry the elder^s signature attached. 

James Cony still continu^ to purchase land. On the 
1 5th April, 1682, he obtained from ttobert King, of Dublin, 
a grant of the townland of Kilsallagh, in the barony of 
M^herastephana^ oontainingabout 81 acres of profitable 
land, plantation measure. This of course in a different 
townland firom Kilsallagh in Coole, and was, after his 
death, exchanjored by his son John with Sir Ralph Qore, for 
a townland caUed Lar(nr,in Tirkennedy, adjoining and separ- 
atingBallyreagh and Lissan, and which was sold in 1851 to 
the Kev. Senry Tottenham ; who resold it to its present 
owner, Mr. George Hust 

The deed recites that James Cony had executed a fee- 
farm grant to King, at a reserved rent of £6 a year, of 
Aghmalenga or Aghnolow, containing 51 acres of profitable 
land, also of 3 acres in Qowla» and 14 acres in lluUagh- 
kippin, in the barony of Magherastephana. Robert King, in 
consideration of tins, granted Kilsallagh to James Cmrry, 
undertaking to continue to pay the £nflfs rent^ and fore- 
going all claims on behalf either of himseu or James King^ 
or their heirs. James C<»rry on the other hand was to oon- 
tinue to pay the quit rent of the lands which he granted in 
fee-fSumu 

In the same year James Corry purchased out the interest 
of the Rampayne family, to whom Roger Atldnson had in 
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1640 made a fee^mn grant of Agherainy and Drumrenaffh, 
at £J0 a year, as is shown also by the rental annexed to his 
deed of conveyance to CShampion. On the 16th Jnne, 1682, 
John Bunpayne (who is oescribed as of St Maigaret's, 
Westminster), son of Zachaiy, the original lessee, executed 
what appears to be an anthograph letter of attorney which 
was witnessed by Rowland ffox and Ion; Clark, to empower 
his mother Sarah Bampayne, "^iddow," to act as his attorney 
in granting a IcAse of Agharainy to James Gorry, for a term 
not exceecung 21 vears. 

This letter, which has evidently been throngh the poet 
office^ is addressed—

In a comer is written (probably later) " James Cony." 
Accordingly, on the 3ra September, 1682, a lease for a 
year was granted to James Cony, of Agherenaeh and Dram- 
renagh, or by whatever other names they might be called, 
containing by estimation two great tates of land, with all 
houses and other appurtenances. This was witnessed by 
Hugh Price, John Pa^, Bobert Craig, and Alexander 
Johnston. This was fdlowed by a release of the lands, 
bearing date next day, in consideration of seventy pounds, 
and by a release from dower by Mrs. Sarah Bampayne. 
It will be observed that James Cornr gave Just seven 

Sii^ purchase of the head-rent for this fee-&rm rent 
e land now meetly forms part of Castlecoole demesne, 
and exclusive of the turbary would let for at least £100 
a year English money, equal to £108 or £109 Irish. 

On the 6th November following (under ihe head of 
''Debenture Lands,** in Mr. Armar's catalogue), he bought 
* certain acres in Maghrystaphina ** from John Boardman. 

In ^ he bought from John Smith and Eleanor his 
wift, Drummack, and 16 acres in Finrah. In 1683 he 
bought from Oeoige Potter *' 87 acres of profitable land, 
nlantation measure, which lye scattered [thro*] Oaghil, 
Mullinasrarty, Ganewhil, 13 acres in Droles, 21 acres 2 
voods in Drumleae, SO acres in Frenish and Cromoy, and 
also 25 acres^ profitable, and 200 acres, unprt^taUe^ in ye 
ttoimtaia pastiuv of ye late Lord Maguira 
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Mr. Annar says in hk catalogue :— 

"N.B. — ^ITnder this number ^8) are deeds of lesse and rdeaw 
ftom said Geoige and his son A Inahant" 

In 1685 Nicholas Montgomery and hiii son HngH, con- 
veyed to James Ck>rry 10 acres in Gartgarran, 4 acres in 
Frenish and Cromoy, and 2 acres in Denyhamey, in con- 
sideration of some oiher acres conveyed to them by said 
Corry. 

In * John Wamsley sold to James Cony hia in* 
terest in Congo or Ceoe, Eillarmor, Aghannre, Dnimlifl^ 
Coraghy, Drummack, Aghanure, Dramliff, Admaskne, 
Oarvoghill, Finrah, Mullaghwond, Conaid, and Mollinaa- 
carty. 

In Mr. Armar's list headed '* Debenture Lands," by which 
term I presume he meant lands granted to certain persons 
in lieu of arrears of pay for mifitary services, I find Na 
27:— 

"Lease from Mr. Saunders and Mr. Bany to James Oony of 
lands [of] Slevebeagh, then under a custodian, and ye counter- 
part of a deed by which the same was granted l^ Cony to 
Palmer. 

'<28. The original deed of the Debentures pnrsiiant to ye Act of 
Parliament : vid Bundle ye 4th No. 21. 

** 31. Deed of conveyance from Arthur Forster, of Dromgoonf 
to James Oorry of 7^ acres of Finrah, and in it enclosed a r^eaae 
from ye Forsters to said Oorry for rents reoeiired out of said acres 
by said Oorry, as also Potter^s Warrant of Attorney. 

'< Oounteipart of a deed ficom Ja. Cony to said Arthur Forrter 
for 13 acres in Droles, which were given in exchange for ye said 
7} acres above mentioned. 

** 18. Conveyance from Robert Johnston to Ja: Cony, of Mul- 
lagh, for Mull^hsilligagh, dated 1674. 

" 19. Lease and release from Alexander Johnston to saidOony 
of ye same dated 1696.

I find that Mr. Armar in his list of the Debenture Lands, 
has admitted some documents (or rather placed tiiem in bia 
second bundle) wluch did not properly come under this 
head. As he does not always give the dates, nor follow a 
chronological order, I have not quite succeeded in placing 
them in proper order, as I hare not all the deeds at hanS 
to refer to. 

I think thia pretty nearly completes James Uorrr'a 
acquintions by purchase in Fennana^ and Monaghan,with 

* Tmt lukmomtu 
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the ezoeption of a few acres for his deer park, which I 
shall r^er to in its proper place, as I shall also to his cottnty 
lidDgfoid parchasea 

Apart nom these purchases of land, I know nothing of 
his history between the years 1681 and 1688. In the latter 

Kir it mpears that he contemplated a marriage with^ Miss 
cia Hervyn, daughter of Henry Mervyn of Trillick, a 
membco' d a once very influential family, which gave a 
Speaker to l^e Irish House of Commons ftom the 8th May, 
1661 to 31st July, 1666.* A remnant of their once extensive 
estates, is now by inheritance the Trillick (county IVrone) 
estate of Captain Mervyn Archdale, of Castle Arohdale, late 
ILF. for Fermanagh. 

A marriage settlement was prepared, referring to the 
settlement of the estate in 1679, which provided the bride 
elect with a jointure of £90 a year. But as the document 
.is unsigned, and finom an indorsement on it, was evidently 
used by Mr. Armar as a wrapper for one of his bundles of 
deeds; and as there is no tradition in thefiunily of anysuch 
marriage^ I conclude that it did not take place. 



CHAPTER XI 

JAMXS OOBBT— coneinuec^l689-90.

1688 was the year of the Revolution, and in the history of 
that time the town of Enniskillen plays a conspicuous part 
Professor Witherowin his "Deny and EnniHkillen in 1688-9" 
gives an account of'' The Defence of £nniakillen " in his sixth 
chapter. From this it appears that a copy of an anonymous 
letter of warning of an intended massacre, addressed to Lord 
Mount Alexander, dated December Srd, 1 688, (of which Pro- 
fessor Witherow had already given the text in his second 
chapter, page 26) reached Enniskillen on tiie 7th and created 
popular alann. On the 11th, a Qovemment order arrived 
nom DuUin, ** directing the townspeople to make arrange- 
ments for haviDg two companies of mfantry quartered in 

. • Dwing tht abtnm of Sir Andlnr Uwtjn to Snc^d, wh«n h« had been 
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tho towD. This redoubled iheir uneaainesfl.'' The people 
were in perplexity. The naiiye Irish in the neighbourhood 
were providing tnemaelves with arms ; it was an unusual 
thing to have a garrison planted among them; ** and the nro- 
bability, as they believea, was, that the day for outtinff u&eir 
throats was only postponed until everything was rea(qr,aad 
till with the assistance of the soldiery, it oould be done 
with greater safety and convenience." 

While the town was still in a state of uncertainty, three 
men named William Browning, Robert Clarke, and William 
MacCarmick, to whom were added James £wart and Allen 
CaUicart, came together and resolved to refuse admittance to 
the soldiers in spite of all possible consecpiences. They 
knew that the Pnnce of Orange had been m England for 
five weeks, civil war was imminent, and they thought they 
might not only be able to protect themselves byso doing, 
but to hold the most important town l^tween XTlster and 
Connaught in the interest of their party. 

** However plausible," oontinues Professor Witherow, ''Such eon* 
siderations, it was nevertheless a mad resolve, in the face of the 
facts ; which facts simply were, that arrayed against them was the 
whole power of the Insh Qovemment, and that all the means of 
resistance that Enniskillen had, was ten pounds of powder, twenty 
firelocks and eighty men. 

" The five men, however, did resolve to do this; they sent notice 
of their determination to the surrounding countiy, and took evevy 
step they could think of, to increase their powers of resistance^ and 
set carpenters to work on the drawbridge of the east bridge." 

On the 12th they received a letter from Daniel Eceles, 
from Clones, giving them notice that the soldiers had arrived 
at that place, distant about eighteen Irish miles. . This in- 
creased the perplexity and alarm that prevailed. Captain 
Corry "and inaeed most of the inhabitants, were in favour 
of a<unitting thesoldi»:«"; others were for keeping them out 
MacCarmi<£ rode out to consult Gustavus Hamilton, Esq.,^ 
a gentleman who resided five miles to the west of the town. 
On his return he was met by a messenger from Mr. Dane^ 
the Provost, with the following letter: — 

** Dear Sir, — Mr. Latoumall came just now finom Oaptain OoRyi 
and in his coming into the town commanded the carpenten to 
leave off working at the drawbridge, and also came to me and 
begged I should send for my brethren, and dissuade them firam the 
resolution o£ the denying the soldiers entrance^ and to provide 
them quarters as speedily as I could. My request to you is thi% 
that yon will immediately give the gentlemen in these parts an 
account of my design, whi^ is to give them entrance^ and that

Professor Witherow says : — 

^The whole sabjeot was now debated over again. Mr. Hamilton 
gave his influence to the side of tiioee who thought that the town 
should be defended. His policy eventually canned. The draw- 
bridge was completed, in spite of Captain Oonj ; all the Boman 
Gathdics residing in the place were sent away, and the Protestants 
of the sunounding countvy were invited to come in and assist in 
the defence." 

The Bev. Robert Kelao^ Presbyterian Minister of Ennis- 
killen, took a veij active part with MacCarmick and hia 
fiiendiB, publicly and privately ; 

M Animating his hearers,** says MacOannicfc, " to take up anns 
and stand upon their own defence, showing example himself by 
wearing arms and marching in the head (tf them when together." 

On the 15th December Mr. Kelso wrote a letter, (the text 
ot which Professor Witherow gives,^ to Ck>undllor OoiniB at 
Deny, stating the condition of affiurs, and asking him ''not 
to sit still and let ua sink." ThishesentbyMr.Oathcartand 
Mr. MacCSarmick, who also took a letter from " The Inhabi- 
tants of Enniiddllen,'* asking for assistance and relief, ''and 
especially in helping us with some powder." To thjs was 
amed a postscript . — 

** We are not now in a position to spare men for a guard, there- 
fiote must entreat your assistance in that. 

«« Allan Ckthoart. ** William Smith. 

M William Browning. *'Aroh. Hamilton. 

<*Tha Shore. << Male. Oathcart 

" Jas. Ewart 
** Robert Clarke.** 

The next day, Sunday the 16th, the townspeople received 
intelligenoe that the two oompanies of foot (Captain Nugent's 
and Captain Thurloe's) which belonged to Sir Thomas 
Newcom's re^pment^ had reached lasbelSiw, about four miles 
firom Enniskillen. Most of them wero engaged at Divine 
service at the time. 

They however armed themaelveat and with the help sent 
in fiom the country, arrayed themselves, their strength not 
eaceeeding SOO foot and 160 hone, ill-armed and with no 
militaiy tndning or experience. Neither however wer^ as

it happened, on this occasion put to the test The disoipline 
on the oUier side appears to have been veiy slack. The' 
officers, not anticipating any resistance^ stopped at OasUe* 
coole, which was then about a mile from the town, to dine 
with Captain Cony. The soldiers meanwhile advanced to 
within sight of the town. The townsmen turned out to 
persuade them if possible to go away, and ftuling that to 
'resist Rumours had ma^fied their numbers and deter* 
mination. The soldiers, without waiting for their approach, 
turned and fled to Maguire's Bridge, about seven Irish miles 
distant from the town, whither their officers followed them ; 
and the next day they fell back on Cavan, ** where they 
awaited the orders of lyrconneL" 

On Tuesday I7th, Sir Qerald Irvine and Captain Corry, 
who were magistrates, seeing Mr. Browninff riding into the 
town at the head of a party of horse, hao him seized, and 
threatened to send him to gaol on the charge of bearing 
arms against the Oovemment The townspeople howevw 
interfered, with a notice to the magistrates to leave the town 
immediately, under the threat of oeing put in saol them* 
solves. They accordingly had no choice out to do so, Mr, 
Oustavus BDamilton had been on the 15th elected Governor 
of the town, and the two Cathcarts took command of two 
companies of foot, which were formed, consisting mostly of 
Presoyterians. 

On the 18th of the following month, January, 1688-9, 
the *Council of Five of the counties of Antrim and Down, 
appointed the Earl of Mount Alexander to be their Com- 
mander-in-Chief Captain Thomas Cole was sent to Ennis- 
killen to ask the men of that town to unite with the North 
East Association and take their orders. By this time 
Oovemor Hamilton had ten companies of foot of seventy- 
two men each, and a troop of 100 horse well armed with 
carbines and pistols. This appears from the letter from 
the inhabitants of Enniskillen m reply. 

From this it also appears that the gentlemen who had at 
first opposed their action or " intention," had of late had 
several meetings, and now showed a willinmess to join, pro- 
vided that Sir Qerard Irvine were made Colonel of Horse, 
with Oovemor Hamilton as his Lieutenant-Colonel, and 
Captain CoiTy as Colonel oi Foot, which it appears would 
consequentially have made him Oovemor or the town. 
The party in power rejected this arrangement^ and elected 
Oovemor Hamilton to be Colonel in command, and llioinas 
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Lloyd to be Lieutenant-ColoneL They said that Oaptain 
Onry ** ib the man in the world we most doubt, we having 
bad several admonishmentH from very good hands that our 
fears are not groundless." Professor Witherow says that 
aeon after this Captain CorrT went to England. 

The names of James and John Cony, are appended to the 
address from Enniskillen to King William and Queen Mary in 
July following, after the relief of Deny ; and in this address 
the signatories say that they had proclairoed their Majesties 
on the lltii March previous. This was after the i^lish 
convention had declared the desertion of the throne by King 
James to amount to an abdication of it* 

It appears f^m the recital of a Patent of King William 
and Queen Maiy, dated 29th November, 1694 (to which I 
shall refer agam presently), that Captain Corry had ap- 
pointed upwards ot tdxty norsemen and one hundred foot, 
armed, mounted, and supplied, at his own expense, to keep 
his house at Ckstlecoole. The word ''appointed" looks 
as if he was not personally present These troops were 
later in the year oraered by (iovemor Hamilton into the 
town to take part in its defence, and Castlecoole was also 
burnt by his orders, as an outpost which was in danger of 
fiJling into the enemy's hands. 

Wherever Captain Corry may have gone after the rejection 
of his services by the townspeople, a rejection which was 
not unnatural feven if they had not doubted him), afiei 
they had electea their own governor, whom he would have 
displaced ; his only son John, now a man of 22 or 23, served 
their Miyesties during the remainder of the war both in Ire- 
land and in Flanders, as will hereafter appear. 

I do not propose to write a hictory of the defence of 
Enniskillen. Accounts of this will he found in ELarris' 
"Life of Kinff William," 1749; in Professor Witherow's work, 
from which I have midnly drawn the account I have nven 
above ; and in Mr. Copeland Trimble's ** Enniskillen and the 
Enniskillenera." There are alsoother older accounts,! believe, 
from which the information given in the above works has 
been derived. 

The Enniskilleners were engaged in various expeditions 
and actions during the war, but uiere was only one sldrmish 
in the neighbourhood of the town itself; a flving column of 
King James' army under the Duke of Berwid:, advanced on 
the town on the 13th of July. Governor Hamilton, accord- 
ing to Professor Witherow, ordered two troops of horse 
vmot Oaptain Hugh Montgomery and Captain Frsnois 

• Bwrit* UN of KiBg wmiMk 
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Eing» and about 100 foot under Lieutenant MacGonni<dc» 
to advance to the top of Eilmaoormick Hillt and there to 
engage the enemy, promisuiff them reinforcements which 
"did not come up in time. This is probably deriyed 
from MacCormick'a account. 

Harris, however, eavs that they were ordered to port 
themselves at the mill, on a venr narrow point of land 
between the Race Course (or Mill) Louffh and Loudi 
Erne ; but that, contrary to orders, tney advanced a mue 
further to meet the enemy. Professor Witherow says that 
the dragoons of the enemy dashed forward at full speed, 
but were so hotly received by MacCormick's men that they 
began to retreat The EnniskiUen horse, however, fled too ; 
whereupon the dragoons wheeled round and nearly sur- 
rounded MacCormicK's men, most of whom they killed, and 
mode the others prisoners. 

The town was protected by the cannon of the fort on the 
'* Fort Hill/' and the Duke of Berwick retired after the 
skirmish. It was at this time that Governor Hamilton 
ordered Castlecoole to be burnt, and the garrison into the 
town. On the 31st of the month, the battle of Newtown- 
butler was fought and won by the Enniskilleners under 
Colonel Wolseley, who had been sent from Deny ; and that 
part of the country was evacuated by the enemy. 

It appears from the Patent of 1694, before referred to» 
that James Cony had stated in his petition, that his losses 
consisted in his house being burnt ; that the horse and foot 
he had armed, mounted, and supplied with ammunition, 

E revision, andforage at his own chai^, and appointed to keep 
is house at Castlecoole, had been commanded into Ennis- 
killen for their Majesties' service and the preservation of the 

Sarrison upon the enemy's approach .... that a consi- 
erable quantity of wheat, oats, malt, beef, and other pro- 
visions, and three hundred head of oxen and cowsi were 
made use of for subsisting the garrison ; also, a considerable 
quantity of timber and boards, and several boats belonging 
to him, to fortify and brinff timber to the place, ** in afi to 
the value of three thousand pounds sterlinff and upwards, as 
by a certificate under the hands of most ox the chief officers 
of that garrison then living miffht appear.** It continues, 
"that the Petitioner" (had stated that he) " has always been 
well affected to us and our Qovemment,and at his own charge 
raised andarmeda troop of horse and a company of footwhioh 
continued in our service, and that he had not in three years' 
time, received one penny out of his estate of one thousand 
pounds per annum, bjr reason of his nearness to the said 
garrison, and converting the profits thereof to furnish oar 
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army with forage and proTisiona." That he had with ffreat 
difficulfy aapported himself and his fttinily in EngUmd, Dry- 
ing no hoaae to receive them in Ireland or wherewithal to 
bvuld them another, and that he prayed for reparation. 

This petition was on 16th December, 1691, referred to 
the Lotos Justices, who examined witnesses on oath and re- 
ported in Jnly, 1692,that Captain Corry had raised the troops 
as alleged, posted them at his house at Castlecoole, and sup* 

EDrted them for several months, until the Governor of Ennis- 
illen, by advice of a council of oflScers, upon the approach 
of the Duke of Berwick with his army, commanded the said 
troop and company to leave the house, and march to Ennis- 
killen; and upon the Duke of Berwick's nearer approach, 
and intelligence that he intended to post himseli in the 
petitioner's house, '* the said Qovemor, oy the advice of his 
council of officers, ordered the said house and all the other 
houses in the town of Castlecoole to be forthwitli bumt^ 
which was accordingly done, and by that means the enemy's 
so near approach to Enniskillen was prevented, which in 
all probaoility was the preservation of that place; that 
the said garrison was from time to time supplied with 
Beeves and other provisions of the Petitioner^ of a consi- 
derable value, without which they could not have subsisted ;" 
** that his total loss could not have been less than three 
thousand pounds, his house being one of the best in that 
country,** and that the petitioner had produced a certificate 
from several of the cliief officers of the garrison and other 
persons of good repute and quality, in confirmation of what 
had been before sworn. The Lords Justices reported that 
thev had good reason to believe the same to be agreeable 
with the &uth of the said matter of fact^ that they were 
well informed that the Petitioner did all along contribute 
his best endeavours for the King and Queen's service, and 
that they had not heard of anv person that had suffered in 
like manner, his house or goods never having been in the 
enemy's possession. 

James Corry asked by another petition that he might 
have in part compensation, a lease for a term of years at any 
easy rate, of a small estate that had belonged to one Cuco- 
naught Maguire, of Tullyvill, in the county of Fermanagh, 
a fmeiting person, upon which he and others had several 
judgments and mortgages, to near the value. This estate, 
it was alleged by him, was, by reason of its contiguity, con- 
venient to the petitioner, but of no present advantage to the 
Grown. This petition was referred oy the Lord Lieutenant, 
Ebnry Yisoount Svdney, on the 21st March, 1692, to Sir 
Baehaid Leviogs^ the SoUdtor-Oenend; who reported that 
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he 11118 credibly informed that the estate was not worth 
before the troubles, more than £150 a year; that a 
list of judmientA charged u])on it» and remaining on 
record, had been produced to him amounting to £1,500 and 
upwaids ; and that he was credibly informed that there were 
also debts due by mortgages upon some parts of the said 
lands ; and that the said estate was for the most part waste* 
and would not, in all probability, yield more than £80 per 
annum for some years to come, out of which was payaole 
an annual crown rent of £36 7s. lOJd 

The Solidtor-Qeneral further reported, that saving the. 
rights of creditors, he was of opinion that the grant might 
be made as prayed ; and that as probably the petitioner iiy 
accepting the grant, might become liable to tne quit rent, 
though he shomd receive no benefit from the lands| a clause 
might be inserted in the grant, that the petitioner might 
have an abatement of such rent as should be reserved 
upon him, in proportion to what of the estate should be 
detained from him, by any person or persons having incum- 
brances thereon ; the certamty or quantity of which could 
not then be made out 

The Lord Lieutenant wrote to the Secretary of State the 
Earl of Nottingham, on the 3rd of May, 1694, that he not 
only concurred with the Solidtor-GenenJ in every particubur, 
but thought himself obliged further to recommend the 

Setitioner. Captain Cori]^, in a *recital of this letter, is 
escribed *' as a person highly deserving our favour, and 
one who upon all occasions, not only in person but with 
his fortune, had j[iven undeniable testimonies of his great 
seal to our service, the continuance whereof, since the 
admimstration of that Government by our said Lieutenant 
having been particularly observed by him.*' 

The grant of the manor called Inseloghgease, in the barony 
of Tirkennedy, of which the denominations are fully set 
forth, (vi<2s appendix S,) containing in all about 1,890 reputed 
Lish acres, and also of tiie town and lands of Beagh, m the 
barony of Glenawley, which had belonged to llaffuire, is 
then made to him for ever, in accordance with the terms 
and saving clauses of the Solidtor-Qeneral's report, both as 
regards the creditors and Uie quit rent ; by the advice and 
with the consent of Hennr Lord Oapell, Bunon of Tewxbery, 
Sir Pyrill Wych, knt., and William Duncombe, esq.,^ Justices 
and G^eral Oovemors of Ireland This estate ues about 
Louffh Eyes, on ^e road between Lisbellaw and TempOi 
and between that lake and the latter village. 



The patent is signed by John Bodden, D. C. Hanapy, 
(Deputy Clerk of the Hanaper.) 

With regard to the name of the manor, Dean Reeves* 
flays >— 

*' Though LoQgh Eyes, of modem form is so written in the map 
of 1609, 1 am persuaded it is but a phonetio form ci that day, as 
well as the present, and tiiat mif-locha-oitif Hike Lough Egish in 
the parish of Aghnamullen, county Monagnan) signifying " Island 
of the lake of the sages," is the true form as represented in Bryan 
Msgnire's patent of 31st Dec., 1610, where the manor is called 
Inseyloughygease, which divided would be Insey-lough-ygease. 
^mnar calls the mancMr InnpodesjalL This Bryan Maguire was 
a younger son of Hu^ Maguire who fell in the combat with Sir 
Warham St Leger, and brother of Cuconnacht, who fled with the 
Earls^ and died at Qenoa. This Bryan was designated of Tullogh- 
weyley, as having the manor of Tusolaghagease. He died 24th 
A|Mril, 1655, and ms inheritance passed to his grandson Guoonaght, 
then seven yean of age. In the Inquintion, 1 Feb., 13 Gar. II«, 
the name of the manor is preserved. 

As I oould find, amongst my papers, no trace of what had 
become of this estate, I wrote to Sir Bernard Burke, who 
has the custody of the Becord Tower in Dublin Castle, to 
ask if he could give me any assistance ; in reply he sent me 
the following memorandum: — 

** The estate granted to Oaptain James Corry, in the county 
Fermanagh, 29£b Nov. 1694, was the property of Ouconnagh 
Maguire, who fell at Aughrim 23rd July, 1691. Mary Maguire the 
widow of this Cuconnagh, claimed, 10th August^ 1700, before the 
Comnussioners of Forfeited Estates at Chichester House,* a jointure 
out of these lands secured to her bv deeds of 29th and 30th Dec 
] 675. The sameday,her son and the heir of the attainted Ouconnagh, 
claimed the estate as lus inheritance under marriage articles of 22nd 
Oct 1675, his father having been only tenant for life. This 
Bryan Maguire was restored to his lands, containing about 2,000 
acresy by William III., and having married a lady of some means, 
paid off the mortgages that affected the lands, with his wife's 
Inrtuna" 

James Gorrv also received on SOth December, 1693, a 
patent from the Crown, of a mortgage of £2,000, lent bv 
Sir Edwaid Scott^ kni, (who had be^ attainted for high 
treason,; to Bichaid, Earl of Tyrone (of the De la Poor 
fimuly), and which had passed into possession of the Crown. 

It appeals by the coonterpart of a release in my possession, 
dated 2Sid June, 1697, that the then late Earl of TVrone 
had» on the 25th and 26th Februaiy 1677, borrowed iJlOOO 
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from Sir Edward Scott, and given him in secority tlie lands o£ 
Hollywood, Dunbayhe, John's Town, Rathaton, Tinto|^^» 
Oghrany, Mollaghhiaghy, Woodenbooly, LayglajBs, Greeni^ 
more, Ballintober, and Walterstown, in the county of 
Wicklow. The interest was to be £200 a year (10 per 
cent); Sir Edward was to account for the balance of the rents ; 
and Lord Tyrone reserved a right of redemption after 
five years had elapsed. Sir Edward having been attainted 
of high treason, tnis property had consequently, subject to 
the equitv of redemption, passed to the Grown, who had 
granted it to Captiun Cony by Patent Sir Edwaid 
had meantime died The document further recites, thai 
an action had been broud^t in the chancery of the Court 
of Exchequer, by James JEarl of Tyrone, son of IB^chard, 
against James Corrv for an account, and that James Cony 
had brought another action in Chancery against head 
l^i-one, to foreclose the mortgage unless it were paid off 
within a reasonable tima An account had been taken by 
which it appeared, that a considerable sum was still owing 
to Corry, after allowing for rents received since the mortgage 
on the one hand, and for an abatement of interest for 
calamities of the times on the other, and all other payments 
and allowances whatsoever; that James Corry was un- 
willing to insist on the extremity of his demand, and 
that it had been agreed between the parties, that £1,000 
should be paid and accepted in full satisfaction of the 
mortgage, and the lands released to Lord Tyrone. James 
Corrv appoints William Gardiner, of the city of Dublin, 
gentleman, his attorney for putting Lord Tyrone into 
possession of the lands. 

I have gone fully into the particulars of. these two grantSi 
because lu. Froude in his histonr of the English in Lreland, on 
the authority of the Keport of the Chichester House Com- 
missioners of Forfeited Estates, made near the close of the 
reign, and which dealt with the WiUiamite grants, treats them 
as an abuse. Professor Witherow, who very j ustly complains 
of the nonpayment of their arrears of pa^ to the soldiets, and 
who takes MacCormick's side of the dispute between him 
and the Presbyterian party in Enniskillen on the one hand, 
and Captain Corry on the other, in December, 1688, thinks 
that no one made more out of the Revolution than Captain 
Corrv, and treats his losses ver^ lightly and as something 
he deserved, when as he calls it, he "fled** into En^^lana, 
leaving his property to the chances of war. He omits to 
mention again in sayinff so, what he had in an earlier 
chapter pointed out, that ttie townspeople positively declined 
Captain Cony's services -in the following January, who of 
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eoune was not to be expected to iserve under Hamilton who 
had previously only been a comet; and who, no doubt, as 
holding the Kin^g^s ciyil and militaiy commissionf was quite 
right in not being in a hurnr to enter upon what looked 
like a hopeless resistance to the Oovemment 

His losses were proved on oath to have been £3,000 and 
upwards, — ^three years' income of his estate; — and his 
reparation consisted in a grant of a very heavily incum- 
bered estate, upon which he himself had charges ; so heavily 
loaded indeed, that it was anticipated that it would not for 
some time produce a sufficient balance to enable him to imy 
out of it the auit rent ; (an estate moreover which speeaily 
passed out of his hands, although, no doubts he was repaid 
the amount of his own incumbrance on it) : and a mortgage 
for £2,000, which he within four years compromised n>r a 
smaller amount. 

The Report of the Commissioners on Forfeitures was made 
in 1702, tnirteen or fourteen years after the events occuiTed 
It contained one inaccuracy so gross and so obvious to any 
one acquainted with the circumstances, that it seems evident 
thai no opportunity could have been given to James Corry 
to contradict it When it appeared, however, he promptly 
took steps to obtain a certificate from those competent to give 
it^ of what he had and had not done. The original is in my 
possession and I subjoin a copy of it. 

** Whereas the late oommissioners for enquiring into tiie for- 
feitares of Ireland have in Paragraph ye 49th Reported in the case 
of James Cony, Esq., in ye following words (vitzt): — 

*"« 49th Paragraph. 

** * To James Cony, Ksq., two crants, one of a mortgage of two 
thooaand pounds in fee of aeavell Lands in the County of Wick- 
lowe due to Sir Edward Soott firom ye Earle of Tyrone, the other 
of one tiiousand seven hundred and twenty-five acres of land, the 
cousideiation mentioned in the letters Patents are his house being 
bumt» and his having furnished the Garrison of Inniskillin with 
Provisions and Materials to the value of three thousand pounds 
ster., at his own expensSi butt Inquiiing into ye merrits of this 
gentleman. It appears to us yt that he gave no assistanoe to the 
Garrison of Iniuskillen, that in the towne of Inniskillin he 
Publiquely declared he hoped to see all those hanged that tooke 
up Arms for ye Prince of Orange^ and his house was bum'd in the 
said Ganison.' 

"Now at ye Request of the said James Cony, and for the 
better maniefestation of the truth, Wee the Rovost and free 
B n r gc e s e ss ci the Corporation of Inniskillin, being then Resident 
in and about ye said towne, and most of uss officers in his late 
MiljeBties serrioe of glorious Memory, doe oertifye that the said 
James CV«y wass veriy Industroose and Deligent in Baiseiil|r. and 
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Arming men for his late Majesties service, and for je Sappori anci 
defence of the Protestant Interest of this Kingdom, that he raised 
a veiy good troope of horse and foot company, and mounted and 
arm'd many of them at his own ezpence, and furnished ym with 
Ammunition, and experienced officiers to exercise ym, that by his 
Inconragement seaverall of his Relations and freinds followed his 
example, that the Garrison of Iniskillin were supplied with con- 
siderable quantities of timber, Boards, Lyme and seaell (several^ 
Boats that belonged to and were the proper goods of the said 
James Corry, and that the souldiers were subsisted by oonsideralile 
quantities of provisions as Beefe, Meale, Gome, Mault» and Buttrr. 
That the said James Corry's house in y t Garrison was not bumt^ 
but continued and was left in good Repaire, dureing ye warr 
time, and ever since to this day. But that his house of Castle 
Goole, which is about a mile out of ye towne, was burn'd by ye 
Governor's order, upon ye approch of ye Duke of Barwick and 
by ye advice of ye chief officiers, to prevent ye said Duke^s^ Posteing 
himselfe there. And not out of any dismpect or diskindness to 
ye said ColL CoiTy, but for their owno safety, seacll of theire men 
being killed that day by ye said Duke of Barrwicks party, and ye 
said garrison being yn in great consternation haveing yt day sos- 
taincd a greater loss yn in all ye wars. We likewise further 
certifye and doe verily believe, yt ye said words Aledged to bee 
spoke by ye said James Oorry, (vizt) that he said yt he hoped to 
see ym all hanged yt tooke up Armesfor ye Princeof Orange were 
never spoke by him, for yt wee never heard him chaiged with ye 
same tUl by tiie said Report, nor doe we believe his prinoipaies 
lead him to any such expressions, haveing always and upon all 
occasions showed himselfe forward to serve theire late l^esties 
and to Incourage his fronds and relations to doe ye same. His 
only sonn having serv'd theire Biajesties throughout ye late warr 
both in Ireland and flanders, and seaell of his otiier ReUtions 
having lost theire lives in ye said service. Nor was it probable 
for him to have spoke such words but sume of us must have heard 
him, or at least anerwards hare heard of it, if he had puUiqud j 
used these expressions.

This document appears to me to possess no little hiatoricftl 
interest. Given by the principal inhabitants of tiie boroiigh, 
most of whom had been oflScersin the late war, to rindieate 
the honour of an individual^ wlio after the war had been 



admitted a member of their own corporation, and by tbe 
GoTemment appointed (in 1692) to a command similar, if 
not ftaperior, to that which had been refused him in 1688 ; 
and wno it has been shown had received bare compensation 
for his losses ; which compensation he had had the shrewdness 
to ask for in a form which did not cost the Government a 
penny of ready money — an article which appears to have been 
scarce in those days — ; and who certainly did not as has been 
inaccurately alleged, '* found a fiunily " noble or otherwise. 
This document shows incidentally how little to be relied on 
is the Report of the Commissioners on Forfeitures, if the 
specimen given in its 49th paragraph is a fair sample of the 
rest It refers to two patents mwie m favour of James Corry, 
but it does not even quote their preamble correctly. He had 
put down all his losses at £3,000 and over, including the 
value of one of the best houses in that part of the country, 
which had been burnt for the preservation of the town ; 
and also including the arming and maintaining for several 
montiis of upwaras of 60 horse soldiers and 100 foot soldiers. 
The Commissioners' report makes it appear that the £3,000 
was charged for provisions only. Thev said that they had 
made inquiry, ana that it appeared to them that he gave no 
assistance to the garrison. This was true in the letter, 
because that the garrison appear to have appropriated his 
property and his troops themselves. Under the circum- 
stances they were justified in doinff so, but on the other hand 
he was quite entitled to be paid for them. They state that 
he had received a grant of an estate of 1,725 acres. By this 
they meant InchTochgease. Had they merely taken the 
trouble to add up correctly the acres set forth in tiie patent 
in detail, they would have found that it consisted ot 1,905 
acres^ including 15 acres in Beagh. They omitted to say 
that it was incumbered to such an extent as to render it of 
little more than a nominal value. 

As regards the words alleged to have been spoken, to 
which Colonel Corry appears to have attached what may 
seem to us an undue importance, but which in those days 
would have been more seriously regarded ; whilst it is very 
probable that in his altercation with Mr. Browning,- on 
13th December, 1688» he gave him, the latter ffentieman, his 
mind pretty freely ; it should be borne in mmd that even 
had^ he used the words attributed to him, and which he 
denied ; the Prince of Orange had not then been proclaimed 
in Enniskillen, nor was he tor nearly twelve weeks later ; 
and thatOaptain Oonj was then an ofScer of King James. 

The oertincate incidentally shows how litUe fit was the 
town io make any aflbotual resiatanoe had it been really b^ 

\ 



sieged. It was an open town, standing on an island, with' 
bridges at either end, which were each commanded by an 
earthen fort (pno where the Military Hospital now stands, 
the otiier on uie site of Sir Lo wry Cole's Monument), situated 
on two steep hills, which in an enemy^s hands would have 
completely commanded the town. The certificate states 
that the townspeople lost more men in the skirmish on the 
13th of July, than in all the war. Professor Witherow, who 
relies on Lieutenant MacCormick's account, (who was not 
amongst the killed, but lived to write a book, ** MacCormick's 
further Impartial Account of the Actions of the Inniskilling 
Men,'^ puts it at 50 killed and 20 wounded. 

Who Captain Cony's relations were who were killed in 
the war, I do not know. Two other Corrvs besides James 
and John, viz., Oeorse and Hugh, signed the Enniskillen 
address to King Wiluam before referred to. Some yean 
ago a Roman Ottholic tenant-farmer named Thomas Kelly, 
who was the contractor for a county road in which I took 
an intei^est, wanted me to make him a further advance on 
his contract, and on my demurring, he urged as a reason 
why I should do so, that his ancestor had taken into his 
house and protected at some time during the war, a member 
of my family who had been wounded. This tradition seeuM 
to bear out the statement of the certificate. 

The grossest inaccuracy of the report, is the statement that 
Captain Cony's house in the said garrison was burnt He 
had two messuages in Enniskillen. One had been leased tor 
ever to one John Shelton by Roger Atkinson, at £2 a year. 
In 1759, the date of my oldest reni^l, it was enjoved by 
Henry Crawford, esq. The other, which was probably the 
house alluded to, was let in the vear 1702— -just about this 
time, — " to Mr. David Gibson, for the lives of Alexander 
Fulton, Debro Oibson, and Catherine Oibson, and on the 
death of each life to be renewed on paying three pounds 
then or six months after, with the usual daoses ; yearly 
rent ;e4.'' 

The rental has the following note in Mr. Armar's hand- 
writing. ''Two lives dead, but query when no renewal 
offered Alexander Fulton died,— Oat: Gibson died,— De* 
borah Gibson died in or about ye year 1757.** 

This tenement is the one I Mlieve which was purchased 
by the late Mr. William Dane, solicitor, who called upon 
me about 1857 to convert the tenure into a fee-fiurm grants 
under the existing law for converting renewable leases into 
perpetuities ; and was not at all i>kaBed to find thai hit 
preaeoessors in title, had for some time past not taken oat 
their renewal^ and that a laige amount of fines hadaoen? 
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tnolaied, which he had to pay with interest before he wail 
entitled to his fee-farm grant 

With regard to this case, Sir Bernard Burke has furnished 
me with the following memoranda : — 

OouaT OF Glaiiie at Ohiohistib Housk. 

The Court of Claims originated in the Act of Ite8umption» 11 
k IS William IIL (EnglL^V which made void and resumed all 
King William's grants (Ist Ann, EDglish, c. 26) vested the lands in 
trosteeSyauthorized them to hear all claims, and to sell the lands dis- 
charged of all such claims as thej did not reserve. Chichester House 
stood where Parliament Hoose, now the Bank of Ireland, stands. 

A printed list of the Chichester House claims is in the King's 
Inns lihrazy, together with a list of the lands with the former 
proprieUNV names and the purchasers^. The claims themselves 
mnd the evidence taken at the hearings are to be found at the 
Public Record Office, Four Courts. The evidence explains the 
light of each claimant^ and gives the history of the deeds under 
which the claim was made. 

In the case of James Cony there was no necessity to lay any 
cihaige agamst him in the matter of M'Guire's estate. The case 
was simply as follows : — 

Cucconagh M<Guire sided with James II. at the Revolution, 
and fell at the battle of Aughrim : he was attainted and his estate 
declared forfeited. 

About the middle of the reign oC William III., Commissioners 
were i^pointed to inquire into all petitions and claims referring 
to the estates forfeited in 1688, to admit proper claims, and to sell 
those estates properly forfeited, not alieady granted, and then 
vested in the Crown. The estate of Cucconagh M'Guire being 
declared forfeited, was granted by the Crown to James Cony. 
Brien M^Onire the son and heir of the attainted M'Guire, lodged 
his claim with the Commissionen of Forfeited Estates, setting out 
that his fiither had settled the reversion of the estates on him bv 
marriage articles in 1675, and that consequently Cucconagh 
IfOuire being only tenant for life, the attainder could only affect 
his life estate, and that at his death the estate should descend to 
him, Brien ; and that it was not vested in the Crown, and conse- 
quently the grant to Corry was void. This claim was admitted, 
imd Brien M'Ouire restored to his estate. 

At the same time Maxy MHluire, the mother of the claimant 
Brien, daimed her jointnre under her marriage artides, which 
was also admitted. 

The petition of Brien IfOuire and that of his mother, Mary 
MK3uirs^ can be seen, along with the Commissioners' Decrees in 
the cases in the Chiohester House Book. 



James Gorrv's name is included in the list of persons 
attained b^ King JamecT Parliament in Dnblin, 1689. 
They luid tune given them to the 10th August to surrender. 
(Ftdi Hairis^ Appendix^ & M.)

ArrsB he had retired to England James Corry married Miss 
Elizabeth Harryman, of St. Clement Danes*, London. She 
appears to have had an interest in some property in Spring 
Crardens and near St James'-street, Londoa 

There is a deed of trust, dated 15th April, 1691, between 
John Pewdris, late of St Clement Danes, but now of Quil- 
ford, Sarrev, baker, and Huntley Bigg, of St. Martin's in the 
Fields, of the first part ; Elizabeth Euurry man, of St Clement 
Danes, spinster, of the second part; Thomas Boteler, of 
Lincoln's Inn, esq., of the third part ; and Qeoim Hallett, of 
St Martin's in the Fields, goldsmith, and Winifred Drinkett, 
of the parish of St Mary's Savoy, of the fourth part; rela- 
ting to a messuage leased by the Duke of Buckingham and 
others. An endorsement on the 25th March, 1692, appoints 
Nathaniel Harryman, of Coventry, woollen draper, trustee 
of the messuage for Elizabeth Harryman and her children. 

She appears to have had two tenements. One was in a 
new court to be called Crown Court,* on the east side of St 
James'-street^ Westminster. In an agreement for the 
marriage, dated 1st March, 1691-2, it was arranged that 
this should be for Elizabeth's sole use after James Cony's 
death. She had also a piece of ground adioininffWallingford* 
house (Sprinff Garden) in the parish of St Ibrtin's. The 
reversion of tnis was on the 25th March, 1692, conveyed and 
released to her in consideration of her intended marriage ; 
otherwise t^ be of no effect 

There were apparently no children of this marriage, and 



*Crawa Oovt is nsw a psissgs bstwsa Pell Hell and Kiif-slrset| 8t Jsmsb^ 
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Colonel Cony and his wife seem to have eeparaied, and 
she brought an action against him for alimoDy. It appears 
by the Jonmak of the Irish House of Commons that it was 
ordered on the 2lBt Noyember, 1695, " that Colonel Curry, 
a member of this House, have leave to waive his privilege 
in a cause between him and Mrs. Elizabeth Harryman/' 
On the 21st August, 1696, Christopher Davenport, of New 
Inn, in the county of Middlesex, in his defeasance, states 
that Colonel Cornr*s bond for jESOO is to pay £20 a year to 
ISizabeth Cony during their joint Uvea On the same day 
she executed a release, &c., from all suits of alimony, an 
accommodation having been come to ; and there ia another 
deed (dated the same day) leading to the uses of a fine 
between James Corry, Elusabeth Corry, Denny Muschamp, 
esq., of the Pell Mell, in the parish of St James West- 
minster, Richard Turner of the Inner Temple, and Richard 
Baker of the citv of London, watchmaker, oarring right of 
dower and all other rights which Elizabeth had or might 
have, over the manors of CasUecoole, Cbbby, Inishleague, 
and the other Fermanagh landa 

In 1692 Optain Corry was elected one of the Knights of 
the Shire for the county (Fermanagh), and continued to sit 
in successive Parliaments until his death, upwards of a 
quarter of a century afterwards. That he was a firm sup- 
porter of the Government in their endeavours to carry out 
their engagements with the defeated party, and in which 
they appear to have been so steadily and persistently opposed 
by the bulk of the successful party, I take for grantea, from 
the warm support given to his claims for compensation bv 
Lord Sydney in his letter to the Duke of Newcastle in 1693. 
From the fact of an old MS. copy of the celebrated 
* Limerick Articles ** having been handed down in the 
family, I assume that he took an interest in that question. 
Further than this I can find no traces of his parliamentary 



In the same year he was appointed by Viscount Sydney, 
the then Lord Lieutenant, to be colonel of a r^ment of 
horse of the militia raised or to be raised in the county of 
Fermanagh. This commission is dated 24th November, 1 692. 

On the 2nd October, 1694, Colonel Con^, who is des- 
cribed as ** one of the Freemen of the said Towns " (of 
Enniskillen) was ** In open Court of the said Corporation 
elected one of the Free and Prindpall Burgesses of tne same, 
by Thomas Le Toumell, esq., then Provost, with the fall and 
me consent of the burgesses and freemen thereof then pre- 
sent^ and tooke his corporall oath on the Holy Evangely^ell 
and truly to execute and performe the office and puloe of a 
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free burffeas of the same.** The boigess writ is riffned by 
Mr. Le Toamell, the Provost^ and nealed with we Oor- 
poration Seal 

On the 7th December, 1696, Colonel Corry received a 
commission as one of the Deputy Qovemors of the oonnty 
Fermanagh. This is signed by the Lords Justices, Lord 
Chancellor Charles Porter, and the Earls of Montrath and 
Drogheda, and countersigned Cha. Dering. 

By a deed dated the 29th December, 1693, between James 
Corry, and Major Henry Smith of Colonel lean's reUment, 
James Corry for a consideration of £100, let Drummack, 
Tinrah, Trenish, and Drumleag to Major Smith at a* yearly 
rent of £16, for the lives of the said Henry Smith, and his 
nephews, Roger and Henry, sons of William Smitii, or the 
longest Uver of them. 

In the year 1697 Colonel Corry purchased an estate in 
the county of Longford in the name of his son John, for 
which he paid £850, of which he seems to have borrowed 
£600 fix>m Lord Kerry, to whom he mortgaged the lands. 
It consisted of the lands of Ballagh, Qon&lt, Fahy, other- 
wise Fiagh, Clonralogh, Clonealagh, Lisneffrenoge, Knock* 
martin, C^regrany, the Two Leitnms, Corona, <ytherwise 
Cohana, Gortimcran, Gilshoh, Gigelshah, Drunff, Aghaoor- 
drinan, Carovrmacorke and Clinra, containing about 2,600 
acres, in the baronies of Granard and Longford. These 
seem to have been purchased firom a Hr. Fenner. 

King Charles the Second appears (from a list of deeds in 
Mr. Armar's catalogue, whicn is again mjr authority), to 
have granted a patent in the year 1678 to Sir Robert JBooth 
and Sir Audley Mervyn for certain lands in the county of 
Longford and some tenements in Dublin. They entered 
into a deed of trust to a Mr. Burdet, of the lands men- 
tioned in the patent which were his. A division of 
the lands was made between Sir Audley Mervyn and Mr. 
Burdet Mr. Burdet sold them to a Mr. Minchin (with part 
of a tenement in Dublin) in 1702. Mr. Minchin sold Aghaoor- 
drinan, &c., to James Uorry in 1707, the price being £135. 
There is at Oastlecoole a counterpart (which has been used 
as a wrapper for deedcO of a deed of mortmje, dated 20th 
December, 1701, from Ckptain Corry to the Bisnop of Cloyne, 
which bears an endorsement signed and sealed by the 
Bishop (who quartered a saltier gules)* This is a mortgage 
of lands in the barony of Longford stated to be of tiie foil 
yearly value of £80, for the sum of £600. Twenty-four 
pounds were to be paid to the Bishop on the 24th December, 
1702, at Strongbow's tomb in Christ Church, Dublin, and 
£024 on 24th December, 1702^the deed then to be void. 
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In 1697 (86th Feb.) James Corry alao purchased, in the 
name of his son, two tenements in Oxmantown, in the 
snburbs of Dublin, on the west side of Queen-street, for 
£500. These, in 1709, were in the occupation of Sir Richard 
Levinge and Mr. William Poole. As CoL Cornr is described 
in two deeds about the latter date as "of the city of 
Dublin,** he may probably have principally resided for a 
time in one of these houses. I do not Imow whether he re- 
paired Gastlecoole after his return from England The 
plans of his new house, oi which the old one or what 
remained of it, mpeared to constitute the kitchen wing, are 
dated 1709, so that it is possible that he was not much at 
Gastlecoole between the fire in 1689 and 1710. 

In 1698 Colonel Corry's eldest daughter Rebecca married 
James Moutray, esq., of the county Tyrone, and from this 
marriage are descended the family of Moutray, of Favor 
RovaL 

In J 701-2 John Corry married Miss Sarah Leslie, and he 
and his &ther settled the estate by a deed dated7th February. 
I have not been able to refer to the oriffinal settlement, which 
is missing ; but it is recited in other documents, and in par- 
ticular, in John Corry's will. From this it appears that the 
manors and reputed manors of Castlecoole and Gabby, the 
tenements in Enniskillen, and the two buigess acres or parks 
near the town were resetUed ; the entail made by the former 
settlement of 1679 being cut off by the usual method of fine 
and recovery. I have the fine passed on this occasion. 
The denominations mentioned are the four tates of the 
demesne of Castlecoole, called Kedagh and Cunneyberry, 
four tates of Aghaiainy and Drumrainy, four tates of 
Killvilly, four tates of Lissan, four tates of Ballyreoffh and 
four tates of Carrowmacmea, the tate of Rosmoland, the tate 
of MuUaghmacthomas, the tate of Killinan, the two tates of 
Kilnamaddy and Killyrea, the tate of Drumcrow, the two 
tates of Tullyhame and Killibar, the tate of Glasmulli^h, 
the tate of RiUygrane, the tate of Eilsallagh, also Clabbv, 
Moysnaght, Knockabrogett^ MuUaffhsillagh, and MuUagh- 
foure, Ramallv, Camgart, Bocagh, Drumbroane, (two nearly 
undecipherable words) MuUaghknock, Tvralton, Drumderge, 
and Modena, Tullynephin (some undecipherable vorda), and 
the messuages in ana the parks near Enniskillen. This is 
dated 5th June, 1702. 

Miss Leslie, who was a coheiress,* and in riffht of whom 
I Quarter the arms of Leslie and Abemethy, had an estate 
of her own, probably of no great extent* in the county of

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Antrim. A jointure out of the Fermanagh estate was settled 
on her, to the extent of £200 a year, ana John Cony bad m 
power of appointment to the extent of £1,500 for younger 
children, with a fiiiiher power of charging the estate w^th 
£500 for any use he might think fit 

There seems to be an indication that Ciolonel Corry's 
regiment of horse militia was intended to be called out 
in 1702, the year in which the Commission on Forfeitures 
made their report before alluded to. Queen Anne was 
now on the throne. I have several commissions dated 17th 
October, 1703, the first year of Her Majesty's, reign. 
One appoints Colonel Cony " to be Captain of a troop of 
Horse in the Militia of the county Fermanagh." I beheve 
it was customary in those days to give ^e colonel of a 
regiment a troop or company* Another is a blank commis- 
sion to appoint " — ^— to be Lieutenant of that Troop 
whereof OolL Jilimes Corry is Capt in the militia of the 
county of the Fermanagh.'' This officer would have com* 
manded the troop, and would, I believe, have been known 
as the ** Captain Lieutenant" There are also similar blank 
commissions for a Comet and a Quarter-Master of the troop. 
I presume that it was intend^ by the Lords Justices 
*' Thos. Ei4e " and " Tho. Keightley," whose signatura are 
attached, to give Colonel Corry the nomination of the officers 
of his own troop. The commissions are countersigned ** J. 
Dawson." 

Colonel Corry's second daughter, Elizabeth, married Mr. 
James Auchinlech, in 1704 it is supposed. There has been 
some difficulty in fixing this date; but I believe it to be 
correct 

On 2nd June, 1705, a disastrous fire occurred in the town 
of Enniskillen. 

The Mayor, Burgesses, and Commons of the town pre* 
sented a petition to James, Duke of Ormonde, then Lord 
Lieutenant) in which they said that they had in the late 
rebellion, as well as in that of 1641, not only defended and 
preserved the town against the /ruA Papists, who in f[reat 
numbers appeared against them, but obtained many signal 
victories over them in the field, not only to the advantage 
of the F^testant interest of this kingdom, but of the Crown 
and people of England, as is notoriously known. 

They said that they had been much decayed and lessened 
in their substance, not only by the maintaining many 
thousands of poor, stript Ptotestants who came for proteo- 
tion in the late rebellion, but [byj several teiriUe fires that 
have happened in the town, particularly on Saturday, the 
2nd inst, which has, to a very small matter, reduced the 
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whole town to ashes; and was so sudden and violent, that 
they saved little or nothing of their household goods and 
other effects ; so that they have, to the best computation, 
lost to the value of £8,000. 

They further said that thev had never, in the late reiffn, or 
this» applied to their Majesties for any relief or rewara for 
their services or sufferings aforesaid : 

** But now being poor, disoonaolate, and entirely ruined, so that 
they have neitlier house to go into, beds to lie in^ nor wherewithal 
tobujr breacL 

^Majr it therefore please your Grace to grant your Petitioners 
the benefit of a fuU colleotion. 

** And your Petitioners will ever pray." 

This petition was referred by the Lord Lieutenant^ on the 
Slst for report, with a certificate to be presently referred to, to 
the Lord Primate, Archbishop Narcissus Marsh, of Armagh;* 
who on the 22nd June, reported that he had considered them, 
" and do believe the petitioners to be objects of charity." If 
His Oraoe thought Ht, he mi^ht allow them the benefit of a 
full collection, from house to house throughout the kingdom., 
and in idl cathedrals and parish churches ; and order the 
churchwardens, both in Duolin and elsewhere, to go to the 
respective houses of the inhabitants of each parish to receive 
their charity, and take the best means and methods to 
induce them to it with all convenient speed. 

On the following day, June 23rd, the Lord Lieutenant 
issued a Brief, upon consideration of the Primate's report, 
recommending tne petitioners in a very particular manner 
to the deans of the several cathedrals, and ministers of the 
several parishes throughout the whole kingdom, to allow 
them the benefit of a full collection, both in the cathedrals 
and churches, and from house to house, and the church- 
wardens were to go to the houses of the inhabitants of each 
parish to receive their charity, and to take the most effectual 
means to induce them to it All which they were to do 
the next Sunday and week-days following, immediately after 
this (or a printed copy hereof made by Her Majesty^s 
printer), shall be presented unto them for the petitioners' re- 
lief This order was to continue in force for a year from the 
date thereo£ 

I have token this from a printed paper dated ** Dublin : 
Printed by Andrew Crook, Printer to Uie Queen's Most 
Excellent Majesty, on the Blind-Key, 1705."

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I have a MS. copy of the certificate before alluded to, 
which was sent with the petition to the Primate. It is 
dated 15th June (thirteen oays after the fire), and certifies 
tJiat the several inhabitants of the town of xniskillin, that 
were sufierers and had their houses and substance con- 
sumed by fire on the second instant, came before the four 
Sntlemen who sign the document publickly in the Sessions 
ouse of Iniskulin, and each particular person made 
oath upon the Holy Evangelist^ of their losses sustained, 
according to the best of their knowledge and judgment^ and 
gave in, each a particular accompt of their losse^there being 
114 fiimilies that suffered by the late fire, besides servants, 
in all amounting to the tune of £7,911 13s. 4d, sterling, and 
inventry and a particular account, ready to be prcMuced 
when demanded, besides her Majesty's barrack, with all 
utensils thereunto belonging, with £73 I60. 7}<i. sterling of 
her revenue lodged with one Mr. Stoite, agager. This is 
signed by

Allan Cathgabt. 
The MS. is endorsed. 

This is a true copy of the originall certificate lodged with 
me (annexed to the petition of the Provost^ &a, of Tniskillin) 
now remdming in my custody.

It appears from the MS. copy of another document dated 
February 7th, 1705-6, that the rrovost^ Burgesses and others 
of the principsl sufferers by the fire on the 12th July last 
past, had by a certain instrument unanimously appointed 
James Oorry, of Castlecoole, one of the burseeses of the cor- 
poration, to be their agent for managing and obtaining what 
money could or might be collected, as well upon the Lord 
lieutenant's Brief, as of what voluntary subscriptions are 
or should be made for them ; in which instrument the Bight 
Rev. the Lord Bishop of Clogher and James Conr were 
empowered to name a fit nerson in the city of Dublin, in 
whose hands the money collected or to be collected should 
be lodged, as it was received from time to time. 

The document then proceeds to appoint Mr. Francis 
Harrison of the city of Dublin, banker, to receive such sums 
fiK>m time to time; for which he is to give notes payable to 
such person or persons^ as the said Provost^ Burgesses^ and 

hi 
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other auffeiers should appuint ; as also, the several church- 
waidens or other persons, concerned in the collection of the 
money, are to ffive lists attested under their hands unto 
James Corry, of the sums th^ have received, and the per- 
sons from whom, as vouchers for a true account of the same. 
• This document was sealed and dated 7ih February, 1705, 
and signed St Qea Clogher ; Ja:Corry; in presence of Thos. 
Ashe ; David Paffes. 

On the back of the leaf is an autograph endorsement by 
the banker : — 

*' On the other side ib a true copy of the power left with me by 
OolL James Corry. Witness my hand this 11 liaroh, 1706. 

''Frah. Habbisom.** 

The Bishop of Clogher at this time was Dr. St Qeorge 
Ashe, a daughter of whom married Sir Ralph Qore, of 
Belldsle, county Fermanagh. 
I do not know what was the result of the collection* 
On the 25th of June in this year 1705, the Duke of 
Ormonde appointed Colonel James Corry to be Governor of 
tiie county of Fermanagh. The commission runs thus : — 

** Toa are to take into yonr charge and care as Governor thereof, 
and by yourself or your sufficient Deputy Governor or Governors, 
to be appointed by us or other Chief Governor or Governors of this 
Kingdom for the time being, to command and govern all the 
Militia Forces of Horse Foot and Dragoons that now are, or here- 
after shall be nosed, within the said county, for Her Mijesty's ser- 
vice and the Defence of this Kingdom." 

The said forces are commanded to obey him, aiid he is to 
obey such directions as he may receive firom Her Majesty or 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Oovernor or Governors 
of the Kingdom for the time being. The Governor of a 
county was I believe in a military sense the equiviJent 
of a Lord Lieutenant He was not however ''Custos 
Botulorum.** 

It may be interesting to rive here the titles of this Lord 
Lieutenant James, Duke, Marquis, and Earl of Ormonde, 
Earlof Brecknock andOssoi7,yiscount Tliurles, fiaron Butler 
of Lanthony and Moorpark, and Baron of Arklow, Lord Lieu- 
tenant General and General Governor of Her Majesty's 
Kinffdom of Lreland, Chief Butler of the said Kingdom, 
Lord of the Begalities and Liberties of the countyFala- 
tine of Tipperaiy, General of the Horse, Captain of one 
of Her Migesty's Troops of Horse Guards, Lord Lieutenant 
of the county of 8omerBet» one of the Lords of Her Majesty's 
Most Honorable Privy Council, Knight of the Most Ijloble 
Older of the Garter. CbanceUor <? the Vnivenities of 
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Oxford and Dublin, and High Steward of ihe CSiies ci 
Westminster, Bristol, and Exeter. 

He took part after the Queen's death with the Pretender, 
and died in exile. 

In 1707 Colonel Cony's name was included in the *' Com- 
mission of Array," for the county of Fermanagh, dated 
18th June. The names were, Sir William QoTCf Sir James 
Caldwell, Sir Michael Cole, William Archdale, James Corry, 
[*undecipherable] Christopher Irwin, Hugh Montgomery, 
Allan Cathcart, and Jason Hassard. 

In 1707, 1 find the first trace amongst my papers of any 
of the improvements or works at Castfecoole, which are still 
in existence. On a sheet of foolscap paper, which bears two 
impressed sixpenny stamps (the oldest stamped document 
amongst my papers), is an Indentui-e made 4<th September, 
1707, Detween Sir Michael Cole, of Eniskilling, Knt, and 
James Oorry, whereby Sir Michael, for the sum of 6«,, 
and for the further consideration of four acres of land, 

S^rt and parcel of Agharenagh, mared and bounded with a 
teh ana quicksett contiguous to Lackaboy, and now in 
his possession, granted to James Corry and his heira for 
ever four acres of Lackaboy " which is enclosed within the 
stone wall of the said James Cony's Deer Park, and lies 
contiguous to the lands of Drumrenagh." 
This is signed in a shaky hand, " Michael Cole.'* 
It is noted that the paper was first stamped acoording to 
Act of Parliament It is witnessed as follows : — 

** 1 do hereby Ratefye and Confirm my Father's act relating to 
what the above deed contains and sign unto the same as a witiM. 

**JomrOouL 

** [Witnesses] 
** Tho. Johnsov, 
" Rob. Fihlay." 

The deerpark had evidently been lately made. It con- 
tained about 132 Irish acres, was well watered by three 
running streams, and some of it was land of an excellent 
Quality. It took up most of the townland of Eillyvilly— - 
tne rest being held by one Wilson, a descendant of whom 
still holds a portion of the original holding, and is I think 
the onlv tenant now holding land in the manor who could 
trace his fiunily back in the male line, in the same farm, to 
this time. There maybe some indeed whose ancestors were 
undertenants, bnt I have no means in my possession of 
identifying them. 

^nds document clearly identifies the position of Drum* 

* W«d looks Uki Dootar. 
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reoagh, to be what is now called Camphill and the adjoin- 
ing land, a portion of which waa included in the deerpark. 

About sixty or seventy years ago the deerpark waa 
greatly reduced in size, by building a wall across it All to 
the north and east of the wall was converted into farms. 
The park was entirely broken up in 1846. A considerable 
portion of both walls however still remains. A small part 
of Carrowmacmea was included in it 

The Tempo road now skirts the portion dealt with in 
this deed, which has been erroneously mapped by the 
Ordnance surveyors as Eillyvilly. 

In this or the next year Colonel Oorxy appears to have 
purchased in the name of his son, some more propertv in 
Oxmantown Green, Dublin, known as the 94th and 95th lots, 
on the east side of it In 1664, the then Lord Mayor and 
Corporation had made a fee-farm grant of the 94th lot to 
William Dodson, of London, who in 1671 conveved it to 
Mr. James Napper (of Louffhcrew). In 1 664, the Mayor, 
&C., had also granted the 653i lot to Joseph Stoaker, who 
in 16G6, conveyed it to Dodson. Dodson gave a bond to Mr. 
Napper for £200, on conveying both the lots to him, to make 
ffood his deeds of conveyance. But, besides Mr. Napper, 
Sir WiUiam Parsons, and Mr. Edward Wolf appear to nave 
had an interest in the two lots. Wolf conveyed his interest 
to Mr. John Corry, in 1697, the year in whidi the latter, or 
rather his father, purchased the houses on the other side of 
Queen-street, in Oxmantown; but Sir William and Mr. 
Napper do not appear to have parted with their shares to 
him until 1708. Sir William rarsons also gave a bond for 
£200 to Mr. Corry to make good his conveyance. 

In this year Colonel Corry, who is described as of the 
city of Dublin, and his " only son " John (who is described 
as of Bonnybrooke, where he resided on a farm, the liBase of 
which he had purchased from a Mr. Laurence Crawford, who 
held it under James Cony, and who himself, I think, resided 
in the house on James dorry's old leased farm in Cmtow- 
macmea,) joined in a declaration of trust respecting the 
estates. This deed recites that, by the marriage settlement 
of 1701, of John, on the occasion of his marriage with Sarah 
Leslie, the manors of CasUecoole and Gabby, and divers 
other lands therein mentioned (I have not got the settle- 
ment of 1701, but the lands near Toppid mountain and tiie 
Monaghan lands^ were probably meant), were conveyed to 
Stephen Ludlow and William ConoUy, in trust, to certain 
.uses and limitations, and that the lands were before mort- 
> gaged by James and John to Charles Melvill for £800^ the 
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proper debt of Janies. I have Mr. MelvUrs ooanterpart of 
Colonel Corry's moi-tgage io him, dated 2&th Noyember, 
1700. James and John Corry mortgaged to him for £800, 
Ramally, Clabby, Moysnoght, Mullaghsilligaffh, Drumoor, 
Brackagh, and the mill of Clabby, all in the barony oi 
Tirkennedy. Also Laragh and Comecary, in the barony of 
Cremome. Interest was to be at the rate of 8 per cent, 
and the lands were certified to be of the clear value of £160 
per annum. It further recites that certain lands were con- 
veyed to JohnCorry,inthe buronies of Longfordand Oranard. 
in 1697» for £850 ; and also on the 27th Februacy, in the 
same year, two houses on the west side of Queen-street in 
Ozmantown, Dublin, for £500. That the £850 and £500 
were the monies of James Corry,and by him paid for the lands 
and houses. Thai it was agreed by tne marriage settlement 
that John should be seized of all the lands so conveyed to 
the said John Corry, to the intent that John and Sarah and 
their issue, and the estates limited, might be indemnified 
from the said mortgage, and from some oiher debts men-, 
tioned in the settlement, and from costs. If they should 
sufier any loss thereby they were to be indemnified out of 
the rents and profits. 

The declaration of trust then recites that the mortgage 
had been paid off, but that James had had to boiTow £700 . 
towards doing so, by borrowing, together with John Conv 
and James Auchiidedi (his son-in-law), £400 from JamesOlad- 
stone, on the 4th November, 1707, to be repaid with interest 
on the 11th December, 1709; £200 from John Speer,and £100 
on December 1st, 1707, from John Speer, William Hanck- 
ness, Maiy Hanckness, Anna Hanckness, and James Grain. 
John Corry and bis executors, &c., were to be indemnified 
as before. 

On the 28th Februaiy, 1708, James and John Corry exe- 
cuted a further declaration of trust, which commences by a 
repetition of the matter in that of the previous year, 
and then adds the conveyance (stated to be on 25th December 
last) of the two lota 94 and 95, in Dublin, from Mr. Napper 
of Loughcrew. It says that Mr. Napper*s share of the x500 
purchase-money was £375, but that there had been reallv 
due and owing to him for principal and interest^ £700, whicSi 
James. Corry had had to borrow as follows >--on 15th 
December, 1708, James and John Cony gave a bond to 
secure £400 to James Cathcart^ of Tulliceter, county Fer^ 
manach ; also another bond on tJie same day to secure £100 
to Robert Cirawford ; and a third on the 4th Ilanuary, 1708-9 
to James Speer. It declares that these severally ure the 
proper debts of James Cony, and that John and bis h«in 
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are to be indemnified ; but thai John holds the lots 91 and 
95 in trust only for James, who may dispose of them by will 
or otherwise. No explanation is riven whj^ James Corry made 
these pnrchases in Longford and Dublin, in his son's name. 

In 1708 I come upon some more militia commissions. 
Colonel James Corry, on the 26th April, received a fresh 
commission as colonel of horse. Malcolm Cathcart (either 
the same person, or a namesake of the person who was one 
of the five original " defenders" of Enniskillen,) received a 
troop of home in the regiment, and Thomas Smith was 
appointed to be his lieutenant On the same day Jason Has- 
sard was appointed to be a captain in Colonel John Corry's 
regiment of foot I might have supposed this last to have 
been an error, as John Corry's commission as Colonel is 
dated 1715, as will hereafter be seen, but for the endorse- 
ment on the back of Captain Hassard's commission, in Mr. 
Armar^s handwriting, wlio must have known the facts. 

In 1709 Colonel Uony had plans prepared for rebuilding 
or rather building, a new mansion-house, which was, I 
presume, commen<^ shortly afterwards. I have alternative 
plans of it the larger of which only fits the elevation. The 
older building, or what remained of it after the fire of 1689, 
was turned into a kitchen wing. The house was sixty feet 
in length, consisting of a thi'ee-windowed dining room 
facing the west, probably about twenty or twenty-one feet 
long, a hall with one window at the side of the door, and 
on the other side of the hall was a two-windowed sitting 
room^ which» in later days, would probably have been called 
a study. Facing the east was a drawing room, at the south 
end ; a stiurcase m the middle of the house ; and a bed room 
at the north end. A back staircase went up between this 
room and the wing rooma On the firbt fioor were bed rooms 
with what are caUed in the plan, closets, that is, little rooms 
through the bed rooms* (except over the hall), probably used 
either for powdering or washing rooms. Up stairs were 
some more rooms in the slope of the roof with dormer win- 
dows ; some of these had fireplaces, (the fireplaces in this 
house were often in an angle of the room), and were prob- 
ably used as family rooms. 1 have seen a house built 
originally (for it has been added to), nearly on the same 
plan and of the same dimensions, except that it has a base- 
ment story. This i)lan of building gives more room and 
better rooms than might be expected. 

The house was built on a very peculiar ridge of ground

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dose to Lough Coole, which lies on the higher side of it* 
All that remains of the old building is the well, which 
is utilized by means of a forcing pump for the present 
house, which is some 300 yards off. When the land 
sprii^ are high this well stands nearly foil, although 
within a few yards of it, the ground has been terraced to 
a considerable depth, on one side, whilst it falls rapidly 
to the lake on the other. The stables, and some few and 
probably poor farm offioe-houses stood to the north of the 
house, on the ridge. 

Near its site to the south, are three very old pollarded 
sweet chestnut trees, and a younger one, probably a seed- 
ling. Though now sheltered by an oak avenue, they lean 
away to the east, which shows that in their younger days 
they were exposed to the west wind. TheM are the only 
trees in Castlecoole demesne which I can suppose to he 
older than the date of this house. They have evidently 
been in a hedge which was levelled probably in the middle 
of the last century. 

There are within a short distance of the present house, 
a row of exceedingly fine beech trees, which are some 125 
feet high, and some of them of considerable rirth. The 
largest, of which only a dead stump remains, I measured 
when the last arm broke off, and found it to be of that height. 
This, however, was a forked tree. At four feet from the 
ground its circumference is seventeen feet The other trees 
vary very much in circumference, and some of them have 
got very rotten, as have the three old sweet chestnuts men* 
tioned m another place. These beech trees I consider from 
the number of rings I counted upon the butt of one of them 
which had fallen some few years before, to have been danted 
very shortly after the house was built about 1710. The soil 
is nch, but the ground rises very quickly above the trees 

S which probably were originally planted in a boundary 
ence), so that they are well sheltered from westerly winds. 
Several of these ereat trees were blown down in the great 
circular storm of January, 1839. I was at GasUeooole at 
the time, but was too young to remember the immense 
havock which was made in the woods by it The tiee, 
whose butt 1 measured, fell some seventeen or eighteen 
years ago, on a calm wet day, coming up by the roota^ and 
the butt of it was, I believe, sound. 

It is rather remarkable, that when the last arm of the 
fork of the larsest tree of all fell some few yean up^ a 
brandi which nad grown across an arm of its neighDour» 

* Akrgtiodiefpvtgr^grlAg fMM stni tskli ipoa Lm^ CMltb Tkn^ 
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Aiid become marched in it, was pulled off, and now regularly 
comes into leaf with the other tree, the sap of course at one 
end flowing the wrong way. There are a good many fine 
trees upon the bank and hill above these beech trees, of 
different sort and ages, including two or three Spanish 
chestnuts, some spruce and silver firs, and larches. The 
latter were not introduced into Ireland till long after the 
date I have arrived at This bank is sometimes a veiy 
good place for woodcocks, being planted with laurels. 

In 1709 Colonel Corrv made a settlement of portions of 
his estates which were in his own power, or over which he 
had a power of appointment or altcnration. 

On tnel8th February in thatyear,by anindenture tripartite 
between James Cony of the first part; Hugh Af ontgomery of 
Derrygonnelly, and Jjawrence Crawford, ot Carrowmacmea, 
county Fermanagh, of the second part; and James Moutray,of 
Aghamoyles, county Tyrone, and Charles Stewart, of Mount 
Stewart^ in the county of Dublin, of the third part; it was re- 
cited that the lands of Ballagh, Qonbolt, Fahy, otherwise 
Tiagh, Clonralogh, donealogh, Lisnegrenoge, Knockmartiny 
Ooreffraneyt the two Leitrims, Coghona, otherwise Cohana, 
Cknrtmoran, Qilshoh, Qilgelshah, Drung, Aghaoordrinan, 
Carowmacorkei and Clintni, in the baronies of Longford and 
Granard, containing by estimation about 2,600 acres more 
or less, as also two nouses in Queen-street, Dublin, in the 
occupation of William Poole and Sir Richard Levinge res- 
pectively, were purchased in the name of John Corry, but 
nevertheless in trust for James and his heirs, and with his 

S roper money; and whereas John stood bound for some 
ebts of James, and by the settlement of 1701 it was 
declared that the premises were purchased in trust for 
James, and that James mi^ht dispose of them by deed or 
will, subject to indemnifying John against the mort^agt« 
and debts ; and whereas James was seized in fee of the lands 
of Denyhamey, Agholow, Coredare, part of Mullaghkippin, 
part of Ooleagh, Clonecaman, iJroleB, AttacTanbryan, 
Corephat and I^[atillid, in the barony of Magherastephana 
and countv of Fermanagh, and was disposed to settle the 
above as hereafter menuoned ; he therefore (having pre- 
viously executed a lease for a year) released, for vanous 
considerations, and particularly of £10, the lands in Long- 
ford, the tenements in Dublin, and the lands in the barony 
of llaghers8tephana» to Montgomery and Crawford, in trust 
fint for his own use for life, without impeachment of waste ; 
and then he created a term of 999 years after his death, 
dnring which they were conveyed to Houtray and Stewar<h 
and tbeir heirsy In trust for the use of his son John for lift, 
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tai6 after his death, to the use of John's sons and their hein 
male successively. But failing heirs male, to the use of 
John's daughter ilartha and her heirs male, or fiuling them 
of any other daughters of John successively. But to this 
was attached a mther singular proviso ; Martha Corry was 
to marry, within three years of her becoming marriageable, 
her cousin John, the eldest son of her aunt, Rebecca 
Moutray, if they should both live to the sge of marriage* 
and he would consent thereto and take the name of Cony, 
and use and write himself by it, for himself and his children ; 
and his father would settje on the marriam, and John and 
Martha's heirs male bv the marring, his wnole estate of in- 
heritance. If John Moutray died before Martha was mar- 
riageable or had married her, then his next brother Anketill 
was to be substituted for him under similar conditions, in- 
cluding using and writinff himself by the name of CSorry. 
But if Martha should die before this arranffement could be 
carried out, then any other daughters that John Cony might 
have, were to be substituted for her successively in order of 
birth. The only relaxation of the condition being that John 
or Anketill should not have been previously married. 

From this I gather that Martha was at this time the only 
child of John Corry, and had been bom for some littte 
time. No other daughter is mentioned by name. I may 
add that idl this forethought for Martha Corrv's future 
marriage was thrown away. She did eventuaUy inherit 
the Longford and Dublin property, but when the time 
arrived, many years afterwards, she was provided with 
another husband. John Moutray manied Mias Elisabeth 
Montgomery. 

If a daughter were to refuse to carry out the condition of 
marria^, within three years of attaimng marriageable age 
and being actually seized of the premises ; then her interest 
in them should cease, and the trustees should bold them to 
the use of the next daughter who would comply with the 
condition. 

The trustees were to pay an annuity of £6 to Elizabeth 
Jackson aUcut Kirke. She was, I believe, a servant^ and 
housekeeper at Castleooole, nearly a quarter of a century 
later. The trustees were then to raise portions for Cblond 
Corry's flnrand-daughters, the children of his second 
daughter, EUsabeth, who had married Mr. James Auchinleeh, 
and lived at Thomas Hill, now called Thomastown, just 
outside Gastlecoole demesne. Mr. Auchinleeh belonged to a 
family sprung from a gentleman who had come frmi Scot- 
land, and aoccming to traditiont was married to adaughter of 
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A^eaident Keith. Mr. Auchinlech himself was the son of 
the Rev. James Auchinlech, rector of the parish of Gleenish, 
(iine of the Trinity College advowsons,) not &r from Castle- 
ooole, by his wife Marmret^ whom he had married in 1650. 

In 1704 he married Elisabeth Cony, and had (besides five 
daughters), an only son, also called James, who married in 
1734, Susanna Cony of a different family. This last pair 
had a son, the Rev. Alexander Auchinlech, rector of Ros- 
8oiy — a parish immediately adjoining EnniskUlen. He 
married Jane Ecdes, of Eodesville, who was niece of Gal- 
braith Lowry, who as already has appeared, married John 
Corry's second daughter, Sarah, in 1733. Mr. Alexander 
Auchinlech had three sons and a daughter, viz., the 
Rev. James Auchinlech, incumbent of Lisbellaw; Anna, 
the wife of Mr. Richard Dane, of Killybevlin ; The Rev. 
John Auchinlech, rector of Dunboyne, father of Major 
Auchinlech, R.A. ; and Daniel, who married Miss Stack. ifhiB 
last gentleman was for some years agent to the Tyrone 
estates of my family. His eldest son, Thomas, is Major 
Auchinlech, Tyrone Militia, of Crevenagh House, near 
Omagh. His second son is Captain D. Auchinlech of the 
21st Regiment; and his daughter is the wife of the Very 
Rev. Charles Stack, the present archdeacon of Clogher. 

Besides a son, Elizabeth Auchinlech had five daughters, as 
afaready mentioned ; and on them their grandfather, Colonel 
Cony, settled portions to be raised out of these lands. To 
Rebecca, the eldest, he assigned £300. To Margaret^ the 
second, who had lived with him, and been brought up in his 
house from her inSuicy, he appointed £600 ; and £200 each 
to the three younger ones, Mary, Sarah, and Elizabeth, to bear 
interest in each case at 5 per cent Should they die before 
coming into the money, it was to be distributed amongst tiie 
survivors. One of these youns ladies had an obliquity of 
vision. Her father having told a friend that he meant to 
leave her £1,000, whilst he only was going to leave another 
daughter £500* on being remonstrated witn, replied that he 
lovra his daughters ec^ually well, but that Uie extra £500 
would make the one with the crooked eves see straight 

The trustees under Colonel Cony s settlement were 
further to pay any remainder of James Corry's debts, which 
might appear in a schedule to his will, for whidi his personal 
effects^ or a sum of £1,400 for which^John (?ony was made 
answerable under the marriase settlement of 1701, mis^ht 
not suffice. James and John Oorry, and others taking under 
this setdementk were to have a power to grant leases for a 
taim not exoeeding forty-<»ne yean or three lives,(to persons)^ 

\ 
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in possession and not in reversion^ and they were not to 
take any tine exoeedinff one yearns rent The origiiial 
endorsement upon Uiis deed appears to me to be in Janies 
Cony's own handwriting. Colonel Corry had retained a 
power of revocation or alteration which he exercised on the 
13th March in the following year, so far as to reduce the 
interest on Rebecca's and Margaret's fortunes from £5 per 
cent to £3 68. 8d per cent, and on those of the three younser 
ones to £2 lOs. per cent This interest was deckred to be icnt 
their education and maintenance, and to be paid from the 
day after James Corry's death. If any one of them died 
before receiving her portion, it was to sink and meif^e in. 
the inheritance. This deed, the reason for which possibly 
was the birth of John Corry's second daughter, Sarah, was 
apparently cancelled by cutting off the signature. 

It appears that on the 26th March, 1709, ^which, I may 
observe, was under the old style, nearly eleven months 
earlier than 18th February, 1709, the date of the settlement 
before dealt with, which provided the Misses Auchinlech 
with portions), James Cony and James Auchinlech of the 
first part ; Lawrence Crawford and the Rev. Andrew Mitchell 
of RiUyhevlin of the second part; and James Moutray and 
Alexander Montgomery of nallylech, county Monaghan, of 
the third part ; bad entered into a certain settlement dealing 
with most of the fr^hold lands in the barony of Maghera- 
stephana, and also with certain leaseholds in which G>lonel 
Corry had an interest; which settlement he (Colonel Cony) 
had uie power to vary. 

On the 9th October, 1712, he also, of the first part ; with 
Hugh Montgomery of Derrygonelly, and Lawrence Graw- 
foreofthesecond part, and JamesMouUayandCharlesStewart 
of the third part; entered into another settlement [which 
contained, inter aiia, provisions relating to the raising of the 
Misses Auchinlech's fortunes,] of Deriyhamey, Aghalow, 
Coreclare, Mullaghkippin, Polagh (}Qola),Cloncaman,Drole6, 
Attacklanbryan,Corephat, Legatillid,and the Longfoid land», 
and two messuages in Dublm occupied by WilHam Poole, 
esq., and Sir Richard Levenge, with reg^ud to which he 
appears to have had a power of declaring^ the true intent 
Tnis deed recited that the Loi]|rford and Dublin lands, JMX, 
were purchased in the name of John Corrv in trust for Jamei, 
and that John was bound for some debtsof James. Init James 
granted (for £10) the property to the trustees named as 
of the second part^ for tne use of himself for life without im- 
peachment of waste ; and then in trust to Moutray and 
Stewart for the use of John for life^ with remainder to ' 
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lieira male. In default of each to the use of Martha and 
her heirs male, and then to other daughters of John sueces- 
fldvely and their heiis male. 

Martha was to many only with the approbation of her 
father given in writing under his hand, and her husband 
was to take and use the name of Cony. Other daughters 
and their husbands, if they succeeded, must do likewise. 

If Martha married without proper consent, or her husband 
neglected to take the name of Cony, then her claim would 
cease ; and Montgomery and Crawford were to hold the lands 
to the use of the next daughter who should comply with 
the condition. 

Elizabeth Rirke was to have an annuity of £6 charged 
on the lands. 

The Misses Auchinlech were to have portions as provided 
in the previous settlement of 1709. Provision was made 
for the payment of any of Colonel Conr's debts over and 
above the £1,400 which John was bound by the settlement 
of 1701, to discharge. Leasing powers were limited to 
forty-one years or three lives, and no fine exceeding one 
yearns rent was to be taken. 

On the 30th May, 1713, Colonel Corry, and his son John 
entered into a further deed of settlement, which recites that 
James is seized in fee {inter (dia) of Drummack, Trenish, 
Finrah, Mullenascarty, Oghill, part of Garvoghill (these were 
not included in the deed of 18th February, 1709), Deny- 
hamye, Correphat^ LegateUid, Attackonbryan, Droles, and 
one cniefry out of Aghalow and Mullaghkippin,in the barony 
of Magherastephana. Also that he possessed an interest under 
a sixty-one year lease from Charles Balfour, dated 14th 
February, 1649, at £13 a year, from the 1st May then next, 
in Boesmacole, and Inisturke, Inishrouffhe and Manymakin 
in the same barony. On that Charles &dfour had, on 16th 
May, 1630, endorsed (on the back of the lease), a further 
demise for sixty-one years of Coigoul and Drasnye, at t^e 
yeariy rent of £8 6a 8d It then refers to the deed of the 
26th March, 1709, between Colonel Cony, Mr. Auchinlech 
and others, and recites that James Cony then conveyed the 
freehold lands, inter alia, to Crawford and Mitdiell, and the 
leasehold lands to Mouteay and Montgomery in trust, as 
therein limited, with a power reserved to James Corry of 
revocation, be ; but that in case he should revoke, James 
iuchinleoh was to have the fall benefit of a mortgage 
for £480 therein mentioned The deed then recites Se 
fiuiher indenture of October 9, 1712 between Ccnrry, Mont- 
gomeij, CrawfiNrd, Moutray, and Stewart crei^ing a tem^ 
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of 999 years for rabing portions for Rebecca^ Uaigarei^ 
Sarah, and Elizabeth, granadaughters of James Corry, and 
daughters of James Auchinlec£ It says that there wore 
several limitations in the deed of 26th March, 17(^9, and 
the same wore settled in lien of, and in full satisfiLction 
of, the mortgage of £480 which James Auchinledi ^ haa 
and then hi^ It further recites that James CSony is 
minded to revoke the said settlement, and does revoke it^ 
and makes a resettlement — Crawford and Mitchell bein^ the 
trustees — as to the freehold lands now particularlv reated, 
to the use of James Cony for his life, without impeach- 
ment of waste ; and then to the use of John Corry for ever. 
As to the leaseholds, to his own use for life, if the lease last 
so long ; and after his own death, as to Inisturke, Inish- 
rourke, Corgole, and Bossmaooule, to the use of John 
Cony for the remainder of the term of the lease, subject to 
the whole rents of £13, and £8 6s. 8d payable to Charlee 
Balfour. The Balfour family of Townley Hall, county 
Louth, once possessed an estate at lisnaskea (now, I believe 
the property of the Earl of Erne), in this neighbourhood. It 
is not unlikely that Charles Balfour belong^ to that family. 

As to the remainder of the leaseholds not limited to John 
Corry, they are assigned to James Auchinlech free of rent 
during the remainder of the term. James Corry then de- 
clares and appoints tliat the term of 999 years for raising 
the Misses Auchinlech's portions, and also the remainder <? 
the term of sixty-one years of the unexpired leaseholds 
^ranted to James Auchinlech; and the settlement by the 
deed of 1709 of the remaining freehold lands (not specified) 
on James, the son of James Auchinlech, or any other eldest 
son of James and Elizabeth Auchinlech; or fiuling them on 
the male issue of Elizabeth ; and the settling £38 6«. 8d 
on James Auchinlech and his children as therein limited, 
and tiie yearly sum of £40 on Elizabeth (his wife) for bar 
life, and the yearly sum of £40 amongst the children as 
therein limited, as being in Ueu and in fuU mUisfaction^ 
not onlv of the mortgage, but also of any claim that Jamas 
Auchinlech might have in right of his wife under any settle- 
ment executed after or upon the marriage of James Oony. 
[This probably refers to the settlement of 1679.J 

Ana in case James Auchinledi and his wife or their 
heirs do not abide by these conditions. Colonel Corry revokes 
all settlements in &vour of his or Elisabeth's childxm, and 
settles the lands, &a, to the use of his son, John Obny. 
The mortgage for £480 was, I think it probaUe^ in eon- 
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nezion with Elizabeth Corry'a fortune. There is entered in 
lb, Armar's list^ a deed between CSorry, Auchinlech, and 
Robert Hansard, declaring the uses of the said mortgage, to 
whidi no date is assign^, and which is missinj^ aLo a 
(similar) deed of release from Mr. Auchinlech, James his 
son, and Elizabeth his wife. 

That Mr. Auchinlech did not forego his claim to his mort- 
snmrB is shown bv the articles of agreement dated 7th 
August, 1734, on tne marriage of James Auchinlech, junior, 
wiw Susanna^ daughter of «H)hn Cony, of Lisanock, in the 
county of Fermanagh ; in which the deed of mortgage is cited 
as still in being, and as affecting the lands of Drumark, 
Finrah, Trenish Drumlengues, Drumerine, Crumye, Qort- 
CTntm, Drumbrack, Mullinaecarty, part of Oghill, and part of 
Garvoghill, in the barony of Magherastephana, and that the 
interert was eight per cent ; and provision is made for the 
contingency of Colonel Cony's representatives paying off 
the mortgage. The artides have been lent to me by the 
Rev. A. E. Auchinlech, of Car Colston, Notts, Mr. Auchin- 
lech's descendant. 

There was also a deed of mortgage, dated 5th December, 
1713, made between James Moutray, of Aghamoyle, and 
James and John Cony, of the one part^ and Sir Ralph Gore 
of the other part It recites John Conr senior's settlement 
of 4th April, 1679, and the articles of agreement of 23rd 
February, 1663, between him and Oliver Ancketill, on the 
occasion of the marriage of James Cony and Sarah Ancke- 
till ; and that it grantea to Somerwell and Leslie, as trustees, 
the manor of Castlecoole, otherwise Castle Atkinson, in the 
baronv of Tirkennedy ; and recites the various denominations, 
and also the tenement and dwelling house in Enniskiilen, 
in the possession of Lawrence Dunterry, and another in the 
possession of Edward Picken, and two buigess acres in the 
possession of Robert Mackerran ; also in the proportion of 
Ulabby, the followinglands, Ramallv, and Comemucklagh, 
Moysnaght^ dabby, jOrumcon, BracKagh, and Beagh, in tne 
Jiarony of Coole and Tirkennedy, and 400 acres in Laragh, 
Comecaiy, and TuUinemallrow, in the barony of Cremome 
(county Monaghan). It recites a power after the death of 
John Corrv senior, for James or Jonn Cony junior, or other 
heir of John senior, to settle upon a wife, a sum, chaiged on 
the lands» not ezceedinff one third of the annual value, and 
£1,000 upon younger children. It goes on to recite articles 
ci agreement between John Moutray and James Moutray, 
juo^ of the Sod April, 1697, and marriage articles of 2nd 
April, 16SM, between John Moutray» James Moutray, and 
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Rebecca Corry of the first part ; Alexander Montgomery, of 
Ballyleck, county Monaffhan, of the second jMurt ; and James 
and John Corry, of the third part ; and that in consideratioo 
of a marriage between James Moutray and Rebeccat and the 
settlement of Moutray*s estate, and reciting a power of 
charging, and that £600 was to be paid to James Moutmy 
on or before 1st May, 1698, with interest from ihe 
time of the marriwe at the rate of ten per oeatw» 
and £200 more witnin three months after John Cony 
should be married with the consent of his jE^ther; or 
if John should not marry within three years, that it 
should then be paid. It further recites the settlement 
dated 7th Februaiy, 1701, between James and John Cony, 
of the first part; Stephen Ludlow and William Conoll^, of 
the second part ; and Sarah, one of the daughters of Williain 
Leslie, of the third part ; and that in consideration of the 
marriage then to be solemnized, and of £1,000 to be paid 
by Sarah to James Corry, he conveyed to Ludlow and 
ConoUy in trusty the manor of Castlecoole, the tenements 
in Enniskillen in the possession of Robert Picken, Widow 
Stevens, and John Norris, and the parks in the possession 
of John Beard; and the manor of Glabby containing the 
lands of Moysnaght and Enockabritt^ MuUaghsiUigagh 
and MuUaghfour, Bamally, Camgart, Beagh, and Drumbrean, 
Drumcor with the mills, and two tates of Brackagh, also 
Mullaghknock, l^ralton, Drumderg, and Modena^ lUlyna- 
pishin,* and apiurt of Falls — thirty-two tates in all, lieing 
parcel of dabby— and also his interest in the lease of don- 
tillon, granted by Colonel Cohana^ht Maguire to James 
Cony for a term of years yet in bemcr; b£o Laragh, with 
the com miU, Cornecary, part of TuUenamabrew, Aghna- 
seragh, part of Lim^ar, one tenement in Monaghan in the 
possession of Dr. Loughrane, and two parks in the posses- 
sion of Phillip Macibrdell, in the baronies of Cremome 
and Monaghan ; also Ballydanare and Drumlinemore, with 
all the messuages, j»x, in and near the town of Monachan, 
and all lands held by James Cony in virtue of a lease dated 
31st Mav, 1680, made to him by Hemy, Ute Lord Baron 
Blaney, for sixty-one years from the 25th of March lasi 
Also the following Termons or church lands, Killenare, 
QortgonneU, Drumcreeny ^this name is obsolete, but most^ 
1 think, have been that ot the two modem townlands of 
Denymaheen and Dnimcrin in and adjoining Caatleoode 
demesne), Dernrvore, Derrybeg, Dromard^ Towletts (now 
Tamlaghtk A^nglioe^ the Plague pit), Ballytandn« Broekagh, ' 
MuUinaskea^ Ballylucaa, CavanoroaB» Cultaj^ and dopi- 
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oor, which James Corry held by virtue of a lease firom 

Ohambeny Biabaxon, esq., dated the 7th October, 1699, for 

eighteen years, from the Ist May then last past, together 

'With the benefit of renewal and reversion. And as James 

Cony received £1,000 and no more as Sarah Leslie's 

marriage portion, therefore he miffht by deed or will en- 

camber the lands for the benefit of his own younger children, 

or for the payment of his own debts ; but was to leave the 

estate free from all debts other than tho6e pursuant to the 

powers of tiiese presents. But this power of charging was 

not to prevent John and Sarah from receiving payment of 

their respective rentchaiges. 

And whereas £100 out of the £800 had been paid by 
James Corry to James Moutray, and also all interest; and 
whereas James Moutray had occasion for the remaining 
£7u0, and whereas Sir Ralph Qore was willing to advance 
the same at the rate of £6 lOs. per cent Now this inden- 
ture witnesses that James Moutray, for and in consideration 
of £700 paid to him by Sir Ralph Qore, at the desire and 
request ol James Corrv, the receipt whereof he acknowledges, 
doth bv and with the consent of James and John Corrv 
testifi^ by tiieir beinff parties hereto, assign to Sir Ralph 
Gore the £700 [provided for by the deed of 1698], and all 
his right and title in the same and in the lands ; and James 
Corry, with the consent of John, charees the land with the 
£700 to be paid to Sir Ralph Oore with interest at the rate 
of £6 10s. per cent No person was to be bound to travel 
more than ten miles from his residence, for the purpose of 
making sure these covenants ; and Sir Ralph Qore acknow- 
ledges that this deed and warrant of attorney are for one 
sum of £800 and not for two sums. On the 5th December, 
1713, Sir Ralph Qore dedares (by a declaration of trust) 
that the £700 was the proper money of John Corry, and 
that his name was maoe use of in the deed and bond of 
attorney for the sole and proper use and behoof of John 
Cony. 

In the same year there was, according to Mr. Armaria 
catalogue, a dischaige or release from James Moutray to 
James Cony in full of all debts and demands. 

Tn 1716 Colonel Cony made his will, which I subjoin. 
A codicil made subsequently was never executed ^— 

In the name of Ckxi Amen,- 1 James Oony of Oastleooole in 
the Ooontj of Fermaoagh, esqr., being well advanced in years, 
and not knowing how Socni it may 1m the pleasure of God to 
Call upon me out of this Tninsitonr life (which I hope in his 



memr will be to a much bettor), I th maiib this my Last Will 
and Testament aa foUoweth : Eurst I beqneath my Soul to Ood 
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from whom I live and have my being, and my body to Im boiiad 
with my Anoeiton in Decent form, with direotiona to my S<m te 
erect for na a monument in the Ohurdh of Denyrollan, Soitable 
to the qualety and fortune that ia decended to him ; next I laa^e 
to the poor of my neighbourhood the Sume of Six pounds V 
annum lor Seven yeara after my Death. I Do further will and 
bequeath to my Daughter Elifabeth Auchenleck the Sume of 
thirty pounda V annum during her life to be paid to her for h«r 
Sole and Seperate maintenance at two half yearly paymenta from 
and after the day of my Death ; I further will uid bequeath to 
her children the Severall portiona hereafter mentioned yis. To 
my grand Daughter Rebeckah Auchenleck three hundred pounds 
Sterling to be payable to her the day of her marriage by tlis 
conaent of her Parenta and XJnde John Oorry, Eaqr. and Interest 
for the same at the rate of aeren V cent untill it anall be paid ; Z 
likewise hereby will and bequeath to my Grand Mughter 
Margarett Auchenleck for her marriage portion ^She hsring 
lived with me and brought up from her infancy m my houas 
and family) the Sume of four hundred pounda Sterl and Interest 
for the same at the rate of Seven V Cent untill her portion bs 
paid for her maintenance; I Do likewise Will and bequeath to 
each of my three younger Grand Daughters, virt. Macy Auchen- 
leck, Sarah Auchenleck, and Elizabeth Auchenleck, two hundred 
pounds for each of their portions payable to them or either of 
them at the time of their respective marriages, and in the mean- 
time the Interest for the Same at the rate of Seven V oont for 
their maintenance whilst they are with their mother or on^ 
married ; I likewise will Leave and bequeath to my grand 
Daughter Martha Oony the Sume of one thousand pounds 
towuds her marriage portion, to be paid to her 'when she is 
married by the Consent of her &ther if he ii then living, or hj 
her mother if he is Dead before she marries. T likewise Leave 
and bequeath to my Grand Daughter Sarah Oorry the Sume of 
Eight hundred pounds for her marriage portion, payable when 
she is married by the Oonsent of her father if then living or by 
her mother if he is Dead. I likewise will and bequeath to each of 
my two other Grand Daughters, vist Mary Oorry, and Elinbeth 
Oorry, five hundred poun£ each, to be paid unto each of them 
respectively, when they Shall attaine the age of one and Twenty 
or be first married by the Oonsent of their fsther, or mother if 
She shall survive him, or Guardian if they are dead, at the time 
of their marriage or the marriage of either of them ; I likewiit 

will and bequeath a Legacy of pounda per annum to 

MeabeU Johnston for and during her life, who haa Served me 
many years, and also a legacy of Six pound a year to £liti^)eth 
Kirke to be paid to her for her sole and Seperate use during b«r 
life; all which legacies and portbns to be paid out of my pe^ 
son all Estate aa fir aa it will reach; and what it falls short to be 
paidoutof thatpartof my Estate that is of my own parohasiiig; 
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bemg near Six hundred pounds V annum of Land of Inheritance, 
in the Ooun^ of Fermanagh, Longford, Dublin, and Monaghan, 
besides Sererall Considerable Leases, and a personall Estate of 
liones, Gattle, Cows, Sheep, Mares, and Oolts, household fumi- 
tore^ plate, and Seyerall Debts due to me, and rent of Land and 
arrears of rent and Severall other moveables to the value of 
about two thousand pounds ; I likewise having an allowance by 
tiie Settlement d mj father John Oony Esqr. of charging that 
part of my Estate descended to me from him with the Sume of 
fifteen hundred pounds Sterl. for portions to my children or other- 
wise, I having borrowed and raised money for payment of my 
oldest Daughter's portion, who was married to Mr. Moutray, and 
for purchasing Lands to the value of Six hundred pounds V aiui. 
and upwards, which I hereby Leave to my Son, together with 
great Improvements of building and planting, as weU of houses 
gardens. Orchards, as a large dearparxe, all well walled, and of 
great advantage as well as Ornament, ibid I Do hereby appoint 
and it is my inll, that Sir Ralph Gore of Bell-Isle in the County 
of Fenaanagh Baronett, and Hugh Moimtgomery of Denygonelly 
in the said County of Fermanagh Esqr., Shall be my Ebrecutors 
for the Execution of this my will and every part thereof^ in 
manner and fona as therein is expressed. In Testimony whereof 
I have hereunto Sett mv hand and Seal this SixteenUi Day of 
May m the year of our Lord (}od One thousand Seven hundred 
and Sixteen 1716. Ja. Corry \Seal\, Signed Sealled Pub- 
lished and Declared in presence of uss the Lsmt wUl and Testa- 
ment of the above named James Corry.

Colonel Cory died in 1718, on the lltb of July; in 
which year probate of his will was granted to John Cony. 
As he must nave been of age on 26th August^ 1662, when 
his finther granted him the lease in (krridanaemea, he 
must have oeen at the time of his deatii at least in his 
seventy-seventh year. 

There is a portrait at Castlecoole which I believe to be 
that of James Ooiry. It has no name attached to it^ and 
has been cut oat of a larger pictore, and made into an oval 
with a black background, ana framed to match in point of 
auBe, a picture of a younff man who I suppose to have been 
his grandson, and last male heir. These pictures have frames 
of (MOige IFs reiffn, when the grandson (as a grown man) 
lived and died, which match in pattern thode of what are 
undoubtedly fiunily portndta. There certainly was a pit^ure 
of "'Colonel Corry '^ in the old house of dasUeoooi^ and 
althoQgh his son and grandson were both oolonds, he was 
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** the Colonel CSony " par excdUnoe. This picture repre* 
sents him ae a stern determined looking man m the armour 
of his tima There is a basket-handled sword at Castla- 
ooole, with the letters J. K (Jacobas Rex) upon it 

None of his letters, if he ever wrote any, have been pre- 
served. What is known of him is mainly eitiier from the 
recitals in l^gal documents, from his commissions, or bom. 
the paces of unfriendly critics. 

With the exception of the second Lord Belmore, who 
came into possession as a young man, he must have owned 
CSastlecoole longer than any of his successors, assuming that 
his father died m or about 1681. My own tenure, however^ 
indudinff the time of my minority, is now not very far 
short of his. 



CHAPTER Xm. 
JOHN OORBT, 171H-1726. 



John Corry'f inaniu;e with Sanh Leslie — ^Her own estate— -Mnt^- 
monnt and the WeUs--Hrohn Cony elected m.p. for P"niffHt?im 
Colonel of Militia — Articles for a race meeting — ReoeiYes another 
commisaion as Colonel in 1715-^Elected M.r. for Fennanaffh— Mar* 
riage of llebecca Auchinlech— John Corry exchanges Kilsailagh and 
Derryharney in Magherstephana for Largj in Tirkennedy—Margarei 
Aachinlcch*s marriage—Lease of Killvmgh and KiUyhar to Mr.

James Corrt was succeeded in his estates by his only son 
John, who has been frequently mentioned in the preceding 
chapter. Bom in 1666, he must have been, I uiink, the 
youngest surviving child of his father's first marriage, with 
Sarah Anketill ; and at the time that he succeeded to the 
estates was either fifty-two, or in his fifty-second year. In 
his youth he is stated to have served their Majesties Einff 
William and Queen Mary through the wars, bow in Ireknd 
and in Flanders. In 1701 he fulmled the condition laid down 
in his ffrandfather^s settlement of 1679, of marrying * a wife 
being his equivalent or equal in birth and fortone,** in tiie 
person of Miss Sarah LesUe (probably the eldest) oo-heiresB 
of William Leslie, of Prospect, near Ballymena, in tiie 
county of Antrim. I think it probable that ue was related 
to the Key. Dr. John Leslie,* who was one of the trustees of 
the settlement^ in which the expression occurs. Her father, 
who was descended from the house cf Bothes, and her 
mother, had died before her marriage. She had inheriUd 
some property from her &ther. Her mother had devisedto 
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her all her household ffoods, plate, and chatteLi by her will, 
which was proved 30th May, 1699, by her as sole execuiriz. 
Mrs. Leeiie left all moneys which should fall due or 
aocme in any manner or way to her, by the death of the 
Lady Marchioness of Antrim, together with all such ready 
money or debts as should be due at the time of her death, 
to her daughter Elizabeth, who was living at Castlecoole in 
1721, and probably later, and was made an executrix of 
John Oorry's wUL Mrs. Leslie desired to be buried in the 
parish of BaUvmoney, near her husband. 

From Mr. Armar's catalogue I gather the following in- 
formation about Miss Leslie's estate : — 

Li 1637, the earl of Antrim and his brother Alexander, 
executed a deed of Culnermoney, &a, to James Hamilton, 
and to James his son. 

In 1660, James Hamilton of Cloughoor made a deed of sale 
to James Hamilton of Cioughmills, of Loughnehardvemith. 
la 1674, James Hamilton of Clouffhcor made a lease for 
arear, and a release to, and passed a fine in fiivour of^ 
WiUiam Leslie, of Culnermoney, bo, 

Mr. Armar notices a copy of James Hamilton, sen's., will 
and probate, and the following documents, vix. : — 

A claim made by James Hamilton to his freehold, before 
Olivei^s (CromweU's) Commissioners, and a decree in his 
fiivour made in 1657. 

A release, dated 1659, from John Hamilton, from any title 
he might have under the above will to said freehold estate. 
A b:>nd from John to James Hamilton, jun., for £2,000, 
to make good the said release. 

A release from John Hamilton foralegacy of £500 under 
the above will. 

A claim made by Widow Moore to Kilmoile, and allowed 
her by Oliver's Commissioners in 1667. 

A deed of sale from James Hamilton to James Ker, dated 
1669, of Top, &a 
Mrs. KernB administration to her husband, 1662. 
A fine levied (in 1676), 28 Car. XL, by the co-heirs of 
James Ker to William Leslie. 

A lease and a release fi^m James Ker to William 
of Top, dated 1676. 

Also a lease from the Earl of Antrim, of the baronies of 
Dunluce and Glenarm to William Leslie, to counterseoure 
Haltridfle's debt^ being £l,06a 

Miss Leslie's property aJso seems to have included the 
tithes of the island of Bathlin. 
Of this maniage there appears to have been for sevsfal

years only one daughter, Martha. I infer this because 
Colonel (jk>ny*s settlement of 1709 only mentions her 
amongst the children of John Corry, by name. Sarah, the 
next daughter, was probably bom in 1710. Leslie, the only 
son, was bom in 1711, or possibly 1712. Mary was bom in 
1712 ; and Elizabeth some time previous to the date of her 
grandfather's will, in which she is mentioned in 1716. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cornr appear to have lived in the townland 
of Bonnvbrooke or ^illynan, during J&mes Corry*s life, in a 
house which no lon^r exists ; and which must have been in 
full view of his (John's) brother-in-law James Auohinlech^s 
house in Thomas HilL He purchased the lease of this house- 
from Lawrence Crawford (most likely the one of Carrow- 
macmea), who held it under his father James Cony. Not 
very fiur from the site of this house (which is now in- 
cluded in the Thomastown farm), and partly in Bonnybrook, 
but on the opposite side of the county road, and in Castle* 
ooole demesne, is what is called a bottom, known as Matty* 
mount, with a brooke running through it I used to suppose 
that Mattymount was a corruption of some subdenomination, 
until I heard last year, or the year before, that there is a 
tradition amongst the labourers that it was so called because 
in old times there was a big stone near a pool, which Miss 
Martha (or Matty) Corry used as a mounting block to get 
on her horse. (>n the opposite of the brook, on the side of 
the townland of C!arrowmacmea, were two spring wells, one 
called Tobemasool, the well of the eyes, to which pilffrimajMS 
used to be made. The other was called ToberpatriSc Td» 
latter has yielded to the obliterating influence of field 
drainage, but the site of Tobemasool is still traceable, by a 
strong spring, which is too much for the drains. 

In that part of the field of Mattymount^ whidi lies in the 
church townland of Ballylucas, there is on the ground a 
double ring, with one ring perfect, the other imperfect 
This was I understand the site of a cockpit, which was 
firequented by the country people in the last centuxy. 

It appears from the msn (jommons Journals, that John 
Corry was retumed to serve as a member for the borough 
of ESuniskillen, in 1703, in place of Sir Michael Cole, and 
continued to serve at intervals, alternately with a member 
of the Cole family for some years. His name last appears 
in the list of members preceding the session of 1711, in plaoe 
of Michael Cole, esq. 

In 1706 his name, as before mentioned, is attached to the 
certificate of the losses hv the fire of Ehmisldllen, together 
with those of Messrs. D. Kynd, Jason Hassard, and Allan 
Cbkthoart 
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In 1708, Gaptain Jason Haasard was appointed to a com- 
pany in his r^ment of foot. This r^P^^^^^ ^V, ^^® 
been raised under the authority of the Commission of 
Array of 1707 before alluded ta 

In 1710 or 1711, several of the gentlemen of Fermanagh 
and nei^bouring counties agreed U> certain articles for an 
annual rlate to be run for, which were as follows ^— 

" At the *Piifhwaj in the ooontv' of FermanaglL 

'* Articles for a Plate to be nm for every, second Wednesday in 
May, for seyen years, to be continued afterwards as the sub- 
scribers shall think fitt, the first Plate to be run for the second 
Wednesday of May next, one thousand seven hundred and eleven. 

** 1st. Any hoTBC, Aa, may run for this plate that never won to 
the value g£ five pounds at once, provided, however, that the 
winning this plate do not exclude any horse, ko., from running 
for the same another year. 

** 2nd. Any horse that wins two heats and saves the distance a 
third heate, is to have the Plata 

*'3rd. If three horses, Ac, win each of them a heate, then they 
must run a coarse of two miles, and the horse^ Ac, that comes 
first is to csny the Plate. 

** 4th. No horse, Aa, to have any share in this Plate, shaU be 
distanced any one heate. 

** 5th. Every horse, Ac., to run three heats, each heat of four 
mfles, and to tarn the posts as the Course shaU (be) laid out. 

«< fith. Every horse, ^, of foarteen hands thiee inches high or 
upwards, to csrry eleven stone, and every horse, Ac, under that 
siae, to csrry only ten stone and a halfe. 

** 7th. No riders to jostle except the two foremost, and no foul 
play to boused. 

'* 8th. Every rider to weigh going out and coming in, at the 
starting and ending pests, and to be allowed one pound for 
wasting, or to have no share in the stake. 

** 9th. Every horse, Ac, to start between the hours of twelve 
and two afternoon, and to be allowed half an hour to rub after 
eveiy heatb 

** 10th. Every subscriber to have liberty to enter a horse, ko.^ 
for this Plate, the horse, drc, to belong immediately to him, of which 
he is to make Oath if required, wtopay four Quneyest Entrance. 

*^llth. Evefy person not bdng a subscriber that puts in a horse, 
Ac, to pay four Guneys Entrance money, which money shaU be 
ran for, as the subscribers that are present^ at the running for 
the other Plate, or the mi^rity of them shaU Mpoinl 

** 13th. Every horse, Ac, that runs for tins flats to be entered 
and shewed upon the Course that day fntnight before they run, 
or pay six Ouneys the same day before startimr at the starting 
Posti which six Ouneys are to go with the BntnoKMi Money 
tow ar d s the seooiid Plato aforesaid. ^

The docu- 
ment 18 interedting as showing who were the principal resi- 
dent gentry of the day in the neighbourhood. The Messrs. 
Mervyn belonged to the county Tyrone ; Mr. Ancktill to 
Monaghan; tlLf, Sanderson, I suppose, to the county of 
Gavan. Castle Saunderson is in Uavan, on, the borders of 
Fermanagh. 

I am not certain where this racecourse was. There was 
a racecourse at Enniskillen formerly, about where the 
Deny Bailway, and the Omagh-road below it, now run. 
The lake, which I believe the present generation of Ennis- 
kiUeners calls the Mill Lough, was formerly called the 
Racecourse Lough, and the course, the site of which is 
marked on the Ordnance Map of 1834, was in use up to 
the early part of this century. 

The heats to be run, being each four Irish miles, would 
be equal to upwards of five and a half English miles each ; 
so that the horses, which would appear to have been low 
in heigth, must» in any case, have run to win, no less than 
sixteen and a half miles; and, in case of three dififerent 
horses winning each heat, nearly two and one-third mile 
must be addra, making well on to nineteen milea The 
Fermanagh horses were celebrated long after this for their 
endurance as hunters. Now comparatively few good horses 
axe bred in the county. 

In 1715 John Gorry received a commission as colonel of 
a repment of foot, raised or to be raised for His Majesty's 
service in the militia of the county of Fermanagh, and to 
be captain of a company in the said regiment. This is 
dated the 17th September, 1715, and signed by the Lords 
Justices, Will : Dublin,* Jo : Tuam,t Kildaxe. 

Nothing more is heard of him until his father's death in 
1718, when he succeeded at Castlecoole. I observe that 
the coat of arms on the seak of James and John Corry 
differed somewhat from that now used by my family in 
consisting only of a saltire sules, omitting the rose ppr. 

John Cony also succeeded his father in the representation 
of thecoun^. 

The certincate of his return, of which I have the original,

After the death of his father ^whom he did not survive 
very long) there are a few memonala of him. John Oony 
seems to have gone on with the improvements at Castle- 
coole, as evidenced by certain pen and ink maps of portions 
of the property, the oldest of which, those of Bonnybrooke 
and the deerpark, are dated 1718; and are the oldest mape 
I have. The map of Bonnybrooke, shows ihe old road to 
Toppid Mountain, parts of which are still "on the coontjr'*; 
and which was the road along, and over the tremendous hilla 
of which, the judges and the bar travelled dronit That of 
the deerpark shows a fiirm outside the wall, parts of which 
are still m ihe hands of ik tenant bearing the same name of. 
Wilson. 

In 1719 Bebecca Auchinlech, Colonel John Corry's eldest 
niece, was married to Andrew, son of Edward Leonard, of 
Drumbrocas, gentleman. An indenture of settlement was 
made between Edward Leonard of the first part ; Andrew 
Leonard of the second ; James Auchinlech and his daughter 
Bebecca of the third part; and John Cony, of Caatlecoole, 
and Oliver Ancketill, of Ancketill Qrove, of the fourth 
part; whereby Edward Leonard conveyed to John Cony 
and Oliver Ancketill in trusty the lands of I>rumbn>caa» 
Lisnagool, Drumgoon, Carrigocassie, Corricohenan, and all 
appertaining to them, in the barony of MaffheraatophaDAi 
county of Fermanagh. The trustees paid to Edward 
Leonard £200, out of the £300 left to Bebecca for h&t 

m

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marriage portion by her grandfather, James Coiry. Edward 
Leonud retained a life interest in Dmmbrocas and the two 
next mentioned lands subject to a rent* as regarded Dram- 
brocas ; and after bis death his wife Boda was to have a 

C^ly rentcharge of £1 5 ont of them. The two other town- 
da seem to have been settled on Andrew Leonard for life 
from after the marriage. Andrew Leonard was to have a 
lenteharge of £12 out of Dmmbrocas, and Rebecca was to 
have a jointure, if she survived him and had male issue, of 
£21 a year ; or £80 a year if there was no male issue. The 
remainder in the lands, was to sons of Andrew successively. 
If there should be no issue male of the marriage, a term of 
forty-one years was created to raise a portion of £500 for a 
daughter or daughters, if any. Tf there were to be a son, 
and one or more daughters or younger children, there was 
to be raised a sum of £200 for the latter^s fortunes. After the 
marriage the remaining hundred pounds of Rebecca's for- 
tune was to be paid to her husband. 

The settlement is dated the 20th of August^ 1719, and 
witnessed by Robert King, Natt Irvin, and Robert 
Hassard. Oliver Ancketill signed on the 11th of Sep- 
tember in presence of Natt Irvin and John MDoweiL 
Edimd Leonard acknowledges the receipt of £200 on the 
2^rd October ; the witnesses are Andrew Leonard and Natt 
Irvin, whilst Andrew Leonard does not acknowledge his one 
hundred pounds until 8th May, 1721 ; the witnesses being 
ICaigeston Armar and Natt Irvine. He was then married, 
for he speaks of Rebecca as his wife. This legacy was in 
addition to the £300 which she had under hergrandfitther^s 
ietUement of 1709. 

I have a memorandum in a scrawling handwriting 
(jKond adsross) which I transcribe as showing the prices S

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In 1720, CoL Corry made an exchange with Sir Balph 
Gore, of two of the townlands which hia fatner had porchaaed, 
viz.: EilsaUagh and Derryhame, *.» Maghera8tepana» for 
Laigy, a large rough townlan^* ji Tirkennedy, between 
Oarvary and Ballvreagh, in ** joanor of Goole, uid Olaa- 
drummond, lying between P uyreach and Toppid lionntun. 
This had the effect of oonF .mating Uiat part oftheeatate, and 
at the same time considen^bly increaainff its acreajze, whilai 
Derryhamey, and probably KilsaUa^hy by in to Sir Balph 
Gore 8 property, bemg very close to hi8 Beat at Belleisle. Thia 
was done by a lease for a year at a peppercorn rent> dated 19th 
September, and a deed oi exchange dated the next day made 
bv virtue of the statute for transferring uses into posses- 
sion. This deed is the first, connected with the Fermanagh 

Sropertv which I have come upon, which has a memoran^ 
um of a memorial having been registered, entered in the 
Register Office in the city of Dublin, the 3rd day of Hay, 
1721, at 12 o'clock at noon (in Lib 81, pase 73, et Num 
18235) ; the execution was duly proved, and we re^trar'a 
fees were la. 6d. B. Parry was the registrar. The witnesses 
to the deed were William Gore, Charles Grattan, and Robert 
Hassard. Sir Ralph is described as the Rt Hon. Sir Ralph 
Gore, Baronet, Chancellor oi His Majesty's Court of Ex* 
chequer in Ireland, and one of His Majesty's Most Honorable 
Pri^CoundlL Laigee and Qlasdrummond are estimated at 
four tates of land. 

In 1721, Margaret Auchinlech was married. The deed of 
settlement recites that Patrick Enenr of Cullohill, county 
Fermanagh, and his son Thomas did covenant and agree 
with John Corry and James Auchinlech, their heirs, executorsy 
and administrators, ** that he the said Thomas Eneiy shall, 
and will, on or before the said fourth day of July instant^ 
according to the rites and ceremonies of the Church of Ireland, 
as by law established, marrv and take to wife the said 
Margaret Auchinlech if she tnereunto shall consent^ and the 
laws of the Holy Church will permit James Auchinlech and 
his daughter on the other hand agree that she shall take on 
or before 4th July, Thomas £nery to husband if, Jca, Ac.** 

In consideration of this intended marriafie,Man;aret'a mar* 
ria^ portion of £400 left by her grancQfather? will (and 
which was in addition to her £600 under the settlement of 
1709), was paid to trustees,RichMdHa8sard of Swanlingbair/ 
county Cavan, and James Crawford, of Knniskillen. lEnery

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was aIbo to pay £400, and the whole was to accumulate at 
interest dunog their joint lives; and after his death, she 
was to receive in lieu of all claim for dower, £40 a year, if 
there was no issue of the marriage, and £32 if there was. 
After both their deaths, the money to be devisable amongst 
children if more than one. 

On the 4th July, Thomas Enerv acknowledged haviug 
received from his father £300 whi<m was (propenv) payable 
to him after his father's death. The witnesses were Miugetson 
Armarand John Enery. On the same day Thomas and 
Maigaret Enexy alias Auchinlech acknowlecfged the receipt 
of her £400, ''left her by ColL James Corry, deceased, 
and in full of all debts, accompts and demands whatsoever, 
due by him the said ColL John Corry, to her the said 
Margaret" Margaret signed herself as " Enery " in a good 
bold hand; the witnesses being Margetson Armar and 
Ancketil] Moutray. 

As this is the last occasion I shall have to mention the 
Auchinlech family for many years, I may add that I have 
no deeds of marriage settlement for the younger sisters, 
Mary, Sarah, and Elmtbeth. Mr. Armar, however, includes 
in his list a * Receipt from Mr. Scott for his wife's portion," 
and *' Da from Mr. Noble for do." This I take it refers to 
two of these young ladies, who had £200 each left to them 
by theirmndfather, liesides £200 under the settlement of 
1709. His wife ^Mn. Armar^ left in her will many years 
afterwards, legacies to some Auchinlechs who had been her 
husband^s waras, [ believe, (on the authority of a member 
of the family in the present day) : and following them £40 
to "Sarah Scott^" £50 to Elizabeth Joues, and £50 to 
Miss E. Jones; Mary possibly was Mrs. Noble, lib*. 
Auchinlech had a lease of Mullaghthomas in 1726, and in 
1733 he acquired a lease also of Eillyrea and Eillvbar. 
This comprised part of the land now held by and included 
in the demesne of his descendant Mr. Dane. 

I have a counterpart of the lease of Eillyreagh and Eilly- 
banry then in the possession of Edward now, granted by 
John Oony in 1722 (6 July), to James Crawford, merchant, 
Eoniskillen, for the lives of Ralph Crawfordy aged about 
eleven* Heniy» a^ed about nine, and Laurence, i3l sons of 
Tt^iam Crawfora, Esq., of Sno whill ; at £10 a year. He was 
notto wastethe plantations and timber trees on &e premiseSy 
bat might cut ilie sally hedges, and was to preserve the 
ditches ttU the sallies were well grown. It was agreed 
thai if Jdm Oony died, and his son, Master Leslie Oony 
shoQld arrive at age, and that Mrs. Sarah Oony then wished

to live in Bonnybrooke, Eillyreagh was to be mirrendered 
to her for so long as she shoiud live and should also occupy 
it. If she died, or had no occasion to occupy it during the 
continuance of any of the lives, it was to revert to James 
Crawford or his heirs. The timber and royalties were re- 
served, and the tenants were to grind at the manor mill, and 
the inhabitants to do suit and service at the courts leet and 
courts baront and pay the scheneschal such leet money as was 
customarilv paid m them. It was also agreed that if'' Edward 
Darling's lease of Bonnvbrooke, bearmg equal date with 
these presents shall by the insolvency of the said Darling, 
his heirs and assigns, revert into the possession of the said 
John Corry, his heirs and assigns, that then and in that 
case the said James Crawford, &c., shall surrender the said 
premises to the said* John Corry, &c., when by him or 
thom demanded.** I presume that Mr. Crawford assigned 
the lease to Mr. Auchmlech. On the back of it Mr. Anuar 
has endorsed, '* Laurence died in ye year . Henry died 
in ye year 1742." 

In 1723 Colonel Cony had an estate map made, which, 
except the pen and ink maps before alluded to, is the oldest 
map in my. possession (exclusive of the plantation maps of 
1609, of which I have copies). It is called ''An exact 
map of Manor Coole, made for the Hon. ColL John Cony, 
by Wm. Starratt, Philomoth, 1723.** This is not quite a 
correct title, inasmuch as in addition to the manor proper, 
it includes Largy, Olasdrumman, Toppid mountain, and 
neighbouring lands, excluding the Clabby estate. The 
Loughside estate is also shown on it^ but not in its right 
position. It is made to a scale, and is tolerably accurate ; 
and is useful for correcting other maps. BaUyreagh is 
divided into Near and Far &llyreagh. Kedagh is divided 
into Kedagh, Rossy vullan, and Uoneyberry. Drumrainy has 
disappeared in Agharainy, and the name Ballydrumbocas 
has also disappeared. Some one has marked in the mansion 
house with a pen ; and the site of Mr. Cony's house in Car- 
rowmacmea, ia also shown. The fields in the church land of 
Eillenure, which adjoined the demesne, and were probably 
included in it, are marked. The double ditches of these 
fields have, generally speaking, been levelled, but (neariy) 
every one marked on the map can now be traced on the 
ffround ; and the rings of old ash trees which were originally 
hedge-row timber in these fences, and have been out dowD^ 
of late years, are generally of such a number as to oondbo- 
rate this date. 

Behind the stables, Aa, some scattered trees are shown. 
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bat nothing to call a wood ; the place at this lime must 
have been yeiy bare. 

The last memorial of John Cony, prior to his death, is 
the following receipt : — 

' ** Oetober ye 31, 1726, I hare reoeLved from John Oorry Esq., 
the som of eleaTon pound twelye shiU : and sixpence^ in full of all 
4wwft4« for slating his honse^ as witness oar bands. 

RoBT. Orietbs, 
Being present^ his marks 

Nbalb Oatakagh. Danikl K Oribbs." 

Endorsedy *' Robert (kibes Discharge for slating Oasiie Ooole 
house." 

From the inscription on a mourning ring it appears that 
John Cony died on the 11th November, 1726, a^ed sixty. 
His will, (a very verbose document), is to the following eflfect. 
It is dated the 27th October, 1721, and says that he is at 
present in indifferent fi;ood health of body, and of sound 
and perfect memory, £c. He resigns and gives and be- 
queatnes his soul into the hands of his Creator, hoping for 
pardon of his sins through the merits of his Redeemer, and 
for a joyful resurrection at the Last Uay ; and his body to 
be decently interred with his ancestors, m the parish church 
of Deny vullen, in the county Fermanagh, at the discretion 
of his executors, 

He then recites his marriage settlement of the 7th 
February 1701, whereby the manor of Coole, containing* 
forty-one tates of land, two tenements in Enniskillen, two 
parks near the town, the manor of dabby, containing 
thirty-one tates, also lands, tenements, and parks in the 
county of, and in or near the town of Monaghan, and also the 
termons and church lands of Killenure, Gort^nnell, Drum- 
dreeny,Derryvore,Deriyb^,Drommard, Towlet(Tamlaght), 
BaUytarsons, Brackagh, Ibillyniskea, Cavancroes, Oskvan- 
carragh, and CultiagEi, being twenty-seven tates situate in 
the barony of Tirkennedy, were granted to Stephen Ludlow, 
and William CSonolly, esqrs., in trust He confirms this 
settlement, and recites that he is the right heir of his &ther, 
to whom the lands had been limited. He says also that he 
is soiled in fee of several lands, &a, from his father, in the 
counties of Longford, Fermanagh, and the county of the 
city of Dublin, and the suburbs of Dublin and elsewhere, 
wludi were purchased by his fS^ther; and that he has also 
the reveraion and remainder in fee of all the lands mentioned 
in the settlement. He devises them to Sir Ralph Gore, of 
BeUeisle, bart, Samuel Madden, of Manor Waterfouse,

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esq., and Elizabeth Leslie, of Oastleiooole, spinster, in trost ; 
aiKl he constitutes his wife Sarah Cony, with them as 
his execatorSf and guardians of his only son Leslie Cony, 
and of his daughters Martha, Sarah, Maiy, and Elisabeth, 
until they come of age, or die before attaining foil aoe, ia 
the desire that they will take care of their estate and educa- 
tion ; but his dear wife is not to meddle with the rents of 
the premises belonging to his son under the settlement ; and 
as regards his leases for years, and other goods and chattela 
and personal property, he deyises them to his executors in 
trust to sell them for so much as can be got, and thereout 
to pay his funeral expenses and debts. If they do not sufficet 
any balance is to be paid out of the rents of the land. 

Also whereas his wife is entitled under the settlement^ to 
£200 a year jointure, and also to her own paternal estate; 
neyertheless of his great loye and affection for her be leaves 
for her use for life, all his plate and furniture, and after her 
death, he leaves tiiem to his son Leslie if living, or to his 
heirs male and female, if dead ; and failing them, he leaves 
them to Martha or her heirs ; and failing such, similariy 
in succession to Sarah, Manr, and ElizabetL 

He appoints that his wife may enjoy for her own use the 
house of Castlecoole, and the two tates of Eedagh, the two 
tates of Coneybemes, and the church lands now held and 
enjoyed therewith. [This would probably mean so mncfa 
of Killenure Hill, &c., and Enocknacrina as was inside the old 
demesne fence, the Flax Field, Longhill, &c., and Qortgon* 
nell Hill], until Leslie comes of age. She is to keep in repair 
the house, out-houses, gardens, and improvements, from 
afier his son comes of age, or if he should die before that^he 
leaves her the lease for lives of the dweDinghouse, out- 
houses, and gardens in the lands of KiUynan, otherwise 
Bonnybrook, and the land and farm thereunto bdonsing, 
for her life, in case the lease which he purchased nom 
Laurence Crawford should last so long. His dear wife was 
to pay the rent and keep the house, gardens, and improve- 
ments in order. Afler Mrs. Corr/s death, he devises the 
remainder of the lease to Leslie Corry. He leaves to his wife 
his coach and six coach horses^ with all things thereto 
belonging, twelve of his best cows which she shall choose^ 
and aU her rings, jewels, linen, woollen wearing apparel, and 
paraphernalia, personally worn or used by her. If her son 
charges her or the guaraians, any rent for the use of Castle* 
coole, or the demesne during his minority then he wills that 
out of the rents of the lands devised to the truatee8« they 
shall raisesomudhmoney as will pay the said rent and eosts^ 
and pay it to his wife or to the guardians as the case may be. 

K 
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He redies that he can, under his marriage settiement, 
raise £1,500 for younger children, and £500 more for any 
purpose he pleases ; ana also that his father had left £1,000 to 
Martha, £800 to Sarah, and £500 each to Mary and Eliza- 
beth. He appoints, witti 6 per cent interest, £500 to 
Martha under the marriage settlement^ and £500 out of the 
lands left to the trustees ; which will jrive her £2,000 in all, 
on coming of age or prior marriage, if she marries with the 
consent and approYat of the major part of her suardians. 
But incase she were to prove disobedient, he leaves 8ie£l,000 
to such of his daughters as shall be obedient; and in that con- 
tingency he leaves to Martha the sum of £5. He also leaves 
her £60 a year for her maintenance and education until her 
portion shall be paid, to be paid half-yearly. Under 
similar conditions he leaves Suan £500 (which would make 
her entire fortune £1,300), or £5 if she should be disobedient 
in the matter of marriage. Also £30 a year till she is six 
teen^ and £50 a year aftor that, until her portion is nay able. 
In hke manner he appoints Mary £500 (which would make 
her entire fortune xl,000), or £5 if disobedient, and she is 
to have £30 a year until sne is sixteen, and £40 a year until 
her portion is payable. To Elizabeth he similarly leaves 
£500 (making ner entire fortune £1,000), or £5 if dis- 
obedient She is to have £20 until twelve, until sixteen 
£30, and after that> until her portion is pavable, £40. If 
any one of his daughters dies without receiving her portion, 
or one of them succeeds to the estate, then her portion is 
to be divided amount her sisters, as are the legacies left to 
them by his &ther if still unpaid. 

As regards his son Leslie's education, about which he says 
that he is very anxious, he is not to be permitted to travel 
during his mmority, but is to be sob^ly and virtuously 
educated within Great Britain or Ireland, as to his guardians 
shall seem most convenient, fit^ and suitable to his temper 
and disposition. For his education and maintenance, he is 
to be allowed £60 a year until he is fifteen, £80 firom then 
until eighteen, and £150 from thence until twenty-one. 

The trustees and executorsmay i^point and pay an agent ; 
as it cannot be expected that they will transact the affairs 
of his fisunily, without some person employed under them. 
He leaves £80 to Charles Corrjr and £10 to William Cony 
(probably his cousins) to be nused out of the lands left to 
the tmstoee, and paid to them when out of their apprentice- 
ships. He leaves £10 to the poor of DenyvuUen; £10 to 
the poor of Rnniskillen ; and £20 each to ids executors to 
haj them rings and mourning; fliese sums to be raisedbut of 
the renlSL ffis exeeators are to distribute the money to the 
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poor. Any balance of his personal property is to help the 
above le;(acies charged on lands. The lands, after the legacies 
are discharged are to be held for the use of Leslie Cony dar- 
ing his life, with remainder first to his sons and then to his 
daughters in order; in default of such to the use of his own 
daughters and their heirs similarly in order. Failing them to 
his nephew John lioutray, of A^hamoyles, county Tyrone,for 
life similarly ; failing whom to his nephew Ancketelllfoutrar, 
isc Failing them, to James Auchinlech the eldest and only 
son of his brother-in-law, and his heirs ; £ailinj| aU of whom, - 
to his own right heirs. The above person>9, if in possession, 
to have power to make leases for a period not exceeding 
forty-one years, and one, two, or three lives, in possession 
and not in reversion, for the best rent that can be obtained, 
and without tokii^ any fine. All the above persons are to 
take the name of G)rry if they succeed to the property. If 
anyone does not take the name, then he or she is to lose all 
benefit, which is to go to the next in succession. This is 
signed in presence of Charles Urattan, Francis Oashell, and 
William Barry. There are two codicils to the will The 
first is dated 25th November, 1725, and recites that John 
Cony and Sarah his wife, and Sir Henry Echlin, and the 
Rev. Dr. Henry Leslie, Dean of Dromore, tiie surviving 
trustees of the settlement of William Leslie, of Prospect^ 
county Antrim, had sold for £400 to the Right Honorable 
Marmaduke Coghill, of the city of Dublin, D.aL., all the 
tithes great and small of the Island of Raghlin, in the diocese 
of Connor, to which Mrs. Corry would have been entiUed after 
his decease for her life. He therefore leaves her in lieu of 
the annual value thereof, £20 a year for life charged on 
Drommach and Mullyniscar, in the barony of Magherastep- * 
hana. Witnessed by William Pole, Robert Irvine, aM 
Thomas Cook, notary public. 

In the second codicil, dated 9th Nov., 1726, John Cony says 
that he ia weak of body but of sound mind, and has con* 
sidered the circumstances of some of his younger children. 
He appoints his nephew Margetson Armar, who lias attained 
the age of a man smce he published his will, and of whom, 
he says, ^ I as executor and ffcuurdian took care since the 
death of his father," to be joint trustee with Sir Ralph Qore 
and Elisabeth Leslie, in the room of the now Rev. libr. 
Madden ; and to be joint executor of his will and mardian 
of his children. He annuls the lega<7 of £20 to Mr. Madden 
and gives it to Mr. Armar instead. He then si vea power 
to the executors to raise £1 ,200 out of the lands m Lon^bid 
and Fermanagh purchaaed bv his father, and devisesxSOO 
out of that sum to his dangliter Sanh, and £600 eaoh te 
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Haiy 9aiA Elizabeth, thus making up their fortunes to 
£1^500 each, on the same teims as m the original will 
finally be leaves £100 to his wife to be paid to ner within 
two months of his deaUi. This codicil is witnessed by 
William Leslie^ Thomas Higffinbotiiam, and Robert Irvine. 
Two days afterwards he died, as shown by the date on the 
mourning ring before mentioned, which was probably Mr. 
Armaria Probate seems to have been grantea on the 26th 
July, 17^, to his wife, Maigetson Annar and Elizabeth 
Leslie. Signed by Dr. Marmaduke CM^hill, CSom. 

There aie three pictures of John Corry at Oastlecoole ; 
two (neai'ly duplicates) in armour, taken in early middle life 
apparently. The other is in a sort of flowing civilian dress, 
taken when he had grown stouter. He wore a full bottomed 
wig, and had rather a retroussi nose. He was succeeded in 
the representation of the county after the general election 
by Heniy Brooke, esq. 



CHAPTER XI7. 

LESLIE OORRT, 1726-41. 



Ledie^f aoooont with Maivetson Ammr — Lina on Castleooole— Famfljr

When John Corry died, his son Leslie must have been 
about fifteen years of age. The active management of the 
property was undertaken by his cousin and mardian Mr. 
Armar, who was himself about twenty-fiv& r7o better or 
more methodical person could have been selected One of 
his earlier acts appears to have been the compilation and 
classification, of tne family deeds in the catalogue to which 
I have so often referred, and without which it would have 
been by no means eaar^y to make a continuous narrative 
of the early history of the estates. This is endorsed ''A 
cattalogue of the Deeds and Papers relating to the several 
estates^ and to the family^ of C&atlecoole, perused by me 
in Sep., 1727," and to this he made additions from time 
to time down to 1751, with occasional notes as to how 
certain papers were disposed o£ Leslie (3oriy came of age 
in 17S2 or 173S, aocording as he was bom in 1711 or 1712. 
After this event had token place an account fop the 
minority was settled between him and lb. Armar, which is 
of eonmeiable interest and which I subjoin :— 
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October the fifleenth, one thousand leven hundred and thirty- 
three, the above aooount wherein the Debtor side ia ten thousand 
five hundred and sixtj-two pounda, fifteen shillings and two penoe, 
and the credit side Nine ^ousand two hundr^ and fiftj-three 
pounds eighteen shillings and three farthings, and the Ballanoe 
one thousand three hundred and eight pounds seventeen shillings 
and one penny farthing, was this day with proper >ouchers, stated 
and allowed by and between Leslie Ooiry and Margn. Annar both 
of Oastle Goole, Esqrs., and the vouchers delivered up to the said 
Leslie Oorry, to whom the above ballance is still due. And I the 
said Leslie Odrry do for me, my Heirs, Ezecutors, and Administra- 
tois for ever, acquit and dischaige the said Margetson Armar, as 
Ezeoutor to my Father, and Guardian to my Person and Estate, 
■ad all the other Executors and Guardians named in my Father^s 
will, of all and all manner of dsims and demands whatsoever, and 
of ^e above aooount and chaise except the said Ballance. In 
Witness whereof^ the said parties have hereunto put their hands 
and seals ye day and year above written.

^ hk the above aooount Mr. Armar has made no charge for any 
expences and trouble, he has been at, in receiving my Bents, and 
managing my affairs ; nor for keeping horses and servants for mo 
at Osstle Goole, or shoing those horses ; or Post Letters ; or for 
myself whilst in ye country, since I entred ye Oollm ; which I 
here acknowledge with Gratitude and Esteem, as he has thereby 
answered ye great Confidence my Father reposed in his Friend- 
ship.

*' Lesly " Carry entered Trinity College, Dublin, October 
11, 1728, and graduated B.A. in 1732. I am not certain as to 
what was the Antrim lease mentioned in the above account 

In 1733 Leslie CSonVs second sister Sarah married lb*. 
Oalbiaith Lowry of Agnenis, as has been before mentioned. 
Their settlement is dated 26th July, 1783. 

It would appear that Mr. Armar continued to manage 
Mr. CioRy^s aflairs and probably to reside at GasUecoofe. 
There is but littie on record of Leslie CrnVs ownership 
apart from Mr. Aimar^s management and I reserve that

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management for & later ch^>ter. I subjoiii a poem whioh 
has been preserved, written probably hj a finend of tbe 
fiynily at Castleooole.

On the 9ih and lOih February, 1735-6, Leslie Cony 
executed a lease for a vear,and a release, previous to suffering 
a fine and reooverv of ihe manors of GasUecoole and dabby, 
and also the townJands of Mallyknock, Tyralton and others 
in that neiriibonrhood, in the barony of Tirkennedv, 
together with the two tenements in Enniskillen, latehr in 
ponoession of Robert Pickhen, Widow Stevens, and John 
Norri% and the parks lately in possession of John Baaixl ; 
abo the lands in ooontv Monaghan, of Laragh, with the oom 
miH Ooniecaiy, part of Tullynamabgen, Aghnaseragh, part of 
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Semigar, one tenement in tlie town of Monaghan^ fonnerly in 
poeseBsion of Dr. Loughrane, and two parks, formerly in pon- 
session of Philip Mac^jrdell. The release (for the oonsidera- 
tion of the sum of ten shillings) was to Alexander Nesbitt 
for the term of his natural life, ** to the intent and pnrpoae 
nevertheless that he, the said Alexander Nesbitt^ by vurtne 
of these presents, and of the said Act of Parliament^ may be 
good and pexfect tenant of the freehold, of all and singnlar 
the premises, so as a good and perfect common recovery nugr 
be had and suffered of and in the said premises, upon a wnt 
of entiy for deseizin in le post to be brought by Hamilton 
Trotter or some other person, to be for that purpose named 
against tiie said Alexander Nesbitt," &a, kc The memorial 
to this deed does not appear to have been ever registered. 
The denominations of tne Fermanagh lands do not seem to 
vary from those in John Cornr's tima The exemplification 
at the common recovery for the Fermanagh estate is dated 
29th February, 1787 ; that for Monaghan is missing. 
In 1736 Leslie Corry's third sister, Mar^, married Mar- 

Stson Armar, her cousm and former guardian ; and in 1738 
Birtha, the eldest sister, married Edmond Leslie, esq., of the 
dty of Dublin. Leslie Corr}* gave a bond for Martha's fortune 
of £2,000, bearing interest at six per cent, for which judg* 
ment wan obtained in Tiinity term, 1739. The trustees were 
Arthur Hill, of Bellvoir, county Down, and Maigetson Aimar. 

On the 10th December, 1739, Leslie Cony granted a lease 
for ever for £4 10s. ayear to John Murray of part of Mullagfa 
Monaghan. This must have been the park or parks near 
the town of Monaghan. This head-rent is the only vestige 
of the Monaghan estates in my possession, and is paid as 
for " Swan Park " by Dacre Hamilton, esq., of ComecaBsa. It 
is, I believe, partly built over. 

On the 11th April, 1740, the Duke of Devonshire, then 
Lord lieutenant, signed a commission appointing Leslie 
Oorry to be Colonel of a regiment of foot, and captain of a 
company in the said regiment, in the room of John Cornr, 
esq., deceased, in the militia of the county of Fermanagh: 
and on the 17th May following the Lords Justices, Hudit 
Archbishop of Armagh, Robert Jocelyn, Lord Chancd&r, 
and Henry Boyle (the Speaker), appointed him to be one 
of the Deputy Qovemors of the County Fermanagh. 

His health, however, appears to have riven way Portly 
after this ; for, on the 13th February followinfE; 1740-1, 
he made his will, in which he says that he is ^mxk and 
weak of body, but of sound and disposmg memoiy and 
judffment" He bequeathed to Maigetson Annar, of Cbntls 
CwHe, and his heirs and aasigna mr ever, the towns and 
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lands, kct of Agharenaf h (omittixig to mention I)ram* 
renagh), the DeerPark, KiUihily (Killyvilly), North Gairick 
M'Mea^ South Carrick M'Mea^ ComburiB (Coneyburrows), 
Boeswolandy Keadagh, Mulh MacThomas, Bonny Brooke 
(omitting to mention Eillynan), TulWham, Olasmullagh, 
Dmmcrow, Eilly Rea, Kilhnamaddy, ^Ivgrane, Eilfiala^h, 
Garvaiy, Lesaon, Lai^y, Near BaJlyrea^h, and Far Bally- 
reagh, Innisleague, lapped Mountain Emitting its name 
of Mullaghknock), Tyralton, Drumden?, Tullynephin, 
Modena^ &rumoor» Corafat^ Legihellet, Oamgart, Lurgan 
dftbby, Bamalin, Brackaeh, Morfullaght, MuUa^h- 
nlligagh, Clentillon, all in Sie county Fermanagh ; uao 
the towns and lands followinjr in the county of Antrim, 
▼is., Syconbeg; Sycon Irish, Upper Eihnoyle, Lower Eil- 
moyle, Ballywatics, Ardemulphin, Art^oran, Tagh^ and 
Taghjfad, BftUinginmore, Ball;^nnbegg, Coolerashdcm, and 
CooUnn. He Im to Qalbraitii Lowry, of Aghenis, and 
his heirs and assigns for ever, the foUowing lands in the 
county of Monaghim, viz., the lands of Laragh, Gomecarrow 
and the Mill, Aghaseragh, a tenement in the town held by 
Mr. ElUs, and a park held by Colonel Murray. He left 
to his dear mother jCSOO ; to his sister Elizabeth £1,600 ; to 
Mrs. Montgomery, wife of Hugh Montgomery, of Deny* 
gonnelly, £200 (she was sister to Mr. Amar) ; to the Rev. 
Thomas Hjj^nbotham £50 ; to Mrs. Tate £10 ; and to Mrs. 
Penelope l^die £20. He left his plate to be equally 
dividea between Mr. Margetson Armar and his sister Mrs. 
Martha Leslie, share and share alike. He ordered his debts, 
legacies, and fimeral charges to be paid out of the estates 
Im to Mr. Armar, except the £50 deviBed to Mr. Higdn- 
botham, which was to be paid out of the estate bequeathed to 
Mr. Lowry (his wife's brother-in-law). ' Lastiy, he appointed 
Maigetson Armar his sole executor, and devised to him all his 
chattels^ to aid him in the payment of his debts, legacies, 
and funeral expenses. 

The will was witnessed by Hugh Montgomery, Richard 
Magennis, and Will Leslie. 

The will was proved 2nd June, 1741, by Mr. Armar; 
the proof is si^ed "Nath. Bland, Commissary" for Hugh 
Stone, Lord Prmiate, and countersigned ** Ambrose Philip.'' 

Whoever drafted this will evidently did so without 
copying from former documents. There is an absence of 
the vmnage of John Gony's wilL There is no mention 
of the manors, and some of the names of townlands are 
misspeli The name of dabby is omitted How the Ooxry 
fiuaily became possessed of the Antrim lands I do not 
know. The Bichaid Maginnis who witnessed the will was» 
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t presume, a senrani, whose name appears again more than 
thirty years afterwards. 

Leuie Gorzy died on or about 20th Febmaiy, 1740-1, a 
week after making his will. 

There is a picture of ayoungman at OasUeooole, in a full 
bottomed wiff, and a sort of flowing dress^ whidi is fivmad 
to match other Cftmily picturoft of the period, and which 
is assumed to be his. 

This is the last we hear of Leslie Gony's mother. Tlien 
is a MS. poem addressed " To Mrs. Cony " amongst Mr. 
Armar's papers, which is undated, but probably was ad- 
dressed to her. It was covered by the following lettar >—

On the 26th May, 1747, Mr. Armar sent to Mr. Lowxy 
" by his Lady, " two documents relating to the tithes of 
Raehlin, sold to Dr. Coghill, as mentioned in John Ckxrirls 
win; also the will and probate of William Leslie, and his 
deed of settlement dated 1688. From this I presume that 
Mrs. Cony had then lately died. 

With Leslie, tiie fiBimily of Gorry of Castlecoole became 
extinct in the male lina Martha Leslie and her husband 
succeeded to the lands in the barony of MagherastephMU^ 
the estate in Lonoford, and the tenements in Dublin ; and 
in accordance with the will of her father, Colonel John 
Cony, they assumed that name, adding it to that of Leslie. 
Martha thus became Uie head <k her family. 

On the 29th March, 1742, an indenture was entered into 
between Maxgetson Armar, Mary Annar; and Eli»beth * 
Corry, of the first part; Edwa^ Matthewea» of Newcastle, in 
the county of Down, of the second part; and Edmond and 
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Martha Leslie Cornr, of the third part; which recited that 
James Cony, grano&ther of Martha^ Mary, and Elisabeth^ 
had by his will dated the 16th March, 1716, devised to 
Mary and Elisabeth the sum of £500 apiece, to be paid to 
them at the age of twenty-one or marriage; chamd on the 
landfly &C., in Longford, Fermanagh, and Dubun, which 
were his own purchases, and which he had devised to his son, ^ 
John Oony, since dec^ised, subject to the said legacies or 
portions, and to other legacies; and that James soon after had 
died, seized in fee and possessed of the certain lands afore- 
said; and that John (in his turn) had bequeathed the said 
lands to trustees for the use of his only son, Leslie, since 
dead without issue, and his heirs ; faiUnff whom to Martha, 
his eldest daughter. It further recited i£at John Corry by 
a oodidl to his will dated 1726, bequeathed to Mary and 
Elizabeth £500 apiece, over and above the legacies mentioned 
to be bequeathea to them bv his will, and provided that 
the trustees should raise the same out of the afore- 
mentioned lands, and that the same should bear interest and 
be payable in the same manner as the portions left them by 
his will were appointed to be paid and bear interest; and 
that Mary Armar nad attained the age of twenty-one in or 
about 28th December, 1733, and Elizabeth on or about 24th 
November, 1738 (no in orig., but quere 1736), and that 
Maigetson Armar had intermarried with Mary some time 
in 1/36, and became entitled in her right to the two 
several sums of £500, provided as aforesaid ; and that 
Maigetson and Mary Armar and Elizabeth Gorry, had, witii 
the consent and apnrobation of Edmond and Martha Ledie 
Cony, agreed, for tne consideration thereafter expressed, to 
make over to Edward Matthewes, the said sums (£2,000 in 
all), to which ^ they were entitled ; now this indenture 
wifaieased, that in consideration of £1,000 paid to Margetson 
Armar and £1,000 to Elizabeth by Edward Matthewes, and 
fior other considerations, they made over to Matthewes the 
several sums of £500 under James Corry's will, and sJso 
the sums of £500 under the codicil of John Corry's will

On thefoUowinff dar there was a furtherindenture between 
JL MaUhewea of the &st part; Arthur Hill, of Belvoif, county 
0own»and Maigetson Armar, of thesecond part; and E, Leslie 
Oorry of the third part ; which r^erred to the marriage 
settlement of Edward and Martha Cony.dated 80th January, 
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1738, made betwoen Edmund Leslie, of the fiTSt pari; Hartbft 
GorxT of the aeeond part ; Peter Leslie, of Qalgom, of tlie 
third part ; and Arthur Hill and Margetaon Armar of the 
fourth part; and recited that it was provided that £2,000, 
the marriage portion of Martha, should be vested in Hill 
and Aimar or the survivor of them, who should invest it, 
with the approbation of Edmund Leslie, in good security, 
without risk to themselves, and should apply the principal 
and interest for the benefit of the daughter or dauffhtm^ 
younger son or younger sons, of the marriage, or failing 
such for the benefit of Edmund Leslie himself. That 
Leslie Gorry had given a bond to secure the £2,000 to the 
trustees with regwi to which judgment had been obtained 
in Trinity Term, 1739. That Leslie Gorrv was dead, and 
that Edmund and Martha were now seixed of the lands in 
the county of Longford, of Glenbolt^ Gahana, Qertinoran, 
BaUi^h, Qanralla, Faghy, Knockmaitin, Upp^ and Lower 
Leitnm, Conyffranny, llmng, half Aghacordrinan, Claira, 
Carrow M'Oounce, and Qelsha, at and near Longford; also 
Aghamore, Aghnaloo, *Glenacaman, *Drummfusk, Finra» 
Trenish, *Drumcramp, ^Droles, *Drumerin, ^Drumlea^hs, 
^Qortp^arran, Crumise, Leffatillad, Comfitti Attelairbnao, 
^MuUiuascarty, and ^Drunmack, in the county of Fer- 
managh, rrhose marked with a (*) correspond with denomi- 
nations shown on Colonel John Corry's map of 1728 as 
forming the Longhside estate.] Also lots Nos. 94 and 96 in 
Queen-street, Oxmantown, Dublin, held in fee-farm under the 
Blue Coat School All tiie above were chaiged with two 
sums of £500 each, payable to Mary Armar, and the same to 
Elizabeth Gorrv, maJcing £2,000 in all, which were assigned 
to the said E. Matthewes the day before these presents. 

The lands were of the annual value of £550, and would be 
ample security for Martha's£2,000, which bore interest at the 
rate of six per cent ; and Edmond Leslie Cony, thinking that 
it would M of great advantage to his younger childnn to 
have his wife's fortune placed at interest upon the said 
securities, had prevailed on Matthewes to agree» on the 
payment of £2,000, to assign over his said securities to Hill 
and Armar. Matthewes, th^efore, assigned the sums of £600 
chaiged on the lands, making in all £2,000, to tiiem. 

Mr. Armar has made a memorandum in his catalogue of 
having handed over sundry deeds to Captain Cony in 
GotoMr, 1748, relating to his wife's property. 

As fSur as I know, Martha Lealie G»ry had onhr one 
child, who died younff. In the Cony vanity in Deny- 
vuUen old churchyard (which was under the churdi), is a 
piece of lead coffin, beanng the inscription, * Master Leslie 
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Corry died 11 March, 1743/' A piece of coffin board has 
ihe initials in eilt nails, ** K L. C," which leads me to snppoae 
tliat tiie child^ name was Edmond. 

There is a pictare of Mrs. Leslie Gorry, at Castlecoole, 
taken probably when between thirty and forty years of am. 
She is dressed in a ydlow gown, of a fashion not unliKe 
ibat of the present day. She died before her husband, in 
or aboat 1759. Otptain Leslie Gorry was elected ILP. for 
Newtownlimavady in 1741, in the place of Thos. Medlicot, 
deceased, and sat until his death in 1764 or 1765. 
When the Tacancy caused by his death* came to be filled, 
a Mr. Magan was returned, against whom a petition was 
presented by Captain John Staples, who comphined of an 
undue return. Tnis was referrea by the House of Commons 
to the Committee of Privileges and Elections, from whom 
Mr. Pery reported, on the 4th December, 1765, that they 
had examined William King, a bureess of tiie borough of 
Newtownlimavady ; who hwi said, that the 2nd of Novem- 
ber last was appointed by the Provost, Mr. Thomas Smith, 
for the election. The Brovost went into the town-house a 
few minutes before eight o'clock, and a minute before, or 
a minute after eight, he ordered the court to be opened. The 
witness said that he had obiected, on the ground of its 
being a very early hour, and he knew that Mr. Staples was 
in the neighbourhood, and with intent to offer himself as a 
candidate. The Provost took no notice. Whereupon the 
witness had said that he knew that the Provost had been 
served with notice before seven o'clock that morning, that 
Mr. Staples would attend the election. The Provost neither 
acknowledged this to be true, neither did he deny it But 
he proceeded to the election. 

Colonel Burton proposed one Arthur M^nm, and the 
witness proposed Captain John Staples. Tiaee persons 
only voted for Magan, and Robert Johnson and witness had 
voted for Staples. The Provost declared Magan elected. 
The five votes were polled in one minute. The whole pro- 
ceeding did not exceed four minutes. When the Provost 
declared Magan elected, witness said it could not be so, as 
not a good bui]^^ was present but the two who had voted 
for Staples^ besides the novost The Provost asked if the 
memben present would skni the books. Mr. Johnson and 
witness refused; but the Pkovost and the three persons 
who had voted for Magan signed. The Ptovost called to 
the Seigeant to acyoum the court; the witness twice

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objected. He said that he knew that Mr. Staples and 
more burgesses were expected in town for the occasion. 
The Provost said that Colonel Burton was a Member of 
Parliament, and must go to attend Parliament Seven 
minutes were consumed in all by the proceedings, and 
three minutes more in drinking a glass of wine. 

Captain Staples arrived ten minutes afterwards with 
John M'Causland, a burgess, who said he came to vote for 
Staples, and had never known so early an election, aithowh 
he had been a burgess for thirty ^ears. Captain Staphs 
went, by the advice of some of his friends^ to the town- 
house, but found the door shut, Witness went to the 
inn acyoining the town-house to get the key of another 
door. The man of the inn said that the key had been 
taken from him some time before. The Provost had been 
Provost for ten years, and he had never before held an 
election before ten o'clock. Witness said he had no par- 
ticular objection to make to the voters who had voted for 
Magan, but he objected in general to them. 

The Committee reported that Mr. Magan was not duly 
elected. A new writ was ordered to issue, and Mr. Staples 
was returned. 

After Captain Leslie Corry*s death, Satah Lowry became 
the head of the £eimily, and succeeded to her sister^s estates 
in Longford, Fermanagh, and Dublin ; and she, with her 
husband, and son, Armar Lowry, and her youngest daughter 
Mary, assumed the additional name of Cony.

Leslie Corbt, as we have before seen, bequeathed the 
CSasUeooole and dabby estates, as well as certain townlands 
in Antrim, to his cousin and brother-in-law Mai^tson 
Armar. The Antrim lands, were probably those mentioned 
under the head of " the Antrim lease " in the account stated 
in 1733 between Leslie Gorry and Mr. Armar. They ap- 
pear to have been at that time of but little value ; which 
mightpoesibly have been accounted forbya considerable head 
rent ; six years' profit during the minority only amounted 
to £297 139. 9d. As I find no further trace of tiiis small 
estate, I think it probable that Mr. Armar sold ii 

In 1737 I fina him in possession of an estate called 
Blessingboume, which is situate on the borders of Tyrone 
and Fermanagh, and which had belonged to Sir Henry 
Tichboume. 

Margetson Armar was son of the Yen. " William Armaf»* 
who entered Trinity College, Dublin* as a Siaar, 13th Feb- 
ruary, 1671. He became a scholar in 1675, and graduated 
B.A. in the spring of 1676. In 1691 we find him Precentor 
of Connor, and as such Rector of Ballymoney, in which 
parish Leslie Hill is situate. In September, 1694, he 
resigned that preferment, and became Archdeacon of Connor 
by exchange with Philip Matthews." I have not been able 
to find any mention of nis wife, but I think that she must 
have been a sister of Mrs. John Cony. 

''John Margetson, iu>., was Regius Professor of Physic 
in the University of Dublin in 1670. A James Margetson

iristian name in the Gaulfeild family, owing to an intennar- 
riage with the Archbishop's* daughter; whose son also 
fMajor John) was married to Alice, daughter of the first 
Viscount Charlemont." 

I have a manuscript medical book at Gastlccoole entitled 
Catalogus Morborum, in which is written the names 
" William Armar, 1693." 

William Armar's son " Margetson, was bom in 1700 in 
the county of Antrim. (He was not quite of age when 
John Corry prepared his will dated 27th Octol^r, 1721, 
but was folly so, for the codicil of the 9th November, 1726. 
'Of whom,' (says John Corry), 'I as executor and guaidian 
took care since the death of his father' [which was in 
1707]. * He was educated at Enniskillen school by Mr. 
Grattan, the master thereof, and May 7, 1716, at the age of 
sixteen, he entered Trinity College as a Fellow CSommoner. 
He graduated BA. in Dublin University, spring com- 
mencements, 1720." 

From a name written in an old book at Castlecoole, I 
infer that he had a brother Richard. His sister Elizabeth, 
married Hugh Montgomery, esq., of Derrygonnelly, county 
Fermanagh, and from her is descended Hugh de Fellenbuign 
Montgomery, esq., of Blessingbouma As we have seen, 
Mr. £nnBT managed the Castlecoole estate gratuitously, not 
availing himself of the power reserved in his uncle's will to 
appoint and pay an agent, during the minority of his cousin 
IiMlie; and as he is always descnoed as " of Ciastlecoole," for 
this and other reasons I suppose him to have continued to 
manage it until his cousm's death in 1741. His own 
ownership, added to these two terms made up a period of 
nearly fortjr-seven years, during which he seems to have 
been unremitting in his efforts for the improvement of the 
estate and demesne. The latter he considerably enlaiged, 
and althou£;h many of his improvements have become out 
of date, and in the course of more modem alterations been 
removed, yet the traces which remain in all directions show, 
that at a period when under draina^ was unknown,and arti- 
ficial plantations few, the works which he executed in the way 
of laige double fences, with trees planted on tiie top of the 
banks, must have becoi ver^ judicious and us^ul, as they 
certainly were substantial, m an unsheltered country mxcL 
as Fermanagh must have been a century and a half ago ;

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when all, or nearly all, the cattle had probably to winter in 
the fields; and must moreover have been the means of 
giving a vast amount of employment to the poor people of 
the neighbourhood. 

He purohased from Gonatantine Ma^ire, esq.. Tempo, 
on the 23rd July, 1719, for £100, the &nn, townland, or 
tate, called Clentillon, then held by Josiaa Armstnyng or 
hiB under tenantn, a yeaily rent of £3 being reserved. 
William Leslie is one of the witnesses to this deed On the 
back is endorsed, in Mr. Armar's writing :*— 

<<Deed in Fee from Oonst Maguire to Maign. Annsr of y» 
Fana ^ Clentillon. Bent 3 pds. pr. anm.** 

And then lower down :— 

"I bought ve Chief Rent and sent ye deed to Mr. Neshitt by 
Mr. Higinbotham, September ye 28th9 1741, to regisfeer it." 

As Leslie Cony mentions Clentillon in his will, it is pro- 
bable that Mr. Amar originally bought it for him, during 
his minority. 

In 1734 a pen and ink map of Derrymakeen, now part of 
the demesne, but then on the opposite side of the DuUin- 
road, was made for Leslie Corry. This map shows that the 
old road leading to Bellevue and the Ring; did not then 
exists at any rate otherwise than as a mere track. There is 
also a map of the parks of Eillenure between the demesne 
and the town of Enniskillen. 

The following memorandum extracted from the first pa0S 
of a rent book, and which is in Mr. Armaria own hand- 
writing, is interesting as showing the unall return given, 
by the land, with the farming of the periods— *

From the Above it appears that men receiyed about 8^d 
a day Mrages in the spring. 

In 1737 Mr. Aimar paid a mower for two days Is. lid. 
In 1730 he sold a cow for £2 6eL, and in 17S7 another for 
£110s. 

From 1736 Mr. Armar seems to have superintended the 
rebuilding of Derry vullan church, the particulars whereof 
will appear in App. T. 

In 1736 he married Hnry Corry, without a settlement, as 
appears by his will. She was at this time about four and 
twenty, and he about five and thirty. 

In 1741, by his brother-in-law's death, he became 
owner of tiie greater part of tiie estates which he before 
managed. 

Mr. Armar also held a power of attorney fix>m Lady 
Gore, the widow of Sir Ralph Gore, of Belleislo, to manage 
that estate durinff the minority of her son. 

The Gore fiunuy were an elder branch of the family of 
which the Earl of Arran is a younger branch. 

In Pinnar's survey, 1619, we find as follows (page 168) r — 

•* Ckptain Paul Gore hath 1,000 acres called Oarrick. 

** Upcm this Proportion there is a Bawne of lime and Stone, 
with a house in it mhabited by an Bnglish gentleman. He hath 
on this hnd eight English iamiUes." 

From Captain Gore was descended the Ri Hon. Sir 
Ralph Gore, bart. Chancellor of the Exchequer in Ireland, 
whose name has before occurred in connexion with the 
Cony estates, as a trustee. He married Alice, daughter of 
Bishop St Geoige Ashe, of Clogher. The Rev. Wm. Gore, 
Dean of Down, who lived at Bcmnybrooke in 1728, was a 
bfother of his^ and was father of a Bishop of Limc^^ndc 

• 
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The minor whose property Mr. Annar umiiAged be^me 
first Earl of Bobs. After the death of his son, the second 
and last earl, the property was sold to the Rev. J. O. Porter. 
The bu*onetcy went on however : Sir Ralph St Ueoige Oora 
is now ^e head of the family.

Of Dr. Dnnkin's, there is a letter which is of some local 
interest, and which covered a prose and a poetical letter of 
introduction to Lord ChesterlBeld, in Latin, which were never 
delivered, probably because Mr. Armar did not go to Bath. 

Mt vbbt dbae Fbiend, — ^As in our last conversation about 
your going to Bath, I proposed to write a Letter to My Lord 
Ghestorfield on that Occasion, I could not rest, till I discharged 
my Pronuse, and though it is here yet a doubtful Point, whether 
"hit. Armar is destined for England or not, that matter depending 
as I hear, on a consultation (I had almost said conspiration) of 
Physicians ; yet at all adventures I have sent the Credentials in- 
doced, which I hope he will accept as the best Indication of my 
sincere Friendship and Esteem. 

I have always imagined an Excursion of this kind might give 
a favourable Turn to the Oonstitution of Ids Body, by the mere 
change of climate and Exercise, while it entertained his mind with 
Variety ; and I have stall the vanity to wish I may in any manner 
prove instrumental in bringing together two Persons, whom I 
most affectionately love, and highly honour. 

It gives me Pleanire to find, that you have rather improved 
than impaired your Health by your late ioumey ; but for my Part, 
you must not judge of my Condition by the jocular Freedom of 
my Style to his Lordship; which was written in sober sadness for 
his amusement to divert my own Melancholy. 

I have not enjoyed one pleasurable Day, since you left us j^and 
I am at this instant assaulted by violent Rheumatio Pains, and 
kbouriiiv under the lowest D^eotion of Spirits. Thus am I

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gloomj wiihin ; and what hare I without bat dismal Protpeete 
for mj self and my neighbours 1 for surely such an unnatunJ^ 
severo season, as this, h*th not visited the sons of Adam's Raoe 
sinoe the Days of Noah. It seems to threaten nothing less than 
Famine and Mortality. The Prices of aU Provisions in our 
Markets are already doubled ; and, if Heaven abate not its Rigour, 
may soon be quadrupled, and so forth, ad m/miium^ thiou|^ the 
villanys of Forestallers and Monopolisers. I am obliged here to 
drop my Pen and take a Dish of Ck>free, to Dispell, if possible, the 
vapours, which press upon this unhappy Brain of mine. Well now 
that Sullen Fit is almost over. I return to my Paper, somewhat 
revived ; and instead of writing, imagine my self spetJdng to my 
hospitable neighbour with my quondam £ase, N^ligence, and 
Ignorance of ail those high and mighty Matters, whic^ pass for 
profound Wisdom with your Fools of Business, to the rail Satis- 
faction of my own Appetite, the manifest consumption of his roast 
Beef, and repeated Evacuation of his Parson's Bottles. But alas, 
I dream and am again reduced to the common Element The 
cellars of Oastleoool are locked up, and the Chambers of the 
South displayed. It rains, it pours ; and if it holds on at this rate, 
I shall never be able to hold it out ; so that by the Betum of 
Spring you may reasonably conclude that I and my Family are not ; 
or (what my wise neighbour, Crawford, thinks as bad) Beggars : 
for how can we shut our Hands, and have our Ears openi You 
have made your Escape in good Time from these ciying Evils : 
otherwise it is a Penny to a Peck of Meal, but before winter was 
over, you might in spite of your Teeth become a very Catholic^ 
and fast three days in the week, whereas now (I would pawn my 
word for it) you devour an entire half ounce of Bread per diem. 

Should all other Expedients fail, I propose, in conjunotMm with 
my wife and children, to Commit some petty Felony, that we may 
be supported in jail at the public Ezpence. 

But suppose we should not honestly starve with hunaer, is it 
not as cruel we should perish with Odd 1 I can neither bqg^ nor 
buy, nor borrow, nor steal a dry turf tiiroudi this whole country; 
so that I greatly fear I shall be oompelbd to make fiwqoent 
Incursion into your Territoiys, and terrible Devastations among 
your avenues and orchards. In thii case you must not hope they 
can withstand my Fury ; for want oometh like an armed man, and 
neceaaity is keener than an ax. But, whatever, hostilitjs I may 
practise hereafter against your Property, it is high time I should 
give some quarters to your Pattence ; therefore let me talk no 
more of cutting down your tall Tnm, bat break off this kmg 
Epistle.

I translated my Latin letter for the Benefit of Lady Chesterfield 
and ytoL knoBr. Hall Dunkin has written copies of both for 
your use. 

MT DCIB LOBD, 

The sad accounts of your Deafness and Lowness of Spirits 
have rendered me quite insensible to those real DisordeiSi which 
my merry Friends here would think imaginary. They now begin 
to sympathize, and pity that visible distress, that instant affliction, 
which nothing, but the remote Prospect of seeing my Lord Ohester- 
lleld in perfect health can alleviate. 

This Pleasure I propose to myself by the return of Spring, at 
Bath, when I hope to meet him, with his usual ease and con- 
descension, affable and audible, like the God of the Season, 
reviving all around him with sprightliness and joy. 

Since my Domestic affairs in the meanwhile cannot suffbr me to 
cross the Channel, in order to pay him my personal respects, I 
have deputed Mr. Armar, the Bearer of this Paoquet to be my 
Proxy; than whom I know not a more amiable and worthy 
(3entleman. His highest ambition is to be thought your Lordship's 
humble Servant. My sincere veneration for his virtues, and my 
singular obligations to your goodness could not resist the 
Temptation of recommending him to your particular notice, 
whom his own deportment will much more amply and effectually, 
veoommend. 

Tlie Sole Disqualification he labours under is, that he ia almost 
as deaf as your Lordship ; a double misfortune indeed, unless you 
chose to converse like the Blessed, by intuition. He is in Truth 
a man — But I shall not repeat in downright Prose, what I have 
said without a Fiction in Verse, and therefore give him over to 
his better genius, and your Lordship's Favour. 

I have maturely consulted a Common Lawyer, a Civilian, a 
Pdpish Priest, and a non-juring Pkurson about your Hereditajry 
andLidefeasible Bi^t to Deafness, and their opinions are severally 
thus. 

Hie ncn juror swears that he will never allow, the monaiohical 
Prerogative of being deaf to the cries of a nation, to such a Be- 
pablina in Liberty, Letters, and good works; adding that 
Hereditarr and indefeasaUe lUght of uridvances, holds only good 
in cases of the King's fiviL 

The Popish Priest frankly confesses, that althou^your prudent 
and equal administration of affiurs here^ might in a great measure 
have blasted the Hopes ni a certain Italian adventurer, imd con- 
sequently hvrted the Mother Cburoh; yet you were so fiura 
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oathoHo Blesamg to the poor Irish, tliat 70a made in a maimer 
converts of him and his whole Fraternity : protesting they were 
willing to renounce and abjure, the divine Entail of aiUtniT' 
Power, Brogues and even wooden shoes, though made after the 
nicest French fashion ; and so subscribe to any political creed you 
should compile for the Salvation of their Goods and Ohattels ; and 
that however you were not apt to take things upon Heanay, yet 
as your Ears were always open to their just complaints, he will 
in opposition even to hu Holiness of Bome maintain, and assert 
yoiur auricular infallibility. 

The Civilian, grants indeed that among all nations, bene iacens, 
et male audire, is an established maxim of general Import and 
authority, but utterly denies that it extends to your Lordsnip's par- 
ticular case ; for that in foro oonscientue, though not so valid and. 
binding as an express and positive canon, whereas you have been 
long well heard, you ought in your turn to hear as well. 

The Common Lawyer if more conversant with Common Sense^ yet 
concludes with more natural justice^ reason and equity, thai no 
Defects or impediments of Proprietors, can legally and lineally 
descend to their Posterity, so as to bar, or affect Ears male, or 
Tongues Female.

None of the foregoing are dated. But the mention of 
Eliza Corry being an inmate at Gaatlecoole makes it probaUe 
that .they were written about 1750, as she married Mr. 
Archibald Hamilton in that year. By him she had one aon^ 
who I believe died unmarried, ohe married secondly 
James Leslie, esq., of the family of Ballybay, county 
Mona^han, prior to 1765. I do not know who are intended 
by Gkrissa and L»lio: possibly Mr. and Mia. Galbraith 
Lowry, as Mr. Armar and Mr. Lowry appear to have been - 
great friends. These last three poems appear to fix the 
date of the makiiu; of the garden connected with the old 
house at CasUeooofo, traces of which are still to be found 
in the field now called the bowling green, and also of the 
making of the old fish pond between the house and Goney- 
burrow wood, and a wide ditch or canal, now mostly filled up. 
Li connexion with this the terraces round that wood were 
evidently made ; and the row of remarkably fine beech tree^ 
which form the outer edge of the wood, appear to answer 
very well to this date, as the probable time of their beinff 
planted. They are not as tall or old as those in the beech 
walk ; but on the whole are finer specunens, although seme 
of those in the walk surpass them. I lately saw a tree in 
the park at the Ebigue which compared with them.

Dr. Delany, humbly 
inscribed to Margetson Armar, eeq."

This is not of sufficient interest to transcribe^ but I 
tion it because Dr. Deluiy, sometime Dean of Down, 
the husband of '' Mrs. Delany." He was an S.F. T.CXI>^ 
and " went out ** upon Derryvullen parish, in which Castle- 
coole is situated. There is also a copy of a letter firom 
Bishop Atterbuiy to Mr. Pope, written from Paris^ 28th 
November, 1731 ; and of the will of Bishop Steame, who is 
said to have been promoted to the See of Dromore* to msks 
way for Dean Swift, in Si Patrick's. He died in 174i0, 
aged eighty-five. He left an estate to make certain an* 
dowments, now known as Steame's Charity. I have * 
mezzotinto engraving of his portrait at Castlecoole. 

I now give two documents, one of which has a politiosl 
and the other a legal bearing, which probably interested 
Mr. Armar at the time. 

The following is a copy of a copy of a letter, supposed 
to be from the Loiria Justices of Ireland, Geoige Stone, DJ>.,1* 
Lord Primate, Henry Earl of Shannon, and the Rt. Hoil 
John Ponsonby, sometime Speaker, to the Duke of New- 
casUe, Prime Minister. How the copy of a document of 
this nature came to be amongst these papers I cannot ielL 
The resignation of their offices tenderea oy the Lords Jus- 
tices in case ti^eir advice was rejected, cannot have been 
accepted, as they held office whenever the Lord Lieutenant 
was absent^ or there was none, during the period from 10th 
May, 1760 until 1765. Lord Halifax was appointed Lord 
Lieutenant in October 1761. 

Dublin Castle, December SSrd, 1760. 

Mt Lord, — ^Your Grace cannot doubt of our barinff been 
affected with the greatest surprize, nor of oiv feeling the deepest 
concern on finding that our representation to your Oraoe dated 
the 23rd Novem^ had produced an effect so oontniy to oar 
hopes, and that our intentions should be so fiur mistaken hy jour 
Grace, as that when the order was transmitted by His Majesty's 
Privy Council of England, to the Privy Gounoil here, vour Gnoe 
was not pleased either yourself to oondesoend, or would not direot 
odier«{ ^y whom your Grace's orders are umially signified to uB|

reawm that might rectify wut own mistakei or might induce others 
to change the opinion upon which end they had proceeded ; and we 
must aabmit it to your Graoe^ whether the ends of His Majesty's 
service might not more probably have been answered, without this 
act of seeming severity, or whether any end can be answered by 
it^ except that of rendering us contemptible in the eyes of the 
People, as we must appear to have been in your Grace's estimation. 
Tet although we hare too just cause for apprehending that your 
Grace's good opinion and favour are withdrawn from us, we think 
it still a duty incumbent on us, so long as we are continued in 
Bis Mijesty's service, to transmit to your Grace accounts, as we 
hope for His Majesty's information, as to what has hitherto passed 
with regard to this (tifficnlt and perplexing transaction. The letter 
liom the Privy Ooundl of E^Lgland, was taken into the most 
serious consideration two days successively, the 18th and 19th of 
this month, in as full a Council as could be brought together ; all 
Leeds residing within fifty miles of Dublin having been sum- 
moned to attend ; and we must say (how little soever our testimony 
may be wanted in this case, or how little soever weight it may at 
present carry with it in any,) that there could not be a greater 
harmony of affection, nor a wanner seal for giving the strongest 
and most convincing proofii of du^ and loyalty to His Mijesty, 
in the breasts of any m his subjects, than in those Lords who were 
there assembled. Diversity of opinions there was, and still 
remains among them, and the point of difference seemed to us 
to be, whether the nominal or the real service of His Majesty's 
Grovemment ought to have the preference ; it being a matter of 
great difficulty with s(»ne, and as we thought with the mi^or part 
of them, whether the conceiving themselves bound by the most 
scdemn oaths as Privy Councillors, to give the best advice that 
occ ur re d to them for His Majesty's service, could though required 
by the Highest Authority, adviBe and recommend a measure, which 
it was not denied by any, might in its consequences obstruct the 
venr services they had sworn to jwomote. This consultation ended 
with an order to a committee, to prepare a Bill or Bills containing 
more material causes than those already offered for calling a Par* 
liament. The Committee met on MoncUiy last ; a bill was offered 
for contanuiDg the duties already granted by Parliament to His 
Migesty for tmw months from the 25th December, 1761, the day 
on which they are to expire; and without further proceeding, the 
Committee adyoumed itself almost with general consent to the 
13th day of next month. 

A» the consequence of delay can immediately affect the people 
of this Kingdom only, we have rather wished* to avoid a hasty 
determinatimi, as hitherto it has not seemed to be 4n our 
power, if we had wished it^ to hare procured any other but a 
aegalirs determinatVin npon that sort of bill, which iqypears 
to be e«peetad| thooi^ not expressly requivsd from us; beiudes 
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that it would be no eaaj task for us, to endeavour to 
to othen» that which we oould not lay we had reconciled to 
oar own juc^enta. It has therefore, after many experiments 
offered, been concluded on all aides, to be more i c ap eel /u l 
to make no return, until such a one can be made, as aliall 
be pTeyioualy known, will be received as aatisfaotory ; and in tlie 
meantime we must submit to the inconveniences which by tlus 
misunderstanding have fallen upon us. But this short panae 
affords us an opportunity of laying the motives of our past con- 
duct before your Qraoe, more fully than we have done, not 
apprehending they would be called into such strict question ; mm 
also of declaring our sentiments more explicitly with regard 
with what may be to come. And we humbly hope and confide 
in your Grace, that this explanation on our part, offered in justi- 
fication of ourselves, may undeigo the consideration of Hie 
Majesty's ministers, who may have imagined that we have been 
wanting in our duty to His Mi^esty, or have been attemptini^ • 
to innovate upon the constitution of this country. We are in* 
formed by report, (the only light we have now to walk by,) 
that we are supposed to have formed this entire plan, before 
we first offered our opinions upon the expediency, of immedi- 
ately dissolving the late and calling the new Piurliament; and 
that we produced it piece by piece, as we thought the execution 
of it mignt be best secured. We confess we are almost ashamed 
of endeavouring to dear ourselves of such an imputation. At 
the same time we can say no more in answer to it^ than that 
it lias not the least foundation in truth ; and aa &r as a negative 
is capable of being proved, we could prove that such a suspicion 
ii most injurious to us. The first thought was sudden, the 
shortness of the tune allowed no leisure for slow deliberation^ 
every form of calling a Parliament was not then present to our - 
minds, nor did the difficalty now in question occur to any one of us, 
until it was mentioned in council on Friday, the 2 1st of November, 
two days before the date of our letter on the subject to your Grace. 
Wesawthe reason of the case, and so did every Lord of the Oounoil 
present, and we hoped that the reason might carry it through : this 
is the whole of the management that has been used ; and we must 
with some confidence ask your Grace whether our conduct since we 
have had the honour of serving the Crown under your Grace's in- 
spection, tallies with this disingenuity, of which we are told we 
stand suspected. We shall notdetainyour Grace with repeating 
arguments upon the point itself, already, as we must oondud^ 
thought insufficient. The right of certifying money bills originally 
from the Privy Council, we never meant to questbn. fhrery^xml 
of the Council has been explicit in declaring that rights and will 
be ready to vindicate and support it upon every occasion of 
necessity, when the necessity shall arise in the natural course of 
things, and is not created evidently for that purpose* And as we 
conceived His Migesty's prerogative^ (by wldoh we undffslood a 
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Tight inhenint in the Grown,) to he in no way conoemed in this 
qneiitiont we thought that present expedienoj might with safety be 
oonsnltedy as not only the intention, bat the yeir letter of 
Poyning's Act, taking the esmlanatory Act along with it^ was as 
effectually complied with, ana generally understood to be so, by 
certifying a money bill into England, the matter of which has been 
first proposed in the Honse of Commons, as if it were originally 
hegan in the OoundL When we considcnred present expediency, 
we thought there never was a season in which the Privy Council 
could with less certainty than at present, take upon them to fore- 
see the several contingencies, and to state all the various possible 
relations of His Majesty's revenues and establishments in the 
kingdom, which may happen from this time to the 25th December, 
1761, when any money bill they may now have certified must 
commence. Miuiy new laws for tiie better collecting of the duties 
were also passed in the last session, are now in experiment, the 
different effects of which may make it necessary to change the 
rates of particular duties ; and if any plans of that sort should be 
in the minds d the leading members of the House of Commons, 
whether for the advancement of His Migesty's revenue, or for 
the ease of the subject, and they should find themselves prevented, 
by a bill jnepared for them ; that consideration might serve as a 
reason for rejecting the bill, even with those who oUierwiBe might 
lie induced to treat it with more delicacy. But the manner in 
which the last bill of that nature which was offered to the House 
of Commons in the year 1727, (and which was free from any of 
those objections which mav now he apprehended^, made its passage 
through the House, and the unanimous resolution dedarod to be 
a standing order of that House, which immediately followed, 
and seems to have been a sort of stipulation for the passing it, 
has entailed new and insuperable difficulties upon those who 
have now the honour of serving the Crown, and was a condition 
which we must suppose would not have been submitted to, if the 
passing of the bill, which was at that time necessary, could have 
been obtained upon easier terms. Upon these condderations we 
could not apprehend it would be thought criminal in us to advise 
that the Commons of Ireland, as the most convincing proof of 
their kyaliy and afi^Mstion, should be indulged in the liberty of 
offering to His Majesty in the first session of his reign the usual, 
(or should the exigencies of Oovemment require it) la^B;er supplies, 
of their own free will and motion, rather than for the sake of 
fiofoing upon them, at most a nominal and ineffectual bill 
of luj^y, to hacaid the real supply, and disincline them from 
setting about with cheerfnloess, to make a sure provision for tiie 
disdhaige of those large sums voted to His late M^jestv, in the 
last seasion of the late Parliament, the payment of which is only 
seoQied by a vote of credit of a different representative.* That 
a biU iMnr to be transmitted would be r^eoted seems to be 
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put oat of the qneetion eren by those Lords who ara tiie 
most ready to oertify it; but that to some may be aa •▼«&& 
in which they from their ntaationa may look upon thmMMWohrem 
as not accountable. We, whilst we are continued bjr Sm 
Migest3r's favour in the high trust now committed to na, 
should think ourselves the worst of servants, if we did aoi 
look a little further into the consequences of a roeasurOi in the 
execution i^ which we are to have a share, and consider that CC£s 
Majesty will take the sense of his Parliament^ as the sure criterion 
by which he will judge whether his business is well or ill conda<$tecl» 
and of the merit and demerit of those whom he shall be pleased to 
employ in his service. We are persuaded, whatever the disposition 
of the nation may be on other points, that in any House of Com- 
mons that could DO elected here, there would not be a man whoee 
heart would not be full of duty, loyalty, and affection to Him 
Migesty ; yet it is no inconsistent supposition, that muchoneasinees 
may be created to administration, if the gentlemen who are likeljr 
to compose that House in the ensuing Parliament^ should meet 
together, possibly not a little disturbed and agitated bv this very 
measure, certainly much MHO^tvef* by the expense, the delav in 
issuing the writs must unavoidably occasion, and with minds 
fretted and ulcerated by the animosities, which such tedious 
disputes and competitions must necessarily be attended with. 
But there is reason to apprehend still worse consequences^ 
should the body of the people, incapable of judging of the precise 
Yilwe of form, and, therefore, the more apt to conceive unreasonaUe 
jealousies and suspicions of what is represented to them by thdbr 
superiors merely as such, may be influenced by their fears, or by 
the artifices of factious persons, to exact new tests from their repre- 
sentatives, which practicehasbeen early setafoot^and isdaily spread- 
ing itself in all parts ; and there may be too much reason to fear, thai- 
many amongthecandidates inthecourseofalongandviolentfermenti 
may be drawn into a compliance, and may plead theobligation,or the 
dread of theconsequences of violating it, asa reason forobstinateand 
general onpoeition. We must again submit to your Grace, whether 
we, as bemg supposed to be not unacquainted with the temper of 
the people of Ireland, and the several views of those distanot 
parties which has ever subsisted in it, were not obliged to lay 
these matters before your Orace^ and His Mi^ est/s other minirters ; 
and whether we might not have had some hope they would be 
listened to in a points which, until we are better informed, we must 
say, doth not affect either the prerogative, the constitution, nor any 
one kw of either kingdom ; and we must once more fixr the huit 
time, with all deference recommend it to your Grace's ooiuddera- 
tion, whether anymeasure can be devised more for His liDjes^s 
sernoe, than that His Mijestyshould be graoumdv pleasedi thioa|^ 
your Grace's interposition, and that of His luyes^s prinoipal 
ministers, who are de s eived ly possessed ofthe esteem and confids ^

of His Migettj's subjects, to yield so mnoh to the adTioe of his 
■erraatB here^ as to dupense with this matter of form, which can- 
not now be obsenred, bat at the expense of substantial inoon- 
TenienceSy and the loss of which, if it is thou^t to be of value 
enough, maj be redeemed at any other season, when the ciroum* 
stances of affidrs shall be more i^t^ the disposition of the 
Parliament shall have been tried and known, and the temper of 
the people better prepared to receive it. Other bills are now 
preparing of more material import than those already certified, in 
whudi we confess that the form of the proceedings was alone con- 
sidered, although if the causes contained in the bills upon the 
calling of tibe last Parliament were to be examined according to 
their strict value, they might also have been said to have been 
insufficient. But the council as it is now constituted, do not 
propcee to transmit those or any bills, until it is in some way 
intimated, whether there may not be such material causes offered 
as will be deemed sufficient, although the usuage for many yean 
past should not be literally observed. But if that indulgence 
cannot upon any consideration be obtained, and a Money Bill 
must in all events be certified, We, as Lords Justices, must now 
with the deepest concern that can be felt by men, declare to your-* 
Orace, that we cannot set our hands to that certificate, and there- 
fore, as it is not in our intention to obstruct, although it is not 
in our power to perform that service ; and as the signatures of the 
Ohief Oovemors to such certificate is by law necessary to make 
it effectual, we do, upon the most serious and sober connderations, 
request of your Grace, if tlus measure must be executed, to remove 
that obstacle, recommending to His Majesty some other person or 
persons to take the charge out of our hands, and that the Com« 
minion by which we are empowered to act may be superseded* 
We are not so in&tuated as to be blind to the consequences which 
may follow to ourselves upon this step, which we are driven by 
necessity to take, nor to the construction which our conduct may 
receive ; and it must surely be a very urgent necessity that drives 
OS to it. i£ this were a premeditated purpose, the result of 
artifice and intrigue, we should hardly have pitched upon this 
time^ when the whole body of all His Majesty's. subjects, and we 
with the foremost of them, are joining with one %'oioe and mind, 
in the admiration of his ro3ral virtues, and endeavouring, as we 
have been within our narrow sphere, to lay a foundation for the 
future honour and quiet of Government : we should not^ we must 
repeat to your Grace, have chosen this time for exposing ourselves 
to the danger of being refwesented to His Majesty as deviating 
fixm the strict path of duty in any article; but our own integrity 
must be our support^ and we are convinced, in our own consciences, 
that we give a more snbstantiBl evidence of our duty and attach- 
ment to His Mijesty, by offering in these circumstances to retire 
from his servioe^ than we could do by cfmtinning in stations, after 
w are dep ri red of all the wei^^t^ cradit^ esteem, and copfidenoe

tluttought to attend them. There is no doubt bat that this would 
be our condition if we were to recede from our onanimoui opiiiioii» 
when it shell be evident to all who know us, that nothii^ hmm 
intervened that could influence our judgmento or jnetify aar 
mistokesy with respect to the point itself, as we have been obli^ad 
to declare to the Privy Oounoilf (to clear ourselves from tiie 
suspicion of conceaUng information from them,) that ycmr Qimea 
had not been pleased to honour us with any communication upon 
it Ab we cannot carry our views beyond this kingdom, we mro 
not to judge how far any civil struggles here, may call for the 
attention df His Majesty's counoU in £ngland ; but when we lore* 
see troubles and animosities likely to arise, and we have had in 
our own time such experience of the very bad effecto of the loi^ 
duration of national ill-humour; we hope it will not be thoo^^t 
indecent in us, to persist in advising as long as we have a ri^ht to 
offer advice, that some allowance may be made by His Majest j^e 
Mimstors, for the difference of the state of tins kingdom in the 
present time, from the low, unsettled, weak and depopulated con- 
dition of it^ even at the time of the Revolution ; and that the 
temper of administration, though the oonstitution remains the same, 
might in some respecte be accommodated to this change. If it shall 
happen hereafter that our apprehensions werewiUiout foundation, 
we shall with reason be condemned as having taken a very fiilae 
measure of the temper of the country, with &e care of wUdli we 
have been intrusted ; but if it should happen otherwise^ we may 
still have it in our power, and we shall certainly have it in our 
inclinations, to give such proofs as cannot be questioned, of our 
loyalty, duty, and inviolable affection to His Majesty, by ai^peaiing 
in the support of the honour and dignity of His Migesty's Grown 
and Government, by steadily maintaining the true legal con- 
stitutional depency of this kingdom upon Great Britain, and by - 
using such influence as we may retain, in oomposing those 
animosities and divisions, which we have great reason to fear it 
will be difficult to prevent 

The following J adjment of Lord Chancellor Lord Bowes, 
related to the Earl of Ifly, of a now extinct elder branch of 
the present Marquis's family. He had been aliased to be 
insane, but was found on inquisition to be of sound mind. 

11 February, 1767. — ^In Ohanceiy. 

Lord Ohancellor. — ^I am under great difficult in this case; it 
is of more importance and consequence than I ever knew in a 
court The value of the property is very great, but the conse- 
quence of it as to the subject is of much greater importance. 

It is unfortunate that we have not here the aasistence of what 
hath been done in oases of this Idnd on the other side of the 
water. This undoubtedly is the first instance here, and I think 
no instance is produced to show, that a finding in this ease against 
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the Groim bftth been set aside : — an attempt to set it aside most 
tiuikb the judge, to whom the applioation is made, well consider 
the consequences that may attend it. 

If the words umaund mind have a l^gal signification, this 
inquisition having returned Lord Ely of sound mind, to send this 
matter to a fiuiher enquiry, would be a departure from the legal 
import of that expression, and give an open for the construction 
contended for, that hy unsound mind is not meant a deprivation 
of the faculties of reason, bnt a degree of weakness. If that 
comes to be the question, what a scene is opened t If the Crown 
in right of the prerogative can issue commissions, to try whether 
the party be of sufficient understanding to manage himself this 
affair, how vague and uncertain is that, and what an open is given 
to invade the liberty of the subject and the lights of property f 
I own my private sense is, that unsound mind does not relate to 
a degree of weakness, but incapacity, and I think if we go a little 
back, and consider the prerogative on which it is vested in the 
Grown, we may throw light upon this subject, and dear the way 
to the legal construction of these words unmnmd mind. 

The prerogative of the Crown is to take care of those that are un- 
able to take care of themselves, founded on the general principle of 
the king being the common parent And therefore when any sub- 
jects are incapable of taking care of themselves, tliat task devolves 
on the Crown ; it is a prerogative, I apprehend, entirely, calculated 
for the good of the people. It is for the benefit of tiie unhappy 
person who is the subject of that particular inquiry ; and to me it 
seems very probable, that neither the Crown nor any other person 
was in contemplation of that prerogative, with regard to profit and 
benefit. In consequence of finding unsoundnesss of mind, there 
may be a consequential benefit arising to the Crown, an aod- 
dentai advantage to the people, but £ey are not the primary 
object 

The use of this prerogative of the Crown, is to preyent a 
mischief to the unfortunate person who cannot take care of 
himself. The consequential benefit to the Crown fnim the custody 
iji the estate, where the party is found of unsound mind firom 
nativity, does not arise from a prerogative relating to the custody 
of the person, but from the same kind of principle on which an 
escheat is founded ; a profit arising out of an estate, to which no 
person has a right ; for an idiot from nativity is supposed to 
remain in that condition till death ; therefore the profits of his 
estate devolve to the king, as the common original of alL This 
seems to be the foundation of the consequential benefit to the 
Crown upon a finding of idiocy from nativity. Where the un- 
soundness of mind is aoddental, which, presupposes a prior sanity, 
and that it may again return— in that case there may be a dis- 
position by the ]^y, when returned to sudty, or before while 
sane; and therefore ^ king takes the right as a trustee account- 
able^ 9pd not in his own right

It u trae the books and register of wiiti have mentiosiad 
sequentbl adTantoges arising from this exertion of prenojgatii 
as, that it will prevent alienation, that there will be no disberiaon ; 
but Uiese are oonsequenoes which only flow from such a findinf 
as oanies with it an evidenoe of a oapaoity to alien. 

It was never known that there was an applicant for floeh m 
commisssiony on aoooont of the interest the petitioners had ^vrliiiC^ 
might be affected. The application is always on behalf of the 
permm; and I think if there was not this restriction upon the 
exerciBe of the prerogatiye the whole eoonom/^ if I maj nm 
expression, of the law would be orertumed. 

The law has wisely provided against fraud, imposition 
deceit of all kinds, and against those acts that may draw in 
persons to dissipate their property ; but then it has ralatioia to 
particular acts that must stand or fidl by their drcumstanoos : 
it proceeds not on the general principle of prerogative. 

Every day's observation presents persons in possession oi pn> 
perty, who, you may clearly say, have not a capacity to manage^ 
but are a prey for art and fraud ; yet the remedy is not by i^ppli* 
cation to the prerogative : nor does our law know, what the ciwil 
law admits at, cuiratom, which might do very well in a coia- 
stitution formed like the Roman, calculated for war and grandeiuv 
not for commerce, and the change necessary in a commeroiAl 
state : they went on other views and principles, and enratores « 
might be proper to prevent extravagance and dissipation. But 
this introduced into England would be justly exdamied against^ 
and subversive of the fundamental interest of the king: 

I own the consideration of the interest of the person in re- 
mainder after an estate tail has venr little weight with me. I 
should be sorry to take from an unhappy subject the benefit of 
this part of the prerogative, which was certainly originally cal* 
culated for the subject's benefit. But I should be much mors 
Boriy to extend this prerogative to other objects than the law 
hath intended it. For in what light must I consider the subjects 
of these kingdoms, if suggestions of weakncM are a foundatioii 
for the king to take the person and property of the subject into 
his hands! Who is to be trusted with the power of issuing such 
commissions 9 Where is the jury, or set of men ai abilities 
and properties necessary to determine questions of such a nature ; 
an honest conscientious man would be frightened at it I 

Hie dominion over his own property is the blessing and happi- 
ness of a man living in free societies. The law allows alienation 
by people extremdy weak, who aie not capable of reasoning 
but on a particular thing happening to be then before them. 
In the case of wills : a man is making a will, in extremis, and 
as incapable of reading two skins of parchment as an Hebrew 
Bible : but if he knows that the consequence of that ael^ will 
be a diBposinff to one he likes, and from one he does not like^ that 
will cannot be overturned, and yet there is the greatest insa- 
padty. 
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I am very deflironB of doing what is right, and cantioiiB of doing 
what is wrong. Gan I possibly be furnished with proceedings 
that shaU give forther light 9 I should not have a difficulty in 
postponing it, if I thought that oould be done ; unless a difficulty 
on the first motion made on the part of Lord Ely. 

This inquest, if it cannot be set aside, must certainly remain, 
altho* another enquiry should be awarded ; but while it remains, 
is it not evident, that the person found neither an idiot, nor of 
unsound mind, ought not to be depriyed of a dominion over his 
property. Gan a supjMsition that it may be determined other- 
wise, justify my depriying the subject of that constitutional 
right he has over his own property, and making use of it if he 
pleases! And yet, if in filet, it dkould be so, there may be an 
abuse. 

I cannot but take noUce that the order of the 20th of July, 
1759, was certainly made on special reasons, and not on general 
principles of equity. The special reasons were these. The court 
had required the personal attendance of the present Lord Ely, then 
a minor. He was detained from paying oliedience, or rather his 
.&ther was guilty of a contempt in disobeying the order of the 
court. Therefore the court was under an absolute necessity 
to make that order, to prevent what they could not have remedied. 
And while that reason subsisted that onler was right. But could 
an order of that kind be made in a cause in Chancery before the 
hearing) I think it would be a stretch of power to continue that 
order upon anything now i^pearing before me. This order must 
be discharged, and as to the other motion, I desire that it may 
stand over so that I may receive such further light concerning it 
as the nature of the thing will admit. 

The station I have the honour to hold would be . insupportable,. 
if questions of this kind were often so litigated before the oourt. 

Council for Mr. Rochfort — ^We desire that the sufiering the 
rec o v e ry should be subject to further order of the court, as any 
other judgment would be. 

Lord Chancellor. — I am extremely cautious of ddng acts of 
power that I cannot justify. 

In 1740 Mr. Armar had been appointed, wiih Mr. 
•John Rynd, of Derryvolan, and the. Key. William Leslie, 
of Nutfield, trustee for some incumbered property, 
belonging to James Kinff, esq., of Gola, in Fermanagh 
(indadii^ a townland called Ctumhariff), and in Dubhn 
indnding a laxve timber house, caUed the Brazen Head in 
Bride-«troet^ a noose in Essex-street^ known as the Three 
NagH* Heads, some premises on the east side of Ussher's- 
lane tenanted by Qaa^le Somerville, esq., Hugh Ey4e, and 
the Etdars of the Meeting House built thereon, and premises 
in the Oom Market and Lamb-alley. A deed ot release 
febting to this matter contained varioos papers endooed. 



and amongst ihem a letter from William Oore, who appeaxv 
to have been brother-in-law to Mr. King, and who waa m 
cousin of Sir Ralph Qore's, of BeUeisle ^which proporigr 
Mr. Armar had managed during the minority of ms elder 
brother). 

From this letter I extract the following : — 

'< Dublin, April 8tk, 1749. 

" DSA.R Sir, — For jour last as well as your fcnner fitTouiiy I 
can only return you my sincere thanks, and honestly own I . 
despair of ever being out of your debt» thou^^ I think 1 do iio4 
want mtitude. I have wrote to Nat dements, who (I heme) is 
by this time in London, and given him a hint of the beef aad 
mutton, which probably Sir Ralph will never think of, till he and 
his friends are to sit down and eat it up. The last accounti we 
had of Sir Ralph were, that he intended coming to Ireland from 
the Newmarket meetina ; however, in my private opinion I think 
we shall not see him tul ye latter end of May." 

Sir Ralph Gk>re owned a black horse, called Othello^ 
which is included in a set of portraits (coloured prints) of 
race horses of that day, with their performances, and the 
armorial bearings of their owners, and which axe on an 
old screen at Castle Coole. The rest of the screen contains 
some old-fashioned stable and sporting printa And on the 
reverse side are some spirited hunting scenes, &c, painted 
in oils. This Ralph was the son of the former Chaocellor 
of the Exchequer, and succeeded his elder brother in the 
baronetcy in 1746. He was present at the battle of 
Jaffeldt* on the 2nd June, 1747. Although only a captain, 
the command of the battalion devolved on him owing to 
all his superior officers becoming hors de combat; and the 
day following he received the thanks of the Duke of 
Cumberland at the head of his regiment He was created 
Baron Gk>re in 1764, Viscount BeUeisle 1768, and Earl of 
Ross 1771. In 1788, bein^ then a Lieutenant-Oeneraly he 
was appointed Commander-in-Chief in Ireland in the 
absence of Lieut-General Pitt He died in 1802 when the 
peerage became. extinct; his son. Viscount BeUeisle, having 
predeceased him. The baronetcy passed to his nejibew. 
Sir Ralph St Qeoige Gore succeeded to it on the death of 
lus cousin, December 81st, 1878. Lord Arran is in the re- 
mainder to it I think Wm. Gore, the writer of the above 
' letter, must have been the future Bidiop of limerick, and 
son of the Dean Gore who once Uved at mnnyfarookei 

The recitals in the foUowing deed show the poaition of the 
Oony funily in 1765. Martha was dead, but the thi«e other 
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sisters were still living, and Elizabeth was married for the 
second time, her husboid James Leslie* being a nephew 
of Martha's husband. It woald appear from tiiis thi^ Mr. 
and Mrs. Lowiy had succeeded to the Loneford and Lou^h- 
side estates when Martha died in 1759, but wey certainly did 
not take the name of Cony until after l!dmond Leslie 
Cony's death in 1764 or 1765, as is proved by the list of 
Members in the Journals of the House of Commons. The^ 
obtained from Ulster's office in Dublin a certificate as to their 
li^t to quarter the Cony arms, which is in my possession. 

The indenture was in four narts, and dated Hrd June, 
1765. It was between the Rignt Hon. Arthur Trevor and 
Mai^tson Armar of the firat part ; James Leslie, of 
Stranocum, couni^ Antrim, acting executor of the will of 
Edmund Leslie dorry, of the second part ; Galbraith and 
Sarah Lowiy Corry of the third part; and Thomas 
Gledstanes, of Eardrop, county Tyrone, of the fourth part 

It redted the mamage setUement of Edmond Leslie and 
Miurtha, Corry, dated 30ih June, 1738, and that it was 
amonffst other things agreed that £2,000, Martha's portion, 
should be vested in Aiihur Trevor, then Arthur Hill, and 
Maigetson Armar, in trust that they should invest it on 
sound security, and to pay the interest to Edmond Leslie 
for his lifa After his death to pay the principal and interest 
amongst his daughters and younger sons (if any). Or if 
there should be no younger children, to pay the principal 
to himself, his executors or assigns. And that whereas 
Leslie Cony did, in order to secure payment of the said 
portion, with the consent of the said Edmond Leslie 
(Cony) about SOth June, 1738, execute to Arthur 
Trevor (then Hill), and Maigetson Aimar a bond for 
£4,000, con^litioned for the pa3rment of £2,000, upon which 
judgment was afterwards obtained acainst Leslie Corry in 
m Trinitjr Term 1730 ; and that bv the death of Leslie 
Cony without issue, Edmond and Martha Leslie Cornr, 
had hecome seized in Martha's right of lands (named) in 
Longford and Fermanagh, and of two lots of ground, called 
Mos. 94 and 95 in Queen-street, in Oxmantown, in the 
suburbs of the dty ci Dublin, held in fee-fium from the 
GovemorB of the Blue Coat Boys' Hospital, in tiie said dty, 
~ whereon several houses and tenements have been erected 
by virtue of and under the limitations of the will <k John 
Clofiy, esq., deceased," subject to two sums of £600 each, 
duttged and in &voar of Maiy Annar alias Cony, one of 
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Martha's sisters, and also of two further sums of £500 each, 
charged in favour of Elizabeth Cony, now the wife of James 
Leslie, for their respective fortunea* It then recited the 
two before mentioned deeds of 1742, to which Edward 
Matthewes was a party, and fiirther that Martha had died 
without issue in the lifetime of Edmond Leslie Cony, and 
that upon her death the lands and premises charged with 
these sums became vested in (her sister) Sarah and her 
husband Galbraith Lowr^ Cony ; and that Edmond Ledie 
Cony haying survived his wife and having no issue by her, 
boMme entitled to the four several sums of £600 whidi 
constituted her fortune of £2,000 ; and beinff so entitled 
made his will dated 2nd October, 1769, and directed to be 
out of the £2,000 
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His Nephew, Samuel Leslie,

in all £2,000 ; snd that Thomas Gledstanes had agreed to 
advance £2,000 upon an assignment of the said securities 
(as in Matthewes' deed). Therefore Arthur Trevor,Maigetson 
Armar, and James Leslie, had granted the said securities to 
Thomas Gledstanes, with the usual covenants. Galbraith 
Lowry Corry indemnified Trevor and Armar and Leslie. 
This aeed is signed by Maigetson Armar, James Leslie, and 
Galbraith Lowry Cony. 

Before finishing my history of Mr. Armar, I have still to 
notice his acquisition of the Church lands estate, whidi 
constituted a valuable property in itself. The Cony family 
had for a long time held some townlands belonging to tiie 
see of Clogher, in the neighbourhood of Gastlecoole^ l^t as 
subtenants either under Sir Balph Gore, or at one' time 
under a subtenant of the Gore family, Chambeiy Brabaaon 
esq.rf and these did not include the townland of Breaodrum 
which lies between EnniskUlen and Oastleooole and part of 
which is now in the demense. Sir Michael Cdsb in fiiel^ at one 
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time held Breandrum under the Gk>re family. The arrange- 
ment with the Biahop of Qogher was thi& The Biabi>p 
granted to the principal tenants leases for twenty-one years 
certain. But generally at the end of a shorter period the 
tenant surrenaered his lease, and took out a fresh one for a 
new term of twenty-one years, pay ing a fine. This operation 
was repeated as long as the bishop and the tenant a^pteed 
to do so. Sometimes, however, a rather young Bishop 
might prefer *'to run his life against the tenant** He 
rerosed to take a surrender, and had to forego the fines for 
the remainder of the lease. If he died or was translated 
before the end of the term, he was a loser and the tenant a 
gainer, by the amount of the fines. But if he remained in 
the see till the lease expired, at the end of the term he 
resumed possession of the land, and probably put in a mem- 
ber of his own family. In this way Bishop's families have 
been perpetuated in their old dioceses. But assuming that 
the Bishop renewed periodically with his principal tenant ; 
that person generally did the same with his immediate sub- 
tenants, who held by what were termed toties quoties leases. 
Under these leasehold sub-tenants, when there was no 
demesne, came usually the ordinanr farmers. The Gorry 
&mily and Hr. Armar must have held hitherto by mere 
toties quoties leases, lands partly in, and most essential to 
Castieooole demesne, including part of the Oak avenue 
leading from the Dublin road to the hall door. This has 
all been greatiy modified by an Act pissed in or prior to 1839. 
Tenants who held see lands were, under certain conditions, 
enabled to buy up the fines and obtain perpetuities at a 
head rent This was done in the case of my estate, the 
toties quoties tenants providing their share of the money in 

E)portion to the benefit each received. And by the Irish 
arch Act of 1869, holders of perpetuities can if they please 
redeem their head rents at twenty-five years' purchase, 
paying one-fourth down, and the balance by sixty-four half 
yeariy instalments, which redeems principal and interest 
llr. Armar had a valuation made oy Mr. Andrew Mixon 
when purdiasing Sir Balph Gk>re*s interest The valua- 
tion is m detail, and shows an estimate of the value, as well 
as Sir Ralph's rent, often much below the valuation. For 
instance, Mr. Armaria own valuation was £664 12s. 6d, for 
the townlands he held, whilst his rent to Sir Ralph Gore 
was only £162 1S& His estimated profit therefore was 
£501 per annum ; and this putting good land at from seven 
AiUiiiiip up to fifteen shillings an acre. Breandrum, contain- 
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ing seventy-eight acres, which had been Sir H.Ook'a^ VP^ 
held subsequenily by Messrs. Oration and Cole^

From another valuation (undated), this estate seems to 
have contained 6,105^ profitable Irian acres, and 1,238 use- 
less ones — as they were called — 7,843^ in all, equal to about 
11,896 statute acres. A good many of the useless acres 
were, no doubt^ improvabla 

The following lettw from Mr. Brooke has been preserved 
with these valimtions >—

Of Lemovreslin (Leambreslin), Mr. David Rynd was the 

Erincipid tenant It was ''computed 90 acres, inhabited 
y snug little Fanners, lyes within 8 miles of Enniskilliog 
on the great road thereto, from LiBbelew, worth 8a per acre^ 
jCSG." Of Deny vullan, it was stated, ** David Bjiiid, esq^ 
lives therein, has laid out considerable sums in improvementa, 
sud^ as dwelling-house, offices and gardens, fiU for a man 
of five hundred pounds a year, which with 60 acres of said 
farm at 15&, I deem worth £45 per year. 
. Breandrum and Bossory ^the former adjoining, the other 
near EnniskiUen, on opposite sides of Loug^ Erne), had 
been in the tenancv of the Cole family, but was then in 
that of the heirs of Charles Grattan, esq. Breandrum was 
iTBdued at £1 4e. ; Bossory at ISa. an acre. 

Denycliarra, dose to EnniskiUen, was held by Mr. Wm. 
Scott, and was valued at 18a an acre. 

KLUvhevlin, Drumsna, and the eel weir ''in the guti 
sands, of Lough Erne, near the present Sliffo Bailway 
bridge, were in Uie tenancy of Mrs. Dane, and continued 
in that family until within recent years. Killyhevlin was 
valued at £1 48. ; Drumsna at 12s. an acre ; and the eel- 
weir at £16. 

The eelweir has disappeared for a good many years^ 
but within living memory. 

Nicholas Archdale, esq^ held Knock Island. 

This Church Land estate was kept together until 1851, 
when it was sold in the Encumbered Estates Court 
Several townlands near CasUecoole were, however, pur- 
chased by members of the family and resold to me. I also 
bought again the townlands of CavanacnM and Feddans» 
but after a few years I resold them, together with Mullin- 
askea. I also sold a head-rent out of l^rryvore. The rest 
I still retain. Part of Breandrum, however, was not resold 
to me, and belongs to my cousin Mr. Armar Corry. Upon 
this the Infirmary and the EnniskiUen Model School are 
situate. The site of the new Ennisldllen cemeteiy is on 
what was my part of Breandrum. 

Mr. Armar about this time had maps made of s(»ne of 
the church lands near Osstlecoole — ^Breandrum, and as 
much of Killenure as was not then included in the demesne 
were then in townparks— Breandrum had been surveyed 
prior to the purchase^ by Mr. Armar^s order, November 16, 
1760.

Of Killennre parks there are two surveys. One was made in 
Leslie Cony's tune; the second is undated, but was evidently 
made by the same person as that of Breandrum. The two 
surveys were made without reference to each other. All the 
tenants were changed in the interval ; in the first survey they 
are M'Nab, Colgin, Clarke, Elliott, Halloran, and Banlun ; in 
the second Geo^ Bell, M^. Howard, the Grahams, William 
Ghittidk, Alexander Orr, and James Lavy. The Graham 
ftmily ire still in the same holding; and, next to Wilson of 
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CiUyvilly, are the oldest fiunily on the estate holding 
fiurm in the same name. 

In the year 1754 (22Qd January) the Bev. Richard 
Baldwin* Provost of Trinity Oolle^, lent the sum of £8,000 
to Mai^tson Armar and Qalbraith Lowiy, at four and m 
half per cent, secured by a mortgage upon the lands of 
Brackagh, Gamgart, Drumcorr, Luigiuiclabhjr> MuHsghidlli* 

Bgh, Largy, Bulyreagh, Drumde^, Lissan, Modena, Toppid 
ountain, Moysna^ht, Ramally, Drumnameal, and Fumma. 
It is not unlikely that this money was applied to the par* 
chase of the Church lands lease. 

A leoonyeyance made on the 3rd May, 1783, recites the 
mortgage of 1754, and that Dr. Baldwin by his will, dated 
21st September, J 758, had left the sum of £24,000, due to 
him by several mortgages, to the Provost^ Fellows and 
Scholars of Trinity College, and had appointed them his 
residuary legatees, and had appointed William Clefnents^ 
Doctor of Physic, and James Agar, to be his executors. That 
James Agar had renounoed, and that William Qements had 

E roved the will That the latter was lately dead, and that 
is widow, Uaiy Clements, had been appointed his adminis- 
tratrix, and of the unadministered goods of Dr. Baldwin. 
That die had made over her interest in the lands to the 
Provost, Sue, and that Armar, Baron Belm<a^ had paid off 
the mort^hge, and was entitled to the equity of redsmptaoo. 
He aocoidingly obtained a reconveyance, signed by^-

audi legacies and incumbrances as are hereafter mentioned, 

and to any legacies he may hereafter charffe by any codicil 

to his wiU, which legades he charges on uie estate left to 

him by Leslie Oonr, and not on nis Tyrone estate.

life, with remainder to her onl^r son (by her first husband) 

. Aidiibald Hamilton and his heirs male ; or anv other elder 

son of Elizabeth in default of such heirs; fiuling such to 

Lidy Mountflorence for life, with remainder to her eldest 

800 John IX^oughby Cole and his heirs male ; filling whom 

to her other sons and their heirs male, in order of birth ; 

fiiiling whom to the daughters of Sanh ; failing whom 

to the daughters of his wife by any other nusband; 

Hilling whom to the daughters of Ardiibald Hamilton; 

fioling whom to the daughters dT Anne, . Lady Ifount* 

tanom; fiulingwhomto thedaoghtersof John Willoii^by 
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Cole; failing whom to the right hein of Leslie CSony 
for ever. The persons who may inherit the lands which be- 
longed to Leshe Corry, are as soon as they conveniently 
can, to take the name of Corry,and in case any such petmm 
refuses to do so, the lands axe to jpass to the next person in 
the remainder. Armar Lowry Oorry, Archibald Hamilton, 
and John Willouffhbv Cole, as they may be severally in 
possession of the lands, may charge them with sums noi 
exceeding £200 a year for a jointure, and £2,000 for younger 
children : and they may make leases of all the lands except 
the Domain, for a term not exceeding thirfy-one yean or 
three lives, without fine, at the best rent that may be 
obtained. He chafes the estate with an annuitv fiur hie 
niece Mary Lowry Corry of £200, as long as she sLiU con* 
tinue unmarried ; and after lus wife's death the person who 
may have succeeded to the estate is to pay her an annuity 
of £500 so long as she shall continue unmarried. 

As concerning the Blessingboume estate, he bequeaths 
the same to Lora Mountflorence and Sir Arthur Brooke, in 
trust for the use of his nephew Hugh Montgomery for Ufe^ 
with remainder to his heirs male ; and in de&ult of such, to 
his nephew Alexander Gordon for life, with a like remainder. 
Failing heirs male, to the daughters of Montgomery and 
Gordon successively ; with like Teasing powers as before. 

As to all his debts or mortgages and legacies, he directs 
them to be paid out of the proceeds of his personal fniune; 
or if that is not sufficient^ tnen out of the estate which had 
been Leslie Gorry*s. He leaves the sum of £10 for ever to 
the poor of the parishes of Enniskillen and Denyvullen, to 
be paid bv the persons in possession of the estate, in the 
manner tney may judge proper. He leaves his sister 
Elizabeth Montgomery £1,000. To his nephew Oaptain 
Alexander Oordon £1,000 ; to his careful friend Mrs. mmij 
Tate £20; to his faithful and careful servants Bichaid 
Maeennis and Sarah Martin, to each of them £100. To his 
faithful servMit Christopher Armstrong £20. To such of 
his servants as his wife and executrix shall think deserving, 
one year's wages. To his nephews Hugh Montjgomenr au 
Alexander Gordon, such horses as his executrix shaU noi 
find it convenient to keep. He bequeaths the arms of dif- 
ferent kinds now in his own room, and those only, to his 
three nephews, Armar Lowiy Cony, Hugh Montgomery and 
Alexander Gordon, to be divided among them. He baves 
his books to his wife Mary Amuur and to Maiy Lowry, 
and entreats them to give to the Reverend Mr. Ooney» mat 
as may not be useful to them. He leaves his watch to his 
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nephew Alexander Gtordoa Sigaed in presence of Giffd. 
Nesbitt^ William Bourke, and John DowaalL 

On the 22nd April, 1773, he made a codiciL He refers 
to his will, and sajrs that he has disposed of his freehold and 
leasehold estates " in such a manner as I expect will be 
agreeable,** and that whereas the infirmities which he had 
for a long time been labouring under, had increased upon 
him since the beginning of last winter, by which he had 
been prevented from looking into any affairs with that pre- 
cision and exactness which he would always willingly do, 
and was even rendered incapable of usin^ his pen ; vet 
hoping for a favourable return of such abilities as used to 
attend him, though infirm and now within these few years, 
being in all human probability precluded of that likelihood, 
and sensible of his increasing weakness ; he embraces this 
opportunity of making some small additions and alterations 
to nis will, which he mtended to have done in a more re- 
gular manner; but for the reasons already assigned, and 
which he now does in the following manner: — First, it is 
his additional will that the old Domain of Castlecoole 
together with the house, garden and deerpark after the 
demise of Mra Armar and her sister Mrs. Sarah Lowiy, 
widow, shall become and continue the propertv of Mary- 
Lowry Corry, daughter of the said Sarah, during her natural 
life and no lonser. And also (he wills) "that the room 
commonly called my room with its furniture, except as 
hereinafter excepted," shall immediately after his decease 
bdonff to the said Mar^, during her life and no longer ; but 
that uie arms in the said room of whatsoever kind, together 
with all the law books and such as may contribute to the 
forming and instructing a magistrate, and the several editions 
ol the Gassics, shall be at the sole use and disposal of his 
nephew Hugh Montgomery. That Mrs. Armar and the said 
Maiy shall dioose wnatsoever of the other books they please 
for their several uses, and the remainder be given to the 
Bev. Dr. Thomas M'DonnelL* Also that whatever demand 
Mrs. Armar may have or appear to have againstDr. M'Donnell 
be cancelled and given up. 

He also bequei&s to his sister Mr8.£lizabethMontgomery, 
widow, £500 to be paid out of his effects at laive» over and 
above what she is entitled to by his wiU. iuso his ffold 
watoh to the Right Hon. Lord Mountflorence ; three of his 
best snuff boxes to his three nephews, as Mrs. Armar shall 
think fit to distribute them ; and the demise in his will with 
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to me to have been a model countiy sentlemaiL Jndffiiig 
from a very bittor yexse, which probiaUiy foimed part of aa 
old electioneering rhyme, and which I need not repeat^ 
his great niece and my great aant» Loaiaa Lad;^ Sandwich, 
formed the opinion, expressed in a letter which is in my, 
possession, that he must nave been a very ^ hanghtv * man. 
jBut she never knew him personally, and I confess that 
judging from the records of his lira which extend over 
nearly half a century, that I agree with what seems to 
have oeen the sentiment of his contemporaries^ that he 
most amiable and charitable person. 



CHAPTER XVI. 

MABT ARMAB, 1778-1774. 

Her tale of the Chnroh land lease to Armar Lowrr-Cony— Her wiUi. 
Death of Miai Marj Lowrj-Cony--Mrf. Annar't death. 

Mna Abmab appears, from an expression in the second 
codicil to her husband's will, to have been then in veiy bad 
health, (although she cotdd only have been about sixty-one 
years of age) ; bad health which is alluded to, in 1752, in 
the poem of Phillander and Aspasia.* She, howeveft 
survived her husband for upwards of a year. 

Church Land property in those days being merely lease* 
hold, was considered to be personal and not real property^ 
and she took her husband's interest^ which was very con- 
siderable, in his Bishop's lease estate as residuary legatee. 

A deed dated the 18th December, 1773, between Mary 
Aimar of Castlecoole, widow, and Armar Lowry CSorry of 
Aghenis, recites that by an indenture dated 18th November 
last, John Lord Bishop of Clogher had demised, set, and to 
farm let unto Mary Armar, the whole territory Termon 
Eirinagh,t Corbe or Church Lands of Aghavey, containing 
8 smaU tates, except 40 acres part of the tate of Aghavey, 
set apart for a gleoe for, and now in the possession of the 
Bector of Aghavey ; the whole territory, fta, of Inniskeen, 
containing 25 tates of land, except the Island of Inniskeen 
containing 3 tates thereof, Bossorir otherwise Rossonr 
containing 16- tates, Donaghmoya^ containing 1 smau 
tate, and i>erryvielland otherwise i)erryvolland containing 
83^ tates, except 4 tates of land formerly in poencsnionol 
Sir Henry Power, Lord Viscount Valentia or his asngns ; 
Maffheryculmoney contidning 16 tates» except 2 acres of 
land near the parish churw of Magheryculmoney» com- 
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monly called the Vicar^s acres, and alao excepting the tate 
towns and lands of Ardesh (Ardess), comprised in a former 
lease to Maif;et8on Armar, which lands and every part 
tiieieof * are excepted out of this demise. [The late itev. 
Lwd Adam Loftus was for some years rector, of this parish.] 

As to the whole territory of Sansonnagh, containing 1 
small tate of land, Cloghana containing 2 tates of land, 
Baha^ otherwise Baggia, otherwise Boho, containing 17^ 
tates, Clontive containing 1 tate of land, Templenenrin 
otherwise Templehin containing 2 small tates, and the 
mill of Derryveiland,|and which are in the county of 
Fermanagh and diocese of Clogher, and were lately in 
possession of Maigetoon Armar and his undertenants, and 
are now in possession of the said Mary Armar and her 
under tenants, to hold the same for twenty- one years at the 
rent of £380. % This indenture witnesseth that for good 
and valuable considerations and particularly in consideration 
of the re-demise of EJllynure, Qortgonnell, Derrymakeen, 
Ballylucaa Drumcrin, Derryvore, Drumcoo, the two Rings, 
the two Dromards, and Derrybegs, being part and parcel of 
the Termon land of Derryvolland, at a pepper com yearly 
renti and discharged from fines and expences of renewal by 
Armar Lowry Corry, to be made for so manv years of the 
said term, and of future terms thereof to him, &a, to be 
granted, as she may live, and also of a like demise of the 
said tate of Sollynure in like manner at a pepper com 
yearly rent^ and in like manner discharged of fines expences 
and renewals, to his sister Mary Lowry Corry (in like 
manner), as the said Mary shall survive the said Mary 
Armar, and also in consideration of the sum of £S1,S1S 4s.

This is signed Mary Armar by virtue of an annexed letter 
of attorney, by Andrew Crawford, esq., of DuUin, and by 
the said Armar Lowiy Cony. 

By a deed dated the following day, Armar Lowry Corry 
cames out the foresoinff arrangement with his aunt and 
sister, sranting to Mrs. Armar a lease as agreed on, from 
the ISw of the last November, and grantii^ tiie latter a 
lease of so much of Eillinure, from after her aunt's death, 
as was considered part of the demesne of Chstlecoole (this 
would ezdude the townparks.) He also oovenantea to 
obtain a renewal from the Bidiop of Clogher ftr 21 y^an^ of

Armar. The above arrangement with Mair, w iiii xto doobt 
to cany out her unde's wish that she should enjogr tlie " old 
demense, " by which I understand the south aido o£ Kille- 
nure Hill, part of Lough Coole, the Flax-fielcl aj> to tbe 
old fence, the Long Hill, Eedagh, that part of R o i ttsy yqllen 
which was then in the demense, and ConeyfaozTour mod 
the Bookery Hills, as well as the Limekiln Bog. X cajmot 
determine whether Agharainy was included in die dd 
demense or not 

On the 16th April, 1774, Mrs. Armar made her -vrill; 
which constitutes a curious inventory of her most cheria&ed 
possessions. She revokes all other wills, and agreeebljr to 
what she conceived to be her late husband's int^tionfl^ abe 
beaueaths to Captain Alex. Gordon the sum of £i,5QO, ever 
ana above the £1,000 beaueathed to him by her husband. 
She also leaves him a f urtner additional sum of £1,500, jUid 
to his wife CSatherine the sum of £1,000. To their eldest 
daughter Mary Elizabeth, £500 ; to be paid to her on her 
day of marriage, provided she marries with the consent of 
her parents, or the survivor of them if then living. If noty 
or she dies before marriage, it is to go to her next sister on 
like condition ; and so on to the thinl and fourth daughter . 
if the elder sisters die before marria^, or marry wiSioat 
consent She bequeaths to her sister-in-law Mrs. EUjsabeth 
Montgomery £500; to Huffh Montromeiy her husband's 
nephew £1,500; To Mrs. Martha ropkin of Swansea in 
South Wales £1,000 ; To Mary Popkin her daughter £1,000 
to be paid her on the day of her marriage, on a similar con-' 
dition to Miss Gordon's, which if not complied with, she 
leaves the amount to the mother. To Armar Lowry Cony 
£500. To her sister Sarah £500.— to her sister EUsabeth 
Leslie £100. To Lady Mountflorence £100, to Miss Cony 
(Marv) £100. To the Hon. Miss Sarah Cole* eldest 
daufl^ter of Lady Mountflorence £200. To the Bevd. 
Dr. Thomas McDonnell £50. To Miss Elisabeth Auehin- 
lech £100. To Armar Auchinlech jP50, to Ancketell 
Auchinlech £50. To Mrs. Sarah ScoU £40. To Mm 
Elizabeth Jones £50. To Miss Elizabeth Jones her daughter 
£50. To Miss Mary Moutiay £100. TotheBev.AkKandsr 
Leslie £50. To Mary AnnMagennia£40. To her exeoutots 
hereafter named, £600 in trusty that they and the inrvivcrol 



them, and the executors and administrators of such sur- 
invoT, do firom time to time, place and lay out the £600 
upon ffood and sufficieot security; and the annual interest 
fix>m tune to time dispose of among such poor people as well 
male as female, not exceeding twelve in number, residing 
irithin three miles of the mansion house of Castleooole ; 
mod in such proportions amongst them as her executors 
should think proper. And after the death of the survivor, 
l» the person or persons in possession of the Oastlecoole 
estate should from time to time think proper — ^provided 
audi persons are of her own blood ana family. But in 
case the estate shall at any time go out of her family, then 
the interest is to be dxBtributed as the Bector of DerryvuUen 
for the time being shall think proper. She leaves £100, 
over and above the £150 she has already subscribed, towards 
the buildiog of a new church at DerryvuUen, provided the 
building of the same be begun within a year from the time of 
her death, and also that the present site of the old churdi 
be not altered or changed, otnerwise the \egBcy to be void. 
8be gives £100 to her faithful servant Sarah Martin, as also 
all her stoan ware dishes, her blue and white china plates, 
one of the beds now in Miss Gerry's room» with the bedstead, 
curtains, and blankets, two pair of the short sheets last 
made up, her watch and all her wearing apparel and lace, 
except such particulars thereof as are herein otherwise dis- 
posed o£ To her faithful servant Christopher Armstrong 
£20 ; to her servant Hannah Dudgeon £20 ; to her servant 
Elii. Johnston £10. To her servant William Armstrong 
£5. To J ames Boyle £5. To her sister Sarah Cony during 
her life, the use of all her household furniture and plate, and 
and of all her farmings gardening and other utensils, in and 
about the house and offices of CasUecoole except as otherwise 
hereby disposed of ; and her express will is, that no part of 
the plate is to be in any way changed or altered by her sister ; 
and from and after ner sister^s death, she IxMiueatiis aJl 
these things to Miss Gorry. She also bequeatns to Mias 
Oony all her useful and ornamental chinai house linen, 
Quilts, dressing boxes, fiUigree work (except as otherwise 
disposed of), and also her coach, coadi horses, two of her 
best saddle horses, and six good dairy cows. She leaves to 
Mrs. mil Jones, before mentioned, her locket ring contain- 
ipg her late husband's and her own hair. To lbs. Cathe* 
rine Gordon, her diamond hoop rin^. To Lady Mount- 
flovenoe her large one-stone diamond nng. To Hugh Monir 
gomeiy her silver epeigne and one pair of embossed silver 
esyidleatieks, together with the rich stitched quilt and 
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pillowB. To Lady Ifiai^aret Cony her amber amiff-bcxz, 
mounted in gold, the chma jaxe and beaker ihat no^mr atand 
in the drawingroom, toge&cfr with the works o£ Popey 
Shakespeare, Swift, and Dunkin, and Baskerville'a Milton, 
To her sister Mrs. Sarah Gony, her Baakerville'a p r m y mt 
book. To her sister Mrs. LesUe, Pomet's History of I>i'^g% 
and to Lord Mountflorence the park chaise. 

She directs all the debts that she may owe at the time of 
her death to be forthwith dischaiged, and her stock of 
cattle, except what are hereinbefore disposed of, to be dis- 
posed of to the best advantage by her executors^ in order to 
answer the purposes of her will ; and after payment of her 
debts, legacies, and funeral expenses, she leaves the residue 
of her real and personal estate, two thirds to Alexander 
Gordon, and one-third to Hugh Montgomery; and she 
appoints Armar Lowry Gorry and Hugh Montgomery her 
executors. This will she sisned in preswce of Thomas 
Smyth, Richard Godley, and Barnes Walsh. 

On the 18th October, 1774, Mrs. Armar added a oodicil 
to her will. She was still of sound and dispomng mind 
and memory, though weak of body. She says thai she 
did by her wiU bequeath to her niece Maiv Ijowry Oonry, 
'whom it had pleased God in his wise providence to remove 
out of this world before her, the sum of £1()0, and also 
other things, from after the death of her sister Sarah. She 
revokes the will so far as it concerns Mary, and bequeaths 
what she had given to Mary in manner following: — To Armar 
Lowry Gorry, after his mother's death, the utures, furni- 
ture, and silver breadbasket To Lady Maxgaret Conv; 
after Mrs, Gorry*s decease (besides the jars mentioned m 
her will), the two figures and two branches in the drawing- 
room, a pair of china dogs, with a pair of coloured imagei^ 
and from after her own decease she leaves her her best 
service of china, consisting of thirteen dishes, forty-six 

Slates, twelve soup plates, with two tureens, covers, and 
ishes, and her choice of two suits of damask, and one suit 
of small Dutch diaper. To Lady Mountflorence, after tike 
death of Mra Gorry, a pair of china flower baskets, a ehina 
bottle and basin, a pair of white ^old jars, one dosen of 
Ghelsea plates, a pair of Ghelsea dishesi a bowl and dish, 
four leaves and two passion flowera and their leaves; and 
after her own decease, three of her finest diaper cloths and 
covers, and oiie dossen of napkins. To her nieoe^ Uxk 
Gatherine Gordon, from and after her decease, two ioitf 
damask linen, two of fine diaper, and also the ooUgoa 
service of ohiii% consisting of nine dishesp forty-five jmrn. 
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iiro flat long dishes, two Chelsea saace boats and plates, and 
a set of cut water glasses and their plates. And from the 
decease of her sister Sarah, all the china in the dressing- 
roomy and tea and coffee china, except what is mentioned 
above, or what she may hereaAer oispose o£ To Hugh 
Montgomeiy, firom and after her death, one suit of fine 
diaper, one of damask linen, six long red, blue, and china 
dishes, one round ditto, one laige enamdled tureen and 
cover, and six china soup plates. To be equally divided 
between Hugh Montgomery and Mrs. Gordon, she leaves, 
fit>m and af&r her decease, twenty-three damask doathes 
and covers, six new diaper doathes and covers, eighteen old 
Dutch napkins, ten breakfast doathes, forty-eight fine 
towels, forty-eight coarse towels, thirty-two pair of long 
sheets, and seventeen pair of short ones. To Hugh Mon^ 
gomery and Captain Gordon, from after Mrs. Oorry 's decease, 
the remainder of her platCy exdusive of what she has left 
to Hugh Montgomery in her will, to be divided between 
them as they shall a^ree, except four table spoons and one 
small sauce pan, which die leaves to her faithful servant 
Sarah Martin. To her sister, Mrs. Leslie, Blackwell's Her- 
bal, two vols., folio. To her niece, Mrs. Martha Popkin, 
her oval paper snuff-box ; and to Miss Mary Popkin, two 
Philicray flowers and an inkstand. To Mrs. Cathenne Craw- 
ford, of Sackville-street^ Dublin, her sedan chair. To Sarah 
Martin, from and after her decease, six new table doathes^ 
thirtv-one new towels, and twelve ivory-handled knives 
and forks; and to Hannah Dudgeon, six old table doathes 
and two pair of servants' sheets. To her servant, William 
Armstrong, from and after her decease (over and above 
what is MQueathed to him in her will\ £10. To Patrick 
Martin, cook, and Richard Hennessy and Patrick Creighau, 
postillions, £6 13& 9cl. eadL All the remainder of her books 
are to be divided between the Hon. Miss Sarah Cole, Miss 
Elisabeth Cole,* and Miss Mary Elizabeth Gordon. All her 
coadi and other carriages, ana the horses and cows left to 
Mary Lowry Corry in her will, with the grain and hay, 
bc^ shall lie sold bv her executors in a convenient time 
after her death, ana the money arising therefrom diall, 
with the £100 left to Mury Cony, be added to the residue 
of her fortune, which she believes to be very considerable 
but cannot now ascertain ; two-thirds of which is to go to 
Alexander Gordon, and one-third to Hugh Montgomery 
AU the moveaUee in and about tins house,t not mentioneo, 
to go to Miss Oorry. She requests her executors that they

will deal tenderly by Mr. George Eirk with respeel to tlie 
debt due bv him ; and lastly she nominates Armar Lownr 
Coiry and Hugh Montgomery to be execators of her will 
and codicil Signed in pi^esence of Wm. Stewart^ and Pool 
Dane. Probate was granti>d Jani 21, 1775, to Hnffh Moni- 
gomery, saving the right of Armar Lowry Coiry, tae otliar 
executor. 

Of the legatees named in Mrs. Armar's will, the Mbni- 
gomerys, Gordons, and, I presume, the Popkins, were Mr. 
Armar's relations — then ioUowed her own, indudio^ I 
ima^e, Mrs. Scott and Mrs. and Miss Jones, who I think 
it likely were descendants of her grandbther, James 
Corry, through his daughter, Mrs. Auchinledi. Maiy 
Anne Magennis I suppose to have been the wife of hie 
husband's servant^ Richard Magennis. 

I have not so far been able to trace the £600 bequeathed 
to the poor. For many years pensions have been paid to 
twelve poor persons out of the estate ; of late years at the 
rate of £6 apiece. But my great grandfather paid only £3 
Irish apiece : which looks as if the money was lent to him 
by wajr of an investment, at the rate of six per cent, bj 
the acting executor. 

With reeard to the bequest for rebuilding the diurch, to 
the best of m^ belief it was not rebuilt at that time^ nor, 
indeed, until sixW-mne years later, and then* on another site. 

By tiie date of tiie grant of probate, Mrs. Armar cannot 
have lonff survived after makbg the codicil to her wilL I 
suppose her to have died towards the end of 1774 She wis 
buned at DerryvuUen. An old woman lately deceased, who 
had been the sextnness, told me that after tiie funeral her 
servant threw the key of the vault into the brook at Tan* 
house water, I suppose from a feding that the property 
would now pass to the Lowry family, who would oe Iniried 
at Caledon. 

There is a picture of Mrs. Armar, at Castleooole, when a 
^oung woman. She is attired in a blue dresa She had, 
judgbg by the picture, a good figure and small hands, but 
adbun&oe. 

The woman before alluded to also told me thatadefinmed 
child of hers had been buried in the vault. Thii^ however, 
I believe was a mistaka The only child, whether definnned 
or otherwise, whom there is a trace of as having been in the 
vault, was that of her sister, Mrs. Leslie Oony, who died 
11th March, 1743.

Sarah CoRRTsuooeeded to her &ther*8 estate at Oaailecoole, 
bat under her brother-in-]aw*8 will, on her eLiter Mark's death 
in 1774. She mnst at this time have been about sixt^-flve 
▼ears of age» and was oiirinally the second of the sisters, 
Ibxy ArmBT being the tninL But she appears to have 
succeeded to the Loughside estate in the barony of Maghera* 
Stephana^ and also to the Longford estate, on the death of 
her elder sister, Martha Leslie Ck>rrv' in 1759 ; although for 
some reason she and her husband, Ualbraith Lowry, do not 
appear to have carried out the condition of her father's will, 
by taking and using the name of Corry, until after the 
death of her brother-in-law, Edmond Leslie Cony, kjp., in 
1764 or 1765. As has been before-mentioned, she had seven 
children, four of whom died young, and the youngest, 
Mary, unmarried, at the age of about twenty-six. Conse- 
quenUy all her numerous descendants spring from her 
▼oungest son, Armar, and her daughter Anne, alluded to 
m Mrs. Armaria will as Lady Mountfiorence, but better 
known as the first Countess of Enniskillen. From this 
lady are descended, the Wynne famUy of Hazelwood, county 
Sligo (firom Lady Sarah) ; the Magenis family of Finvoy, 
county Antrim (from Lady Elizabeth), the late head of 
which was married to nw own sister, now Ladv Louisa 
Magems;* the Balfour family of Townley Hall, county 
Louth (from Lady Florence) ; and Earl Cowper, Baron Lucas 
(from Lady Henrietta^ Coimtess de Grev). Besides whidb, 
there are the descendants of her two elder sons, the second 
earl, and General Sir (Salbraith Lowry Cole: 

Mention has before been made of some property in 
Queen-street^ Ozmantown, Dublin, known as Lots 94 and 
95, whidi John Ciorry acquired at the very end of the pre* 
eeding century in trust for his father James Cony. Upon 
this was a house (on the west side of Queen-street) wmch 
James Gony let on the S5th March, 1703, upcm a twenty* 
one yearns lease, to the Houp William Yillierat together with 
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a yard, cardeiif stable, ooach-house, and brewbonsa^ at » 
rent of £60 a year, over and above any kind of chimmiy 
and hearth money (exceptiiu; the ground rent payable to tM 
Blue Coat Hospital), lur. Yilliers was to keep toe hanae in 
repair. This property which is near the quays, b et we en , the 
ITour (Courts ana the Phoenix Ftok, does not seem to have 
turned out to be an improvinjor one ; for on the 6th Mey, 
1766, 1 find Qalbraith * and Sarah Lowry CSony, who had 
now become possessed of it^ givinff a lease of it^ as known 
by the name of the Black Lyon, for thirty-one years, ai e 
rent of £24 a year to John Lynch, inn-holder, the tenant 
to keep it in repair. This lease was witnessed by Townkj 
Thompson and WiUiam Cole. 

As nas been stated in an earlier chapter, the rental of 
the Longford estate, when ijeslie Cony died in 1741, was 
£409 a year. At November, 1768, it seems to have risen 
to £661 7s. ad., if I understand Mr. John M'Vitty, the agent's 
accounts aright. Mr. Qledstanes, probably Mr. Lowry Cony's 
friend in Tyronct seems to have lately given up a townland 
called Dring. At May, 1777, it had risen to £917, a yearly 
rent nearly equal to the original purchase money some eightpr 
years befora In the account attached to this rental is this 
entry, under date July 14th, 1778. " By expense ^n keepiitf 
possession of the stolen lands of Qilsagh per ac|x>unt £13 
10s. 11^*' This included a good deal of whiskey, the oosi 
of survejring the hidden part, and nine and ninepenoe for 
rebuilding a house. There is an agreement for a lease* 
signed 16th March, 1770, by A. L. Corry on his mother^s 
benalf, of part of Qarteenoran (except about twenty acres 
already set to Dominick Quin), to William Moorecraft for 
three lives at the rent of sixteen shillings and sixpence per * 
acre. That in those dajrs was a good rent. On the IMh 
October, 1778, Mr. M'Yitty, the agent, writes as follows >-

This shows how the small fanners depended on the linen 
trade for their support In &ct the larms probably only 
supplied them with food. This was I believe also the case 
inTyrone and Fermanagh. 

The only transaction on her Fermanagh estate by Mrs. 
Cony which I have before me, is the lease of a ^iiden, 
house, and coVs grass in Curragh, in the parish of Aucher- 
lurcher, to Robert Armstrong, of HoUybrook, for the life of 
Oaptain Jerome Noble, of GlafidrummoD, at a yearly rent 
of £2 lOs. This property she had herself purcnased from 
Annstrong. 

I have an account book extending over several years/ 
ending with her life, between Mrs. Corry and her son. The 
principal facts recorded in this are, that she received a third 
share of Mary L. (Sony's £4,000, who I presume therefore 
died intestate; and that her jointure and the annuity left 
to her by her husband, were not, at any rate after she in- 
herited CasUecoole, paid to her; but that her son gave 
her a series of bondJs for them, bearing interest at five per 
cent. She probably divided her time after her sister's 
death, mainly between Oastlecoole and SackviUe-street 

On the 16th June, 1779, Mrs. Gorry made her will She 
says that she is in her usual state of health, and of sound and 
disposing mind, memory, and understandinff. She desires 
her body to be laid along with her husbanos, in the vault 
made by her in Caledon, and that it be buried in a private 
and decent manner. She leaves the following legacies :— 
£50 to the Infirmary of Tyrone; £30 to the poor of the 
parish of Galedon or Aghaloo ; £10 to the poor of the 
parish of Dromore ; £50 to the poor of tiie parisn of l)eny- 
vullan; and £10 to the poor of the parish of Enniakillen ; 
to her grandson Galbraitfa Lowry Gony Cole, £1,000 ; to 
her granddaughter Elizabeth Anne Cole, £200 ; to IsabeUa 
ChJhoun, her goddaughter, and daughter of Alexander 
Oolhouii by Anne his wife, £100; the interest to be paid 
to the mother without control of her husband, until Isabella 
airivea at eighteen or marriafle, when the principal sum is 
to be paid to her. ToMr.PaiirDaiie^the8umof £34 tff.8d.» 
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the sum contained in Samuel and James* HitcheD*8 bond!. 
for which ahe has said Samuel's lease of a field in 
and a field in Tvnany, under Charles P. Leslie, e8^« 
further security, in trust and for the use of Sarah Mitchell, 
daughter of said Samuel and Jane ; and she reoommenfds ii 
to Sir.

John Neile, if they shall be in her service at her death, a 
year's waces to each; £3 to each of the following persons >— 
Lat Murphy, Thomas Leviston, Tarderagh M'M^llen, Bryan 
M'MuUan, Miles M'MuUan, Hugh M'MuUan, Edwanl 
Donaghy, and Owen Coyle; to her daughter Lady Ennie- 
killen, £50; to Lord Viscount Enniskillen, and to her 
sister Mrs. Leslie, £50 each; to Mrs. Maiy Nicholson, 
and her son James Corry Nicholson, £50 each; to her 
godson the Bev. William (!^mpbell, £21 to purchase a gold 
watch; and to the Bev. Dr. nomas Campbell, Hume's 
History of England, and Dr. Leland's History of Ireland ; 
to her grandson Somerset Lowry Corry, her eperaney and 
the two sets of glasses, her silver um{ for sugar, and pepper 
box, and her old stiver tankard that belonged to her gieai 
grandfather, as also two suits of damask linen with her 
arms. She bequeaths to Sarah, daughter of Hugh StaunUm, 
£10 ; to her servant Christopher Armstrong, £15 ; and to 
Hannah his wife, £26, over and above all wages due to 
them, together with the entire bed and bedding of their 
own room, and four chairs and table, also four taUe doathes, 
known by the name of Mr. Eing^s table doathes^ and two 
pair of servant's sheets; to Barth. Boan»£5 5sl; and to 
Jane his wife, £10; to Bose M'Mullan, £10; to Owen 
M'Qlone, £5 5«. And whereas that she formerly made a 

Sromise to George Forsyth, of Enniakillen, that in ease he 
id not get a renewal of the lands, as his &ther John 
Porsyth holds under her in the county of Fermanafl^ upon 
the death of his &ther, that he should be paid Dgr hera 
sum of £100, she hereli^ eommends it to her son Aniar 
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Ix>WTy CoiTT, that in case at the expiration of the lease he 
should not think fit to let the lands to Qeorge Forsyth, he 
siionld pay him £100. And in case he should renew the 
lease to him, it is her desire that his mother Maiy Forsyth 
should either hold and enioy a fourth of the lands during 
her life, at the same rent he renewed for, or that he should 
pay her £30 at her own discretion ; which several legacies 
she directs to be paid by her executors hereafter nam^ 

She leaves and bequeaths to her son Armar Lowry Corry 
her house in Sadcville-street, with all the offices, furniture, 
and appurtenances thereunto belon£;iDg, together with all 
her carriaffes and horses, chargeable nevertheless with 
payment of the said annuity of ^4, and with the payment 
alao of £1,500 as hereinafter mentioned, with interest at 
£5 per cent To her granddaughter Sarah Elizabeth* 
Cole, eldest daughter of Lord Enniskillen, the said £1,500, 
together with £8,500, making in all £10,000, to be paid to 
her by her executor at eighteen or marriage, which ever first 
mAY happen, provided me marries with the consent of her 
fJBkther and mother,and of her own executor, whom she desires- 
shall be a consenting party, signified by an instrument in 
writing under his or their lumcus and seals, and attested by 
two or more credible witnesses. The executor is to allow 
£300 a year for her muntenance and education until she 
arrives at eighteen, or is married with the consent aforesaid ; 
and from thence the entire interest of such sum of money as 
she shall be entitled to under the will But if she marries 
without consent, or dies under twenty-one years of age, 
then her will is that Armar Lowir Ck>rry is to be released 
fircnn the payment of the £1,500, and that £4,000, part of the 
£8,500 may go to her grandson Oalbraith Lowiy Cony 
Cole, to be paid to him tS, twenty-one or marriage ; and that 
£2,000, part of the £8,500, be paid to Lady Enniskillen with- 
out being subject to the debts or control of her husband. 
The remaining £2,500 she bequeaths to her own son, and if 
Galbraith S. L. Cole dies under twenty-one unmarried and 
without issue, then the £4,000 (if he should have become 
entitled to it) is also to go to her son Armar. She requests 
that if her son lives to see her granddaughter Sarah Cole 
manied, he will secure in her marriage settiement £500, 
to be paid to her immediately after her husband's death in 
case she should survive him. It is also her wiU, that Sarah 
Ook should pay to Jane Crawley an annuity of £4 a year 
donng the life of the said Jane Crawley. She leaves to 
her lelation, Mrs. Susanna Auchinlech, the sum of £50.

She bequeaths to Armor Lowiy Cony, the pictures 
of her grandfather and father in the house in Saokville-streeth 
or the copies taken therefrom, and now at CasUecoole, which 
ever he chooses ; those which he rejects she leaves to her 
grandson, the Hon. John Cole. She appoints her son Armar 
her sole executor and residuary l^tee. Signed on the 10th 
June, 1779, Sarah Lowry Cony, in presence of Hugh Mont- 

Somery, Michael Byrne, and Qiaries King. On the 16th 
une, 1779, she adds that on page tbe firsts there are two 
lines and a third erased by her order, as she finds on settling 
accounts with her son, tliat there is £10,000 due to her by 
bonds. Therefore, she leaves him her house in SadkviUe- 
fitreet^ free of all charges. Signed in presence of Alexander 
Leslie, and Bartholomew Noone. 

Probate was granted to Armar Lowry Cony, the sole 
executor, on the 29th Nov., 1779. Mrs. Cony must con- 
sequenthr have died between June and November in that 
year. With her the Cony fSunily proper came to an end 
at CasUecoole, having been settled there for about ISS yeam 
Her sister Mizabeth outlived her, but I believe iMr son, 
Archibald Hamilton, died childless. The only desesadaato 
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of John Cony, the first owner, therefore that I know of, 
are those of Um. Lowry Cony and of her aunts Mrs. Moutray 
and Mrs Anchinlech. The Manors of CSoole and Finagh were 
henceforth united under the proorietorship of Armar Lowiy 
Cony and his descendants, and nave so continued, with an 
exception in T]rrone (Gorballytaokin and Eilladroy,) to be 
hereafter alluded ta Although nearly all the rest of the 
properties of the two families of lio wry and Ck>rry have passed 
into other hands, in Tyrone three good townlands, Beagh^ 
Legaoony, and Letfem, and the hetul rent of Moylagh, out- 
side the Manor, still remain. In Fermanagh, part of the 
Church land estate in and near the demense, is now also in 
myjpossession. 

Inere is a three-quarter length picture of Mrs. Lowry 
Cony at Castlecoole. She is dressed in white, and appears 
to have been slight^ rather aboye the middle height^ and 
better looking than either her sister Martha or Mary. 
There is also a much better picture of Elizabeth Leslie, 
who seems to have been rather pretty. As there are still 
three pictures at Castlecoole of their father John Corry, I 
suppose that her grandson John Cole did not claim his 
hmcy of his great grandfatheo^'s pictura 

1 have now brought down the nistoiy of the two manors 
and their owners, to a point from whence matters relating 
to them affect the private affiiirs of individuals who lived, 
some of them far, into the present century. It isthe period 
moreover from about which the statement of mv own tiUe 
to the property made with a view to my marriage settle- 
ments, started. In the brief history I have yet to give of 
the united manoiSi it will be more convenient that I should 
abstain fitmi entering into those minute details which I 
have hitherto f;iven, and confine myself to the mere outlines 
of eventSy partumlarly those of a private character.

CHAPTER XVIIL 

ARMAB LOWBT OORBT (EABL BELMOBB), COMTOnTSDi* 

1779-1802. 

Hii aeoond marriMo— He is created a Baron of Jreland— Dealingi witfc 
the property — fnlarflement of Castlecoole demesne— Created a Vw» 
oonnt— The present house bnilt — His third marriage— His sob roiisM 
of age, and is elected M«P, for Tjrrone— Lord Befanore created ab 
Earl — Opposes the Union in Parliament— Extracts from the ^ LotdaT 
Joomals**— Jjord BelnuHne*s sadden death at Bath. 

Abmab Lowby Oobry succeeded hia mother at GasUeooole 
towards the end of 1779, having then been a widower 
with an only son for about three years and a half. Early 
in 1780 a marriage was arranged between him and Ladj* 
Henrietta Hobart, eldest daumter and oo-heiress of Jcink^ 
second Earl of Buckinghamimire and Lord lieutenant d 
Ireland. 

A settlement^ dated 10th March, 1780, was made between 
Armar Lowry Gorry of the first part ; the Earl of Bucking- 
hamshire, Lord lieutenant-Qeneral and General QoTernor 
of Ireland, and Lady Henrietta Hobart^ his eldest daughter, 
of the second part ; Viscount Enniskillen and Robert Lowry, 
of Ballyshannon, esq., of the third part; Lord Browlow, of 
Belton, in the county of Lincoln, and the Rt Hon. lliomas 
Ck>nolly, of the fourth part ; and the Earl of Shannon and 
the Earl of Ross of the fifth part By this deed the Castle- 
coole estate was, by virtue of the powers granted by Mr. 
Annar's will, charged Mrith a jointure of £200, and a sum of 
£2,000 for younger children. Certain other estates in 
Tyrone and Fermanagh, which I cannot specify, were settled 
on an elder son by Luy Henrietta^ subject to a jointure of 
£1,800 a year and £18,000 for younger children. A power 
was reserved to Mr. Lowry CSornr of settling £500 a year 
on a third wife, out of the lands ; of grantmg leasee for 
31 years or throe lives; "and of any not exceeding 100 
acres of Sixmilecross for life or lives renewable forever, 
or for any number of years at the improved rent» fta* 

This quotation is taken from a statement of title. I 
suppose Sizmileoross to mean the Sixmileoross estate, 
and the purpose of the reservation to be the creation <tf tlie

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town or village of Beragh or Lowrvstown, for which Mr. 
Cony had obtained a patent for holding fairs and markets 
in the ensuing year (see Appendix Y). Mj grandfather, I 
sappoBOy was intendecl to have the CastlecooTe and Long- 
fora estates, and whatever in Tyrone might have been 
settled on the occasion of his father's marriage with Lady 
Margaret Butler. That settlement is missing, and in its 
absence I cannot speak with certainty. 
The sole issue, however, of the second marriage of iny great 

Kindfather, was a daughter, Louisa Mary Anne JuliaHarriet^ 
m in 1781, who was afterwards Countess of Sandwich, and 
who died as recently as 1862. To her retentive memory of in- 
cidents in her early home, which at the time of her death she 
had not revisited for the best part of sixty years» I am in- 
debted for my knowledge of a good many of the events, 
which took place in connexion with the &mily at tlus 
period, and particularly for being able to identify several of 
the &milv pictures at Gastlecoole. Lady Sandwich besides 
taking the £20,000 (Irish) settled on younser children, 
eventually inherited, I believe, considerable retS property in 
England through her mother. I doubt, however, if her 
mother ever enjoyed this property in her lifetime. Her 
(Lady Henrietta's) immediate fortune of £20,000, British, 
was paid over to her husband, which seems to have been 
the practice oi those days. 

On the 16th December, 1780, a warrant passed the Privy 
Seal in England, and on the 6th January, 1781, a patent 
received the Great Seal in Ireland, for creatine Armar Lo wiy 
Cony a peer of the Idngdom of Ireland, By the title of 
Baron Belmore of CasUecoole, in the county of Fermanagh. 
This title was taken (it has been said at the instance of his 
wife) from a mountain in the county which is in view of 
CSastlecoole, but with which he had nothing to do as re- 
garded ownership. Lord Belmore was succeeded in the 
representation ot Tyrone by Nathaniel Montgomery, esq. 
On the 4th Febmaiy, 1782, he was introduced id the Mouse 
of Lords by a Viscount and a Baron, only one Baron being 
present

He was consequently introduced by Viscount Ranelagh 
aadsLord Annaly. 
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From the fitot of his name boinff included ijti ^ retam of 
absentees about this period, I conmde that ho ^vjnted £iig* 
land, possibly after his marriage. He appears to laa^ve been 
put down as owning £5,000 a year, a nominal inoome irliieh 
must have been considerably Mow the reality. SEis sthsMice 
could not have been of very lonff duration, for liis nrnme 
appears amongst the Peers attending the Honoe odf XiOrda^ 
in every year for some yeais to come after taking Ikim soal 

On the 3rd May, 1782, Lord Belmore voted in tho minosrilrjr 
in the House of Lords against a bill called the JEVotastuti 
Dissenters' Belief Bill This bill related to maixnmgem bf 
ministers not of the Established Churdi. The mmilwra

Lord Belmore joined in signing a protest against tbiB 
bill, as did his brother-in-law, Lord Enniskillen, and ths 
Primate (Robinson, sometime Lord Rokeby).* Ajako^gwi 
the reasons for the protest I find the following : — 

" For this bill gives to such maniages all the rights end bonefitP 
of those celebrated by the clergy of the Established Ohuroh, but 
does not subject them to the same objections.'' 

On the 22nd July, 1782, Lord Behnore voted against 
afijouming to that day two months, the committee on a bill 
for better securing the freedom of elections, by disqualifying 
revenue ofiicers from voting, and joined in signing a proteak 

On the 16th March, 1784, Viscount Famham, the BiBhop 
of Ferns, Lord Gosford, and Lord Belmore were permitted 
to sign a memorial to the House of Ck>mmons — about what 
does not appear. 

On the 23rd February, 1785, Lord Belmore was mnted 
leave of absence for a month, leaving his proxy ; and on tha 
6th September he joined in the following protest :—

To return to matters eonnected with the estates. 

The following letter, the original of which is in the 
pofisesmon of my cousin, Colonel Lowry, of Rochdale, relates 
to the making a miUraoe for the Bemgh Mills, and shows 
the limited extent to which interference with the tenants 
was considered a matter for compensation. Lord Belmore's 
connn John was the Rev. John Lowry, Hector of Cloghemy, 
second son of his unde, whom he mentions, ihe Rev. James 
Lowzy.* This Mr. John Lownr resigned hb living in favour 
of his son James eleven years later, out survived till 1822. 
His father, the former rector, had in 1745 exchanged Clog- 
hemy with Dr. Dobhs, for ])esertcreight. He died in 1787, 
or in the year preceding.

*' CasUe Goole, June, 29tli, 1783. 
"Dear Samuel, 

"I am so partioulsrly oircomstanoed that I have given np all 
thoughts of treating with my Unde Lowry about &e matter of 
Bmckey and Beaiagh Mills. He is desirous to make a water- 
ooorae agreable to ue grant he obtained from my Father, which 
my Ooien John will shew yon, and to which I have not any 
objection ; however to prevent any future disputes as to the value 
of the Ground that the Ceurse will go through, I desire that 
whatever agreement my Unde makes with t£e tenants about 
the Damage may be committed to paper, otherwise there wiU be 
contimMU disputes.

mulcture, and succon thereof, purchased from the E^les b^ 
John M'Clintock and John rerry in trust for me to hM 
brother James (Colonel Lowry's ancestor), subject^ of coarM^ 
to the head-rent. With regard to the latter. Colonel Tjormry 
informs me (January 13th, 1881)—

The deed of conveyance of half Bradcy in trust for Bobert 
Lo^^» jun., recites that for and in consideration of £850 

Sdd to James Kyle, of Bragky, gent, and to William 
eslett, of Ck>oley, gent, and £460 to Wm. E^le, of Braghj, 
gent, they convey to John M'Clinctoch, of Trmtaffh^ county 
Doneg^ gent, and John Perry of in tne county 

T^nrone, gent, one moiety of Braokjr together with one 
moiety of the com miU therein, with tne gnat toll, or 
mulctore belonging thereto, and Uieir heirs for ever, free 
from all incumbrances, except the rent of £S 6i. SdL payable 
to Bobert Lowry, senior. 

In or about 1783 Lord Belmore made a oonsideFable ad- 
dition to his demesne at Oastleooole. The public road to 
Dublin, which ran past the end of the oak avenue (which 
was probably planted in Mr. Aimar's time) and up to the 
old house, was diverted at the place where the two cJd 
BnniskiUen gate lodges (now the oldest houses In the 

•V¥k BobsH Lowiy the TCiager^ will, pegs M. 
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demesne) are situate, and canried along the eastern side of 
lioogh Yoan, joining the old Dublin roaa again in the town- 
landof OlasmuUaffh. The fonner road ran over the shoulder 
of Gortffonnell hiU — Uie new one avoided the hill, running 
along the foot of the other hill in Gortgonnell townland, 
known as Standingstone. This hill is so called from a very 
large piece of stone, weighing perhaps two or three tons, 
which stands on the very highest part of the hill. It is a 
piece of Silurian conglomerate of the same description as 
*' the hard rocks of liisbellaw," distant about three miles ; 
and was probably left upon the top of this hill, which is of 
a formation of an entirely different character, during the 
glacial period. The old tntdition is, that there was once a 
giant, who having occasion to step from Cuilcagh mountiun 
to Toppid mountain, made this rock his intermediate step- 
ping stone. The effect of this diversion of the road was to 
increase the demesne considerably. Parts of Killenure and 
Standingstone,formerlyontheoppositesideofthepublicroad, 
were thrown into it, wnilst two lanns in Standingstone and 
Derrymakeen, held by Magennis and Martin, persons pro- 
bably of the fitmily of Richard Magennis and Sarah Martin* 
mentioned in Mr. and Mrs. Armars wills, were also added 
to it^ being made into two large fields. The field now 
known as Standingstone hill, is one of the best pieces of 
gazing land in Fermanagh. A large double ditch widen- 
ing in places into a screen, and planted with trees, became 
the new boundary of the demesne. Some of these trees 
have now become very fine ones, particularly the beeches. 
One of the k^ter was cut down last year and sold with its 
branches for spool wood ; it produced seventeen tons weight 
of saleable wckxL It had a large spreading head, which as 
the tree was sold by weight and not oy measurement 
contained a great deal of profitable wood. Had it been 
sold by measurement most of this would have been losi 

It is evident that at this time the surface of Lough Toan 
must have been somewhat lowered. In fact a large map of 
the demesne, apparently made at this time, showing what it 
was, and what it was proposed to make it, proves that the 
water came much nearerto the road than it now does. The 
road round Lough Coole, (which also shows signs of having 
been at some tune lowered), was partly utilized as an ap- 
proach to Oa8tlecoole,anda8hort branch connecting it with 
the public road at thepoint of divergence of the new and 
old loada nearest to Enniakillen was made, and the two 
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gate houses were buili. On this side of the demesne (the 
north side) some of the townparks were thrown into it^ in 
that part of Eillenure Imown as the Flaxfield and Eillennxe 
Hill, and the present screen continued towards Aghandny; 
It was subsequently carried on to the Tempo-road, I pre- 
sume when that road was made about eighty yean aga^ To 
the south, the demesne was enlaiged by taking in (besidea 
Standingstone and Derrymakeen nills) a strip of Th<»naB« 
town, Bonnybrooke, and fiallylucas, thus bringing the de- 
mesne to the road leading to Toppid mountain. This road 
was connected with the new Dublin road by a short brsnch 
from a place called Casey's Gross. A screen of timber waa 
planted on this side also (except along the back of Miltowii 
Kill where there was only a single row of trees). Thia 
screen joined Mr. Armar*s additions to the demesne on the 
east side in Carrowmacmea, and had the efiect of indudinff 
the Horse Parks in the demesne. A large double ditched 
fence (lately taken away) which crossed the Horae Parka 
was evidently of older diate than Lord Belmore's screen. 

The rental fixes the date of this improvement^ by show* 
ing the deductions of the value of the land taken into handa^ 
from the tenants' rent I can see no record of any oom* 
pensation having been paid to the tenants under the head 
of tenant-right The ground taken in reauired no doubt 
extensive improvement, in the way of levelling fences, and 
imTOt>ving and laying down the land. 

These alterations probably took some little time to carry 
out ; and the next one I have to mention, is the building ci 
the present house of Gastleooole. The late Mr. Samuel 
Oalbraitb, of Oreenmount, county Tyrone, who was son of 
one of the former Tyrone agents, told me that my greai 
flrandfather had some idea of building his new house near 
Oma^h, and forming a demesne, between the rivers whidi 
flow oy Crevenagh and Campsey, unitinj; at OmaffL One 
is called the Ca^owan river. Over this river tnere is a 
bridge, called the Bloody Bridge, in consequence of some 
skirmish during the wars, probably in King James II.*a 
time. Lord Belmore, however, finally decided upon building 
at Gastleooole, which is a bettor site, owing to the formation 
of the (ground, the lakes, and the superior mountain viewa^ 
in addition to the fact, that there was already there a certain 
amount of timber, for which the soil is better suited than 
that of the other site In May, 1788, he becan to prepare 
Uie site of the new house by levelling a considerable space, 
part of which I understand was lowered about twelve feet^ 
in addition to excavating the ground for the basement and 
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the tunnel* leading from the kitchen to the present offices^ 
(which latter, however, were built by his son). He pnr- ^ 
chaaed his own materials, and did ihe work by day-work. 
The weekly pay sheets are all preserved at Castlecoole, and 
extend over ten years and a half, to November, 1798. 1 gather 
fiomaletterfrom Mr. Stewart,hisclerkof the worksor resident 
aidbitect, that the house was roughly estimated to cost 
about £30,000. By the time that it was finished, it had 
cost about £54,000, and taken about double the time to build 
that was expected. The work, however, is exceedingly well 
done. Mr. J amesWyatt, senior, was the architect There are 
some slightly varying plans at Castlecoole, by a Mr. Johnston. 

The house is fitcea with Portland stone. This was sent 
to Ireland in the brig ** Martha^" chartered for the purpose, 
and which seems ultimately to have been lost. The 
stone was landed at Ballyshannon, in Donegal Bay. It was 
then carted with oxen for about ten miles to Lough Erne. 
From thence it was conveved to Enniskillen in lighters, and 
finally carted to CasUecooIe. The entire cost of procuring, 
quarrying, and sawing the stone at Portland, as well 
as at Outlecoole, was about £12,000 Irish. The stone 
for the basement part of the house and the interior walls, 
Boems to have been quarried in the deerpark at Castle- > 
ooole, and to be a sort of quartz. The walls were prettv 
well up, by the end of 1793. The joiner^s and carpenter s 
work took a long time, and was not finished till November, 
1798. The house, however, was inhabited by the fisuniljr 
before all was completed ; in &ct the old house was acci- 
dentally burnt down, in 1797, it is said, through an ashpan 
having been left upon the staircase. 

There is <^good coloured print of Castlecoole in the fourth 
volume of ** The County Seats of Great Britain and Ireland,*' ' 
edited by Mr. Morris, and published a few years aga The 
house, which is about 280 feet in length, is a Grecian one, 
and oonaists of a centre, and two wings with colonnades. 
The wings oonabt only oi a basemen^ and one stoiy of ■ 
fiunily rooms. The centre of the house has above the base- 
mention the groundfloor fivereceptionrooms— one of them 
(the saloon) an oval room. The other four, the drawing- 
room, dining-room, Ufanoy and billiard-room, are thirty-six 
feet lonff by twenty-four feet wide and eighteen hiffL The 
prind^ hall is to the front: the stairaiae hall is on the 
west nde^ between the library and drawing room. 
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Up-8tain there are bed-rooma and dreesing-ioaaifl^ and a 
large bow-windowed sitting-room. A large lobbgr in Uia 
centre of this part of the house is lighted by » akrl^ght 
Bound this is a gallery with pillars, lighted witb two 
additional skylights, and into this galleiy a number o£ 
open. These, though called attics, were mostly 
for visitors ; and seyeral of them are Teiy good rooma. 
it not that their windows are too high up, so as to siii^ the 
exterior architecture of the house, which has a atone baJne* 
trade, running nearly aU round, behind which are tlieaa 
windows. 

The backstairs are of stone, and run fromtoptobottoan of 
the house, on the opposite side of the centre, fix>ni this 
principal staircase, llie basement is fireproof, the oeilfiiga 
consisting of turned arches. 

The doors of the reception rooms, the front and 
hall, and of the sitting-room up stairs, and of the 
rooms are of mahogany, wherever they abut on the principal 
parts of the house. The reception rooms have double doon. 
in the saloon the interior doors are painted in patterns. 

The mouldings, cornices and some of the ceikngs are very 
well executed, and were by a Mr. Rose, of London. There 
are two scagliola pillars in the front hall, and two pilasten 
on the frt>nt staircase, by Mr. Bartoli In each of the four 
principal reception rooms, and in the front hall (where are 
two fireplaces), there are very handsome marble chimney- 
pieces, sculptured in London, by Westmacott The floors 
of the rooms on the ground-floor, and of the lobby are of 
oak. There are rather high wiunscotings in the rooms on the 
two principal floors. 

On the 23rd Dea, 1789, Lord Behnore was created a 
Viscount, as Viscount Behnore, of the county of Fermanagh. 
On the 3nl Feb., 1790,* he was introduced into the House 
of Lords in his robes, between Viscount Mountnrrett and 
Viscount Ranekgh, also in their robes, the Uentleman 
Usher of the Blaok Rod and Ulster King-at-Arms in his 
coat of arms, carrying his patent, preceding. 

On the ODoning of a new Parliament on the Snd July, 
1790, Lord mknore took the oath, together with a number 
of other peers ; and afterwards with Viscount Qosford, intro- 
duced Viscount Wicklow, whose kte &ther, formerly Lend 
CSlonmore, having been created a Viscount in the twenty- 
fifth ^ear of His Majesty's reign, had never been intit>duoed. 

Ebs son, my grandfather, mkvinff when a boy raoeived a 
serious ixyury to his right leg, wnich caused a penoMiient

lameness, was sent abroad^ and made a tour to Lisbon and to 
places in the Mediterranean. Two small MS. notebookn, 
written in 1791-2, contain a journal which he wrote of 
this voyage. When he left Ei^^land, it is said that he was 
hanlly expected to return, and that in afterlife he came 
upon a letter from the tutor who accompanied him abroad 
to his fiiiher, to the effect that he would probably never 
aee him aeain alive. He, however, made a complete re- 
oovery of his general health ; but he never could nde upon 
a man's saddb, but rode (and in his younger dixys to 
hounds), upon a saddle like a lady's saddle turned the 
wrong way. 

In 1794 Lord Belmore married his third wife, Manr 
Anne, eldest daughter of Sir John Caldwdl, of Castle Gala- 
well, county FennanagL The settlement made on the 
occasion of this marriage, charged the Longford estate. A 
jointure of £1,000 a year, Lrish, was settled on Lady Bel- 
more, who outlived not only her husband, but her stepson 
also. . She usually during her widowhood resided at DBih, 
and survived until 1841« There was no issue of this 




In 1/95 Lord Corry came of a^, and he and his father 
passed a fine to Mr. David Habmgton, and suffered what 
.was oilled a ** common recovery " of Uie estates. This was 
the old way of disentailing landed property. The phrase- 
ology was curious, and I subjoin an extract from "the 
recovery" of the Tyrone portion of the estates : —

Towards the end of 1797, or early in 1798, there was a 
general election. Lord Ciorry was elected for the eoanty of 
IVrone, and also for BaUrshannon, county Donegal, one of 
his father's boroughs, fie succeeded Mr. Knox in Tyrone. 
He of course elected to sit for Tyrone, and was saooeeded in 
the borouffh by Sir William Ricnardson, bart 

About the same time (20th November, 1797) Visoonnt 
Bdmore was created Earl Belmore of the county of Fer» 
managh. His patent had passed the Privy Seal on October 
9th. On the 9th June, 1 798, he was in we ususl manner 
introduced into the House of Lords, between the Earl of 
Enniskillen, and the Earl of Ema 

I may here mention, that in all the coats of arms attached 
to his patents oi peerage, a griffin's head is used for a orest^ 
insteaa of the Lowry cre8i--a wreath of laurels, or tbe Ooixy 
crest-H^ cock. For many years this griffin's head was need 
by the family. On one occasion I was taUdng to Sir 
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Bernard Burke upon the sabject, in his office in the Record 
Tower in Dublin Castle, when he examined a book contain- 
ing a list of crests. We found that the griffin's head be- 
longed to an English £Buni]y named Coiy, spelt with one "r." 
From this we concluded, that it had be^ originally inserted \ 
in the first patent by an act of carelessness in Ulster's office. 
In 1799, the QoTemmeiit had determined to bring in a 
bill for the union of Great Britain and Ireland. To this 
policy I^id Behnore and Lord Corry were ven[ strongly 
opposed. The address in answer to the Lord Lieutenant^ 
the Muquis of Comwallis' speech was moved in the House 
of Lords, on the 22nd January. The last paragraph of Uie 
speech ran thus : — 

** The unremitting industry with which oar enemies persevere 
in their avowed do^;n of endeavouring to effect a separation of 
this Kingdom horn Great Britain must have engaged your parti- 
cular attention, and His Majesty commands me to express Ids 
aimous hope, that this oonsiderationy joined to the sentiment of 
mutual affection and common interest^ may dispose the Parliaments 
in both Kingdoms, to provide the most effectual means of main- 
taining and improving a connection esaential to their common 
security, and of consolidating as far as poosible, into one firm and 
lasting fabric, the strength, the power, and the resources of the. 
Britidi Empire." 

To the corresponding paragraph, in the address in reply 
to ffis Excellency's speech, three amendments were sucoes* 
Bively moved and n^tived. A protest was then entered 
on the journals and signed by the following members of the

A little later, on the 27th of June, a motion was made and 
neg^ved, to discharge the order for reading the third time, 
a mU to compensate ^ Bodies Corporate and Individuab in 
respect of Cities^ Towns» and Boroughs whic^ shall cease to 

seM any membm to Parliament after theXTnionyand to make 
compensation to those persons, whoee offices may be thereby

This seems to have been the last act of Lord Belmore'a 
pariiamentory lifa It appears from letters preserved 
amongst his Tyrone agent's voucherB, that he had seriously 
embarrassed his affairs. He seemed to have attempted to 
build the new hou^e of Castlecoole out of his income, and 
it had cost a great deal more than he expected. In 1790, 
he had had an estimate made of the income derived from 
his various estates, from which it appears that his gross 
rental then exceeded £13,000 a year Irish (or £12,000 
English) currency, whilst the cha^gres on the estate were 
only a little over £25,000. In a similar memorandum made 
iu 1812, ten years after his death, his debts were put down 
at £70,000, whilst fiunilv and other charges which came 
into force by that events had swollen the amount to aboat 
£100,000, in addition to annuitie& In his latter days lie 
resided a good deal at Bath, where he was negoUatinff for 
the purchase of a house in the Crescent, at the time^ his 
deatn. M^ jgprandfather comi)leted the purdhase of this 
house, as a jomture house for his stepmotner ; and it was 
sold after her death in 1841, by my fMher. 

Lord Belmore, owing to the course he had pursued with 
regard to the Union* shut himself out from any imwif^jf^f 
chance of being elected as a Bepresentative Peer in the 
Impttnal Parliament For a length of time these peengN 
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were regarded as within the {mtroDsge of the Minister of 
the day. So much so, that during the short Adminisiration ' 
of Lord GrenviUe, the Whig Earl of Charlemont^-a strong 
opponent of the Union — ^was returned in 1806, for the seat 
-vacated by tiie death of the Earl of Landaff, and which he 
retained until the end of 18G3, a period of over tifty-seven 
years. This system continued until, in 1825, John Maxwell 
!Bany, fifth Baion Famham, stood against and defeated tlie 
Oovemment candidate and so ** opened the Peerage.** Of 
eourse the Conservatives having an overwhelming majority, 
always take care to elect a Conservative ; but the inter- 
ference of the leader of the party is coufined to advising those 
dThis friends who consult him as to whom to vote for,aAer the 
candidate to be selected for support has been determined on 
at a general meeting of Conservative peers, by the majority 
of those present and voting;. The only exception to this 
rule that I remember, was m my own case, where a second 
vaoanqr occurred by the death of the second Earl of Bandon, 
within three weeks of the death of the late Viscount 
Hawarden, at a time of year when it was impracticable to 
hold a meeting, and when a second candidate nad not been 
fixed on at a previous meeting. 

On the 2nd February, 1802, Lord Belmore died suddenly ' 
at Bath. His daughter, Lady Louisa^* who heiurd him fall, 
and was the first person to go to him, always believed that 
he was choked by a dose of James* powder (which he 
flpreatly disliked), having been surreptiously ^ven to him. 
Judging, however, finom the very large fee which was given, 
there appears to have been a po^mortem examination; 
and I should be inclined to attribute his death to heart 
disease. 

He was buried at Galedon. The vessel which conveyed 
his corpse was to have landed it at Bostrevor, but owing to 
stress of weather the captain put into Dublin instead. 
There appean» firom the account tor their entertainment^ to 
have beeoi a great gathering of his tenantiy, &c., at his 
funetaL These accounts show the careless way in which 
money matters were conducted at the tima One man of 
business calmly states, that he arrived at the total of his 
enenditare. by putting sixty guineas into a has before he 
left Dublin, and then counting what was left after his 
letonL llie balance he ehaq;ed to my grandfather's 
account 

Lord Bebnore, besides commanding for himself or his

Mt gi'andfather*B earlier history has been given in former 
chapters. He was elected to the Parliament whidi firai 
met on the 9th June, 1798, as junior member for l^^rone ; 
his colleague being James Stewart, esq. He was ahlso 
elected for his father's borough of Ballvimannon ; his col- 
league beinff David Babington, esq. The following entry 
appears in the Ciommons Journals on the 9th January. 

« The Honorable Somerset Lov^ Corry being chosen a Knight 
of the Shire for the county of Tyrone, and a Buigess for the 
Borough of BallvBhannon in the county of Donegal, made his 
election to serve for the county of l^rrona 

** And the House being aatisfied by the deolaraticii of the said 
Somerset Lowry Oorry, commonly called Lord Viscount Oonyy 
who was present at the election for the county of Tyrone, and 
also at the election for the Borough of Ballyshannon, that there 
was no contest at either of the said elections ; ordered that ICr, 
Spdaker do issue his Warrant to the Olerk of the Grown, to make 
out a new writ for electing a burgess^ to serve in the pcesent 
parliament, for the Borou^ of Ballyahannon in the room m Lord 
Viscount Oorry." 

Sir Wm. Richardson, who was chosen for BalljBhanDon 
in his room, was sworn in on the 6th Feb., 1798. 
Lord Corry must have made his debwt as a speaker at

And a oommittee was appointed of Lord Visoount Oorry, Mr. 
Maurioe Fitigersld, and others, or any three or more of them ; 
and they are to meet on Wednesday next at two of the clock in 
the afternoon in the Speaker^s chamber.** 

On the 18ih Januaiy, 1798:— 

" Lord Visoount Gorry reported from the Oommittee appointed 
to draw up an Address to His Mi^esty, that they had drawn up an 
address accordingly, which he read in this place, and after 
deliyered it in at the table, when the same was read and is as 
foUowSy ACf Ac^ 

The Union Bill having been rejected in 1709, a message 
from the Lord lieutenant, recommending the Union, was 
sent down by Lord Viscount Oastlereagh, to the House 
of Commons on the 5th Februair, 1800. Lengthened 
debates foUowed. Amongst those who opposed the measure 
were Mr. Grattan, Mr. Burrowes, Colonel Yereker, Mr. Pon- 
sonby, Mr. Dobbs and Mr. Beresford.* 

In the debate on the King's Message, on Feb. 21st, Lord 
Con^ spoke briefly. He said, he should not discuss the 
details of the measure. He looked upon the Parliament of 
Ireland as incompetent to entertain the proposition. He 
should look on in silence, and give his vote a^nst every 
step that should be taken in the prosecution of the measure. 

On the 25th Lord Cony joined with Mr. O'DonneU, Sir 
John Pamell, Mr. Ponsonbjr, Colonel Bany, and Mr. 
Osborne in opposing a provision, in a bill for enabling His 
Majesty to accept me voluntary services of the Militia in 
the Line, for dividing the Downahire Regiment into two 
battalions, on the ffroundthat it would increase tiie patronage 
of the Crown, to DO exerted on the measure of tne Union. 
The clause was carried by 75 votes to 26. 

On the 18th March Iiord Cony seconded a motion made 
by Sir John Pamell, for an address to the Crown for a 
CJssolution of Parliament, before any final arrangement 
should be come to, on the subject of a LegislativeUnion. 
Tliis motion was defeated by 150 votes to 104. 

On SaintPatrick*s daj^, says "The Constitution'' newspaper, 
the Anti-Unionists of both Houses qi Parliament dined 
together *at the Commercial Buildings. Never, perhaps^ did

On the 2Srd Apnl, an Anti-Union dinner took place at 
Cork, Lord Riversdale in the chair. An eztraoi (pohliahad 
in the " Constitution") from a letter from Cork, says: 

" A petition to our Most Gracious Sovereign was introdaeed^ 
previous to the oonvivial indul^des of the day.** ** 
gentlemen expressed themselves m neat and apposite spaec lM 
the great occasion which called them together, but it 
remarked with peculiar interest and approbatioii, the auu^y 
renunciation of former opinion respecting the XTnion, whioli mewy 
took occasion to makcL"

The heads of the Bill appear to have been disctusedin 
Committee of the whole House. Leave to bring in the Bill 
was granted on Wednesday, May 21 st^ by 160 votes to lOOl 
Tellers for the ayes Colonel Martin and Dr. Browns-* 
tellers for the noes Mr. Ball and Sir Lawrence PlffsoDi. 
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The second reading appears to have been carried with- 

out debate or division on Monday, May 26th, but two 

divisions took place on the Question of oowmitting the Bill — 

one as to the committal itseli, the other as to the day proposed, 

- viz. next Friday. The numbers in the first were 118 ayes 

ia 73 noes ; in the second, on Mr. Orattan's amendment 

that the BUI be committed on the 1st August next^ the 

numbers were 87 ayes to 104 noes. 

On Thursd^r* the 5th June, the Bill having been gone 
through, the Uhairman left the chair, and the Report was 
ordered to be made next day. 

Lord Cony said he considered it a matter of great pre- 
cipitation to call upon the House to agree to the Keport so 
suddenly ; but, as it was pressed, he gave notice he would on 
to-morrow bring forwara a motion connected with the Bill. 
On the next day, Fridav, June 6th, Lord Cony rose 
shortly after the sitting of the House to make his promised 
■ motion. He said — ^that since ever the measure of a Legis- 
lative Union had been proposed in Parliament he had given 
the principle of that measure everv opposition in his power. 
He did not mean now to repneat the ailments he had on 
various occasions urged against it, and he was the more 
disinclined to do so as the address, which it was his ' 
intention to move, would state those arguments in a way 
much more forcible than he could otherwise do ; he, there- 
fore, would detain the House no longer than by moving 
that an address to the foUowing purport be presented to 
His Majesfy.-^** The Constitution, June 7th.) 

The address was of great length, and occupies the space 
of more than five columns of the newspaper ; in fact it does 
not all appear on the same day. 

Lord Clastlereagh* said, he rose not at present to go into 
a discussion of the merits of the motion which the noble 
lord had made. If the noble lord intended by the motion 
merely to have the sentiments contained in the address on 
the journals of the House he had not the least objection to 
their beinff so recorded; he should, therefore, treat the 
noble Lorain motion in the most respectful way by meeting 
it fairly on its merita He would not endeavour to prevent 
it from appearing on the Journals by moving the order of 
the day, nor would he attempt to state those sentiments 
wbieh sUrack him as proper to be substituted in tike address 
to the throne for those the noble lord had read ; at present 
be would afSfot no further observatioiis on tiie motion, 
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hoping, however, that if anything should be said in the 
course of the debate which he mi^ht think called for. 
observation the House would not consider him as prednded 
from offering it. Mr. Saurin followed in a veiy long sp ee ch 
in support of the motion. 

After further debate a division was taken, when the 
numbers were 77 for the motion to 185 against — ^miyoii^ 58. 

The order of the day that the Beport be read, was eanied 
by 156 to 87. 

On the motion by Lord GasUereagh that the Bill be 
enCTossed Mr. O'Donel concluded a speech by vkoynng 
''that the Report instead of being enprossed should he 
burned." Mr. jDolway seconded the motion. 

Mr. Tighe moved an amendment to the hon. gentkmAn'e 
motion. *' By the hands of the conmion hangman," ** whicali 
was spiritedly seconded by Mr. Henry Osborne." 

The Biffht Hon. Mr. 6eresford said that if the hon. 
gentleman s motion were persevered with, he would in hie 
turn move that his conduct be submitted to the considen^ 
tion of the House. 

" Mr. O'Donel having got up to reply, and much wannth 
ensued, the House was deared." 

On the 7th June, on the third reading of the Bill "Lord 
Cony, in an animated manner observed upon the nature of 
the Bill, and the circumstances attending its progress ; he 
said he had given to that progress every opposition in hie 
power, and he hoped it would not be considered that he de- 
serted his duty, if he averted his eye when the last Uow 
was given to the constitution of his country ; he therefora 
announced that he would not remain in the House to hear 
the question put on the BiU; he would quit it^ and for ever."* 

Mr. Dick,* who next to Xjord Gharlemont, was the longest 
survivor of the Lnsh Parliament, also opposed the BilL 

Mr. Plunket having arraigned the means by which the 
Union was carried, was called to order by the Hon. Ifr. 
Butier. Another scene ensued and the House was cleaved. 
During this day's discussion many Anti-Unionist memben 
receded. 

Mr. O'DoneFs motion that the Bill be read a third time 
on the 2nd January, 1801, was negatived, and the Kll was 
read a third time and passed. 

Lord Corry*s parliamentaiy career in Ireland was now 
over. He was M .P. for TVrone, for one Session in the Hbose 
of Commons in London, but soon after the beginning of the

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next liis&ther died. "John Siewarii, esq.yOfAthenree, county 
lyrond," was returned in his place, on the Ist March 1802, 

Lord Cony was, for some time in his younger days, Colonel 
of the Tyrone Militia. During part of his command the 
regiment was embodied. Later on in life he was Gustos 
Botulomm of that county, an office now conjoined to that 
of lieutenant of the county. 

On the 20th October, loOO, he married his cousin,* Lady 
Butler,'!' second daughter of Henry Thomas, Earl of 
By her he had, Msides a daughter, Sarah, who 
died an infant, two sons, viz., my father, and the late Bight 
Hon. Henry Cony. Mr. Corry having graduated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, was returned on 27th June, 1825, as mem- 
ber for the county of l^rone, in place of Sir John Stewart^ 
bart, deceased. Me joined Sir Bobert Peel's first adminis- 
tration in December, 1834, as Comptroller of the Household, 
an (^ce which entitled him to be sworn on the Privy 
CounciL In Sir Bobert's second Ministry, he was first. 
Junior Lord of the Admiralty, and afterwards Secretary of 
that Board. He declined office when Lord Derby came in, 
^n 1852, having been a follower of Sir Bobert reel on the 
question of frSd trade. But in 1858-9 he was again Secre- 
tary to the Admiralty, in Lord Derby's second Ministry. In 
1866 he was appointed Vice-President of the Committee of 
Council on Education, and on the 9th March 1867 he ac- 
cepted the office of First Lord of the Admiralty, and so be- 
came a Cabinet Minister, on his sixty-third birthday — as he 
remarked to Lord Derby, ^ a vei^ nice birthday present** 
He filled this office with great distinction, until the Govern- 
ment went out of office in December, 1868. 

He married on the 18th March, 1830, Lady Harriet 
Ashley, second daughter of the late Earl of Shafteabury. 
She £ed March 25th, 1868. He left two sons, Armar 
'ELtaxrr, and Montagu William, now Lord Bowton, gjb., besides 
two oaughteTB, viz., Gertrude, the late Mrs. Batson, and Miss 
Alice Cony, who is Lady in Waiting to H. B. and L H. the 
Duchess of Edinbuigh. 

Lord Belmore after his father^s death lived a good deal at 
Castlecoole, which he mainly furnished, his &ther having 
done veiy HUle in that way. The old house had been burnt

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in 1797, shanng the fiite of two predeoeaaon upon tbe 
site. This time, however, the cause was aociaent <3ir 
lessnesa The principal furniture and the pictures^ Bad, I 
believe, been removed, and the family had moved into the 
new house, although it was not quite completed, before tlie 
burning occurred. 

In 1804 Lady Louisa Cony married Viscount Hinchii^* 
brook, afterwards Earl of Sandwich. She had three chil- 
dren, viz., the present earl, the Countess WaleskL and the 
late Lady Ash burton. f 

Lord Belmore for a time kept hounds at Castlecoole. The 
kennels were between the rookery and Lough Coole. He 
also had a few horses in training, amongst them a hoiBe 
named Buffer, of which there is a picture at Castlecoole 
He was a little bright bay horse, and, 1 believe, was tolerably 
successful in winmng plates. He had also a horsecalled PiloL 

In 1812 it appears that Lord Belmore had an estimate 
made of the then value of his property. It was at that time 
worth about £24,000 a vear, or nearly double what it was 
when his father bad haa an estimate made in 1790, when it 
was put at between £13,000 and £14,000 Irish. But it was 
incumbered to about half its value, as against the very 
moderate incumbrance in 1790, and this notwithstanding^ 
that the compensation for the boroudis of Belturbet and 
Ballyshannon, disfranchised at the Union, amounted to 
£30,000 Irish. Lord Belmore never possessed, I believe, his 
father's house in Sackville-street, but ne had, even before his 
father's death, a very good house of his own in Qranby^^ow, 
now 34 Rutland-square, the Dublin residence of Lord 
O'Haffan. There are two pictures at Castlecoole, supposed 
to be Inr Sir Peter Lel^, (although it has been doubted by 
some if they are ffenuine). One is a portrait of the firBt 
Duke of Richmond, as a boy. It was in the loan exhibition 
in South Kensington in 1862. The other is a porkait of 
the Duchess of Portsmouth. These pictures had been in the 
Sackville-street house. 

Before he gave up hunting, Lord Behnore on the 20th 
July, 1809, took a lease of a place called Jerpoint in Ell* 
kenn^, from Mr. Edward Hunt, with a view^ of building a 
hunting box. For this, containing 76 acres 2 roods 16 perehes, 
he was for thirteen years to pay two guineas an acre, and 
an annuity of £162 lis. OJd to Thomas Cody, whc^ I loih 
pose, had the unexpired remainder of a lease against ue 
lands, which he gave up. After the thirteen yearS) he wis to 
pay Mr. Hunt JE485 12s. 6d for ever: being at the iite of 

* AmoiigiithfpclatiatCMttaeooltitAMtof prMlcopliicf HiftftkVi Mf

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Ave guineas an acre. Lord Belmore began some stables ; but 

gFive up hunting before he had built a house. Jerpoint, 
owerer, was left on his hands, and it was not until the 
10th May, 1853, that the grandson of the original lessee, 
— granted a release to my trustees, and took the property back. 

Lord Belmore during these years added considerably to 
the demesne at Castiecoole. Mfore his time it must have 
been a sufficiently bare place. Ue, however, took Lough 
Yoan into the demesne, and planted extensively and with 
great taste about it^ mainly in Drumcrin and Deny vore. 
Jn 1813 the new Dublin road was made, and at this time 
Lord Belmore took back a toties quoties lease of Slee Hill, 
beyond the new road,and parts of Slee,Ki]lyhev1in, andGort- 
gonnel between the new and old roads, from his own tenant^ 
Mr. Dane, giving him a similar lease of part of Deny vore, 
in part exdiange. (This was all Bishop's lease). This he 
planted, and dthough pecuniarily he made a verv bad 
. tmigain, still the plantations form a very essential mature 
of the demesne, backed as they are by Cuilcagh and the 
mountains near Florence Court 

About 1812 Lord Belmore bought the house at the top of 
Hamilton Place in London, which was the predecessor of 
No. 6. The price given was large, but it was sold about 
sixteen years later at a considerable profit. 

About 1817 and the following years accompanied by Lady 
Belmoro and his sons. Lord Belmore made a lengthened 
tour in the Mediterranean in a yacht, called the Omrey, a 
brig, which had been a prize during the war, and which was 
sold when he had done with it, to the King of Naples. 
They also went up the Nile at the time when Belzoni was 
exploring, and afterwards crossed the short desert (dressed 
in East^ costume), to Jerusalem and the Holy Land. 
Lady Hester Stanhope was then in Syria. I have a few, 
not very interesting letters of hers addressed to my grand- 
&ther. I have also a MS. book of travels in the East^ by 
Commander the Hon. C. L. Irby, and Commander Mangles, 
mesented to Lord Belmore by the latter. T^iLst in the 
East my grand&ther made a considerable collection of anti- 
quitie8,mo8t of which, I believe, were subsequently purchased 
nir the British Museum — some, I think, he presented to it 

Daring his absence from home the existing stables and 
fium offices at Castleooole were built ; those belonging to or 
near the old house, having up to that time been made use 
ot Mr. Kichard Monison was the architect The stables 
are unnecessarily large, and until I made scHne alterations 
the boiUingv were never full vutiliaed. Thefiurm 
N^ thou^ not eompaot^ I have had to add to. 




kti&r his return to England, his sons went to CSirkt 
Church, Oxford; my father, however, left without taking hk 
degree, at the end of 1822, in order to contest yermaiiagfc 
with Sir Henry Brooke, upon a vacancy caused bjr Sir I^owiy 
Cole's acceptance of the Qovemment of the MiMiritiiis. 

When the election began my father it is said was not cfrngb^ 
but the poll lasted so long that this defect was cured, before his 
opponent retired from we contest as hopeless. T*lie elecikm 
cost my grandfather, I have heard, about £8,000. The 
return was dated March 8th, 1823. On the 5th W 
1829, Lord Cony seconded the address in reply to the Kii 
Speech. He said that he was willing to go into ah inwe 
gation of the Catholic claims, to see Aether eomethin^ 
could not be done to satisfy the views and feelings of bath 
parties. But he would not pledge .himself to any measare 
that might be brought forward. 

In the debate on the ()th March, on the motion fbr £Poing 
into committee on the bill for the removal of Roman CSnwolie 
disabilities, he briefly stated that he could not support the 
bill. He retired from Parliament at the dissolution of tlie 
23rd April, 1831. 

On the Ist May, 1 810, Lord Belmore was elected a Sepr»- 
sentive Peer of Ireland. 

On Nov. 10th, 1828,he was appointed Governor of Janmioa^ 
in succession to the Dukeof Manchester. He sailed with Lmdj 
Belmore .in H.M.S. Heinld (afterwards surveying ship lo 
Australia) in January, 1829. He sold his London house 
for which (probably more or less furnished) he obtained, 
I have heard, £30,000; and also the advowson of Glogfaemj 
to Trinity Gollece, for £14,000. 

In 1832, not beinff able to agree on a matter of adminia- 
trative policy with Lord Qoderich, the Secretaiy of Staie» 
he was recalled. He has left at Gastlecoole a copy of alofi^ 
despatdi justifying his own action. (No. 204, 30th Apr^ 
1832.) He was succeeded by the Ean of Mulgrave, after- 
wards Marquis of Normanby. 

In May, 1834, my father was married. On this oocaaioD, 
< ' the Manor of Finagh,* with Beagh, Letfem, and Ii^;aoorryt 
and the head rent of Moylagh, together with the Ibnor of 
Ooole, were placed in settlement 

In 1839, Lord Belmore sold his Longford estate, which it 
may be remembered cost within 150 years, less than £1,000, 
together with the Clabby estate, and the lands so ofien 
recited in the barony of Magheraatephana^ to the Bev. J. 

* Bxctpt KfllAdNj, and tbf M ** WMpltd Inda** ' ' 
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O. Porter, of BelleiBle, and Eikkeeiyjaon of Bishop Porter/ 
of Qogher), for I have heard £136,000, (but this I cannot 
verify), the united rentals being then about £4,000 a year. 
They are probably a good deal more now, but the estates 
are divided between members of Mr. Porter's fiunily. 
About the same time Lord Behnore was enabled under the 
provisions of a modem Act of Parliament, to convert his 
oishop's leases, into fee farm grants, com{)oundingr (together 
with his under tenants who held totiea qiLOties leases) 
for the fines. The rent reserved, which had been £380 
Irish, plus agents' fees, when Mr. Armar bought out Sir 
Balph Gore, in 1753, had by this time risen to about 
£1,275 — British currency. 

In the summer of 1839, Lord Belmore had a paralytic 
seijEure whilst sitting at dinner at Oastlecoole. He never 
made more than a partial recovery, and having spent some 
time in 1840, at Cowes» he died at LeamiiL^n, on April 
. 18th, 184L Ue was buried at Galedon. The late Lord 
Oastlemaine succeeded him as a Bepresentative Peer. Lord 
Belmore continued to improve Castiecoole to the last Bonny- 
brooke Wood was planted about the time of his death. He 
made a mnt of the site of Edendeny church, in the town- 
land of Affhanllon, co. Tyrone, and oiocese of Deny, on 1st 
Juivy 1839. This parish was formed out of parts of Drum* 
ragh and Oappagh. 



CHAPTER XX. 

ABMAR, THIBD XABL OP BELMORB, 1841-5, 
AXB THE tuBtSQcnrr nisTOBT or mm bbtates, 

Lcnrd Belmore't ImprovemeDU at Castlecoole — His Death— Encmn- 
bered £ita^tet Court Sal ci Sa l e of CorballiDtackeii owmg to a tnppoeed 
niifUke— Be-a^iastment of Rentals on tbe Estates in my Poesessioiu-. 
Dnth of Juliana, Countess of Belmore— and of Ixmisa, Countess of 
Stndwidi— Death of the Rt. Hon. Henry Corry. 

The greater part of what I have to relate about my 
&ther, I hare abeady said in the last chapter. He was in 
his fortieth year, when his father died, in April, 1841 , and 
he did not survive to complete his forty-fourth year. The 
old dowa^, Maiy Anne Countess of Belmore, his «and- 
fiithei's widow, died later in the same year, when the nouse 
at Bath reverted to him, and was sold 
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He went to reside at Gastiecoole, in October, 1841, and he 
continued to make it his principal residence; going to 
Cowes (as he had reffularly done for several sammers before 
he succeeded his fawer), in 1842 and 1843, for the summer; 
Ee was rery fond of yachting, although he did not own a 
yacht. He was also a fisherman. In this day, his own 
lake in the demense (LoujQ;h Coole) was an excellent jnke 
and perch lake ; and occasionally he used to go a distance 
for salmon fishing. Although he did not hunt, he rode 
regularly ; he had, for a good many years, a very handsonne 
chesnut hone, called Fairstar. 

In the demesne, he planted a wood, now known as Kil- 
lenure plantation ; and he made a walk (since conyerted into 
a driye), out of part of the old Dublin approach to the houee» 
and the old public road of 1783, passing by Lough Toan. 

In 1844, he went to Germany for the gout The 
following summer, soon after the birth of his youngest son, 
now Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Cony, late ILP, for Tyrone, 
he went to England for a short time. On the 10th Sep- 
tember, he took m;^ brother Captain A. L Cony, b.m^ and 
myself, to Mrs. Peile's school, at Hatfield ; we saw him 
then for the last time. He died, after a short illness, 
of gout, on the 17ih December, 1845, wanting a week to 
complete his forty-fourth year. 

It had been arranged that he should haye been the nert 
Representatiye Peer. The late Lord Desart was elected on 
the 11th December, 1846, to the vacancy that my father 
would haye filled, in the Marauis of Thomond's place. 

The year after my father's death, came the failure of the 
potato crop; followed by the famine in 1847. The 
Encumbered Estates Act was passed in 1849, and my 
trustees found it necessary to take advantage of it Between 
family chaiges, and the incumbrances mainly created by my 
grandfather, still remaining after his own extensiye sales 
to Mr. Porter, what was known as the unsetUed estates 
were incumoered up to their full yalue. The Fermana^ 
Church land estate (except Standingstone), and the fee- 
simple lands, which were not included in Manorooole, sudi 
as Ijargy, Qlasdrummond, Toppid Mountain, T^ndton, 
Modena* Drumdexg, and Inisleague Island, were sold in 
1861.t Standingstone (part of (fortgonnel) had been eiro- 
neously mapped as part of Castiecoole, by the Ordnanoe 
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sarveyon. It was sold privately to my mother in 1853 ; of 
ooorse at a large price. Some portions of the Church 
lands of Killenore, ovring to errors in the Ordnance map, 
were not sold at all, whilst parts of Kedagh (now included 
in Oastiecoole) and Carrowmacmea^ were sold as part of 
Qortgonnel, and as Qocktate, respectively. Qortffonnel 
is a Uhurdi land, but Clocktate never was. The purdiasers 
of ooorse got an indefeasible title, as errors made by the 
Gonrt cannot be remedied after the conveyance is once signed. 
But the mistakes were none the lees a canse of trouble and 
expense, long afterwards in making iuture arrangements 
with members of the family in connexion with my &ther's 
wiU. To save my successors from similar difficulty, I think 
it desirable that they shoxdd have an authentic record of 
past dealings with the estates, such as this work aims at 
beinff. The sales in Tyrone took place in 1852 and 1853. 
The nsts of lands then sold are long, and will be found in 
Appendix T. The gross rental sold in Tyrone was I 
believe about £8,000 a year, and some of the limds being 
sold subject to considerable annuities, the whole on the 
average reaUsed between nineteen and twenty veais' pur- 
chase. Hie annuities by the time they had all fallen in, 
must have swollen the amount paid first and last by pur- 
chasers, to twenty-three years' purchase. 

The number of years' purchase that the different lots of 
the Fermanaffh estate sold for, varied considerablv. A cross 
rental of £6,000 a year or thereabouts was sold, but from 
this nearly £1,300 a year had to be deducted for the head 
rent of the Bishop's lands. 

The result was that when I came of we the estate was 
reduced in Fermanaa^h to the Ifanor of Coole,* and the 
part of the demesne indudei in the See lease, before 
reforred tat But those Church lands which were actually 
in, or were doM to the demesne, had been purchsaed by 
members of the family, so that I was enabled to re-pur- 
chase them on fair terms. Three of the more distant Church 
townlands I also repurchased, and held for a time. They 
were Cavanacross, Mullinaskea and Feddans. In 1861, 1 
was able to gain entire repossession of the demesne, by 
taking a fee-wrm srant of part of BallylucM from the late 
Mr. CUlum, in exohuge for a similar grant of his family's 
old farm (with re-adjusted boundaries), in Tidlyhamey. 

In Tyrone I retamed after the sales, the townlands of 
Beagh, Letfem, and L^gaocny, and the Jliead vent of Moy- 
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lagh, and the Manor of Unagh lands which hmd been it 
Robert Lowry the ^^oonger^s marriage Bettletment^ except 
CorbAllytadken. Thia and the ancient Achorrow of kh» 
map of 1609, 1 believe to have been intended to be repre- 
sented in the Ordnance map of 1834, as (>irr. Iik iire- 
paring the sale rental it does not seem to have occ m iea to 
any one that C!orballytacken, in the old propartion of 
Finagh, was identical with the Corr of the Qrcmanoe m^ 
of 1834, in the old proportion of Bal1int<scken. 

Corr was consequently sold in two lots for aboot XSjOOOi 
Lord Lifford purchased one of them. Killadroy, ^v^bich was 
also sold, was omitted from Robert Lowry's setUemeDt ot 
1726, notwithstanding its being in Finagh. 

I still pobsess in Monaghan the heiui rent of irhai in 
1739 was known as Colonel Murray's Park, noisr called 
Swan Park. I am told that a bank in the town of Mon- 
aghan now stands upon it 

After I came of age in 1856, 1 re-adjusted the rental of 
the Tyrone estate, as £ur as unleased lands were concerned. 
The Master of the Rolls* had on a petition from the ''Beraffh 
dub," after the fiimine, made certam reductions, which mMe 
Uie rental uneven as between tenant and tenant These as 
regards leases were set aside. Of unleased lands new lettings 
were made. 

On both estates, between 1856 and 1862, a mod deal of 
squaring and consolidation of fiGunns,and arterial orainage was 
afiected. Comparatively few alterations have been made in 
l^irrone since. When leases have fallen in on bolh pro|ier* 
ties, the rents have generally been re-adjusted. 

In my marria^ settlement of 21st August, 1861* I 
omitted Bera^h, Letfeni, and Legacorry, firom tibe entail on 
the one hand; on the other I was able to include the 
Fermanagh Church lands, the leases having becoi converted 
into perpetuities. Many of mv tenants in the villages ot 
Beraj(h and Sixmilecross, in Tyrone, have ezerdsed th^ 
right of late years, of converting their leases^ renewable tar 
ever, into fee-farm grants, commuting future fines into small 
' < additions to the rents. 

In Appendix Z, I give a list with approximate dates of 
difierent buildings, roads, and other improvements on the 
estates. 

I have purposely only given a mere outline of estate htst<»T 
in the present century. In the following chapter I shall 
endeavour briefly to sum up a few of the principal points^ of 
what has gone bttore^ and make a fe w genenJ <Asermlkiis on 
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ihem. It remains only to say here, that my grandmother, 
Juliana^ Countess of Belmore, died on the 22nd July, 1861, 
aged 77; Louisa, Countess of Sandwich, my great grand* 
motib6r(who married July 9th, 1804), died on the 19ih 
April, 1862, the following year, aged 81 She had, in her 
old age^ a Tivid recollection of incidents that occurred in 
her youth. She remembered the scene in the Irish House 
of Commons, to which she accompanied her aunt, Lady 
Oastlereaffh, on the night of the report of the Union Bill 
She recolkcted g|oing ^ the then locuJlv fashionable sna, at 
Swanlingbarr, with lier father; and she also remembered 
tiie Bebdlion of 1798, when she used to go look for rebeb 
in the dark, and " never saw any one worse than herself,*' 
as she expressed it The ^^ardener, notwithstanding, was 
tried for drilling rebels within a quarter of a mile of Castle- 
oodle, on a hifl still known as *'Croker's Hill.** It is a 
tradition, tiiai the lury having disagreed, the prisoner and 
jury were» in the old fiishion, taken in carts to the border 
of the county, when the judges left^ and were there dis-* 
chazged. 

My unde, the Ba^ht Hon. Henry Cony, died on the 3rd 
llardi, 1873, wantinff but three days to complete his 
seventieth year He had represented l^jrrone for upwards 
of forty-eeven years and a hai£ 
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CHAPTER XXL 

OOKCLUDIKG RKMARKR 

Biil«t of the PlMiUtioiu-.Kiie in tbe Talna of land anted wamalx ^ ^ 
in tlie Talue of money— -Social habits of the leventeenA 
£ttaie roles— Fee-farms and long leases^-Wasie lands. 



Thsrb are some Dointe contained in the foregoing nj , 

which seem io call for a few general remaru — ^The fiisft ii 
as regards tbe Plaittation of Ulster. 

The general roles with regard to the Plaivtatiom; wiD 
be found in Harris's Hibemica— the work which coniaini 
Pynnar's Survey. Those only which relate to the Sooich 
and English settlers, and which will be found on 
125-7» concern my two manors. These general rules 
fifteen in number, and may be shortly stated as foUowB:— 

1. His Miyesty was pleased to grant estates in fee-farm 
to the undeitakers, and to their heurs. 

2. The quit rent to be paid for erery proportion of 1,000 
acres was £5 6$. 8d Engush money, and so on rateaUy tor 
every laxger proportion ; which would be at the rate of 
(about) 68, 8d for every three score acres. But no under- 
takers were to be required to pay rent for the first two 
years, except natives, who woula be at no expense fir 
transportation. 

3. noportions of 2,000 acres, were to be held by Emght's 
- service in capUe; of 1,500 acres by Elnight^s service as of 

Dublin Castle; and of 1,000 acres, in common soooige. 
There was to be no wardship on the first two desosats of 
tiie land. 

4. Undertakers with 2,000 acres, were to be bouid to 
build a casUe, with a strong court or bawne. Those with 
1,600 acres, to build a stone or brick house with a bawne^ 

' ' and those with 1,000 acres, were to make a strong court or 
bawne. The undertakers were to draw their tenanti^ io 
build houses near tiieir own, for mutual defence or strangth. 
They were to have timber assigned to them without pay- 
ment out of His Migesty's woods, for the next two yean^ 
after obtaining their patents ; meanwhile there wai tobea 
prohibition against destroying or fiUling the woodi&rany 
cause. 
. 6. The undertakers, their heirs and assigns^ wen io hn 
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ready at all times a oonvenient store of arms, wherewith 
tiheT might furnish a competent number of men for defence, 
^which might be viewed and mustered every half year, after 
tlie manner of England. 

6. They were to take the oath of supremacy, either in the 
Ohanceiy of England or Ireland, or before the Commissioners 
to be appointed for establishing the Plantation, and to 
conform in religion according to His Majesty's laws. 

7. They were not to alien or demise their lands to meer 
Irish, or to such as would not take the oath of supremacy. 

8. Each undertaker was within two years to plant a 
competent number of English or Scotch tenants upon his 
i^oportion, in such manner as the Commissioners should 
preacribe. 

9. Each undertaker was to reside for the first five years, 
after obtaining his patenti upon his proportion, either by 
himself t or h£ deputy, unless licence of dispensation of 
fesidence was granted to him by the Lord Deputy and 
OouneQ of Irelimd. 

10. Undertakers were not to alien their proportions 
during the first five yeara, but in this manner, vi2.| one- 
Uiird part in fee farm, another third for forty years or 
under ; reserving to themselves the other third part without 
alienation during the said five years. After five years, they 
might alien to all persons, except meer Irish, or such as 
would not take the oath. 

11. Undertakers, might erect manors, and hold courts 
Baron twice a year, to create tenures to hold of themselves 
upon alienation of any part of their portions not exceeding 
a moiety theraol 

12. They were not to demise anjfr part of their lands at 
will only, but were to make oertam estates for years, for 
l]fe» in taile, or in fee-simple. 

13. No uncertain rent was to be reserved by the under- 
taken, but the same was to be expressly set down, without 
reference to the Custom of the Country ; and a proviso was 
to be inserted in the letters patent, aeainst OuMvngSf 
GiM&drJes, and other Jris/i exactions upon their tenants. 

14. Power was to be given to the undertakers, to trans- 
port during the next seven years after the date of their 
iBtlers patent, commodities out of the country, without 
payingany customs, duties or other impositiona 

15. jPower was also to be siven to them during the like 
period, to import into Ireland* out ofsQreat Britain, firee dT 
eustoms duties^ Yietuals^ UtensilB tor their housdidds, 
« Materials wad Tools for building and husbandly, and 
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Cattle to stock and maaure the lands aforesaid. This 
not to extend to commodities by way of merdiandise. 

Such were the general rules, and it will be seen bj 
referring to Captain Atkinson's patent (paf(e 69), that most 
of them were incorporated into tne patent I 

But I can give no explanation as to why the rent chax^ged 
for his proportion of 1,000 acres was £8 a year, in place of 
£6 6s, 8a. it is not an explanation that the 1,000 acres were 
exceeded, because in making the surveys in the escheated 
countiest it appears that onlv '* profitable acres " wei 
taken account of, and that wooas ana bo^ were thrown ia. 

The Manor of Coole was to be held m common sooeage. 
That of Finagh, which was according to Pynnar, one of 
8,000 acres, should have been held by knight's service iia 
capke. But it was re-granted to Sir Piers Crosbys in free 
and common soccage (App. F.^ This manor it appears was 
twice forfeited for non compliance with the rules. It will 
be seen by reference to App. D, that the tenants could not 
''have their leases made good unto them," and that the 
lands were in great measure in 1619 inhabited by Irish.^ 
There was also no bawne nor casUo nor freeholders. 

In Manor Atkinson, on the other hand, a bawne was builti 
and it would appear by the rental attached to the con* 
veyance to Arthur Champion, that leases had been given. 
What the defects in title therefore were, is not very apparent 
Leases were I believe very commonly given on both estates 
down to a recent period. Even now about half of my Fer* 
managh rental is paid bv leaseholders ; and the disinclination 
of tenants to take out leases now, is to be accounted for, hy 
the supposed superior position of yearly tenants under the 
present land law. 

The rise in the value of money is also a matter requiring 
notice. It is nowadays claimed for the tenants, that the 
incressed value of the soil over what it was a century ago 
is due to their labour. Now, as a matter of &ci, it would 
be difficult to show any increased value due to tenants' 
labour even so recently as the end of the last century ; and, 
even as regards landlords' improvements, it will have been 
observed in Mr. Armar^s case that many of them have 
become obsolete ; others, such as main drainage by means of 
straightenin^watercourses,although ffood as far as they went, 
were insufficient ; whilst Uie old miUs at Oastleooole most^ 
at every wet season, have converted some of the best land 
for dairy purposes in Coneyburrow bottoms, into a 
temporary lake. I admit that during the present centmy 

• FMb alM App. L. 
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some tenants, and of late years, since the famine of 1846, 
many tenants have made valuable improvements. But I 
cannot admit that the general rise in the fair letting value 
of land is due to anything else than the fall in the value 
of money as regards commodities. I have not a great deal 
of evidence amongst these papers to adduce as to the 
actual value of commodities ana labour in former times ; 
still 1 may point to the list of prices in 1719 on page 172 ; 
to Bobert Grieves* receipt^^ dated 1726, on page 176 ; to an 
account with F. Doorass, in 1786, on pa^ 195, and to the 
accounts in connexion with building the diurch, between 
1736 and 1741, in Appendix T. How little even a land- 
lord's land in Fermani^h produced in 1735 may be seen on 
page 195. Even at a period since the famine it was, I have 
been told, a not unirequent custom in Tyrone for a tenant 
to take three crops of oats out of the land, and then let it 
" come to ** — ^that Lb, run back into natural grass and weeds. 
Now, however, on manv farms I believe grass seeds are 
sown, when land is laid down. 

The form in which the rentals weie kept during my 
grandfietther and father's^ and the early part of my own time, 
was such, that it is not easy to use them for purposes of 
comparing the values of particular townlands, (as they 
formed one vcorv long account treating each particular 
estate as a uni^. This system of course involves some 
trouble, in picking out the value of each townland. But I 
am indinea to doubt if rents on my Tyrone property at 
least have ever, as a rule, exceeded what they were at the 
end of the warin 1815; after which there was a very heavy 
reduction. Leases in Tvrone granted about that time are 
about up to the present letting value of the land. 

Butt although I cannot give details as to value of com- 
modities» something may be learned from tiie jointures 
and portions provided for younger children. In the settle- 
ment of 1679, a jointure not exceedinff one-third of the 
value of the land settled was provided for. This probably 
was based on the rule of ** thirds," for a widow. 

When James Corpr was going to many Miss Mervyn, 
£90 a jrear was the jointure namM in the unexecuted settle- 
ment The settlement of 167!^ also provided £1,000 for 
younger children's portions. 

In John Oony's settlement of 1701, in Bobert Lowry's 
settlement of 1726, and in Galbraith Lowxy's settlement of 
17S3» £S00 a year jointure, and £2,000 for younger childran's 
portionsi were the sums named; whilst in the Misses 
AaehiDleoh's settlements! whose husbands were not great 
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landed proprietors, such jointures as £21, £S0, £9% mad 
£40 a year, were considered safficient under oertain 
tingencies. In 1G93, James Corry in his petition for ^ 
peusation for his losses during the wars, put his mmuial 
income at £1,000 a year. In the account stated between 
Leslie Corry and Maigetson Armar in 1733, the hlgbest 
year's rental sli^hthr exceeded £1,400 a year. This was 
for the estates in Longford, Monaghan, and Femaanaghy 
and the Antrim lease. When Lesue Corry died in 1741, 
the Longford estate which had been purchased at ihe end 
of the preceding oentunr for £935, was worth about £400 
a year. When Sarah dorry had it in 1777, it was worth 
£917 a year. She was by this time a widow, and her Jiiis- 
band had increased her jointure to £600 a year, by leaving 
her an annuity of £300 more, whidi she enjoyed in addi- 
tion to her Longford property, and that in the barony of 
Magherastephana. Qalbraith Lowiy Cony had also in^ 
creased his daughters* fortunes from the £2,000 settled on 
vounger children in 1733, by giving the elder £10,000» aad 
leaving the younger £4,000, and an annuity^ of £150 till 
her marriage, and after her mother's death it waa to be 
increased by £200 a year in addition. 

Mr. Armar in his will adhered to the old scale, giving 
power to setUe a jointure of £200 a year, and portions for 
younger children, up to £2,000. His nephew Annar Lowiy 
Corry, however, when he married Lady Henrietta Hobari^ 
had become a great landed proprietor, and she had besides 
a considerable fortune (£20,000, Britii^) of her own, which 
apparently was paid over to him. Consequently the settle- 
ment upon her was £2,000 a year, and £20,000 upon her 
daochters or younger children. Part of the real estate 
womd have gone to an elder son had she had one. When 
he married for the third time, £1,000 a year was settled 
on Miss CaldwelL When my grandfather manned in 1800; 
£1,000 a year also was the jointure settled ; this, however, 
was more than doubled by his wilL All these settlements 
in the last centuiy were made in Irish currency, which wm 
at the rate of Is. Irish to lid British. 

It may naturally occur to some persons to ask, what light 
does this narrative throw on thesocial habits of the diffiueat 

Eeriodst In the seventeenth centuiy, the undertaken 
eld their lands and possessions at the peril of their UFea 
In the original patent of Coole> we find a oondition 6xk 
aootndanoe with the rules of the Plantation^ that Uks 
Patentee was to draw his (English or SootohX tenaati to 
build dose, to his own house— aooordingly we find two 
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fineaholden mentioned in 1619. In 1689, there is mention 
of a town of Castleooole which was bumi This probably 
meant a few houses near the mills — ^perhaps the lliomas* 
town house may now be on the site or the town. 

The habits of the people were not apparently very 
peaceable. 

In 1688, Oaptain Corry raised 100 foot and 60 horse- 
incn» for the defence of Castlecoole, which were ordered 
into the town, and the foot may perhaps have been in- 
cor]^rated into the regiment which becajne the 27th 
Inniskillings. 

After the war, when the oonntiy began to be more settled, 
the deer park was made, and what was then no doubt con- 
sidered a laige house, built at Oastlecoole. The ownera of 
the property 'evidently began to make improvements, and 
to feel more secure in their possessions than formerly. 

The period, when riotous living most prevailed amongst 
the gentry, was that between 1730 and 1800. But I find 
no trace of it at Oastlecoole. Mr. Armar evidentiy lived 
quietly and prudently; and my great grandfather, the first 
Liord nelmore, although he laid the foundation of the in- 
cumbrances, which have reduced the property from one of 
the laigest in Ireland, to one under 20,000 statute acres, 
did so mainly by his building operations. In his latter 
days he was considerably embarrassed ; but his building 
ezpences, added to the mortgage of £8,000 left by Mr. 
Annarand his father, which I suppose to have been on 
account of the purchase of the Church lands, his cousin 
Lady Sarah Cole's fortune of £10,000, the sum of £31,000 
he agreed to pay Mrs. Armar for the Church lands, and a few 
charges of his own, wouldfiir more than haveaocounted for the 
amount of incumbrance he left on the estate ; not induding 
family charges, and some under his will which came into 
effect at his death. 

I conclude, therefore, that no great extravagance of 
living was indulged in at Aghems or at Castlecoole during 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. The ownen 
seem to have lived on friendly terms with their tenants, 
and it would appear from the grants made in the last 
eentory by the Vestry of Termonmaguirk (App. M.) for 
building a Presbyterian meeting-house, and repairing one, 
and erecting another Roman Catholic chapel^tiiat the 
diflbient religious denominations in Tyrone, at any rate, 
were on frieiMlv terms. v 

It was not the custom in that part of the countiy to 
iptiid rnuoh money on improving tenants' fiuma. Old 
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vouchers show a few email allowanoee in Tyrone for koi- 
provements sudi as fencing or lime. The immediate 
tenants on that estate seem to have held generally by leasa» 
and to have been bound to certain improvements, but not 
to good husbandry. If subletting was not actually allowed, 
it must have been largely wiuKcd at, as the number of 
farms now on the T^ne estate greatlv exceeds the 
number in the rentals of 1777 and the rollowing yeara. 
These sub-tenancies have now become principal t^iandea. 
The sale of a tenant's interest was also permitted in the 

Sneral way. I cannot say what the exact conditions were 
fore the fisunine — ^probably they depended on the agent's 
pleasure.* 

After I attained my majority there was supposed to be a 
limit as to price in Tyrone, and that tenant-right was not to 
exceed £8 a statute acre. But, after 1862, on the occasion of 
a change of agency, when Mr. Brush succeeded Mr. Dane, I 
abandoned the umit as being impossiUe to enforce in 
practice, whilst the passboiff of tenants* money through the 
agent's office rendered the landlord open to certain moon- 
venient liabilitie& 

Since that time I have merely retained a right to approve 
of the purchaser. This, of course, indirectly has, in some 
cases, slightly limited the amount of the purchase money, as 
the highest bidder has not always been approved of, prefer* 
ence usually being ^ven to a neig^hbour. Sales by auction 
have not been sanctioned, except m one or two special oases. 
The actual number of sales moreover has not been conger- 
able. 

This system has worked so well, that there has never 
been a land daim under the Land Act of 1870, farou^t 
against me, on either estate. 

What ma^ be the results of the Bill now passing through 
Parliament, it would be idle to prophecy. In my own case, 
1 do not anticipate that it will make much difference. The 
Act of 1 870 would have created great difficulties in the way 
of consolidating and s<]^uaring farms ; which in many oases 
was essential to arterial drainaffe and good husbandry. 
That had been largely done, on Doth the Castleooole and 
Finagh estates, some years before 1870.

Inrindples of land tenure, about to be introduoed, will in the 
ong run prove more conducive to agricultural progresst 
than those founded on the old rules of the Plantation or 
XTiiSTEBy which had been in operation for some 250 years. 
At the same time I look to the purchase clauses of the 
Bill (although they may not be uniformly successful), to 
lead to the correction in time of the difficulties which may 
arise under tiie otiier clauses. I have long . ad vocated 
the practice of giving fee farm grants on fines, or long but 
terminable leases, bung made more ess v ; and to a small 
extent I have tried the experiment^ and have no reason to 
be dissatisfied with its success. 

Am regards the reclamation of waste lands or bogs^ I am 
not sanguine. I know nothing personally of dob lands ; 
bat of that kind of waste which laj^y exists in Tyrone^ I 
feel sure that profitable reclamation must be a slow process.

APPENDIX M, 

The following notes respecting the Parish of TBuroir* 
HiLGUiBK, are extracted from a series of papers by the Bar. 
R. V. Dixon, D.D., published in the '' Ftoish Uagaane " of 
1860 and 1861. nBklited hj the Rev. J. Erskine CUrko^ 
iiA., Vicar of St Michaers, Derby) :— 

In the course of his introductcuy reniark% the writer 
says : — 

''The district would appear never to have been a fertile one. 
Two hundred yean ago^ the greater part of its hills were probably 
oyergrown with heather ; whilst the hollows between them were 
filled with bog. At an earlier, but probably not very remote 
period, the whole eoantry seems to have been oorered with a 
foresti in which oaks and firs attained a oonsideraUe siae^ and 
which contained also extensive dumps of haael and yew, and 
smaller trees. The hohns of the rivers alone, probdUy, fonished 
good arable or pasture land. Such a district o&ed shmU 
attractions to settlers at a time when the whole population of the 
island was small, and the resouroes of the richest Mid most fertile 
portions of it were but imperfectly developed." 

** Two localities in the district one in the present paiiA cf 
Olo^etmy— -the other in Tenncnmsgoiric, are conneoted witt the 
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luuneB of Patrick and Golumbkille ; and it is highly probable that 
the CQnutheB of Donaghanie and Termonmaguirk, owe their 
origin to thoee saints, or to some of their earliest disciples. The 
existence^ too, of the extensiye Ohuroh lands of Termonma- 
gairk, frcim which the parish derives its name^ when oonpled with 
the local traditioDS connected with Columbkille, renders it 
probable that a religions house of some extent existed here at an 
early period, to the sapjport of whose inmates these lands were 
dedicated by the piety of some andent chief.'* 

The head of a religious house was called an Abbot, and also the 
Ooarb^ %.«., the successor of the founder. In the Oth, 10th, and 
1 1th centuries, the heads of these houses were often laymen* The 
office was frequently heriditary according to the custom of 
Tanistry, by which the inheritance of a chief did not necessarily 
pass to his son, but to some person selected by the family or dan 
during the diief 's lifetime, and who was called the Tanist 

The church or churches attached to these places of worahip 
senred for the neighbourhood, but were not parish churches ; for 
the divimon of the country into dioceses and parishes, was only 
effected by authority of the Ohurdi of Rome in the 12th centuiy. 
The lands assigned for the support of these establishments were 
called Termon lands. If no right of sanctuary existed, they were 
eaUed Erena^ land& The successor to the founder of a house of 
minor importance, was called, not a Goarb, but an Erenagh. 
There were female Ooarbs and Erenaghs, such as firidgid and 
others. 

The lands were generally farmed under the superintendence of 
the Goarb or Erenagh, by a sept or dan, for the benefit of the 
house to which they belonged. The dan frequently gave their 
name to the Termon; hence Termon Maguirk was so called 
because the sept of the Maguirks for some time before the plan- 
tation of Ulster, farmed the Termon land& This was not, how- 
erer, the original name of the Termoa 

The present parish church stands at the entrance of the village 
of Oamckmore, and was erected at the beginning of the present 
centuiy. *' Higher up the hill, stand the remains of an older 
(Protwtant) church, built after the settlement of Ulster, about 
the banning of the 17th century, surrounded by a burial ground, 
now used exdusively, I believe, by Roman Oathdics, and dose 
by, is the Roman OBttholio Chapd, a modem structure, situated 
nearly on the highest jwint of the hill, and fonning a conspicuous 
dyject in the landscape for miles around." 

^ No trace whatever remains of any of the buildings connected 
with the original Termon, nor does any local tradition record their 
eristence^ or their site. Some singular burial places, evidently of 
great antiquity, and some sacred wells, to which we will after- 
wards refer more partioularly, aloin6 remain to attest the eariy 
mnmk^Hiu^ of a religiotts settlement in this locality." 

Hie eariiest trMUtion which attributes the establishment of 
this Tsmon to OdumbkiUe^ is found in a life of the saint, written 
in bisk, hj ODooiidl, a prince of. Tiroonndl, about A.D., 1630. 
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Only tome fragments are extant of the Iriah orii^inaly one d£ ^mhSA, 
preoerved in the Boyal Irish Academy, containB thait fWJ r iJM* 
which reoards the tradition. It is there called^ Tennosi-Oiumiiilg^ 
and the smilarity of this name to Termon-Ckmiyn, iHbiiab tida 
Termon bore as late as the 17th oentniy, renders ii J^gUy 
probable that it is identical with the modem TecmoBiBSi^airic. 
A eircnmstanoe connected with the tradition^ eoiiTsrtB tins pn^ 
bability into a certain^. 

'^The aoooimt of the establishment of the Tennon giwu hj 
ODonnell, is as follows : — 

'On a certain ocoasiony that Oolumbkille was in the plaeo 
called at this day Termon-Ooiminigh, in l^rone, he oonaeeratsd 
that place, and gave it a Termonn for ever after. And he fltnftek 
three strokmi of his crosier into the hill, and a well spmng in tls» 
place of each one of them. And he spoke through the spirit of 
prophecy, and said, that Donnell, the son of Ae& (HiiflhX fliai 
18, tiie King of Erinn, and the race of Oonall along with hkm, 
would come to the Termonn, and the hosts would commit great 
defilements there, and that himself woold be at that time m 
Scotland, and that it wonld be a pity fmr the descendants of 
Oonall to injure or harm this Termon, whilst himself was in 
perpetoal exile from Erinn. And he said that he would obtain 
from God, that the King of Erinn should be filled with di sease 
and debility, and that none of them should pos sess the 8trang;th 
of a woman ... on that occasion, untU the Ooaib of the 
place should haye received froni the King his full demand lor 
the ii^ury done to the Termonn ; and when he had received that, 
that he should sprinkle some of the water of the wells on the 
King and his ho8t> and that they would be immediately hesled, 
and that Tobair-na-g-Oonallach (that is wells of the descendants 
of Oonall) should Im the name of these wells for ever after, in 
commemoration of this great miracle. All this prophecy was 
fulfilled in aU things.' 

Now there is a well in the immediate yicinity of Oarriekmore, 
in a field near the comer of the road, leading to Louffh Maoroiy» 
which bean to this day the name of Tobar-na-eraomi-OonsUsdi, 
or well of the branch (that is, race), df the descendants of OonnsIL 
And this fact is at once interesting as proving the fidelity with 
which the Irish names of localities are preserved (in Irish speskiog 
districts), even without documentaiy aid, and important ts 
establishing deoisiyely the identic of our Termon with the 
Termon-Ouiminigh of 0*DonnelL" 

Ireland was divided into dioceses and parishes in the twelfth 
century, and the Parish d Termon Owiminigh was constttsted 
before the end of the 13tii century-^how long befbfe is not 
known. 

The first mention of it occurs in a valuation of the benefioei of 
the diocese of Armagh, made between 1291 and 1906, fortke 
purposes of a papal taxation, generally known by the ntmeof 
Po]M Nicholas* taxation. The original record of this valuation ii 
still extanti in one of the record offices in London. The pariih ii 
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* 

entered by the name of Termeconyn, and its annual value ia stated 

ii to be two markSi or £i B$, S<L; one-tenth part of which, or 

11 2m. 8dL| was the amoont of the tax asaeeaed. 

I The pariah had both a Rector and a Vicar ; both appointed by 

the Archbishop of Armagh. The Rectory was originally a 

I Prebend of Armagh, untU the seyenteenth centory, when the 

I Prebends, were reduced from sixteen, to the present number, 

t four. 

From the inquisition above quoted, we learn that the Rector 

I receiTed two third parts of the tithes, and the yicar one third 

part of all the parish, except the townland of Donaghaine— 
IXmaghaine waa about seven Irish miles South West of Carrick- 
more, and on it until a recent period, stood the remains of a 
Chunsh called Donagh-aruie, or the Ohuroh of the Horse, which, 
like all the other Donaghs in Ireland, is said to have been founded 
by Stb Patrick. The <£urch, with its adjacent churchyard (which 
was in 1860, and may still be), used as a place of intennent, stood 
on the top ti a low, round, drift hill, overlooking a bog, in which 
18 a small lake, called Lough Patiick. The surrounding townland, 
belonged, in the seventeenth century, to the See of dogher, and 
before that waa the proper^ of some religious house, probably the 
Abbey of dogher. 

''llie following legendary account of the origin of the ohurch 
ia current in the neighbourhood. 

''It happened one time, that Patrick was in Drumconnelly, (a 
townland in the parish of Drumragh,* on the borders of Cloghemy), 
and he was travelling towards the place now called Donagh-aruie, 
and he met a man with a horse who told him that it waa not safe 
for him to go any further in that direction, on account of a Peist 

i pronounced Pastia), a gigantic eel, or water serpent, which 
requented a lake about a iml« off, and which destroyed all men 
and cattle which came within its suckage. And Patrick said to 
the man, * It you lend me your horse, I will enable him, by the 
power of the God I serve, to destroy the Peist' ; and the man 

lent him his horse. And Patrick went on until he came to the 

top of the hill over the lough, and he ordered the horse to go 
down and destroy the Peist ; and the horse made thrre leaps, and 
in the last he let^ped into the lough ; and he drove the Peist out 
ci itb And the Peist fled along the watercourse out of the lough, 
until it eome to an Esker ; and then it fled along the top of the 
Esker — and its track may still be seen ; and at the end of the 
Esker is a small round gravel hill, and the Peist went round and 
round this hill, trying to burrow into it and escape the horse, but 
the horse killed it then — ^And the hone went back to Patrick, 
full of wrath and fury, and he was so fierce and violent, that the 
Saint feared he would do some n^ischief, and he ordered him to 
go into the Urai^, and to stay there until the dav of judgment. 
And the hone is there still ; and there aie men linng who bdieve 
ihf&f havo seen him. And Patrick built a church on the top of 
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the hfll wbere he ttood, to oomiiiainonia this efren^ and t» 
remind the people of the power of Qod, who eniiibled hm servant 
to work this great deUrerRaoe for them. And the chvrab is ralW 
Donaghrarnie, or the dmroh of the horse." 
To retam to the tithes — ^The tithes of wool| ewn, fish, snd flax 



were paid in kind; for every milch_eoWy id, was paid. 



for every herd of 8win«% one pork. The Arbhbinhop 
received a rent of 34«. and lOd oat of the Termon laad^ 
ten mothers of butter, and fines for bloodshed. 

It appears (from an inquisition held at Dungaanoo in 1M9X 
that in addition to the parish ohuroh, there was a eh^iel of ease, 
called "Templemoyleneologhemy," that is, the bare^ot held chai«^ 
of doghemy, so oJled, either because it had no tower, or ^Bpaain 
it was, at the time, roofless. Tlus church now forms the paririi 
church of Cloghemy,* whose side walls are part of the or^iaal 
ed&fioe. The general use of the appellation Templenioyla nnnins 
to show that the church was regarded as andent in 1609. To 
thii chapel was attached a aessiagh of glebe called Oln gl ier ay, 
which appears originally to have formed a part of the toamluMi 
of Laraffh. Or rather the two denominations seem to have 
formed the townland of Duradirigh, or Derieriaffh, of the on^aul 
Patent (in connexion with the Plantation of Ulster), sad of the 
map of 1609. 

The following ia an abstract of all Uie entries relatiTe to 
this parish which occur in the Primatia] Beffistries, for 
which the writer of the artides from which I curaw m7 in- 
formation, is indebted to the learned antiquarian and Ghiiieh 
historian, Dr. Beeres : — 

" 1367, June 9th. Intelligence was this day conveyed to the 
Primate (Arohbp. Sweetman), at his manor of Termonieckin,t of 
the death of Neal M'Oamal, Rector of Termonayncomayn ; and 
the Primate, fearing, it would seem, that the Ohiefr of the Irish 
clans in the neighbourhood, would intrude some follower of their 
own into the benefice, if it lay long vacant, immediately coUatsd 
Maurice O'Oaasidy, canon of tiie Ch^edral Ohuroh of Armai^ to 
the rectory." 

[The reason assigned here for the Primate's haste in filling up 
the vacancy, joined to the foct, that seventy years afterwards we 
find a John M'Kathmayle or IfOamal ndding the prebsady 
apparently without the entire approval of the Primate of hii 
day, suggests the suspicion that uie Irish Ohiefo in tiM nei^ 
bourhood wished to make the reotoiy hereditary in soose of their 
own families, as the old Ooarbships and Erenaghies had bee^ 
and still were.]

Blythe^ Master of Arts.** He is stated to be << ncn-rarident^ bni

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goeth ererj third Sunday himaelfe, and keepeth a ornate^ Diufj^fl 
HiokeSy bnm^t up in toe college, and readeth Iriih mod ^^'^mL^

£60 a year. 

There was a parBonage house, built upon the g^ebe^ and a 
*'ohttrch in building." The archbishop aoocHraUng to the repoti 
was the patron, and he nominated Mr. Bljthe, so thai probabij' 
Lcvd and Lady Castlehaven had not yet exerdaed their rigfat of 
patronage. In a visitation book, preserved in the Pkwogatrvo 
Court in Dublin, and at least six years later in date^ Sir P. Okoiiby 
was said to be the patron, and the living worth £80 a year. Mr« 
Blythe was still rector, but the curate was Mr. Jaines BojrkeL* 

'< In the description of the parish, accompanying the map of it 
given in the famous Down Survey, executed by Sir W.* Pettj,^ u 
1657, we find the following: — 

'' There are standing in the paiish two churches (thai is), one 
at BallinecrM[, and another at Ologhemy Temple; and a noted 
house upon tiie road from Dungannon to the Omeyt called Six 
Mile Crosse. The rivers of Cunowen and DmmlcBter nmiie 
through the parish ; likewise the rivers Owenne Coggneeght^ and 
Druran, and the brooke Dromnaldll water the borders thereof* 
The brooke, Drumnakill, is the stream which separates the town- 
lands of Drumnakilly and Brackey, and runs into what was then 
called the DrunUeiter^ but now the Camowen river (revised 
Ordnance Maps). The Druran (evidently a corruption of Deronm) 
was the portion of the Drumlester, from its junction with the 
« Drumnakill *' to its junction with the Cooley, or Oogfin river. 
The Owen ne Coggreeghl is the stream now called the Aooti^g 
Bum, which separates on the south the parish of Clogbemy from 
that of Clogher. It also forms the boundary, in part of its course^ 
between the baronies of Omagh and Qpgher, and the diooesea of 
Armagh and Clogher ; hence its name, whidi signifies in Lnah, 
" the boxmdary river.** 

In the barony map of this Survey, the first church r e ferr e d to 
above is named the *' Church in Aghmamy ;** in the jiaru4 map 
it is shown as standing in the townland of *' Ballineor^, efias 
Aghmamey." This is evidently the church which, in 16l3, was 
" in building," and, firom its position in the mi^ was dearly the 
church whose ruins are now standing near the Roman Oatiiolio 
chapel above Oarrickmore. These ruins, then, are those of a 
Proteiiani place of worship ; and the evidence of this ftet^ furnished 
by the documents and maps I have re fe rred to^ ii confirmed by 
the circumstance, that down to a very recent period, the leolots ci 
Termonmaguirke were inducted into the living in the berial- 
ground surroimdinff those ruins. 

We learn from &e r^gisti^ of ?rimate Bojle that the chs&esi ' 
of ibis church was destroyed m the wars of lodS." 

The townland on whidi the old church of Temoiiy wUdi

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bfoilt in 1623| stood, was then called Ballinaor^ (or more oor- 
recUy Ballinaerug) or Aghmamy. The former name \b preserved 
in Rockstown, whibh is still the name of the upper part of the 
hill-cf Canrickmore. In the old Testry books, freqaent referenoe 
ismade to these rains, and the surrounding burial-ground ; and so 
li&eas 1819, we find an entry of the assessment of iB20, ** to assist 
in slating the chi^iel at Terroon old church.'' 

In 17SS, shortly alter the division of the parish by Lord Tyrone 
and Robert Lowry, an effort was made to have the site of Termon 
church transferred to Sixmilecross. ''At a vestry, held on the 
ISth of January in that year, and attended by Mr. Howell, the 
rector, and several of the Ftotestant parishioners, a petition to 
the Primate was af;reed upon, in which it was stated, 'that the 
parish church was ma very dilapidated state. That a new church 
might be built at less expense tiian the old one could be repaired. 
That its situation was very inconvenient to the Protestant 
parishioners. That Sixmilecross would be much more convenient 
to them, and that Mr. Lowry had offered land for a site in that 
town, and bad further assured the parishioners, that the Reverend 
Archdeacon Charies D'Este, Uie late rector, would, at his own 
proper charge and expense, erect and build a convenient church in 
the said townland, and petitioners aooordindy prayed the Primate 
to sanction the proposed change of site.' The prayer of the peti- 
Uxm was not granted. But a church was built at Sixmilecross 
firom private funds, without tower or chancel, and roofed with 
shingles, and finom the firequency of repairs voted at vestries, it 
was apparently very badly built. It stood on the north side of 
the street of tiie town, near the present market-house. The old 
church at Cknickmore was allowed to fall into ruins. This change 
of site was probably effected by Mr. Lowry, who owned the whde 
parish, except the Termon lands. Lord l^rrone the patron, and tiie 
absentee lessees of the Termon lands, were probably indifferent 

The change of site however had never been sanctioned by the 
Primate^ and when the Rer. Hugh Stewart became lessee of the 
Termon lands in 1770, and exerted himself in procuring the re- 
building of the parish church near the old sit^ the authorities 
approved of the project,'and in 1786, the Board of First BVuits 
made a grant of X500, for the jpurposcL Not so, however, the 
minority of the Pkotestant panshioners. At a vestry held on 
April 16th, 1786, they resolved " That the oburch reported to be 
bvult by Mr. Stewart in Termon, is very inconvenient to the 
people cl this parish in regard of situation; and we also are de> 
termined not to attend the same,^or repair it when buUt ; and we 
also em p owe r the churchwardens to report the same to Mr. Stewart 
and Mr. Stoples (the rector.)* 

A subsequent vestnr held in September 16th (whose acts 
were eonliimed by another more numerously attended on the 27th 
Ootdberl agreed to petition the Lord Lieutenant (the Da^e of 
Ratlaad) and the Privy Ooandl, to the eibot that the parish 
ciraieh had been in ruins ftom time immemorial, and was situate 
^in » rsnote pert of Ihe parish. -Ihat RixmilecroeB would be a 
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muok more oonreDient ate. That Lord Tfrono and die 
(Lord Rokehy) liad oooBented to the diAnge, and thai Locd Bel* 
more had oonTeyed an acre of land to the chnrd i w aw leua fiir ikm 
lite. They aooordingly prayed hia GnMse and their lo>dilii|i% to 
make an order for the change of aite. 

The advocatea of the old aite replied, that it waa not e oti e o^ to 
aay that the ohuroh had been in niina from time unmmoanml, aa 
it waa not quite one hundred years ainoe the dianoel bad beoa 
bamt| and only fifty ainoe there had been a qneation of lepairi^^ 
it. Thai the aite was central, not remote, whilai Siymfliwro— 
waa on the veiy edge of the pariah ; that Lord Tyrone and tte 
Primate had given no conaent, for they had never been 
aboat the change of aite ; nor had Lord Belmore made any 
conveyance of land for a aite. 

The result waa that the present ohuroh in Oamokmova 
commenced. It was completed in 1792, and opened for di^ 
service in the next year, but waa not consecrated till 1833. For 
several years after it was opened, divine service was oeiebtwled ha 
it and at Sixmileeross on alternate Sundays. In the year 181 1^ 
however, Sixmileeross church became so ruinous, thai it waa 
necessary to dose it Hie materials were wdLd by auction in ttivsa 
lots. Mr. 8. Hall bought the flags for £% ISi. The rector, Mr. 
Beresford bought the roof for iB6, and the walla, seats, 4c^ were 
bought by the Bev. Mr. Brown, the Presbyterian minisltir Ibr 
£9 lOa. This was the church in which the late Primate used to 
officiate^ when rector of Termon. 

It is not known when either the house mentioned in 1609, aa 
belonging to the vicar, or the ** parsonage house built umwn tfaa 
gleab^" mentioned in "The State of the Ohuroh in 162V >tood. 
At the bMpnning of the century there was no glebe house. In 
1807 the Rev. Dr. Henry Stewart, having obtained anthoritj to 
build a glebe house in Altdrummond, commenced the work by the 
erection of office houses, in Streefe ; but in 1810 his ancoeswr 
Mr. Beresford obtained permission fixnn the Primate^ to change 
the site to the more central one, on which Termon rectory waa 
subsequently built This house, being considered by the Repre- 
sentative Body to be too large for the parish under its present 
altered circumstances, now thai the Ohurch has been disestablished, 
has recentlvbeen sold to the Bev. S. Alexander, the late Beotor. 

Although the site of the parish church is central, it is by no 
means so as regards the distributionof the Protestant parishicnera. 
About 1830, steps were taken by the inhabitants of Sixmileoroas to 
procure another church there. Arrai^ementa were made^ whereby 
divine service was for the next nre years celebnted in the 
Presbyterian meeting-house^ placed by tiie ccmgreoaticn at the 
Bector^s disposal, at an hour before the one usual tor their own 
service on Sundays. In 1834, Lord Belmore made a grant of a 
site for a churchyard, dose to the town; and a diuxch waa bdlt 
with funds, obtained from the Board of FLrat FxvaitM, and eon- 
aeorated in September, 1836. A diatriot was subsequently annensd 
to it^ comprising feurteen townlanda of Tenncnmaguiikp ive of 
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Cloghernj, and five of Eniglekeerogue. This was constituted a 
distinct incambencj under the name of Cooley, by an order of the 
Piivy Council in 18S7. The Reverend Andrew Ghristie was the 
first incumbent; he was succeeded by the Reverend Mr. BelL 
After the Church was disestabliflhed, Mr. Bell '* compounded " and 
resigned, and the parish went as it is called ** upon the diocesan 
scheme " with an income of X250 a year. It was one of the very 
few parishes whose income was lai^y increased by ** disestablish- 
ment^*' having previously not exceeded £110 a year. The Eev. 
"W. R Weir succeeded Mr. Bell in 1871 ; upon his death after 
but a short incumbenpy, he was succeeded by the Rev, Robert 
O'Loghlen, in 1877. The parsonage house was built about 
1859. 

In 1843| the Rev. Mr. Beresford procured the building (by 
8ub8C!riptions)| of a third church in Drumnakilly» on a site granted 
hy the late Alexander M'Causland, Esq. A residence was ako built 
for the minister. Drumnakilly now forms a separate incum- 
bency. 

After the division of the parish in 1733, the ancient chapel-of- 
eaae at doghemy Temple became the parish church of Qoghemy. 
Tbe north and south walls of the aisles are the only parts of the 
original fiibrio now remaining. The tower was built by the late 
rector, the Rev. James LowTy, and the gallery by his father and 
predecessori the Rev. John Lowry, at hm own expense, for the use 
of the rector. During the progress of some extensive repairs in 
1855, which cost £600, nearly entirely defrayed by the 
Ecclesiastical Comnussioners, the removal of the plaster, revealed 
traces of numerous doon and windows, which had been opened in 
the walls and closed again. Some of the lintels being deeply 
charred showed that at some time in its histoiy the church had 
been burnt; its whole interior had also been used as a place of inter- 
ment This was probably, after it had been burnt, and whilst it was 
roofless. When this was, is not known. But as has already been 
shown, it was in 1609, known aa Templemoyle, the bare church. 

Hie original churchyard was limited to the area enclosed by the 
syosmoie trees still standing on it It was enlarged to its present 
extent by the Rev. John Lowry. 

On the other side of the parish is a chi^-of-easei at Seskinore. 
Before this was bnilt service was performed in a schoolhouae 
here, in the afternoon, whenever there was service in doghemy 
ChnrcL 

The rectory house was built by the Rev. John Lowry in 1778, 
•ad enlaiged by his son the Rev. James Lowxy in 1830. He also 
gave it the name of Somerset It is so large as to be quite useless 
to future incumbents with the diminished income of X250 a year, 
and has been purofaased with its surrounding grounds, tnm the 
B epre e en tative Body, by the present rector. 

There are three P^byterianmeeting^hoases in the two parishes 

ofTermcn and doghemy, situate in the townlands of Dervaehroy, 

.SixmileoioaSi and fleakinore. ■ Vnm a stone in the one at 

Dfff^^hfoj, baarii^; the date 1790, it would seem that the 
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original house was of that date. Some people say that it stood oil 
a field in Laragh, called Meeting-house Field. 

[On the 24th July, 1776, * Annar Lowry Oorry (subsequent^ 
Earl Belmore)| made a grant of two roods of land in Dervag^iroj, 
as lately laid out by James Fenton, of Raw, to Thomas OledstanM^ 
of Ferdbnoss, Esq., Samuel Ferry, of Mullaghmore, and £ Hemp- 
hill, of Laragh, gentleman, at a yearly rent of 10«., in tmst for 
the Dissenting congregation of the parish of Ologhemy. The 
minister was, within three years, to enclose the same with a ditdi 
five feet deep, and six feet wide, and plant the same with haw- 
thorn quicks and forest trees, and build a gate and stone pillanL 
The hedge was to be neatly dipped, and the place always kept in 
a decent condition. If this were not done, the agreement was 
to be void, and Aimar Lowry Cony and his heirs, might re-enter.] 

The church is said to have been built about 1770. The first 
minister was the Bev. Joseph Hemphill, nephew of a person of tba 
same name, who, in coi^junction with anower Scotchman named 
Scott, took a lease of Laragh soon after the siege of Deny. Mr. 
Hemphill's stipend was £9 a year, with an allowance of oats for 
his horse. 

The Rev. Mr. Scott, the next minister, was killed in a mysterioas 
manner in 1780, in or near the village of Seskinore, as he was 
returning home from Fintona, in company with some vdunteers^ 
of which body he was an active member. 

The Rev. James Kerr succeeded Mr. Scott He was minister 
for over forty-two years. In his time, a slated roof replaced the 
thatched one, and a gallery was built The next minister was the 
Rev. Archibald Armstrong, ordained about 1823. The roof was 
renewed during his incumbenqr, and an additional gallery built^ 
increasinff the accommodation to 350 sittings. The union bet wew 
the Synod of Ulster and the Seceding fiody, havingbeeneffiBoted 
in 1840, the congregation was transfemd from tlM Presbytety of 
dogher to that ^ Omagh. 

Mr. Armstrong, on Ids death, was succeeded by the Rev. 
Joseph M'Askie, who was ordained on the 10th September, 18501 

In 1859, the church was enlaiged, and an adoitional gallery 
built in 1861. The church will accommodate 600 penons. la 
1861, the congregation consisted of 280 families, leakUng in the 
parishes of Ologhemy, Termonmaguirk, Errigle-keerogne, 5lo^Mr| 
and Drumragh. 

[The Rev.. Samuel Oodhrane, the present mimster, was appointed 
in 1865. A few years ago, a grant for 999 years of a site Imt a 
manse was made by the author, at a yearly rent of £3 3c.] 

The Sixmilecrcss congregation was originally eonneoted with 
the Secession, or Associated Synod of Iisland, and had for its 
first stated mimster (before 1776), the Rev. JasMS Didaoii, 
afterwards minirter of Sandholes. The eongr^gatioii BMt lor 

* Thif li takia Itmb tht eoaalwpiri «l tht Imm^ sad atl Irtai Dr. Distal 
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(hip first in the house of If r. Peebles, of Beragh Oommill 

1786 and 1790, they hailt a meeting-house in Sixmile- 

towards vhich the vestry of the parish of Termoninaguirk 

^voted XIO, on the 5th June, 1786. This was a thatched house, 

-with an earthen floor, and large tuif sods for seats. 

Tlie Ber. Lewis Brown, who had on 8th January, 1788, been 
ordained in the Seceding congregation, in Moss-lane, Dublin, and 
Ikad laboured in that city, became in 1791, or rather later, Mr. 
I>iclaKm's successor at Sismulecross. Whilst at the latter place, 
lie also (delated in (1) Qlendavagh, now Ballymagrane, parish of 
CSamteel ; (2) Drumlegagh, now known as Second Ardstoaw ; ^3) 
Glenhoy or Longridge, parish of Ologher ; and (4) Aughentain, 
parish ii Ologher. After his removal to Sandholes, each of these 
preaching stations obtained separate miniBtera 

After an active ministry of about forty-five years, Mr. Brown 
became superannuated. The congregation could not, for some 
time, agree upon the choice of a minister, but at last the Rev. 
Wm. Stewart Hazlett was appointed assistant and successor to Mr. 
Brown. Having received a call from the congregation of Second 
Strabane^ Mr. Hailett was succeeded by the H«v. Thomas H. 
Junk, the present minister, who was ordained May 1st, 1845. 

Mr. Hastett died in the same year, at Strabane. Mr. Brown 
died in 1851, aged 91, having been for several years Father of 
the General Assembly. 

The present meeting-house was built in 1846, at a cost of 
over XoOO. There is pew accommodation for about 350 persons. 
The congregation in 1861 consisted of 110 families. 

[A new manse has been erected of late years, on a site near 
the meeting-house, for which a 999 years' lease has been granted 
by the author at a yearly rent of £1 10«.] 
) The meeting-house, at Seskinore, was built in 1827. When 

f the congregation was first formed it consisted of fifty families. 

The Rev. R. Graham was the first minister. He was succeeded 
} in 1852 l^ the Rev. Joseph Smith. During his ministry the 

I church was nearly entirely rebuilt and enlaiged to accommodate 

} 300 penons. There are 150 fiunilies in connexion. 

Daring the time of the penal laws, which were repealed between 

t 1788 and 1829, the Roman Catholics were not allowed to erect 

( any buildings for public worship. In the Roman Catholic Church, 

Tennomnaguirk was divided into two parishes, vi&, Termonma- 

I goirk and Ballintacken,— or as it is now called, Boradi. The 

I oongr^gatixms met to worship at altars in the o|)en air. One such 

altar was still in 1861 in use at Altamnskan, in the neishbouiing 

parish of Eni^e4ceerogue. These stations still retain tne names 

of Altar Field, or Mass Hill, or their Irish equivalents. There 

weie two in the lower part of doghemy-Slave, one at Carrick- 

SMis^ another at Drumdnfi', and probably others. It was equally 

ilk|^ to colebrato mass at these stations, as in a building, but it 

was ssmally not taken notioe of by the authorities. When, 

/ howfisr, a gsntleman rsaidiDg near dof^heniy-Slave became^ 
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•ofme cjenerKtioiiB ago, a magistrate, it ia nid tliat the 
there, in oonaeqaenoe of thw proximitj to his reaiden 
disoontinaed. 

The first ohapel in Carriokmore was built aboat 1786. ^laai m \. 
sam of £10 was voted by the Yestry of Tarmonmagnirk for tke 
paipose. A lai|^ new chapel was built aboat 1846. Tknb 
at Loo^macroiy was built in 1833, that at Gr^ggan, a 
two after/ These three chapels are in the Roman Gatholie 
of Termonmagoirk. 

The chai)el at Berafh was commenced in the first jBtir of the 
present century. It has been repaired and enlarged mt aeweval 
periods since. J Of late years some large schools have been \maQt 
acyoining it» wnioh are under the National Board. Tine hariml" 
ground has also had an addition made to it, to be used if reqinreda 
under the same grant as the site of the sdioolsi] The chapel ef 
1839 was built in 1839, to replace the altar station, whidi nniSl 
that time had stood in tiie same townland. As long ago mm 1B0% 
a sum of j£10 was voted by the Vestry of Termonmagidrkv 
** towards building a Mass houses towards the Drumdafif end off 
this parish, to be paid to the Right Honorable Attomey-Oeneni'e 
(Sir John Stewart) hands to be applied for said purposeL" 

The chapel at Seskinore was originally a dwelling-house in the 
village, which was purchased by &e congregation in 1839, end 
immediately afterwards enlaiged and fitted up as a phioe ef 
public worship The last three chapels are in the EooMa 
Catholic parish of Beragh. 

The population of Termonmaguirk, was as follows : —

In 1832.— Individuals, KO., 1,595 or 310 fiunilies. 

In 1861.— Families (including all the Cooley district lying in 
other parishes), KO., 346. 

In tne thirty years ending 1861, the population had been oeeily 
stationary. In the preceding fifty, it had increased sixfold. 

The total number of RO. children bapdaed in the 30 yein 
en<Hng 1861, were— boys, 521; girls, 499; total, 1,03a The 
burials were only 57 men and 67 women ; total, 134 

This great disproportion between baptinns and burials musthsTi 
been caused by emigration ; more men, moreoTer, emigrating than 
women. 

The number of marriages in the parish church inaeued 
matly after tiie appointment of the Eer. S. Alexander ai 
Depu^ Surrogate, and the consequent fiuiili^ of obtsiiiiitf 
licenses. Many Clhurch XVotestantsusedprenoQaiy tobenairied 
in the Presbyterian meeting^hoosa

the most correct account extant

Nichola Sophia Hamilton was grsnddaughter of Aw^jijl^lii 
Hamilton, Archbishop of Gaahell, who made lus escape to Sweden 
in 1641, and daughter of his son Hugh Hamilton, created Bsitm 
Glenawley on his return to his estates in Ireland in the reign cf 
Oharles II. Lord Glenawley had a son and two daughtem. The 
eldest was married to Sir John Magill, of Gill BbJl, and the 
younger to Sir Tristram Beresford, of Coleraine. In eariy youth 
the younger, Nichola Sophia, had been brought up with John Le 
Peer Lora Secies, elder son of Richard Earl of Tjrrone^ irho was 
sent to the Tower with Magillecuddy of the Reeks and Lord 
Olancarty for harbouring the King's enemies, and died there in 
1691. Their instructor was a confirmed Deist, and induced both 
his pupils to adopt his principles ; and it ajipeared that they msde 
a mutual promise that whoever died first should appear to the 
other and confirm or deny the truth of revealed religion. In the 
month of October, 1693, Lady Beresford and her husband wen 
on a visit at Gill Hall with her brother-in-law. Sir John MigilL 
At this time they had been married for some years, had mrnnl 
daughters, but no son. During these visits Lady Beresford euss 
down to breakfiut late, in a very agitated sti^ with a Uack . 
ribband tied round her wrist When Sir Tristrsm spoke to ber 
she implored him to ask no questions ; she could tell him notUig 
but that in the next year he would be father of a son, sad tbt 
the post would bring him tidings of John L(ffd Tyrone^ diiftL 
A letter with a Uack seal very sh<»tly arrived sajiq|[ Lori 
Tyrone had died in Dublin on the preceding Satoidaj. Li ItH 
an only son was bom, and in 1701 Sir ^Mstam died. 
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- In the mean time Lord Olenawley and hu only son had died, 

and hia estates were divided equally between his two daughters. 

They both outUved their husbands. Lady Magill married secondly 

liOTd Dongannon, and thirdly the Hon. Mark Bertie, and only 

outlived her third marriage by a few months. Niohola Sophia lived 

in great seclusion for some years, and only visited at one house in 

Ooleraine, that of a Mr. Jackson, who was a cousin of her late 

husband. He had married a Miss Gorges, a daughter of a gentleman 

of property in the oo. Meath, whose broUier, an officer in the army 

and subsequently a general, happened to pay his sister a visit. 

He became enamoured of the young widow, or her large fortune, 

and finally became her husband. He is represented to have been 

a man of profligate habits, and they lived apart for some time. 

She had a house in Dublin, and in 1713 she asked a parfnr to dine 

with her to celebrate her forty-eighth birthday ; among wem was 

an old clergjrman who had christened her. He was the first 

arrival, and she told him she was just forty-eight that day. '^ No,** 

■aid he, "you are only forty-seven ; you were bom in 1666." She 

grew deadly pale. ''Are yon sure,** she said. ''Certain,*' he 

■aid. ** Tou have then " she replied, " signed my death-warrant. 

I have only a few hours to live." She retired to her room, sent 

for her son Sir Marcus, for her daughter Lady Riverston, and, I 

believe, Henry, Archbishop of Dublin. She ihea told the story 

for the first time of Lord Tyrone appearing to her, telling her <^ 

his death; that she would have a son who would marry his 

brother's daughter, and that she would make a most unfortunate 

marriage, and die on her forty-seventh birthday. He touched her 

wrist to prove his appearance was real, and tike flesh and sinews 

shrank, on which she always wore a black ribband. She was 

buried in Lord Cork's vault, under the Communion table in St. 

Patrick's Cathedral General Qorges married soon after her 

death Dorothy Stopford Dowager Coimtess of Meath, whom Swift 

called " that owl Countess DoU." 

Such is the stoiy as it was recorded by her granddaughter Lady 
Betty Cobbe, who had it from Lady Biverston her aunt, and 
perhaps firom her &ther, who was created Earl of Tyrone. There 
are several manuscripts existing, all supposed to be copies of Lady 
Betty's original; but abounding with mistakes in dates and names^ 
prababty mm filling up blanks Lady Betty left, by guesswork.

Added to these was a toact in the present county of l^none and 
parish of Kilskeery", called BaUyrarrall, containing 16 denomina- 
tions, as also the territory of tiie Braaid, partly in Dromoie, but 
principally in Kilskeery, die sum total being over 36,000 acres. 

Qaok a parish, having several ohapelries under it, was in old 
tames known by tiie name of a FUbania^ as is fully explained in 
Beeves's EeeUtUutieal AnHquiUea, pp. 208, 209. And we find 
the term so applied to it in the ancient RfigiBters of Armagh. 
Thus, July 20Ui 1428, Primate Bwayne grants to the Abbot of the 
B. M. of lisgavail (Lisgoole), Dionjrsius M^illachoegly, and 
.ifineas O'Garbxyy Oanon of Clo|^er, a letter of protection in ftivour 
of Maurice MacManus, Rector or FlebaiMU of the pariah of Dare- 
maelan, agaiost Arthur Bishop of Clogfaer (Reg. Swayne, foL 46a) ; 
and agaia, in like terms, at Aug. 28, 1435. (lb. foL 139a). 

In the Ecdedastical Inquisition of 1609, the following parti- 
eiilars of this pariah were found : 

*' The parish of Dirrimoyllan, lately annexed to the half barony 
offimanTiacia, containing in toto 8 ballibetaghesy and 1 quarter and 
half of the new measure of the said county, vis., the milf barony 
of Coolmlceniani containing three ballibetaghes and three quarters ; 
and one ballibetagh and three quarters in Farrenaiia^^t, within 
the half barony of Cuyle ; and one other ballibetagh of Ballyvarrall, 
adjmning to Facreoaria^t : the half baUibetagh of Ballihanulty, 
the four quarter and half of Derrimoillan, one quarter of Oaricke, 
the half quarter of Enishmore. 

"And that over and besides the said lands, there are five quarters 
called Brade in the oountie of Tyrone, heretofore paroell of the 
said parish. And that in the said pariahe is both a parson and 
viccar coUative ; and the whole tithes of the said parah (except 
the tithes of Farrenaiiaght and Ballivarrall) are paid in kinde, 
and the parish ohurch thereof repaired in such manner as the 
tithes are paid and the church repaired in the said parish of 
Magheriooolemanny ; and that the said panon and viccar pay 
yeariy proxies to iho said bishop of Glower, via, the parson St. 
and uie vicar 4«. 

'^Andthesaid jurors also say upon their oaths that there is in the

The walls of Derrybrusk old church are standing. Hie 
townland of Derrybrusk has been included in the pariah of 
Detiyvullen since 1857.

It has been 
roofless for a verr long time, but the Easter Yestiy Meet- 
ings used to be held in Uie ruins. The parish of Derryfarask 
was for many years without a church until the late ner. J. 
0. Porter, cf ^Uisle and Kilskeeiy, converted a sdiool- 
house in Derryhamey into one, which was eonaeorated 
by the present Primate. Divine Service was formeriy hM 
monthly in the Ballvreaffh school-house^ in a part of the 
punsh distant from the old church.

There is nothing beyond the referenoe to Oastle Ooole 
and Mr. CorrT, to indicate that this aoooant is for Deny- 
.yullen Church. But it is evident that that old churah had 
been at some time widened, from the fact of the Gony 
vault under it, being partly a well turned plastered aidi» 
and partly a badly turned unplastered one. 

About (as is supposed) 1832 the CSorry vault was broken 
open, and the operation was probably repeated later. Some 
or the coffins were desecrated, and a quantity of lead stolen. 
One stoxy is that the breaking open of the coffins was done 
with the idea that jewels would be found in them ; another 
that some one wanted to prove Mr. Armar's death ; another 
that the lead was stolen to make bullets for the ** Macken 
fight " between the Orangemen and the Roman Oatholics. 
When I was in New South Wales, I was one day accom- 
panying H.RH. the Duke of Edinburgh, at a place on the 
Hunter River, when I heard a man in the crowd call out^ 
" Hurrah for Chistleooole !" On inquiry.it appeared that thia 
man had been engaged in the Macken fi^t 

Some time before I came of age, Mr. r. Dane, the agent 
of the estate, was informed by an anonymous letter that 
the vault had been broken open. It was supposed then, 
that it had been entered fix>m the outside, ana a door was 
put on to it Some time after I came of afpe in 1866 or 
1867, 1 had the doorway built up and the entranoe filled up. 
So it remained until 1878 when part of the aroh at the 
other end of the vault fdl in. It was then found, that in 
the first instanoe at any rate, the vault had been lvok«i 
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into. tliTongh the floor of the churoh; This was admittedly 
done with the privity of the sextoness, now long sinoe dead ; 
Her daughter who died lately, sabsequently (in her old age) 
told me and another person, as much about it as she thought 
fit This woman was very unwilling that any one should 
go near the vault, and threw stones at my labourers who 
were sent to repair it. One of the persons who broke into 
the vault is traditionMlly said to have afterwards gone to 
America^ where he was shot at his own door. 

It was found that after the vault had been rifled, pieces 
of branches were placed across the hole in the crown of the 
arch, and the stones and pavement replaced over them. 
This was not observed when the doorway was built up, the 
hole being at the dark end of the vault, and in course of 
time the wood decayed, and the stones fell in, breaking two 
oofBns made of oak, which appeared to have been the longest 
there, and not to have been previously disturbed. 

From the number of the cofl&ns, I judge that John Cony 
the elder was not buried in this vault, altnough I gather from 
his son's will that he was buried in thet3hurchyitfd. Icare- 
fnlly examined the vaults and came to the conclusion that 
the foUowing persons only had been buried in it^ via. >

The following is abbreviated from a Statement of Title 
submitted in 1828, on behalf of Trini^ College, Dublin, 
for the opinion of the Bt Hon. William Saurin, prior to the 
purchase by it of the Advowson of Clogherny, which, in idl 
nmily deeds, had still retained its ancient name ol Ae 
moiety of the Advowson of Termonmaguirka 

1611. — ^9thJa8. L — ByOrant of this date, King James L granted 
by his Letters Fiitent^ the Great Ph>i)ortion of f^nagh and the 
AdTowson of Tennonmaguirke, to Sir George Tu<dcett^ Lord 
Audlej, and Lady Elisabeth, his wife, and Uie heirs <rf their 
. bodies, or for want of such heim, to Lady Elizabeth and her heirs 
for ever. 

1619. — ^Lord Audley afterwards became Earl of Gastlehayen, 
and died previously to 1619; and his widow. Lady Elisabeth, 
remarried, in or about 1619, Sir Fiers Crosbie, Kt ; who also 
died in or about 1648 without haying had any issue by the said 
Lady Elisabeth. It appears that the lands and advowson so 
granted, afterwards became the property of Sir William Usher, 
Kt, bj purchase or otherwise ; and on the Crown rent roll, Sir 
Piers Crosbie appears as tenant of the same during the period in 
which he was the husband to the said Lady Eliza^th, and up to 
1638, when Sir Wm. Usher appears as tenant^ at the same rent 
as hsd been charged to Sir Piers Crosbie. 

1661 — ^Upon search in the Auditor-General's Office, it appears 
that the Lady Elisabeth, Countess of Castlebaven, presented a peti« 
tion to the Court of Claims, in the year 1662, stating the original 
grant^and the death of both her husbands, and praying to be restored 
to such r^ts as she and Sir Piers had in 1641, being innocent 
Ptotesiants. A decree was made accordingly, restoring her to such 
rights as she had previously to 1641. The Grant of James L gave 
several other lands and advowsons in counties other than l^rrone, 
whidi Lady Elimbeth was in possession of subsequently to this 
decree : for in 1666, she presented a petition relative to certain 
incr ea s e d quit rents charged against certain lands in the county 
Arms^ granted by that Patent, and a decree was made substitut- 
ing the rents reserved under that Patent 

1672, Srd February.— ^By a deed of this date, John Usher 
(son of Sir William) did grants enfeoff and confirm to Hugh 
Lord Baron of Olenawl^, for the sum of ^3,400, the Ibnor of 
lynsgh, and the advowson of Termonmaftuirk, county Tjnona 

hk 1639, Kinff Oharies L granted to Arddbald Hamilton (Bishop 

X of KJUala, in ttie next year Arohbiahop of Gashel) the Manor of 

^^ Mokner ooonlj l>rona About 1660, his son Hn^ became 
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Lord Baron of Olenawlej, and married Siuannay daoghtorof Sir 
WiUiam Balfour. He made his wiU, dated ISOi Febraaiy, 1676, 
and devised his estates to his onlj son WiUiam Hamilton, and 
his heirs ; with remainder to his daoghtersy Arabella Sosannap 
and Nioola Sophia, and their heirs, to be equally divided between 
theuL 

167a— Probate of this wiU was granted in 1678, so that Lotd 
Glenawley must have died between 1676 and 1678. 

On his death, his son, 'William Hamilton, suooeeded, who died 
a minor and unmarried. The title thereupon became ertineti 
and his two sisters succeeded to the estates under the limitatieiis 
of their father's will 

1695, 26 June.-^Arab6lla Susanna married Sir John Magill, 
and Nioola Sophia married Sir Tristram Beresford ; and in 
Easter term 1696, ArabeUa and Sir John Magill, and Nioola 
and Sir Tristram Beresford, levied a fine of the Manors of Motener 
and Fynagh, and a deed of the date in the margin was exeouted 
between the parties, declaring the uses of the fiiw, and making a 
partition of the estates; bj which it was agreed thatF^n^ 
should be and was thereby granted to Arabelk Susanna and Imt 
heirs for ever, and Moiener to Nioola Sophia. The advowsoos

or Govemora of Ireland, with the consent of the Privy Council, 
- and with the approbation of the Lonl Primate, and consent of the 
Bev. Charles d'Este, Archdeacon of Armagh, Incumbent of the 
said parish, to confirm sudi division. This deed was endorsed on 
the back by the remaindermen, Galbraith and James LoiiiTy, to 
signify their consent and confirmation of the said division.

Power was reserved to encumber the said lands, and to 
such sums of money as they should think proper^ and to cL ^ 
them with a jointure for Uie wife or wives of Armar, ai^ witk 
portions for his younger children. Galbraith and Annar jcnntlj, 
but not separately, during their joint lives, and Armar molktify 
after Galhraith's death (if he should survive him), mi^t diaaga 
and revoke and make void all the uses in the said deed, and limit 
and appoint other uses. 

1765, Trinity Term. — A oommon recovery was aoooidii^^x 
suffered of said lands and advowson. 

1770, June 20th and 2l8t.— The said Armar LowiyConry, ailar 
the death of his father, by deeds of lease and release of iiam dmtm

effectually barring and destroying the said limitations and uses, 
and all estates tail, did grant and convey to the said Kdmood 
Kane, the moiety of the advowson and the lands comprised in the 
deeds of 1724 and 1765, to hold the same until two or more good 
and perfect common recoveiy or recoveries for assursnce of lands 
should be suffered, which when suffered, should be and enure to 
and for the only use of Aimar Lowiy Oony, his heirs and angns 
for ever, and for no other use.

1770, Trinity Term. — A common recovery was aooordin^y 
suffered of said lands in county Tyrone, compnsed in said deeds. 

1771, October 7th. — ^Armar Lowry Cmy, previous to Ids 
marriage with his first wife. Lady Margaret Butler (8anh his 
mother then living), by deed of this date, granted to Abtaham 
Lord Erne and Margetson Armar, and their heirs, certain deno- 
minations of the Bixmileoross estate, with other lands, on the 
truste therein mentioned '< whidi it is not conaiderad material 
here to go through, as not bearing on the present questaon, h

The eaid marriage was duly solemnizedy and there was issue 
thereof* one son (the second Earl),'and several other children (two), 
but all of whom died infonts, and none of them more than a few 
days old at their respeotive deatha This deed was registered 1 9th 
October, 1771. 

Lady Maigaret afterwards died, so- the jointure intended for 
her ladyship, and the trust term of 1,000 years, there being no 
yvmnger children of the marriage, merged 

1795, Michaelmas Term. — ^The Hon. Somei-set Lowry Corry 
(afterwards the second Earl) having attcdned his minority, he and 
his father joined in levying fines and suffering recoveries of the 
Manors, te, and of the moiety of the advowson of Termonmaguirk, 
thereof the first Earl was then seized, with remainder in tail to 
tlie second EarL 

1795, Nov. 23rd. — By deed of this date made between Armor 
Viscount Belmore, and his eldest son and heii* apparent, the Hon. 
ScMnerset Lowry Corry, of the first part ; Charles King and John 
M'Clintock, esqrs., of the second part, and Thomas Earl of 
Carridc, and Edward Earl of Kilkenny, of the third part, Lord 
Belmore and Mr. Corry resettled the manors, dca, in the counties 
of Fermanagh and Tyrone. By this settlement the said lands 
stood limited to Lord Belmore for life, with remainder to his son 
for life, with remainder to his issue in tail male, in strict settle- 
ment, with jointuring powers, and power of charging portions for 
younger children of Mr. Corry. Lord Belmore and Mr. Corry 
might during their lives annul or viiry tliis deed. 

1880, 20th October. — Frevions to the marriage of Somerset 
Yiwonnt Corry, with Lady Juliana Butler, second daughter of 
Henry Thomas Earl of Girrick, a settlement was entered into 
between Lord Belmore and Lord Corry of the first part^ the Earl 
of CanJck and Lady Juliana Butler of the second part, Robert 
JLowry and Blaney Townley Balfour of the third part. Viscount 
Cole and Viscount Ikerin of the fourth part, and Owen Wynne, 
esq., and the Roy. Heniy Maxwell of the fifth part Li this the 
uses of the deed of 1795 were revoked. 

Three thousand pounds a year was settled on Lord Corry, during 
his father^s life, and a jointure of XI, 000 a year settled on Lady 
Juliana, should she survive her husband . The estates were settled 
to the use of Lord Belmore for life, with remainder to Lord Corry 
for life; with remainder to trustees to preserve contingent 
lemainders. 

It is stated that there had not been found amongst Lord 
Belmore's fKpffn any actual re-conveyanoe of the mortgage to 
Bamer, hot it was submitted that the advowson was not affected 
tlierobj. A deed of the 26th June, 1706, whereby Mr. Darner, 
together with Messn. Bell and Martin who were, as executors of 
Andrew Smith, with Darner interested in the mortgage, as owners 
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of £2,000 oat of the £4,000, aadgned tJieir intemt to one Mr. 
Keas, junior, of Agheniii (who may p$rhapi have been a oonnexioiL 
of Mr. Lowry's and a tmstee for him) ; together witii adeed dated 
2nd Febraaiy, 1705, by which Lord and Lady Dunganaon ajid 
Mr. Darner aasigned aU arrears of rent since 1703 to Robert 
Lowry ; and another deed of the 4th February between Daner, 
Thomas Bell, and James Martin, and Oliyer M*0ans1and and 
Bobert Lowiy, appear not to have been prodnced with nim m k OB 
to this statement of title. A fine and rec o Yery by Lotdand Lndy 
Belmore in which Lord Oorry, the tenant in tail, would join^ had 
been prepared Mr. Henry Oorry, the only younger ehOd of ibe 
marriage who was entitled under the settlement of 1300 te a 
portion of £20,000 Irish, was ready to relesse aU claim cq the 
advowBon, and to join in the conreyanoe^ 
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£RKATA.

It appears from a bill of ^^ Obsts of partition of the Monterios/ 
Estate," oommencing prior to Lord Corry's marriage In 1800, and 
ending in 1805, that no steps were taken in the matter vnlS or 
about the former year, and that a partition was not siada mitil 
the latter year. Mr. Gledstanes' moiety was then in tlie p o nsMBrm 
of Mr. Samuel Jacob. The estate, which had been piirohassd in 
1750, by Mr. O. Lowry and Mr. Gledstanes jointly, firam a Vi* 
Hamilton, and which consisted of numerous denomiiiaiioas» wm 
the subject of a fine and recoTcry in 1795. It haa nonr besa all 
sold, although not I beliere until 1852, in the Ineombeied 
Court 
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
